An Act to direct cooperation between the State ‘Highway Department and Rail- 
road Companies operating in this State in necessary reconstruction, change, 
or alteration of grade separation structures and to establish a unit basis 
for such cooperation; and to provide for the erection of a bridge over the 
main line of the Southern Railway Company in Rock Hill, S. C. on 
Highway No. 21. 


An Act to repeal Section 582 of Volume 2 of the Code of Laws of South Caro- 
lina, 1922, relating to duty of person operating motor vehicle. 


An Act to place the beaches of Charleston County under the jurisdiction of the 
Sanitary and Drainage Commission of Charleston County for the purpose 
of preserving said ‘beaches, and to authorize and empower the Beaufort 
County Board of Directors to co-operate with the United States Government 
in the prevention of erosion and the preservation of beaches in Beaufort 
County. 


An Act to fix the apportionment of representatives of the General Assembly. 


An Act to require the Treasurer of Abbeville County to take securities for de- 
posits of all county funds, 


An Act regulating the deposits of public funds in Hampton County, and re- 
quiring the taking of security therefor. 


An Act to provide for an election on the question of abolishing the county 
court in Greenville County.

An Act to amend Section (4441) of Volume 3, of the Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1922, relating to sinking funds of the City of Greenville, South 
Carolina, so as to provide for the investment by the Sinking Fund Commis- 
sion of the City of Greenville in tax anticipation notes of the City of 
Greenville. 


An Act to declare the law with reference to attachments in actions for libel and 
slander against foreign corporations and non-residents, 


An Act to amend an Act entitled, ‘An Act relating to the County Board of 
Education of Dillon County, providing for their election and fixing their 
terms of office,” known as Act No. 284 of the Acts of the General Assembly 
of 1931, approved March 23rd, 1931, by providing for the appointment of 
the members of the said board. 


An Act to fix the bond of the sheriff of Saluda County. 


An Act to provide for the compensation of county officers and employees of the 
County of Georgetown. 


An Act to fix the tax execution fee of the Treasurer of Saluda County and to 
prescribe for its disbursement.

An Act to provide for dieting prisoners committed to the Greenwood County 
jail, limiting the amount to be paid by the county to forty cents (40) per 
day for each prisoner confined in the county jail by magistrates and judges 
of the court of General Sessions. 


An Act authorizing the State Highway Department to pay interest on past 
due accounts owing by the said Department and to issue to the holders of 
such accounts appropriate written instruments showing evidence of in- 
debtedness and intention to pay and to establish limits within which this 
authorization is operative. 


An Act to declare the compilation, collection and revision of the general 
statute law of the State as reported by the Code Commissioner pursuant to 
Section 5, Article VI, of the Constitution of 1895, the Code of Laws for 
1932, and the only general statutory law of the State. 


An Act to ratify amendment to Section 1, Article X, Constitution, relating to 
taxation and assessment by adding proviso thereto for the assessment of 
intangible property. 


An Act relating to the voting precincts of Yerk County. 


An Act to amend an Act entitled “An Act to establish and provide for a 
county court in the County of Spartanburg,” approved April 5th, 1930, 
and known as Act No. 629, of the 1930 statutes at large of South Carolina, 
by striking out the Clerk’s salary. 


An Act to prohibit the sale of the waterworks and lighting system of the City 
of Gaffney, either or both, except same is authorized by two-thirds of the 
qualified voters of said city. 


An Act to amend an Act entitled, “An Act relating to voting precincts in 
Horry County,”’ being Act No. 98 of the Acts of 1929, by striking out on 
line 7 of Section 1 the werd “Blanche” and inserting in lieu thereof the 
word “Joiner Swamp.” 


An Act providing-that at the time of the selection and appointment of a re- 
ceiver to liquidate a bank that has one or more branches, there shall also 
ie selected and appointed in the same manner as the receiver of such bank 
is selected and appointed, a committee from each member or branch bank 
to advise, confer and work with said receiver. 


An Act to amend “An Act to require the custodians or public funds of the 
County of Georgetown to deposit same in one or more banks of said county 
and to require such bank or banks in which said funds are deposited to 
execute security to the County of Georgetown for such deposit and to re- 
quire all loans of said county to be made upon competitive bids,” approved 
the 20th day of February, 1925, so as to allow treasurer to deposit $10,- 
000.00 without security for county operating expenses.

An Act authorizing the State Highway Department to construct roads within 
the limits of municipalities in certain cases and subject to certain limita- 
tions and validating construction contracts already awarded by the said de- 

. partment for work within municipalities subject to the same limitations. 


An Act to authorize, empower and direct the Treasurer of Sumter County to 
require security for all public funds deposited in banks. 
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An Act to provide a tax collector for McCormick County, define his duties 
and powers, to fix his compensation and term of office, to provide for the 
expenses thereof and to define and fix the duties and powers of the County 
Board of Commissioners and County Treasurer with reference thereto. 


An Act to amend an Act entitled “An Act to provide for a commission form

GENERAL AND PERMANENT LAWS 


CS 565 : No. 586. 


AN ACT to Direct.Cooperation Between the State Highway 
Department and Railroad Companies Operating in this 
State in Necessary Reconstruction, Change, or Alter- 
ation of Grade Separation Structures and to Establish 
a Unit Basis for Such Cooperation; and to Provide for 
the Erection of a Bridge Over the Main Line of the 
Southern Railway Company in Rock Hill, S. C., on 
Highway No. 21. 
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Section 1. Cooperation of Highway Department and 
Railroad Companies in Relation to Separation Structure— 
Bridge at Rock Hill.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: The State Highway Department is 
hereby authorized and directed to cooperate with any Railroad Com- 
pany or Companies operating lines in the State in effecting necessary 
reconstruction, changes or alterations in grade separation structures 
on State highways where the tracks of such Company or Companies 
cross the said highways: Provided, That under the terms of this 
Act, the Southern Railway Company is required, in cooperation with 
the State Highway Department to erect a bridge over its main line, 
_ in the City of Rock Hill, $. C., on Highway No. 121. 


§ 2. Necessity of Work Determined by Department— 
Notice to Companies.—The necessity for any stich reconstruction, 
changes or alterations shall be determined by the State Highway _ 
Department and made in accordance with plans adopted by the said 
Department, provided that any Railroad Company concerned shall 
be given at least ten days’ notice before any such work is initiated 
by the said Department and shall be permitted by the said Depart- 
ment to offer suggestions and counsel as to the proposed recon- 
struction, changes or alterations, 


§ 3. Apportionment of Cost.—The cost of effecting any 
reconstruction, changes or alterations as contemplated in Section 1 
and 2 hereof, including the grade separation structure and its ap- 
proaches for a distance of 500 feet, if so much be necessary, meas- 
ured from the center line in each direction along the highway, but 
not including the pavement or wearing surface for either the said 
structure or its approaches, shall be borne, 60% by the State Highway 
Department and 40% by the Railroad Company or Companies con- 
cerned, and in case of failure on the part of any such Company to 
furnish its pro rata share of the necessary funds fof paying the cost 
of any such reconstruction, changes or alterations, then the High- 
way Department shall have the right, after thirty days’ notice, to 
proceed with the work and to collect from the Railroad Company 
or Companies concerned a proper pro rata share of the cost on the 
basis established by this Act. 


§ 4. To What Separation Structure Act Applicable.— 
This Act shall apply to all cases where grade separation structures on 
State Highways across Railroads are, in the judgment of the State 
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Highway Department, for any reason inadequate for the traffic on the 
highway, but shall not apply to grade crossings nor in any way 
amend or modify existing laws relating to grade crossings. This Act 
shall not be construed as relieving any Railroad Company from any 
obligation or duty now borne by or resting upon such Company in 
connection with any grade separation structure. . 


§ 5. Appeal by Railroad Companies.—Any Railroad 
Company affected by any decision or action of the State Highway 
Department made or initiated pursuant to the provisions of this Act 
shall have the right of appeal to the State Supreme Court in its 
original jurisdiction for a review of the said Department’s findings 
as to either the necessity for the proposed reconstruction, changes 
or alterations, or determinations relating to divisions of costs, Such 
appeal, however, shall not operate as a stay to prevent the said De- 
partment from proceeding with the work after notice, as provided in 
: Section 3 hereof, unless so ordered specifically by the Court, or some 
member thereof, after prima facie showing that the appellant’s 
property, or the use thereof, after the completion of the proposed 
‘reconstruction, changes or alterations would be definitely impaired 
and rendered less suitable for its intended purposes: Provided, That 
in case of any stay order by the Court, or some member thereof, on 
the appellant’s showing and the subsequent finding by the Court that 
no such injury would result from the proposed reconstruction, 
changes or alterations to the appellant’s property, or the use thereof, 
then the appellant shall be held liable for any damages or losses 
sustained by the State Highway Department incident to, occasioned 
or brought about by the delay pending the said appeal.

Deposit of Hampton County Funds.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State South Carolina: That 
the public funds of Hampton County shall be deposited by the 
Treasurer of said County, or other officer having control, or custody, 
thereof in such bank, or banks, as will give security for the safety of 
all such funds so deposited as follows: That is to say: (a) Banks 
having no bills payable and no rediscounts shall be required to secure 
all deposits of said County with either Federal Land Bank Bonds, 
Liberty Bonds, First Carolinas Joint Stock Land Bank Bonds, or 
County bonds or notes equal to twenty-five (25%) per cent. of the 
amount of such deposit. (b) Banks having any bills payable and 
rediscounts shall be required to secure all deposits of said County 
with either Liberty Bonds, Federal Land Bank Bonds, First Caro- 
linas Joint Stock Land Bank Bonds, or County bonds or notes equal 
to fifty (50%) per cent. of the amount of such deposit. (c) Banks | 
having -bills payable and rediscounts equal to or more than their 
capital stock shall be required to secure all deposits of said County 
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with Liberty Bonds, Federal Land Bank Bonds, First Carolinas 
Joint Stock Land Bank Bonds, or County notes or bonds equal to 
the amount of the entire deposits of said County; Provided, That 
the Federal Land Bank Bonds and the bonds of the First Carolinas 
Joint Stock Land Bank shall be taken only at the market value 
thereof. : 


§ 2. When School Claims May be Given as Security.— 
That any bank in which the County shall make any deposits, to have 
the privilege, if it so desires, to secure said deposits by placing as 
security therefor with the officer making such deposit school claims 
of Hampton County equal as follows: Those banks in Class “A” 
school claims equal to fifty (50%) per cent. of the amount of such 
deposit. Banks in Class “B” school claims equal to seventy-five 
(75%) per cent. of the amount of such deposits, and banks in Class 
“C” school claims equal to the amount of the entire deposits of said 
County. 


§ 3. Security for Deposits in Banks for not Over 60 
Days—Who to Approve.—That where any officer of Hampton 
County shall make a deposit in any bank, or banks, where same 
shall not remain longer than thirty or sixty days that the County 
Treasurer, County Auditor, and the Hampton County Delegation to 
the General Assembly shall have the authority to take as security 
for such deposits collateral other than that mentioned in Section 1 
and 2: Provided, such security be approved by the Treasurer, 
Auditor, and the said Hampton County Delegation.

(4441) of Volume 3, of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, 
be and the same is hereby amended by striking out at the end of said 
Section the words “whenever they may think it wise and expedient 
to do so,” and inserting in lieu thereof the following: “or note or 
notes of the City of Greenville, bearing interest at five (5%) per 
cent. per annum, when executed in the manner and form, and for 
the purposes specified under the last proviso of Section (4554) of 
Volume 3, Code of Laws of South Carolina for 1922: Provided, 
that during any year when the city borrows from the Sinking Fund 
Commission on tax anticipation notes the aggregate borrowings of 
the city on such notes for that year shall not exceed eighty (80%) 
per cent. of the total taxes levied during the preceding year: Pro- 
vided, further, That the Sinking Fund Commission shall, at the be- 
kirining of each calendar year, set aside sufficient funds to pay any 
and all bonds maturing that year, and from such funds so set aside, 
no investments or loans shall be made which would prevent the use 
of such funds to retire said city bonds,” so that said Section when so 
amended shall read as follows:

Known as Act No. 284 of the Acts of the 
General Assembly of 1931, Approved March 23rd, 
1931, by Providing for the Appointment of the Mem- 
bers of the Said Board. 


Section 1. § 5335, 1932 Code, Amended—County Board 
of Education of Dillon County.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That an Act entitled, “An 
Act Relating to the County Board of Education of Dillon County, 
Providing for their Election and Fixing their Terms of Office,” 
known as Act No. 284 ofthe Acts of the General Assembly of 1931, 
approved March 23rd, 1931, be and the same is hereby amended by 
striking out on line six (6) of Section 1 the word “elected” and 
inserting the word “appointed”; amend by striking out on line ten 
(10) the word “one” and inserting the word “all”; amend further 
by striking out on line eleven (1) all after the word “be” and in- 
serting in lieu thereof the following: “appointed by the State 
Superintendent of Education, upon the recommendation of a majority 
of the Legislative Delegation from”; amend lines thirteen (13) and 
fourteen (14) by striking out the following: “who shall have been 
nominated and elected in the Primary and General Election respec- 
tively in 1932.” Amend said Section 1 of said Act further by striking 
out on line fifteen (15) the word “elepted” and by inserting in lieu 
thereof the word “appointed”, and on line sixteen (16) by striking

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appointed and qualified as herein provided. The regular term of 
office provided in this Act shall begin on January 1, 1933. Until 
‘such time, the Board shall be constituted and filled under provisions 
of law now applicable. Beginnings January 1, 1933, the Board shall 
be composed of three members, all of whom shall be appointed by the 
State Superintendent of Education, upon the recommendation of a 
majority of the Legislative Delegation from Dillon County, one 
from each of the three High School Districts in Dillon County. Their 
successors shall be appointed in like manner every two (2) years. 
The compensation of the members of the Board to be appointed 
under the provisions of this Act, and their successors shall be One 
Hundred and Fifty ($150.00) Dollars per annum, The Board as 
constituted under the provisions of this Act shall perform all duties 
incumbent upon a County Board of Education, except they shall 
have no authority as to raising or lowering any school district levy 
as this is to be done by the County Auditor according to levies made. 
by statute. In case of a vacancy for any cause, it shall be the duty of 
the State Superintendent of Education to appoint the members of

Compensation of Officers and Employees of 
Georgetown County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That beginning January 1, 1932, the 
County Officers of Georgetown County shall receive the compensa- 
tion as herein provided, and such salaries shall be in lieu of all other 
fees or compensation either directly or indirectly from the County 
or State, except the Sheriff who shall receive five (5¢) cents per 
mile actual travel in serving legal processes: Clerk of Court $2,200- 
00; Sheriff $2,350.00; County Auditor, $2,200.00; County Treas- 
urer $2,200.00: Provided, That the salary herein made for County 
Auditor and Treasurer shall be inclusive of the amount paid by the 
State; Coroner, $100.00 and $10.00 for each inquest held. All of the 
above salaries shall be per annum, payable monthly. The salaries 
hereinabove provided for shall be in lieu of all clerk hire and fees of 
whatever nature or description collected by them as now provided 
for by law, and all fees collected by any officer under the law now 
requiring such fees to be collected shall be turned over to the County 
Treasurer of Georgetown County monthly, together with a statement 
from such officer properly verified, showing the amounts collected 
by him during the preceding month and also fees accruing to the 
office and not collected, a copy of said report shall be filed with the 
County Commissioners at the same time it is filed in the Treasurer’s 
office and the County Commissioners shall not pay any salary of any 
County officer who fails to file such report. The same fees as are now

Establish Limits Within Which this Authorization is 
Operative. 


Section 1. State Highway Department to pay Interest 
on Approved Past due Accounts.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The State Highway De- 
partment is hereby authorized to pay interest on past due accounts 
uwing by the said department to road contractors and furnishers of 
road materials or services, provided that the due date of all such ac- 
counts shall be subject to determination by the said department, and 
no interest shall be allowed on any such claims unless and until they 
shall have been approved by the said department. 


‘§ 2. May Issue Evidences of present obligations—Due 
Date.—The State Highway Department is further authorized to 
make determination of any amount owing contractors and furnishers 
of road materials or services and to issue to the said contractors and 
furnishers of road materials or services appropriate written evidence 
of the said department’s obligation to pay and fixing a limiting ma- 
turity date not later than one year from the date of issue: Provided, 
- that within the limits of the sum for which notes may be issued under

intangible personal property shall not be subject to the three. mill 
levy provided by Section 10, Article 11, of this instrument or to 
any other general or special tax levy, except such as is especially 
provided by the General Assembly by the authority and within the 
limitation of this provision ; nor shall such intangible personal prop- 
erty be considered a part of ‘taxable property,’ as such term is used in .

Act to Require the Custodians of Public Funds of the County of 
Georgetown to Deposit Same in One or More Banks of Said County 
and to Require Such Bank or Bank in Which Said Funds are De- 
posited to Execute Security to the County of Georgetown for Such 
Deposit and to Require all Loans of Said County to be Made Com-

the sections of such highways lying within the limits of incorporated

§ 2. When State Highways May be Constructed and

AN ACT to Provide a Tax Collector for McCormick County, 
Define his Duties and Powers, to Fix his Compensation 
and Term of Office, to provide for the Expenses There- 
of and to Define and Fix the Duties and Powers of the 
County Board of Commissioners and County Treasurer 
With Reference Thereto. _ 


Section 1. Tax Collector for McCormick County—Ap- 
pointment.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That there shall be appointed for the County of 
McCormick a discreet person as Tax Collector, whose term of of- 
fice, duties and powers shall be as hereinafter provided. The ap- 
pointment shall be made by the Governor, upon the recommenda- 
tion of a majority of the Legislative Delegation from McCormick 
County. He shall give bond in the sum of Four Thousand ($4,- 
000.00) Dollars, in a surety company, conditioned for the faithful 
performance of his duties. The premium for the bond shall be 
paid out of the ordinary funds of the County. 


§ 2. Term—Expiration of Term of Incumbent.—The 
term of office for the said Tax Collector shall be for one year from 
the date of his appointment and until his successor shall have been 
appointed and qualified; and he shall be subject to removal by the 
Governor upon the written request of a majority of the Legislative 
Delegation from said County: Provided, That the present Tax Col- 
lector shall hold office until the expiration of one year from the 
date of his appointment unless sooner removed by the Governor 
upon request of the Legislative Delegation from McCormick Coun- 
ty. His compensation shall be that fixed annually in the County 
Supply Bill. 


§ 3. Executions—Duties of County Treasurer.—That 
within sixty days after the expiration of the time allowed by law 
for the payment of taxes in any year in the County of McCormick. 
the County Treasurer of said County shall issue in the name of the 
State a warrant or execution in duplicate against any defaulting 
taxpayer or taxpayers in his County, signed by him in his official 
capacity, directed to the Tax Collector provided for in this Act, 
requiring and commanding the Tax Collector to levy the same by 
distress and sale of so much of the defaulting taxpayer’s estate, 
real or personal, or both, as may be sufficient to satisfy the taxes, 
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_ State, school, County or special of such defaulter, specifying there- 
in the correct amount of all his taxes as well as the amount of each 
fund; which warrant or execution shall-be in duplicate and sub- 
stantially in the form as that now used, and at the same time said 
Treasurer shall issue to the Tax Collector a book in which shall be 
listed all delinquent taxpayers by school districts and in alphabetical 
order opposite the name or names of each of which shall be set forth 
the amount of taxes due on personal property and the amount on 

-real estate, together with the number of acres of real estate and 
the amount of taxes, costs and penalties due on each. 


§ 4. Fees of County Treasurer and Tax Collector.— 
The Treasurer for every such warrant issued shall add such costs 
and fees in the following manner: Treasurer, $1.00; and the Tax 
Collector herein provided shall levy and collect from such defaulter, 
in addition to the taxes due, and the Treasurer’s costs of $1.00 as 
aforesaid, the following fees in the execution of his office, to wit: 
For serving each warrant, $1.00, and mileage at the rate of five 
(5) cents per mile for each mile actually traveled in executing the 
warrant; for advertising the sale, twenty-five (25) cents; the 
actual costs of publishing notice of sale; for making sale and ex- 
ecuting deed of conveyance and putting the purchaser in possession, 
$3.00; and on all sums levied as aforesaid, five per cent.; and the 
Tax Collector is prohibited from demanding or collecting any greater 
sum therefor than is hereby allowed, and no Tax Collector or Treas- 
urer herein shall charge or receive any fees upon nulla bona returns. 


§ 5. Disposition of Fees, etc., Collected.—That all fees, 
costs, mileage, and penalties provided for in Section 4 of this Act 
shall be, when collected, turned into the County Treasury at the 
end of each month, and the Treasurer of McCormick County shall 
keep as a separate fund all such costs, fees, mileage and penalties 
out of which only the actual costs of advertising property for sale. 
under tax executions shall be paid, and then only upon a warrant of 
the County Board of Commissioners after approval by them of a 
claim or claims duly presented to them itemized and sworn to by the 
party claiming to be entitled thereto. 


§ 6. Tax Collector to Levy and Sell Property.—Under 
and by virtue of said warrant or execution, the said Tax Collector 
shall seize and take exclusive possession of so much of the default- 
ing taxpayer’s estate, real or personal, or both, as may be necessary 
to raise the sum of money named therein and said charges thereon 
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and proceed to advertise and sell same as is provided by law by 
Sheriff’s sale under tax executions, 


§ 7. Certain Duties of Sheriff Devolved on Tax Collector 
—Duty of Deputy Sheriff.—It is understood and is hereby 
declared by this Act that all powers and duties heretofore vested in 
the Sheriff of McCormick County as to the collection of delinquent 
taxes, seizure and sale of property, etc., not inconsistent with this 
Act are hereby conferred upon the Tax Collector herein provided 
for, and he is hereby given full power and authority to execute 
all processes and the laws now pertaining to the execution and 
collection of delinquent taxes, as Sheriffs are authorized to do under 
the general law, and the Sheriff of McCormick County is relieved 
from the collection of delinquent taxes after the passage of this 
Act: Provided, That the Deputy Sheriff of McCormick County shall 
act as Constable in the serving of warrants of arrests for violations 
of the tax laws when called upon to do so by any Magistrate of 
the County.

735 of the Acts of the General Assembly, 1930, Ap- 
proved February 25th, 1930, by Adding Thereto a 
new Section to be Known as Section 4A, Relating to 
and Controlling Primary Elections to be Held in the 
City of Rock Hill. 


Section 1. §§ 7661-7665, 1932 Code, Amended—Pri- 
mary Elections in City of Rock Hill.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That an Act entitled 
“An Act to provide for a Commission Form of Government for cities 
of More than Eight Thousand Inhabitants and less than Twenty 
Thousand Inhabitants According to the United States Census for the 
Year 1920,” known as Act No. 735 of the Acts of the General As- 
sembly of South Carolina, 1930, approved the 25th day of February, 
1930, be, and the same is hereby amended by adding thereto a new 
Section to be known as Section 4A, to read as follows: 


“Section 4A: There shall be in the City of Rock Hill, S. C., a 
primary election for the nomination of a Mayor and Alderman, 
‘called and conducted as hereinafter provided ; and the qualification as 
to suffrage shall be enforced. 


That no primary shall be held for any political party unless that 
party, through its president or chairman of its City organization 
shall notify the Mayor of the City at least Five (5) days before the 
first Tuesday in October of any year that the said party desires such 
primary election, The Mayor shall immediately call said election to 
be held on the first Tuesday in December and shall then notify the 
Commissioners of election who shall have printed in one newspaper 
in the City of Rock Hill notice of said election, showing the numbers 
of the Ward of Voting Precinct, the place or places where the en- 
rollment book shall be found in said Ward, the place in said Ward 
where the election shall be conducted, and this notice shall be pub- 
lished once every two weeks until said election. 


The said election shall be conducted by Three (3) Commissioners 
of Election for each party and they shall be appointed as follows: 
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One for each party to be appointed by the City Council and two by 
the President of the respective party, and they shall serve without 
pay and for a period of two years and until their successors are 
selected in a similar manner. In case of death or resignation of 
any one of said Commissioners of election before -his term expires, 
the Mayor of the City of Rock Hill shall appoint his successor to 
serve for the unexpired time. 


The Commissioners of Election shall name Three (3) Managers 
for each box, and these Managers shall receive for their services 
the sum of Five ($5.00) Dollars each. 


No person shall be allowed to vote at said election unless he or © 
she shall have placed his or her name on the enrollment book, in the 
manner and at the times hereinafter referred to, and that he or she 
shall take the following oath: “I solemnly swear that I am a member 
of this Club District ; that I am a member of the..... canner ie 
Party; am duly qualified to vote in this election, and that I have not 
voted before in this election.” 


Each Ward in said City is hereby declared to be a Club or Voting 
District, except in Ward One, where there shall be Two (2) Club 
or Voting Districts, and in all other Wards or Club Districts there 
shall be placed the enrollment book and boxes for voting as is desig- 
nated by a majority of the Commissioners of Election. In Ward One 
there shall be placed an enrollment book and voting boxes within the 
following Division: Enrollment book and boxes for those residing 
Fast of Annafrel Street, Stonewall Avenue and those residing on 
Izard Street, shall be placed at or near the Highland Park Mill, and 
for those residing other than the above division, shall be placed at 
or near the Rock Hill High School, and these places to be designated 
by said Conimission of Election. 


That there shall be provided necessary ballots printed on white 
paper, and on the top of said ballot or coupon shall be printed the 
name of the political party, and each ballot shall have a coupon at 
the top perforated so as to be easily detached, and in addition to 
the name of the party, there shall be printed thereon Ward number 
and Ticket number, the numbers to run seriatum for each ward for 
each party, and on the ticket shall be printed the name of the can- 
didates for Mayor and for Councilman. 


That at said election the person receiving the largest majority 
vote for each party shall be declared by the Commissioners of Elec- 
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tion as elected for that party. But in case the election does not result 
in a larger majority, a second primary shall be held without further 
advertisement, and on the Second Tuesday in December, and shall be 
conducted in the same manner as the first primary except that there 
shall be printed on the ballots the names of the two candidates re- 
ceiving the highest votes for the respective office in the first primary, 
and the candidate receiving a plurality vote shall be declared by 
the Commissioners of Election as the nominee or nominees of the 
respective place and party. 


Beginning with the year 1932 and every four years thereafter, 
there shall be a new general enrollment of all voters and at such 
time books shall be opened by the Commissioners of Election at least 
Thirty (30) days before any primary election, and shall be closed 
one day before said election, and there shall be placed one book in 
each Ward, except in Ward One where there shall be two books, 
and the place where such books are located shall be designated by 
the Commissioners of Election, and these places shall be designated 
in the advertisement for the election, and these books shall remain 
open from nine (9) o’colck in the forenoon until four (4) in the 
afternoon, Each applicant for enrollment in his party shall be 
twenty-one (21) years of age, or shall become so before the General 
Election of that year, shall have resided in the State for T'wo (2) 
years, in the County of York sis (6) months and in the City of 
Rock Hill Sixty (60) days just preceding the application. 


That during the said four (4) years, the said enrollment books, 
when not placed as above, shall be held in the custody of the City 
Clerk and Treasurer of the City, who shall during this period and 
for thirty (30) days previous to any primary election permit any 
person or persons to enroll in his or her respective Ward book under 
the same terms and conditions as other enrollment. Eact applicant 
for enrollment shall be required to, in person, write upon the Club 
Book his or her full name, immediately thereafter his or her age, 
occupation, street address,.and if the name be illegible the person 
in charge of the book shall immediately write the name beneath the’ 
signature. In case of the inability of the applicant to write, he may 
make his mark to be witnessed by the person in charge of the book 
and this person shall fill in the other requirements, When the en- 
rollment books have closed the person in charge thereof shall de- 
liver same to the City. Clerk and Treasurer who shall retain same 
until demanded by the Commissioners of Election for the opening 
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of the voting and within twenty-four (24) hours after said election 
one of said Managers shall deliver said book to the City Clerk and 
Treasurer of said City. 


Each candidate shall on or before twelve (12) o’clock noon five 
(5) days before said election take the following oath: “As candi- 
date for the office Of ....... cc ce eee eee in the Primary elec- 
tion to be held on the first Tuesday in December, I hereby state that 
T am qualified to vote at the General Election following the Primary 
Election and hereby pledge myself to abide the result of said primary 
election and will support the nominee thereof or not vote at the 
said General election.” And upon failure on the part of any candidate 
.to sign said pledge, the managers of said election shall not count 
any vote cast for such person. That in case of death of any candidate 
after the time required for filing such pledge, then additional can- 
didates may file a pledge up to one day previous to said election. 


The Managers of Election shall open the polls at eight (8) o’clock 
in the forenoon and close same at seven (7) P. M. of the same day 
and shall then proceed to publicly count the votes, calling to their 
assistance stich help as may be necessary, and after tabulating the 
votes shall certify the same to the Commissioners of Election, who 
shall within twenty-four (24) hours thereafter deliver the ballot 
box containing the ballots, poll list and all other papers, except the 
Club Roll Book, to the City Clerk and Treasurer who shall keep 
same in a secure place for a period of five (5) days, when same 
shall be destroyed, unless during that time there is filed with said 
Clerk and Treasurer a contest of said election; then the said City 
Clerk and Treasurer shall hold same until final determination of 
said contest, after which same shall be destroyed. 


That in case the Managers find moré ballots in the box than names 
on the poll list, the managers shall draw out the excess and immedi- 
ately destroy them. ; 


In every election to be held under this Act there shall be provided 
one booth for every one hundred (100) enrolled voters or majority 
fraction thereof, these booths to be made of cheap material and shall 

not be less than thirty-two (32) inches wide, thirty-two (32) inches 
deep and six feet high, and shall be provided with a curtain hanging 
from the top in front to within three (3) feet.of the floor, and shall 
have a suitable shelf on which the voter can prepare his or her ticket. 
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That the City of Rock Hill, 8. C., shall pay all expenses of said 
election or elections including a reasonable amount to be paid the 
person in whose possession the enrollment books are placed during 
the time it is open for enrollment, except no amount shall be paid 
the City Clerk and Treasurer when same is in its possession.

Section 1. Service Officer for Charleston County.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
For the purpose of aiding Veterans of all wars to obtain such com- 
pensation and allowances as are provided for them by the Acts of 
Congress, a Service Officer for Charleston County is hereby created.

AN ACT to Require Security of Banks Receiving County 
Money for Deposit in the County of Calhoun 


Section 1. Security Required for Funds of Calhoun 
County Deposited in Banks.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Treasurer, Tax 
Collector, or other public official of Calhoun County, shall not de- 
posit the public funds of the County in any bank or banking insti- 
tution unless such bank or banking institution shall first give security 
for such deposit. That the required security may be: (a) an in- 
demnity bond in the full amount of the deposit, said bond to be 
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approved by the County Attorney; or (b) bonds or other evidence 
of indebtedness of the United States, the State of South Carolina, 
the County of Calhoun, subdivision of the County of Calhoun, or 
Federal Land Bank bonds; or (c) notes and/or bonds secured by 
mortgages of real estate on property situate in Calhoun County, to 
be approved by the County Treasurer and the County Attorney for 
said County of Calhoun, whose duty it shall be to see that said 
mortgages or securities offered are acceptable first mortgages and 
owned by such bank or banking institution; but should said security 
consist of notes or bonds secured by mortgages of real estate on 
property situate in Calhoun County, said notes or bonds shall not 
constitute security for more than two-thirds (2/3) of the money so 
deposited, the remaining one-third (1/3) to be secured by bonds 
or other evidence of indebtedness as hereinbefore listed in subdivi- 
sion “b.” 


§ 2. Amount of Security Required.—That when bonds or 
other evidence of indebtedness of the United States, the State of 
South Carolina, the County of Calhoun, subdivision of the County 
of Calhoun, or Federal Land Bank bonds, are given as security for 
said deposit or deposits or any portion thereof, it shall be sufficient 
compliance with this Act if the amount of the security equal sixty- 
six and two-thirds (66-2/3%) per cent. of the amount of that por- 
tion of the deposit or deposits secured thereby ; and that when notes 
and/or bonds secured by mortgages of real estate on property situate 
in Calhoun County are given as security for any portion of said de- 
posit or deposits, it shall be necessary that the amount of said 
security shall be one hundred fifty (150%) per cent. of the amount 
of that portion of the deposit or deposits secured thereby. 


§ 3. Security to be Assigned to County Treasurer— 
When May be Reassigned.—That all such notes and/or bonds 
and mortgages securing same, placed up as security in accordance 
with the terms of this Act, shall be assigned to the County Treas- 
urer of Calhoun County, and the said County Treasurer is hereby 
authorized and empowered to reassign same to the bank-or banks 
placing same up as security when such reassignment is deemed 
necessary or desirable by the County Treasurer and the County At- 

_torney, because of withdrawal of said deposit or deposits so se- 
cured, or some portion thereof, or the substitution of other security 
therefor, the security so substituted to be such as will comply with 
the requirements of this Act. 
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§ 4. Manner of Exhausting Security if Bank Fails.— 
. That should any bank or banking institution fail, in which public 
funds of, Calhoun County have been placed for deposit and security 
for such deposit or deposits having been given, as provided by this 
Act, and it should become necessary to resort to such security to 
protect such deposit or deposits, that such security as provided to 
be given by subdivision “b” of Section 1 of this Act shall first be 
exhausted before resort is made to the security authoriZed to be 
given by subdivision “c” of Section 1 of this Act.

AN ACT to Provide for Primary Elections in Cities Having 

’ the Commission Form of Government and More Than 

Fifty Thousand (50,000) and Less Than One Hundred 
Thousand (100,000) Inhabitants. . 


Section 1. Board of Election Commissioners—-Appoint- 
ment—Term-——Compensation——Personnel of City Executive 
Committees.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That from and after the passage of this Act 
the Board of Commissioners of Election in any city in which the 
provisions of this Act are applicable shall consist of three (3) mem- 
bers, who shall be recommended by the city executive committees 
of organized political parties participating in the primary elections 
from among the registered electors qualified to vote in said city. 
Upon such recommendation the names of persons so recommended 
shall be certified by the committee or committees to the Governor 
of the State, who shall thereupon appoint the same to serve as the 
Board of Election Commissioners for said city for the term of two 
years, and until their successors are appointed and have qualified, 
unless sooner removed by the Governor for cause, and any vacancy 
occurring on the Commission shall be filled as herein provided: 
Provided, The term of office of the members of the Board of Com- 
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missioners in such city now provided for by law shall continue for 
the term of their appointment but no longer. The compensation of 
said Commissioners shall be One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars a year 
each, to be paid quarterly by the City Treasurer. Said Commission- 
ers shall take the oath of office as prescribed by Section 26, Article 
3, of the Constitution, and shall organize as a Board by appointing 
one of their number Chairman of the Board, and such chairman 
shall be empowered to administer oaths. City executive committees 
hereinbefore mentioned shall be made up of delegates from ward 
or precinct clubs of organized political parties and shall function 
under rules promulgated by such parties. 


§ 2. Party Primary Elections to Nominate Mayor or 
Councilmen—Time—Voters—Oath Required to Vote—Re- 
quirements of Candidates—Ballots—Number of Votes to 
be Elected—Second Primary.—That there shall be no party 
Primary nominations of any person as a candidate for mayor or 
councilman, unless the said party primary election be conducted 
.and the qualifications for suffrage therein be enforced as herein 
provided. The primary election of any party for nominating mayor 
and councilman shall be held on the second Tuesday preceding the 
‘municipal election, and shall be conducted by the duly appointed 
Board of Commissioners of Elections and Board of Managers of 
Elections for the said municipal election, who shall be paid for the 
holding of said municipal election, and shall conduct the primary 
elections at the same places and in the same manner and with the 
enforcement ‘of the same requirements for suffrage as are herein- 
after set forth, having a separate box for each organized political 
party in said city, and for any violation of the law governing the 
same shall be subject to the same punishment as any violation of 
the law governing other elections: Provided, however, ‘That no 
person shall be allowed to vote in any party primary election un- 
less he or she be a member of said party, and shall subscribe to the 
following oath: “I do solemnly swear that I am a member of this 
club district, that I am a member of ................06. party, 
duly qualified to vote at this election, and that I have not voted be- 
fore at this election.” Provided, further, That no primary election 
shall be held for any political party unless the chief officer or officers 
in its city organization shall notify the chairman of the Board of 
Commissioners of Elections for the municipal election at least five 
(5) days before the time for the holding of the party primary elec- 
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tion, and at such primary election three (3) members of such polit- 
ical party, duly appointed for the purpose by the proper officers of 
the party, shall have the right to be present at each polling precinct 
and advise the managers if any person offering to vote in said party 
‘ primary'be not a member of said party and file protest as ground 
for legal contest in case such person be allowed to vote by the legal 
managers. No ballot cast in said primary election shall be counted 
for any person who shall not have ‘filed with the Chairman of the 
Board of Commissioners of Elections the pledge as to corrupt prac- 
tices and an itemized statement as to expenditures, as provided in 
an Act making certain offenses in primary elections, misdemeanors 
and prescribing penalties therefor, approved March 6, 1908, Vol- 
ume XXIV, in the Statutes at page 949, The Board of Commission- 
ers of Elections shall cause the names of all candidates in the pri- 
mary election classed according to their party affiliation, to be pub- 
lished in a daily newspaper of the city from the time that they have 
become qualified as candidates up to and including the day of the 
primary election, and the said Board shall provide the printed bal- 
lots to be used in the said party primary elections, the names of 
candidates for mayor and, also separately, the names of the candi- 
dates for councilmen, arranged alphabetically, the ballots in each 
case to bear the words, “Vote for (the number to be elected).” The 
candidate receiving the largest majority vote shall be declared 
elected. In case a primary election does not result in a majority and 
a larger vote for the number of persons to be elected in the regular 
municipal election, a second primary shall be had om the seventh 
day after the first primary in which second primary the ballots 
shall contain for each position for which choice is to be made, the 
names of two persons; those receiving the highest vote at the pre- 
ceding primary election. 


§ 3. Enrollment Books—When to be Opened—Who 
Eligible to Enroll—-To Issue Certificates to Those Enrolled 
—Place of Books—lInspection of Books—What Names May 
be Purged—Requirements to Vote—Duty of Persons Al- 
ready Enrolled.—That books of enrollment for voting in the 
primary elections provided herein shall be caused to be opened by 
the Board of Commissioners of Elections and Board of Managers 
of Elections for the said municipal primary election in eath ward 
of such city at least sixty (60) days. before the first municipal 
primary election. Notice thereof shall be given by the chairman 
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of the Board of Commissioners of Election and such other informa- 
tion with regard thereto as the chairman of said Board may desire 
to give. Each applicant for enrollment shall, in person, write upon 
the roll his full name and immediately thereafter his or her age, oc- 
cupation, street and number of the house in which he or she re- 
sides. If the name be illegible, the one in charge of said enrollment 
book shall write his or her name beneath the signature of the ap- 
plicant. In the event of the inability of the applicant to write, he 
or she may make his or her mark upon the roll, which shall be wit- 
nessed by the party who is in charge of said enrollment book, and 
such person so in charge of the enrollment book shall fill in 
the other requirements. Upon so registering, each enrolled ap- 
plicant shall be then and there furnished by the Board of Com- 
missioners of Elections with a certificate of enrollment, in such 
form as shall be prescribed by the Board of Election Commissioners, 
which certificate shall contain a statement of the voter’s name, age 
and place of residence as entered in the enrollment book, and said 
certificate shall be signed by at least one member of the Board of 
Commissioners of Elections: Provided, That as a prerequisite to 
enrollment and obtaining of such certificate, each applicant shall 
take an oath that he or she is duly qualified to vote in said election, 
and that he or she is a citizen of the State, and has resided in the 
State one (1) year, in the City six (6) months, and in the Ward 
sixty (60) days prior to opening books for enrollment. The person 
placed in charge of the enrollment books by the Election Commis- 
sioners in each ward, skall have the power of administrating an oath 
for the purposes of carrying out the provisions of this Act. The 
city in which said primary election or elections are held shall furnish 
suitable books for enrollment and the duplicate rolls to be made 
and filed with the Clerk of the City. The enrollment book shall be 
kept in the custody of the chairman of said Board at all times, and 
not be moved or taken from said place of enrollment during the 
period of enrollment provided for herein. The enrollment book 
shall be open to inspection by any member of the party. Thirty (30) 
days. before which any municipal primary election is to be held, 
the books shall close; and within three (3) days thereafter, the 
chairman of said Board shall forthwith cause to be made and shall 
certify a copy thereof and file the same with the Clerk of the City 
for public inspection at all times. At least ten (10) days before | 
the first primary the Board of Commissioners of Elections shall 
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meet after three days’ published notice in a newspaper of general 
circulation in the city of time and place of meeting and examine the 
rolls. Any person may complain of errors therein; and the said 
Board of Commissioners of Elections, after hearing complaints, shall 
in a fair and impartial manner correct and purge the rolls, striking 
off the names of all persons not residing in the ward or voting pre- 
cinct for which each roll was made up, or otherwise improperly en- 
rolled, and adding any names improperly omitted: Provided, No 
name shall be stricken from any roll without three days’ notice by 
mail to the address appearing on the roll to the person whose name 
is proposed to be dropped from the roll to show cause why said 
name should not be dropped. 


When said rolls have been revised and corrected by the said 
Board of Commissioners of Elections, they shall be certified to 
and shall thereupon become the official rolls, and no names shall be 
added thereafter, except by the order of a Judge of a court of record. 
Upon the completion of said revision, the Chairman of said Board 
shall immediately file in the office of the Clerk of said city a list 
duly certified by him of all names added or dropped from said roll, 
with age, place of residence, and occupation, which list shall be 
preserved by the Clerk along with the duplicate roll on file in his 
office and any person may there inspect said roll and list of correc- 
tions at all times. The original roll shall be delivered to the managers 
of the primary election by the Board of Commissioners of Elec- 
tions before the day for the opening of the polls; and no person shall 
be allowed to vote at said election whose name does not appear on 
said original roll as herein required, and who shall not present the 
enrollment certificate herein provided for. The managers of election 
shall return said rolls to the Chairman of the Board of Commissioners 
of Elections immediately after the counting of the votes and the dec- 
laration of the result, or as soon thereafter as practicable: Provided, 
If the original roll be lost or misplaced, a copy of the duplicate as 
corrected by the Board of Commissioners of Elections and filed in 
the Clerk’s office, such copy to be certified to by him shall be used 
in the place of the original: Provided, That those persons who may 
have already placed their names upon the enrollment books for the 
purpose of voting in the coming municipal election for two council- 
men for the City of Columbia under the law as existing before the 

_ passage of this Act shall be required to acknowledge their signatures 
on said enrollment book, take the oath as herein provided, receive 
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a certificate of enrollment during the period as herein provided, 
before being allowed to vote in said election.

Section 1. § 2699, 1932 Code, Amended—Commence- 
ment of Terms of Dillon County Auditor and Treasurer.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That an Act entitled “An Act to Fix the Terms of Office of 
the Auditor and Treasurer of Dillon County and to Provide the 
Manner of Filling said Offices,” known as Act No. 21 of the Acts 
of the General Assembly of 1931, approved February 19, 1931, be 
and the same is hereby amended by striking out on line four (4) 
the word “January” and inserting in lieu thereof the word “July”; 
by striking out on line seven (7) the word and figures ‘December 
31, 1932,” and inserting “July 1, 1933”; by striking out on line ten 
(10) the word and figures “December 31, 1932,” and by inserting in 
lieu the following: “July 1, 1933,” and amend said Act still further

sors shall be appointed for the short ternis beginning July 1, 1931, 
to July 1, 1933, as heretofore provided by law in Sections (433) 
and (491), respectively, Code of Laws, 1922, for the appointment 
of such officers for regular terms to hold office until July 1, 1933, 
or until their successors shall have been duly elected and qualified 
under the provisions hereof.

AN ACT to Fix the Compensation of Jurors, Witnesses, 
Bailiffs, Constables and Court Crier in Attendance up- 
on the Courts of General Session and Common Pleas in 
Lexington County. 


Section 1. Pay of Circuit Court Jurors in Lexington 
County.—Be it ‘enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
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South Carolina: That from and after the passage of this Act jurors 
in attendance upon the Circuit Courts or Courts of Common Pleas 
and General Sessions of Lexington County shall be paid Two ($2.00) 
Dollars per day and mileage as now provided by law. 


§ 2. Pay of Witnesses Attending General Sessions Court 
in Lexington County.—No fees or other compensation shall be 
allowed any witness bound over or summoned ‘to testify in any case 
in the Court of General Sessions, unless the Circuit Judge who 
tried the case in which tHe witness was summoned to testify shall 
certify that such witness was material and actually testified in said 
case; and in that event the witness shall be allowed one dollar for 
each day of attendance and not more than five cents per mile for 
every mile necessarily traveled in going to and returning from the 
Court House one trip: Provided, however, That each witness bound 
over or summoned in behalf, of the State shall be paid, on approval 
of the Solicitor of the Circuit, the same compensation and mileage 
as other witnesses, whether such witness testifies or not: Provided, 
further, That no witness for the defense in any case not a felony 
shall receive any compensation or mileage. 


§ 3. Pay of Bailiffs and Court Crier for Circuit Courts in 
Lexington County.—That the compensation of the Bailiffs and 
Court Crier in attendance upon the Circuit Courts of Lexington 
County shall be the same as that fixed in Section One of this Act 
for jurors: Provided, That not more than two Bailiffs shall be en- 
gaged for attendance upon the Court of Common Pleas and not 
more than two in addition to the Court Crier shall be engaged for 
attendance upon the Court of General Sessions, and the Court Crier 
shall receive Three ($3.00) Dollars per day for both the Court of 
Common Pleas and General Sessions, except that the Presiding Judge 
may provide by order for additional Bailiffs upon the necessity there- 
for being made to appear to his satisfaction: Provided, That any 
Constable, Deputy Sheriff or Rural Policeman of the County re- 
ceiving salaries for full time may be required to attend the sessions 
of the Court without additional compensation.

§ 3. County Judge to Collect Costs, Fees and Commis- 
sions—Sell Lands——Execute Deeds—When May Resell.— 
That said County Judge, as Special Referee, shall charge and col- 
lect such costs, fees and commissions as have heretofore been al- 
lowed the Master in said County of Orangeburg, in all such causes 
or actions as shall be referred to the County Judge, as Special 
Referee, and in such causes or actions within the original jurisdic-

estate so sold upon compliance with the terms of the sale thereof, 
including the payment of all costs, and in case of unnecessary delay 
in such compliance the said real estate shall be resold promptly. 


§ 4. Stenographer—Compensation—Copy of Testimony 
to be Furnished Counsel.—That the County Judge shall have au- 
thority to appoint or employ a stenographer in connection with the 
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discharge of his duties, as Special Referee, who shall be paid such 
salary as shall be authorized by law, and in addition shall be allowed 
as a part of the costs in any suit the sum of Three ($3.00) Dollars 
for taking the testimony, and a copy of said testimony shall be fur- 
nished to counsel for either side without additional charge. 


§ 5. To Pay Collected Costs, Fees, and Commissions 
Monthly in General Fund—Stenographer’s Cost Excepted. 
—The County Judge shall pay over to the County Treasurer the 
costs, fees and commissions collected by him, as herein authorized 
and directed, at the end of each month for the general fund of 
the County, except that he shall pay over to the stenographer direct 
the costs allowed to be taxed for such services.

AN ACT to Require Security of Banks Receiving County 
Money for Deposit in the County of Beaufort 


Section 1. Deposit of Public Funds in Beaufort County 
—Security Required.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That the Treasurer, Sheriff, or 
other public official of Beaufort County, shall not deposit the 
public funds of the County in any bank or banking institution 
unless such bank or banking institution shall first give security for 
such deposit. That the required security may be: (a) an indem- 
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nity bond in the full amount of the deposit, said bond to be ap- 
proved by the County Attorney; or (b) bonds or other evidence 
of indebtedness of the United States, the State of South Carolina, 
the County of Beaufort, subdivision of the County of Beaufort, or 
Federal Land Bank bonds; or (c) notes and/or bonds secured by 
mortgages of real estate on property situate in Beaufort County, to 
‘be approved by the Chairman of the County Board, the County 
Treasurer, and the County Attorney for said County of Beaufort, 
or a majority thereof, whose duty it shall be to see that said mort- 
gages or securities offered are acceptable first mortgages and owned 
by such bank or banking institution: Provided, however, That not 
more than two-thirds of said deposits may be secured by notes or . 
bonds secured by mortgages of real estate on property in Beaufort 
County. 


§ 2. Amount of Security Required in U. S. Bonds etc.— 
Amount in Mortgages of Lands in Beaufort County.—That 
when bonds or other evidence of indebtedness of the United States, 
the State of South Carolina, the County of Beaufort, subdivision of. 
the County of Beaufort, or Federal Land Bank bonds, are given as 
security for said deposit or deposits or any portion thereof, it shall 
be sufficient compliance with this Act if the amount of the security 
equal sixty-six and two-thirds (66-2/3%) per cent. of the amount 
of that portion of the deposit or deposits secured thereby; and that 
when notes and/or bonds secured by mortgages of real estate on 
property situate in Beaufort County are given as security for any 
‘portion of said deposit or deposits, it shall be necessary that the 
amount of said security shall be one hundred fifty (150%) per cent. 
of the amount of that portion of the deposit or deposits secured 

thereby: Provided, however, That where notes or bonds secured 
‘by mortgages of real estate on property in Beaufort County are 
given to secttre a portion of said deposits, the said notes or bonds 
secured by mortgages of real estate on property in Beaufort County 
shall stand as additional security for a portion of deposit secured 
by the other classes of permissible security mentioned in Section 
1 of this Act. 


§ 3. Security to be Assigned to County Treasurer— 
When Reassignment Permitted.—That all such notes and/or 
bonds and mortgages securing same, placed up as security in ac- 
cordance with the terms of this Act, shall be assigned to the County 
Treasurer of Beaufort County, and the said County Treasurer is 
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hereby authorized and empowered to reassign same to the bank or 
banks placing same up as security when such reassignments is deemed 
necessary or desirable by the Chairman of the County Board, the 
County Treasurer, and the County Attorney, or a majority of them, 
because of withdrawal of said deposit or deposits so secured, or 
some portion thereof, or the substitution of other security therefor, 
the security so substituted to be such as will corny with the re- 
quirements of this Act.

Section 1. Trustees of the Sumter City Schools to Re- 
quire Security for School Funds.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The Board of Trustees 
of the City Schools of the City of Sumter, South Carolina, is hereby 
authorized, empowered and directed to require good, marketable and 
sound securities for all funds of said schools deposited in banks 
or banking institutions, or in lieu of such security an insurance 
policy protecting such funds in some company authorized to do 
business under the laws of the State of South Carolina. The securi- 
ties other than an insurance policy shall be in Federal and/or State 
bonds or in bonds of political subdivisions of the State, Federal 
Land Bank bonds, and Joint Stock Land Bank bonds.

AN ACT to Fix the Compensation of Certain Officers of 
Richland County 


Section 1. Compensation of Richland County Officers.—

The salaries hereinabove provided to be in lieu of all fees of what- 
ever nature or description: Provided, however, That the County of 
Richland shall pay to the Auditor and Treasurer only such propor-

officers: Provided, however, That officials hereafter taking office in 
Richland County shall take office subject to the right in the Legis- 
’ lature to increase or decrease the salaries herein provided or here- 
after provided for such office. 
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§ 2. Fees—Amount.—The fees to be charged under this Act 
shall be the same as are now prescribed by law. 


§ 3. County Treasurer to Collect Fees Before Papers 
are Served, Filed, Recorded, etc.—Exception in Sales When 
Fees to Come Out of Property to be Sold.—That before any 
paper shall be received for service, filing, recording or other action, 
the same shall be delivered to the County Treasurer, who shall re- 
quire the fees, charges and costs thereon to be paid in advance; 
and upon receiving such payment, shall endorse the amount received 
on such paper and deliver the same to the proper office, or officer, 
for such action as may be required. And no paper, pleading, or 
other instrument shall be filed in the Court of Common Pleas in 
the Richland County Court or Probate Court, unless and until! the 
proper fees thereon shall have first been paid; and no decree or 
order shall be signed, made, executed or become eifective until all 
fees due thereon have been paid to the County Treasurer as herein 
provided for: Provided, however, That when it is necessary for 
any order or decree to be made for the purpose of ordering the 
sale of property as now provided by law, where the funds derived 
therefrom are to be paid into Court, or where officers are directed 
by law to make sale, and where the cost of the act, or actions, is to 
be paid out of the funds derived from the sale, then the Court, or 
officer empowered to sign, make, or execute any order, or instru- 
ment, under existing laws, shall sign, make, or execute such order, 
or instrument, and the same shall become effective without the pay- 
ment of fees or costs thereof to. the County Treasurer; but upon 
the sale being made, the officer charged with the duty of making 
the sale shall within ten days, out of the proceeds therefrom, pay 
the fees and costs incurred to the County Treasurer, taking his 
receipt therefor. 


§ 4. Officers Not to Receive, Record, File or Act on 
Papers Unless Fees are Paid—Only Authorized Officers to 
Collect Fees—Unlawful.—lIt shall be unlawful for any official 
of Richland County to receive, record, file, serve or act upon or in 
relation to any paper, document or pleading unless and until the 
proper fees, costs and charges thereon shall have been paid first to 
the County Treasurer as hereinabove provided. It shall also be un- 
lawful for any official of Richland County to receive or collect, any 
cost, fee, or fees, for the purpose of paying over, or iransmitting 
same, to the County Treasurer, except in cases where such official 
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is now or may be hereafter charged by law, or decree of Court, 
with the duty of selling property: Provided, This Section shall not 
apply to Magistrates who collect taxes, fees or penalties in the dis- 
charge of their official duties. 


§ 5. Clerical Help to be Provided.—That in addition to 
the salaries provided for in Section 1, the County Delegation shall, 
from year to year, provide for such clerical help and other assist- 
ance as to it may seem right and proper for the conduct of business 
of the County in the several public offices, said provisions to be con- 
tained in the annual Supply Bill: Provided, however, That the public 
officials of Richland County mentioned in Section 1 shall not, in any 
manner, profit by the moneys paid for clerical help, or other assist- 
ance, which amounts shall be paid only on vouchers properly drawn, 
which shall be sworn to by the claimants and passed upon by the 
County Commissioners, as other claims against the County. 


§ 6. Officers to Keep Separate Record of Fees Paid, etc. 
—Each public officer of Richland County shall keep a complete 
record of every instrument filed, recorded or acted upon and amount 
of the fees paid therefor, which shall be open to inspection by any 
' citizen of Richland County at any time. 


§ 7. Act Not Applicable to Criminal Procedings.— 
That nothing in this Act shall be deemed, held, or construed to ap- 
ply to criminal process or cases. 


§ 8. Misdemeanor to Violate—Penalty.—That any official 
violating any of the terms, conditions, or provisions of this Act shall

Sheriff, Constable, Rural Police, Industrial Deputy Sheriff, Indus- 
trial Constable, or any other peace officer, of Chester County shall 
accept any check or draft for any penalty, fine, or bond for the 
appearance of any one in any Court of Chester County charged with 
any offense; or accept any check or draft for the release of any 
motor vehicle, or any other vehicle or other property used in viola-

AN ACT to Provide for the Automatic Entry into the Next 
Highest Class of Cities and Towns Incorporated Under 
the General Laws of the State and Classified There- 
under According to Population. 


Section 1. When Municipalities Incorporated Under the 
General Law and Classified According to Population May 
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Enter Next Highest Class.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: Any city or town in this 
State now or hereafter incorporated under the general laws of the 
State and classified on the basis of population at the time of its in- 
corporation thereunder, which thereafter has attained, or shall at- 
tain, by the last preceding United States census heretofore or here- 
after made, the increase in population requisite for eligibility in the 
next highest class of towns and cities classified by law according to 
population, shall thereupon automatically enter said next highest 
class and become incorporated under the general laws of the State 
applicable to other towns and cities in such next highest class, with 
all the rights, privileges and obligations of any other town or city of 
said next highest class. 


§ 2. Effect of Entry in Next Highest Class—Officers to 
Serve out Their Terms—Certificate to be Filed with Secre- 
tary of State.—All Officers, including the mayor, intendant, alder- 
men or wardens, in office at the time of the entry of any city or 
town into the next highest class as hereinabove provided, shall con- 
tinue in office until the expiration of their respective terms for which 
they were elected and at the next succeeding general election for 
mayor or intendant in any such city or town, such officer shall be 
elected as any such city or town may be entitled to under the law 
governing cities and towns of such newly entered class. And for 
all other purposes the incorporation of any such city or town shall 
be deemed complete under the laws governing cities and towns of 
such newly entered class upon the mayor or intendant filing with the 
Secretary of State a certificate setting forth that said city or town 
was theretofore incorporated under the general laws of the State 
applicable to cities and towns of its then population and that by the 
last preceding United States census the population of such city or 
town makes it eligible to such next highest class.

AN ACT to Authorize a Reorganization of State Banking 
Institutions in the Hands of the Bank Examiner, Re- 
ceiver, or Adjudged to be Insolvent by the Courts of 
this State Under the Plan of Reorganization Recom- 
mended by the Depositors and Creditors and Approved 
by the Court. 


Section 1. Reorganization of Banks Adjudged Insolvent 
—Procedure and Requirements.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: When any banking. in- 
stitution organized and operating under the laws of this State has . 
been duly adjudged insolvent in an action or special proceeding duly 
instituted in the Court of Common Pleas of this State, it shall be 
lawful for the Court in such action to approve a plan of reorganiza- 
tion for the reopening of any such bank or banking institution, pro- 
vided the following procedure and requirements are complied with. 


All depositors, creditors, and stockholders, for the purpose of 
determining upon any plan of reorganization for the reopening of 
any such bank under the terms of this Act shall be deemed parties 
to the action, or proceeding in which the adjudication of insolvency 
is made, provided that the notice hereinafter referred to be duly 
served. In the event as many as five (5%) per cent. in number and 
amount of depositors and stockholders file a petition, duly verified, 
with the resident or presiding Judge of the Circuit in which such 
bank is situate, setting forth that, in their opinion, it would be to 
the advantage of the depositors and unsecured creditors to reorganize 
and reopen such bank for business; that under such reorganization 
plan the depositors and unsecured creditors would receive a larger 
percentage of their claims than would be paid under a liquidation 
in Court and that it is feasible to reopen the bank on such plan; and 
should the said representations appear to the satisfaction’ of the 
said Judge to be true, it shall be the duty of the Court to fix by 
order a time and place for the holding of a meeting of depositors, 
creditors and stockholders of such institution for the purpose of 
considering and determining upon a plan for the reorganization “nd 
reopening of such institution. A notice of the time, place and purpose 
of such meeting shall be given by mail to each depositor, creditor 
and stockholder at his address as the same appears upon the books 
and records of said institution, unless it be known to be otherwise, 
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then at such last known address, at least ten days prior to the time 
of such meeting. The Court in such order shall direct the manner 
of giving such notice and make such other provisions for the hold- 
ing and conduct of such meeting, not inconsistent herewith, as will 
enable the parties to be fully heard and register their views on any 
plan of reorganization. Before any such meeting shall be authorized 
to determine upon any plan of reorganization it must appear that 
not less than fifty (50%) per cent. of depositors, unsecured creditors 
and stockholders are present or duly represented. In the event that 
two-thirds (2/3) in number and amount, of all depositors, unse- 
cured creditors and stockholders present at such meeting agree upon 
a plan of reorganization by resolution duly adopted and recommend 
the same to the resident or presiding Judge of such Circuit, then 
it shall be lawful and proper for the Court, if it appear to its satis- 
faction that such plan will be to the best interest of all parties, 
by proper judgment order to approve stich plan, order the reor- 
ganization and reopening of such institution. All such party-deposi- 
tors, creditors and stockholders shall be bound by such judgment 
order and no appeal shall be allowed or taken therefrom. In any 
such reorganization plan it shall be lawful to authorize the reduc- 
tion of depositors and unsecured creditors’ claims and/or to post- 
pone the payment thereof and/or to provide for such payment in 
installments as will appear to be to the best interest of the parties 
interested. In any such plan all claims or demands of the same class 
shall be treated alike. . 


§ 1-A. Same—Effect of Agreements Signed by Executors, 
Trustees, et al.—That on and after the approval of this Act it shall 
be lawful for any bank, now or hereafter placed in the hands of 
the State Banking Department and other than any banking institu- 
tion that has been duly adjudged insolvent in an action or special 
proceeding duly instituted in the Court of- Common Pleas, as out- 
lined in paragraph one hereof, upon the consent of two-thirds of 
the depositors in number and amount, holding deposits in excess 
of ten dollars ($10.00) in the said bank, who shall agree in writing 
to an extension of payment of unsecured creditors of said bank, 
said writing to specify terms, and amount to be paid from time to 
time for a period not exceeding five years, for the officers to reopen 
the said bank, and to operate the same as a going banking institu- 
tion; and all such agreements when signed by executors, trustees, 
administrators, or committees for persons nom compos mentis shall 
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be lawful, and binding upon the wards of such; and shall be binding 
upon all depositors. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Purchase of Codes for the Use 
of State and County Officials, to Make an Appropria- 
tion Therefor, to Provide for the Distribution of the 
Codes and Supplements, and the Depositing of Funds 
From the Sale of Supplements. 


Section 1. Appropriation to Purchase Sets of the 1932 
Code—Disbursement.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That the sum of Seventeen Thou- 
sand Two Hundred and Thirty-eight ($17,238.00) Dollars be, and 
the same is hereby appropriated out of the State Treasury to pur- - 
chase one thousand (1,000) additional sets of the Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, pursuant to a contract now existing between 
the committee on statutory code of laws and the code commissioner, 
and the Michie Company. The said sum shall be paid to the Michie 
Company when delivery of the sets of the code is made; and such 
payment shall be in full and final settlement of all charges and de- 
mands by the Michie Company for all work done by said Company: 
Provided, That this shall in no way interfere with the payment of 
the third instalment now due The Michie Company on the purchase 
of four hundred and fifty sets of the Code of Laws of South Caro- 
lina, 1932; money for which was appropriated during the 1931 
General Assembly: Provided, further, That the Comptroller Gen- 
eral is authorized and directed to issue his warrant to said Michie 
Company in the sum of Two Thousand Five Hundred and Sixty- 
five and No/100 ($2,565.00) Dollars to pay said balance. The said 
sum hereinbefore appropriated out of the State Treasury shall be 
paid on warrant drawn thereon by the Comptroller General, upon 
order or warrant signed by the chairman of the committee on statt- 
tory laws and the code commissioner. 
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§ 2. Distribution of the 1932 Code and Supplements 
Thereto.—The Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, and supple- 
ments thereto, shall be distributed by the State Librarian to the

(12) To each County Master, one set. 

(13) To each Judge of the several County Courts, one set. 
(14) To each Solicitor of the several County Courts, one set. 
(15) To each Magistrate in the State, one set. 

(16) To each of the Chartered Colleges in the State, one set. 
(17) To the University of South Carolina, two (2) sets. 
(18) To Charleston Library, two (2) sets. 


(19) To the Congressional Library at Washington, two (2) sets; 
to the Library of the United States Supreme Court, one set; to 
the Office of the Attorney General of the United States, one (1) set. 


(20) To the Libraries of every State in the Union which supplies 
our State Library with a set of their official code gratis, one set. 


(21) To each County Public Library in the State, one set. 


(22) To each committee room of the General Assembly, one (1) 
set; to each officer of the General Assembly, one (1) set. 


(23) All sets of the codes and supplements thereto, not dis- 
tributed as hereinabove provided shall be retained in the custody 
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of the State Librarian until she is authorized by law to make dis- 
tribution thereof. 


§ 3. Duty of Officers Receiving the Code and Supple- 
ments—Attorney General to Enforce these Provisions.— 
That each of the state and county officers designated above to re- 
ceive a set of the code and supplements thereto, shall file with the 
State Librarian a receipt, acknowledging receipt of same before 
code shall be delivered to him or her. It shall be the duty of each 
officer receiving a set of the code and supplements thereto, to keep 
same in his or her office, where it may be used by the public on 
business of the State: Provided, That this shall in no wise interfere 
with any of the duties now imposed by law on any officer. It shall 
further be the duty of any officer receiving a set of the code and 
supplements thereto, upon leaving office, to deliver to his successor 
in office the set of the code and supplements thereto which he re- 
ceived from the State Librarian. Any officer leaving office without 
turning over to his successor the set of the code and all supplements 
thereto delivered to him by virtue of his office shall be liable for 
same on his official bond, the value of which is hereby set at T'wenty- 
five ($25.00) Dollars. That the said sets of the codes and supple- 
ments thereto after distribution as hereinabove provided, to the said 
officers shall be and remain the property of the State and shall be 
returned to the State Librarian by any person who may not be au- 
thorized by law to retain the same. It is hereby declared the duty 
of the Attorney General to enforce the provisions hereof. 


§ 4. Members of 1932 General Assembly to Receive 
1932 Code.—That the members of this General Assembly shall be 
entitled to receive a set of the code of laws of South Carolina, 1932, 
as a State report, and the above provisions of this Act shall not 
apply to codes delivered to, or to be delivered to the members of 
this General Assembly. 


§ 4-A. Joint Committee on Printing to Contract for 
Printing the Supplements.—The Joint Committee on Printing is 
hereby authorized to contract for the printing of the supplements to 
the code provided for by Section (2118) of the 1932 Code. Said 
contract may be awarded for a period of ten years under such terms 
as the Joint Committee on Printing may see fit. 


§ 4-B. Appropriation for Distributing the 1932 Code.— 
That the further sum of Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars be and 
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the same is hereby appropriated out of the State Treasury to defray 
charges of delivering the said Codes, as hereinabove provided. Two 
Hundred ($200.00) Dollars of said amount shall be disbursed as 
provided for in Section 1 of this Act, and the remainder shall be used 
by the State Librarian to defray carrying charges of codes distributed 
from the State Library. 


§ 5. Supplements May be Sold—Use of Proceeds.—That 
the committee on statutory laws and the code commissioner be, and 
they are hereby authorized to offer supplements to the code for 
public sale at such prices as they deem wise and expedient. All sums 
‘realized from public sales of the supplements shall be paid into the 
State Treasury: Provided, however, That before any sums are paid 
into the State Treasury expenses of handling, shipping and clerical 
help shall first be deducted. Payment of such expenses can be made 
on order.of the Chairman of the Committee on Statutory Laws and 
the Code Commissioner.

Section 1. Members of Richland County Legislative 
Delegation not to Serve on Certain Boards, Etc.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
no member of the Richland Delegation in the General Assembly 
shall be eligible to appointment to membership on the Board of 
Columbia Township Audiorium, the veneral Clinic or on any such 
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like organization or Board of the County of Richland or Columbia

AN ACT tc Create the Savannah River Navigation Commis- 
sion, to Provide Assistance to and to Co-operate with 
the United States Government in the Improvement of 
and in the Maintenance of a Navigable Channel for 
Commerce from the City of Augusta, Georgia, to the 
Upper Limits of Savannah Harbor, Georgia. 


Whereas, the Congress of the United States in the River and Har- 
bor Act approved July 3, 1930, authorized the construction of a 
channel in Savannah River below Augusta, Georgia, with a channel 
depth of six feet to head of navigation at Augusta, and subject to 
condition of local cooperation set forth in House Document Number 
101, Seventieth Congress, First Session ; and 


Whereas, the Committee on Commerce of the United States Senate 
transmitted to the Chief of Engineers, United States Army, on Feb- 
ruary 17, 1931, a resolution of said committee requesting the Board 
of Engineers for Rivers and Harbors, created under Section 3 of the 
river and harbor act approved June 13, 1902, to review the report 
on Savannah River below Augusta, Georgia, submitted in House 
Document No. 101, Seventieth Congress, First Session, with a view 
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to determining whether any modification is advisable in the existing 
project at the present time; and 


Whereas, the local interests who are affected by the improvement 
of the section of river designated above desire to assist the United 
States Government in whatever project or projects may be finally au- 
thorized,.and desire to be in a position to provide any local coopera- 
tion which may be required ; now, therefore, — 


Section 1. Savannah River Navigation Commission— 
Number of Members—Appointments—Terms.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: For the 
purpose of aiding in the construction and future maintenance of the 
proposed channel or channels by the United States in the Savannah 
River below Augusta, Georgia, the Governor shall appoint five re- 
sponsible citizens, who shall constitute a commission to be known as 
the Savannah River Navigation Commission. One member shall be 
appointed for one year; one member shall be appointed for two 
years; one member shall be appointed for three years; one member 
shall be appointed for four years; one member shall be appointed for 
five years. Upon the resignation, death, or removal from office of 
any member, a successor shall be appointed in the manner described 
‘above. Upon the expiratién of the term of office of said members, 
their successors shall be appointed for the term of five years each. 
Said members shall serve without compensation. A majority of the 
members of said commission shall have power to act at a duly called 
meeting of the commission. The said commission shall elect, out of 
its own number, a president, a secretary, and any other officers which 
may be necessary: Provided, however, That the members of said 
commission shall be nominated by a majority of the members of the 
Legislative Delegation in the General Assembly from the counties of 
Edgefield, Aiken, Barnwell, Allendale and Hampton. ° 


§ 2. Powers—Jurisdiction.—The said commission shall have 
full power to represent local interests in so far as the State of South 
Carolina is concerned, and deal with the United States through the 
latter’s officially designated representatives or agents, on all matters 
pertaining to the development of and maintenance of navigation 
facilities in the Savannah River, from the upper limits of Savannah 
Harbor, Georgia, to the upper limits of navigation in the vicinity of 
Augusta, Georgia. 
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§ 3. May Secure Right-of-Ways, Etc.—State Not to Be 
Liable for Same.—Full power is vested in the said commission to 
secure through purchase, condemnation, donation, or otherwise, 
such land or lands, or any part thereof, flowage rights, easements 
and/or other facilities as may be required by the United States in 
any project for the development and future maintenance of the said 
- section of the Savannah River which is or may be authorized by the 
Congress of the United States, employing such funds as may be 
contributed, supplied, and/or furnished by local interests: Provided, 
however, That the State shall not be liable for the payment of any 
sum of money by reason of such purchase or condemnation, or for 
any costs of such proceedings, or for any expenses of the members 
of said Commission. Any lands, rights, and/or easements thus ac- 
quired shall be acquired for and in behalf of the State of South Car- 
olina, and the Governor and the Secretary of State are hereby au- 
thorized and directed to issue to the United States an instrument, 
either in the form of a deed or easement, conveying to the latter the 
rights thus acquired. 


§ 4. Necessary State Owned Lands, Etc., to be Granted 
to U. §.—The Governor and the Secretary of State are hereby 
authorized and directed to issue to the United States a grant to such 
land or lands, flowage rights, and/or easements, title to which is 
vested in the State of South Carolina, that may be required in the 
development of the project or projects which may be adopted. 


§ 5. State Highway Department to Cooperate.—The 
State Highway Department is hereby authorized and directed to 
make such changes in highways, bridges, and bridge approaches as 
may be necessary to conform with changed conditions resulting from 
any improvement on the section of Savannah River, Georgia, de- 
scribed above or any tributary which may be affected by such im- 
provement. Funds for this work will come from the regular funds 
of the Highway Department. 


§ 6. United States Government May Condemn Lands 
and Property.—If the United States Government shall so de- 
termine, it is hereby also authorized to condemn and use all lands 
and property which may be needed for the purposes hereinbefore set 
forth, under the authority of the said United States Government, 
and according to the provisions existing in the Federal Statutes for 
condemning lands and property for the use of the United States 
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Government. In case the United States shall so condemn said lands 
and property, the said Savannah River Navigation Commission is 
hereby authorized to cooperate with the United States Government 
if so requested by a properly designated agent of the latter. 


§ 7. Right of United States Government to Condemn 
Paramount.—In such condemnation proceedings the uses for which 
such land or property is condemned are hereby declared to be for ' 
a purpose paramount to all other. public uses, and the fact that any 
portion of it has heretofore been condemned by a railroad company, 
canal company, telephone or telegraph company, or other public 
service corporation, or by any political subdivision of the State of 
South Carolina for public use, or has been conveyed by any: person, 
firm, company, or corporation for any such public uses, shall in no 
way affect the right of the State of South Carolina or the United 
States Government to condemn such lands and property as herein- 
before provided. 


§ 8. State Retains Concurrent Jurisdiction Over Lands, 
Etc.—Civil and Criminal Process.—The State of South Caro- 
lina retains concurrent jurisdiction with the United States over any 
land acquired and held in pursuance of the provisions of this Act, 
so far as that all civil and criminal process issued under authority 
of any law of this State may be executed in any part of the premises 
so acquired for such inland waterway, or for the buiding or con- 
structions thereon erected for the purpose of such inland waterway. 


§ 10. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed, , 


§ 11. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Section 1. § 7627, 1932 Code, Amended—Adoption of 
Form of Government to be Submitted to Election.—Be it en- 
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acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
Section 4720, Volume 3 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1922, be, and the same is hereby amended by striking out the word 
“City” on line 3 thereof and inserting in lieu thereof the word “pri- 
mary,” so that said section when so amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 4720. Upon the petition of registered electors, qualified 
to vote in such city, equal in number to twenty-five per centum of 
the votes cast for all candidates for Mayor at the last preceding 
primary election of any such city, showing the residence and occupa- 
tion of each petitioner, and verified as hereinafter required for other 
petitions, the Mayor shall, by proclamation, submit to a vote of the 
qualified registered electors of said city the question of adopting the 
form of. government herein and organizing as a city under this 
Article at a special election to be held at a time specified in said proc- 
lamation, not later than one month and not earlier than one week 
after said petition is filed. If the plan of government herein provided 
for be not adopted by the majority vote cast at the said special elec- _ 
tion the question of adopting said plan shall not be resubmitted to 
the voters of said city for adoption within two years thereafter, but 
at the expiration of two years the same question may be resubmitted 
upon the presentation of a petition as hereinabove provided for, The 
question shall be submitted by the Mayor in his proclamation in the 
following form, to wit: ‘Shall the City of (name of city) adopt the 
form of government provided in Article IX, Chapter LI, of the 
Code of Laws of South Carolina (cities of more than twenty thou- 
sand inhabitants and less than fifty thousand inhabitants).”

“An Act to Provide for a County Court in the County of 
Spartanburg,” Approved April 5, 1930, so as to En- 
large the Time for Holding Said Court and to Further 
Regulate the Services of Jurors. 
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Section 1. §§ 191, 192, 1932 Code, Amended—Terms— 
Service of Jurors—County Court of Spartanburg.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
~ Section 10 of an Act entitled “An Act to Provide for a County Court 
in the County of Spartanburg,” approved April 5, 1930, be amended 
by adding at the end thereof the following: Provided, further, That 
whenever the time designated by the County Judge for the holding 
of Civil or Criminal terms sbail be insufficient for the trial of all 
cases before the Court, said cerm may be continued into the follow- 
ing week and jurors may be held over into the following week;” 
and that Section 11 of said Act be amended by adding at the end 
thereof the following: “Provided, When the business of the Court 
is not completed during the week for which jurors are drawn, said 
jurors may be held for service during the following week, but such 
jurors may be excused from service during the second week for any 
good cause appearing to the Court, and if so excused, shall not be 
required to report for duty at the next term of Court, and vacancies 
caused by excusing jurors from service during the second week shall 
be filled from the Tales Box;” so that Sections 10 and 11 of said 
Act when so amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 10. The County Court shall be held on the second Mon- 
days of February, March, April, May, July, September and Novem- 
ber, and at such other times as the Judge or Court shall order, and 
continue for such time as is necessary to dispose of the business be- 
fore the Court: Provided, That said Court shall always be open for 
the transaction of al! such business as can be disposed of without a 
jury; and Provided, further, ‘That each week may be designated for 
jury trials shall be considered a term, and the County Judge may 
designate the time for holding both the civil and criminal terms: 
Provided, further, That whenever the time designated by the County 
Judge for the holding of Civil or Criminal Terms shall be insuffi- 
cient for the trial of all cases before the Court, said term may be 
continued into the following week and jurors may be held over into 
the following week.” 


“Section 11. That the Board of Jury Commissioners as con- 
stituted by law in said County for the Circuit Court shall constitute 
the Board of Jury Commissioners for the said County Court, and 
such Commissioners shall immediately, upon the establishment of 
the said County Court, and annually thereafter during the month of 
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December of each year, proceed to prepare a jury list for said County 
Court in the manner and under the provisions now relating to the 
preparation of the jury list for the Circuit Court, which list may 
contain the names of any person now or hereafter appearing on the 
jury list prepared for the Circuit Court of said County; that the said 
Jury Commissioners shall be provided with a strong, substantial box, 
without apertures or openings when closed, to be known as the ‘Jury 
Box for County Court,’ which shall be prepared, secured and kept 
by them in like manner as is now provided to be done in the case of 
the Jury Box for the Circuit Courts ; that they shall place in a special 
apartment in the said jury box (which special apartment shall be 
known as the ‘Tales Box’) the names of not less than three hundred 
nor more than eight hundred of such persons whose names appear 
on said list as reside within ten miles of the Court House, from which 
Tales Box shall be drawn jurors to supply deficiencies arising from 
any catise or emergency during the sitting of the Court. The names 
of persons placed in said Tales Box shall be also placed in the said 
jury box; that such Commissioners shall, at least ten days before the 
convening of the Court, and after five days’ notice of such drawing 
from the jury box, which notice may be given either by posting same 
on the Court House door or publication in a newspaper published in 
said County, draw a panel of petit jurors, and the Clerk of said 
Court shall immediately issue to the Sheriff a venire containing the 
names of the persons thus drawn as petit jurors, which venire shall 
be returnable at such times as may be named, and the persons so 
served shall be the jurors for said Court; and the law relating to the 
qualifications, drawing and summoning jurors of the Circuit Court 
' shall apply, except as herein otherwise provided: Provided, That 
not more than eighteen persons shall be drawn and summoned to at- 
tend at the same time at any session of the County Court, unless the 
Court shall otherwise order. Jurors drawn and summoned shall ap- 
pear and attend upon the sessions of the County Court for which 
summoned until discharged by the Judge thereof: Provided, That 
service as jurors in the County Court shall not be held to exempt a 
juror from service as such in the Circuit Court in the same year, 
nor shall service as a juror in the Circuit Court be held to exempt a 
juror from service as such in the County Court in the same year, 
nor shall a juror be required to serve in such County Court for a 
full week more than once in the same year: Provided, When the 
business of the Court is not completed during the week for which 
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jurors are drawn, said jurors may be held for service during the 
following week, but such jurors may be excused from service during 
the second week for any good cause appearing to the Court, and if 
so excused, shall not be required to report for duty at the next term 
of Court, and vacancies caused by excusing jurors from service dur- 
ing the second week shall be filled from the Tales Box.”

Section 1. When Berkeley County May Use its Sinking 
Fund Monies or Other Funds to Finance its Schools or for 
General Purposes.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: When the Supervisor and Treasurer of 
Berkeley County are desirous of borrowing money in anticipation of 
‘the collection of taxes, upon the County’s note, for school purposes 
or under the Appropriation Act for the County; as provided by law, 
and the Treasurer of said County has on hand sinking fund monies 
or other funds, which apparently will not be needed for the purpose 
for which they are held until the maturity of such note, then with 
the approval of the Diversion Commission for said County, con- 
sisting of the County Treasurer, County Supervisor, and members of 
the Delegation in the General Assembly from Berkeley County, by 
resolution adopted by a majority thereof, the Treasurer of said 
County shall purchase such county note or notes and invest such 
funds therein and the interest received on such note or notes’ shall 
be credited to the account from which the funds are loaned. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Prescribe the Duties and Powers of the County 
Board of Education for Berkeley County; to Provide 
for the Election of School Trustees in Said County; to 
Define the Powers and Duties of Such Officers; and to 
Regulate the Employment and Compensation of Teach- 
ers, Bus Drivers and Other Employees of the Several 
Schools Therein; and to Further Regulate the Educa- 
tional Activities of Said County. 


Section 1. Additional Duties and Powers for County 
Board of Education for Berkeley County.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The County 
Board of Education of Berkeley County, as now constituted, in 
addition to the powers and duties now vested in or exercised by 
- County Boards of Education, as provided in the general school law. 
shall be vested with the powers and authority, and shall perform 
the duties, hereinafter provided. 


§ 2. Transportation of School Children.—Said County 
Board. of Education shall route all school buses operated in their 
County ; determine the number of buses to transport pupils to the 
several schools in districts under their jurisdiction; regulate the 
transportation of pupils, and establish such rules as may be deemed 
necessary for the welfare, protection and safety of such pupils. 


§ 3. School Trustees — Number — Term — Election — 
When County Board May Appoint Trustees.—The terms of 
all school trustees now holding office in Berkeley County shall ex- 
pire on the 30th day of June 1932, or as soon thereafter as as their 
successors, as herein provided for, shall qualify, whether district 
trustees or high school trustees. On the first Tuesday in April 1932, 
and every two years thereafter, an election shall be held in each of 
the school districts of said County for three trustees, whose term 
"of office shall commence on the first day of July next ensuing such 
election, and who shall serve for a term of two years, and until 
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their successors shall qualify. Such election shall be conducted by 
the incumbent trustees of the several school districts in which the 
same shall be held, after ten days notice of the time and place there- 
of by posting the same in three or more conspicuous and public 
places in such district, and shall be conducted according to the rules 
and regulations applicable to general elections. No person shall he 
eligible to election as a school trustee unless he or she shall he a 
qualified elector residing within the district for which he or she shall 
be chosen, The result uf each such election shall, within two days 
thereafter, be certified to the County Board of Education, who shall 
thereupon issue their commissions to the several trtustees so elected. 
Provided, That in the event that any district shall fail or neglect to 
elect trustees as herein provided, the County Board of Education 
shall appoint trustees for such district until a special election shall 
be ordered and held as directed by the County Board. 


§ 4. How Vacancies Filled—Appointment or Election. 
—Any vacancy or vacancies in the office of school trustees for a 
shorter period than one year, whether caused by death, resignation, 
removal or otherwise, shall be filled by appointment of the County 
Board of Education, for the unexpired term; but if such vacancy be 
for one year or moré, the same shall be filled by election, as pro- 
vided in the case of trustees for a full term. 


§ 5. High School Trustees—Selection.—Board of High 
School Trustees for the sevetal high schools in the said County shall 
be selected in the manner provided by the general high school law. 


§ 6. Removal of Trustees.—Trustees of any ‘school district 
in said County may be removed for cause, in the same manner as 
now provided by the general school law, 


§ 7. Employment of Teachers, Bus Drivers and Other 
Employees.—The Boards of Trustees of the several school districts 
in said County shall employ teachers, bus drivers and other necessary 
employees for their respective districts, except in the case of high 
\school teachers, bus drivers and other employees serving such high 
school or high schools in which case they shall be empolyed by the 
several Boards of High School Trustees, but no Board of Trustees 
‘shall have the right to fix the salary or term of employment for any 
teacher, bus driver or other employee except as hereinafter provided. 


§ 8. Contracts of Teachers, Bus Drivers, et al.—to be 
Recorded—Notice—When Compensation Determined.— 
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When the trustees of any school district have employed any teacher, 
bus driver or other employee the contract shall be in writing and in 
duplicate and one copy thereof shall be filed with the Superintendent 
of Education of said County and he shall make a record thereof in. 
a book kept by him for that purpose, which shall be a public record 
and shall constitute due notice thereof the same as under the Re- 
cording Acts, Provided, However, That no salary or term of em- 
ployment shall be fixed for such teacher, bus driver or employee 
until the school budget has been passed and approved for the en- 
suing or current year of employment and then such salary and term 
of employment shall be determined by and according to the amount 
approved therein; Provided, further, That there shall not be em- 
ployed in any school more teachers than allowed under the 6-0-1 Law 
and amendments thereto, and if it be found that the trustees of 
any district have employed more teachers than allowed under the 
said law, or more teachers, bus drivers and employees than approved 
in the schaul budget, then the last teacher or teachers, bus driver 
or bus drivers or employee or employees with, notice as ‘aforesaid, 
shall be eliminated and such contract shall be absolutely null and 
void. 


- § 9. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 10. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Forfeited Land Commission of 
Calhoun County to Borrow Money 


Section 1. Forfeited Land Commission of Calhoun Coun- 
ty May Borrow—Extent—to Report Annually on Finances. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the Forfeited Land Commission of Calhoun County 
be and the same is hereby authorized and empowered to borrow 
money from time to time not to exceed at any one time the sum 
of Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars and provided that its out- 
standing indebtedness shall at no one time exceed Three Thousand 
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($3,000.00) Dollars, and to execute notes or other obligations in 
writing for the payment thereof and to pledge as security to any 
such indebtedness any property in its hands and/or income from any 
property. Interest on any sum borrowed may be paid at the rate 
determined by the Commission not to exceed seven (7%) per cent 
per annum. The said Commission shall file annually between De- 
cember 15th and December 31st of each year, a statement with the 
County Board of Commissioners showing all sums borrowed during 
the year and any outstanding indebtedness at the date of the filing 
of the statement, The full faith, credit and taxing power of the 
County of Calhoun is pledged to secure the payment of any sums 
borrowed under the terms of this Act. 


§ 2. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

Section 1. Darlington County to Accept Certain School 
Claims as Payment on Taxes.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County 
Treasurer of Darlington County be, and he is hereby, authorized, 
empowered and directed to accept in payment of taxes, at their face 
value, claims of ‘school teachers for salaries as such in the public 
schools of Darlington County and claims of truck drivers for salary 
and expenses of driving trucks in the transportation of pupils to 
and from the public schools in Darlington County, when such 
claims have been approved as provided herein by the County Super- 
intendent of Education, 


§ 2. When County Superintendent of Education to Ap- 
prove Claims.—The County Superintendent of Education of 
Darlington County is hereby authorized and empowered, notwith- 
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standing that there may not be sufficient funds on hand applicable 
to the payment of claims mentioned in Section 1. of this Act, when 
the same have been properly made out and approved by the Board 
of School Trustees of the district issuing same, and when he is 
satisfied that any such claim is correct and that the service, or ex- 
pense for which the same is made, has been rendered and is justly 
due and owing by the district issuing the same, to approve the same 
by making the following endorsement thereon, and signing same: 
“Approved under authority of Act of 1932.” 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Create the Office of County Attorney for Rich- 
land County, to Provide for His Election and Prescribe 
His Duties, and to Repeal an Act Entitled “An Act to 
Create the Office of County Attorney for Richland 
County, etc.,”” Known as Act No. 529 of the Acts of 
1929, 


Section 1. Attorney for Richland County—Election— 
Term—Duties.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That there shall be elected from the mem- 
bers of the Richland County Bar Association, by the Richland 
County Legislative Delegation, a County Attorney for Richland 
County, who shall serve for a period of one year from the date of 
his election or until his successor shall be elected and shall qualify, 
and whose duty it shall be to represent and defend the County of 
Richland and all of its officers in any of the Courts of this State, 
or of the United States, to bring all actions and proceedings that 
may be necessary to enforce the payment and collections of any 
claims existing in favor of Richland County, or any of its officers, 
boards or agencies, and especially to collect all claims and demands 
that may become due and payable to the Board of Trustees of the 
‘Columbia Hospital, to advise the Supervisor and Board of Town- 
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ship Commissioners for Richland County in all matters wherein they 
may seek the advice of counsel. The County Attorney shall meet 
with the Legislative Delegation of Richland County whenever so 
requested for the purpose of advising them as to any matters that 
may properly come before the said Delegation. He shall at all times 
advise the Richland County Legislative Delegation, or the members 
thereof, in matters pertaining to the proper performance of their 
duties as legislators for Richland County. 


§ 2. When Legislative Delegation May Discharge At- 
torney.—The Richland County Legislative Delegation shall have the 
power to discharge the County Attorney so selected by the Delega- 
tion at any time a majority thereof may see fit. 


§ 3. County Officials not to Employ Other Counsel.— 
It shall be unlawful for any officer, or officers, board or other agency 
of Richland County to employ any other attorney than the Rich- 
land County Attorney in any matter whatsoever, or to agree to pay 
any attorney for any services that might be rendered for them, out 
_ of any of the public funds of Richland County without the consent 
of a majority of the Richland County Legislative Delegation. 


§ 4. Compensation of Attorney.—-The County Attorney 
for Richland County shall receive as compensation for his services 
the sum of twelve hundred ($1,200.00) dollars per annum, payable 
in equal monthly installments by the County Treasurer out of 
County funds, upon the warrant of the County Supervisor. 


§ 5. § 4733, 1932 Code, Repealed.—That an Act entitled 
“An Act to Create the Office of County Attorney for Richland 
County and to Provide for the Election 6f Such Attorney and to 
Prescribe his Duties,” known as Act No. 529 of the Acts of 1929, 
be, and the same is hereby, repealed. 


§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Incorporate the Grand Commandery Knights 
Templar of South Carolina 


Section 1. Grand Commandery Knights Templar of 
South Carolina Incorporated—Duties—Powers—Privileges. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Car- 
olina: That Matthew R. Clark, Grand Commander; Samuel T. 
Lanham, Deputy Grand Commander; J. Fred Bruns, Grand Gen- 
eralissimo; Joseph E, Hart, Grand Captain-General; William A. 
Giles, Grand Senior Warden; Paul T. McNeel, Grand - Junior 
Warden; T. Tracy Walsh, Grand Prelate; Walter F. Going, Grand 
Treasurer; Joseph Lindsay, Grand Recorder; Otis L. Pace, Grand 
’ Standard Bearer; William P. Jacobs, Grand Sword Bearer; R. W. 
“Coleman, Grand Warder; W. Capers Haselden, Grand Captain of 
the Guard; and other officers and members of the Grand Com- 
mandery Knights Templar of South Carolina (Heretofore existing 
as at unincorporated fraternal association) and their successors, and 
all others who, agreeably to Templar rules and Masonic usage, 
shall become officers and members thereof, shall be and are hereby 
declared to be a body corporate, in deed and in law, by the name 
of “Grand Commandery Knights Templar of South Carolina,” the 
said society to consist of a Grand Commander, Deputy Grand Com- 
mauder, and such other officers with such style or title of office as 
the said Grand Commandery may, by virtue of Masonic usage, 
or by any resolution or statute, direct or appoint, accept or install, 
together with the Commanders, Generalissimos, Captains-General 
and Past Commanders of the constituent commanderies as the 
. Grand Body hereby incorporated may admit to sit therein, com- 
posing altogether the Grand Commandery Knights Templar of 
South Carolina, by which name the said society shall have perpetual 
succession of officers and members, and a common seal, with power 
to alter or amend the same, with full power to the said Grand Com- 
mander to adopt such constitution and statutes, rules and regulations, 
not repugnant to the Laws of the land, for the benefit and advantage 
of the said Grand Commander and for the orderly government and 
management of the same with its constituent commanderies, and for 
the promotion of the prosperity, order, interest and advantage of 
Templar Masonry in general, as to the said Grand Commandery may 
appear meet and proper; and the said Grand Commandery shall be 
able and capable in law to accept, receive, purchase, acquire, have, 
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hold and enjoy, to and for itself and its successors in perpetuity, any 
charitable donations, Masonic assessments, fees or dues, and any 
estate or estates real or personal, or other property of whatever 
nature or kind; and to sell, alien, exchange, demise or convey the 
same, as it shall deem proper ; and by the name aforesaid to sue and 
be sued, plead and be impleaded, answer and be answered unto, 
in any and all of the Courts and Judicial Tribunals of this State. 


§ 2. Transaction of Business.—That it shall and may be 
lawful at all times hereafter for the Grand Commander, Deputy 
Grand Commander, and officers and members of the said Grand 
Commandery for the time being, and their proxies by the said 
Grand Commandery duly admitted, and their successors to assemble 
or meet together in Masonic form, at such stated times and places 
as in and by the constitution and statutes of the said society are, 
or may be declared and appointed, as well as at such extra or special 

‘ conclaves as the Grand Commander, or his Deputy, by virtue of its 
constitution and statutes may call; and then and there to transact 
any and all business concerning Templar Masonry as by Masonic 
usage and the custom of Christian Knghthood shall in any way ap- 
pertain to the same. 


§ 3. May Establish Constituent Commanderies—Duties 
and Powers of Such.—That it shall and may be lawful for the 
Grand Commander, or his Deputy, agreeably to the laws of the said 
Grand Commandery and under its corporate seal, to issue warrants 
for the formation of constituent commanderies within this State, 
each of which said warrants, until its revocation or surrender, shall 
be legal and regular authority for the forming and opening of a 
Commandery of Knights Templar, with its proper officers and mem- 
bers, holding Templar meetings and having fellowship with the 
fraternity in this State; and each and every constituent commandery 
under the jurisdiction of the said Grand Commandery shall have the 
power to make and establish such by-laws, rules and regulations for 
its government, subordinate to and not inconsistent with the con- 
stitution and statutes of the said Grand Commandery, and not re-. 
pugnant to the laws of the land, as shall appear to such commandery 
to be good and expedient; and each of the constituent commanderies 
of the said Grand Commandery shall and may, while its warrant 
subsists by the name in which it is constituted, have and hold 
any funds or property, whether real, personal or mixed, and sue 
and be sued in any Court, and recover any legal dues, debts or 
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’ demands, and be made answerable to others in like manner; but 
nothing herein contained, and no charter heretofore passed to any 
constituent commandery shall be intended to operate otherwise than 
in accordance with that subordination to the Grand Commandery 
which Templar rules and Masonic usage and custom demand and 
require. . 


§ 4. Public Act.—That this Act shall be taken and deemed 
as a public act, and notice thereaf shall be taken in any and all of 
the Courts of Judicature in this State, and the said Act may be given 
in evidence on the trial of any cause without having been specifi- 
cally pleaded, 


§ 5. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Trustees of York- 
ville School District No. 11, York County, State of South 
Carolina, to Borrow Annually in Anticipation of the 
Tax Collections for the Current Year for School Pur- 
poses, to Pay Operating Expenses of Said District. 


Section 1. Yorkville School District No. 11, York Coun- 
ty, May Borrow Annually to Pay Current Expenses— 
Amount.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina; That the Trustees of Yorkville School District 
No, 11, York County, State-of South Carolina, be, and they are 
hereby authorized and empowered to borrow annually an amount of 
money sufficient to pay the current expenses of said school. dis- 
trict for the school year so borrowed. The amount to be borrowed 
under the provisions of this Act in any one scholastic year, together 
with any balances due on notes for previous years, shall not exceed 
seventy-five (75%). per cent of the estimated revenue to be raised 
on the assessed value of taxable property within said district, as 
shown by the Auditor’s books, at the number of mills then levied. 


§ 2. To Issue Notes—Funds for Payment.—In order ta, 
‘ secure the payment of the amounts authorized to be borrowed in 
this Act, the Chairman and the Secretary-Treasurer of the Board 
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of Trustees of Yorkville School District No, 11, York County, are 
authorized and empowered to execute the note or notes of the said 
school district at a rate of interest not to exceed six (6%) per cent 
per annum payable at such time as the trustees may direct, when 
authorized so to do by proper resolution of the Board of Trustees of 
said school district, and for the payment of said note or notes and 
interest thereon, the trustees are hereby authorized and empowered 
to pledge a sufficient amount of any penetal or special tax due or to 
become due to said school district. 


_ § 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for a Law Enforcement in Richland 
County so as to Provide for the Appointment of Deputy 
Sheriffs and Also to Provide for Appointment of Addi- 
tional Constables, and to Designate the Magistrates in 
Richland County. 


Section 1. Richland County Sheriff to Appoint Four 
Deputy Sheriffs-—-Compensation.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The Sheriff of Richland 
County is hereby authorized to appoint four (4) Deputy Sheriffs 
to assist in law enforcement in Richland County, said Deputy 
Sheriffs to receive such compensation as is fixed in the annual 
County Supply Bill. 

§ 2. Qualifications Necessary to Become Deputy Sher- 
iff.—Such Deputies so appointed shall be able-bodied men of good 
habits, of known courage, coolness, and discretion, and shall not 
be addicted to the use of alcholic liquor or drugs, and shall have at 
least a sixth grade common school education, or the equivalent there- 
of, and shall be appointed by the Sheriff of Richland County to 
serve during his pleasure. 


§ 3. Deputy Sheriffs to Give Bond—County to Furnish 
Uniforms, etc.—That each of said Deputy Sheriffs, before enter- 
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ing upon the duties of his office, shall enter into a surety bond in the 
sum of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars to be approved by the 
Clerk of Court as to sufficiency and by the County Attorney as to 
form and legality, and to be filed with the Clerk of Court. This 
bond to be given by the Deputy for the faithful performance of his 
duties and for such damages as might be sustained by reason of his 
malfeasance or misfeasance in office. It shall be the duty of the 
Sheriff of Richland County, the County Commissioners and the 
Grand Jury of the County to investigate promptly any complaint 
made against such Deputy Sheriffs for neglect of duty or for the 
misuse of power, The said Deputy Sheriffs shall wear such uniforms 
and such insignia of office as shall be provided by the County Board 
of Commissioners; the County Board of Commissioners of Rich- 
land County is hereby required to furnish such Deputy Sheriffs 
with proper uniforms, pistols and other necessary equipment, and 
to pay for same, together with bond premiums, out of the County’s 
ordinary funds. 


§ 4. Duties.—It shall be the duty of said Deputy Sheriffs to 
act under the general direction and control of the Sheriff of Rich- 
land County, and to patrol the entire County, especially the rural 
districts, and to prevent or detect and prosecute for all violations 
of the criminal laws, making arrest for any suspected crime whether 
upon view or immediate information or complaint, and report their 
their acts and doings and all known violators of the law to the 
Sheriff of Richland County once each week, and they shall at each 
term of the Court of General Sessions, whenever so required by the 
Solicitor, presiding Judge, or Grand Jury, appear before them, or 
either of them, to be by them advised, instructed and charged in 
respect to their duties and questioned as to the conditions of law- 
lessness in the County: Provided, That none of the said Deputies 
shall receive any additional compensation as witness fees or other- 
wise for appearance in the Court of General Sessions for Richland 
County. 


§ 5. Further Duties—Authority and Powers—Penalty 
for Citizen to Fail to Assist When Demanded.—That said 
Deputy Sheriffs shall patrol the entire County as often as practicable 
and do police duty in any district in which they might be instructed 
by the Sheriff to serve. They shall always be on duty not less 
than ten (10) hours each day, except when granted a leave of 
absence by the Sheriff. The said Deputy Sheriffs shall have authority 
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for any suspected crimes, whether upon view or prompt information 
or complaint, to arrest without warrant, and, in pursuit of the 
criminal, to enter houses or break therein, in their own County, 
and shall have authority to summon the posse comitatus to assist 
in enforcing the law, and any citizen who shall fail to respond or 
render assistance when so summoned shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and upon conviction be punished by imprisonment for not 
more than thirty (30) days or a fine of not more than One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars. 


§ 6. Sheriff to Report Quarterly to Grand Jury.—The 
Sheriff of Richland County is hereby required to make a report 
every three months to the Grand Jury, a copy of which shall be . 
filed with the County Board of Commissioners, as to the work of 
the Sheriff and the Deputies herein appointed. 


§ 7. Richland County Magistrates and their Compensa- 
tion—Constables.—That the following are the Magistrates now 
provided for by law for Richland County, who are to receive such 
pay as is hereinafter designated :

Provided, That the Magistrate at Columbia may appoint an ad- 
ditional Constable who shall serve without cost to Richland County, 
but who shall execute the bond herein provided for. 


§ 8 Magistrate Constables—Appointment—Qualifica- 
tions.—-Said Constables shall be appointed by the Magistrates of the 
various Magisterial Districts herein mentioned as being provided 
with a Constable, subject to the confirmation and approval of the 
Richland County Legislative Delegation. The Constables so ap- 
pointed shall be able-bodied men of good moral character and habits 
and shall not be addicted to the use of alcoholic liquors nor drugs, 
and shall have at least the equivalent of a sixth grade common school 
education. 


§ 9. Powers of Constables—To Wear Badge.—The said 
Constables herein provided for shall at all times wear a badge 
designating their office and shall have all power and authority as is 
now conferred by law upon Constables in Richland County. 


§ 10. Constables Subject to Sheriff’s Orders as Well as 
Magistrates’.—That, in addition to being under the direct orders 
and ‘supervision of the Magistrate in the district where they are 
appointed, they shall be subject to the orders of the Sheriff of 
Richland County and shall act promptly at any time when called 
upon by the Sheriff to perform any duty he might direct. 


§ 11. Magistrates to Make Monthly Reports—-No Pay 
for Constables Testifying.—All Magistrates in Richland County 
shhall make a monthly report to the County Board of Commis- 
sioners as is now required by law as to the activities of their Magis- 
terial District and report all fines received by them of any kind 
or nature whatsoever and to report the full activities of their Con- 
_ stables. The said Constables shall not receive any additional com- 
pensation for testifying in any ¢riminal case in Richland County as 
witness fees or otherwise, and shall be in attendance upon the Court 
of General Sessions of Richland County when so required. 


§ 12. Magistrate Constables to Give Bonds.—All of said 
Constables shall comply with Section 2268 of the Civil Code of 
1922 and shall execute the bond as therein provided for, The County 
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Commissioners are hereby required to pay the bond premiums for 
the Constables at Blythewood, Eastover and Dutch Fork. 


§ 13. Constables to Serve Other Magistrates—Sheriff’s 
Deputies to Assist Magistrates Without Constables.—The 
Sheriff of Richland County is hereby authorized to require any 
Constable to act and serve for any other Magistrate in Richland 
County upon such occassion as he might require; and in all other 
cases where no Constable is herein designated for a Magistrate in 
Richland County, the said Magistrate shall call upon the Sheriff 
to furnish one of his Deputies when the occasion requires,

Officials of York County, South Carolina. 


Section 1. Compensation of Certain Officials of York 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina; That after the expiration of the term of office of 
the present County officials of York County, such officials as may be 
hereafter elected or appointed shall receive as compensation the 
following salaries in lieu of all fees, to wit: Supervisor, Twenty- 
four Hundred ($2,400.00) Dollars; Superintendent of Education, 
Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars; Sheriff, Twenty-four Hundred 
($2,400.00) Dollars; Probate Judge, Twenty-four Hundred ($2,- 
400.00) Dollars; Treasurer, Twenty-six Hundred ($2,600.00) Dol- 
lars; Auditor, Twenty-six Hundred ($2,600.00) Dollars; Coroner, 
Four Hundred ($400.00) Dollars; Clerk of Court for all services in 
connection with all Courts, Twenty-four Hundred ($2,400.00) Dol- 
lars; the said salaries hereinbefore provided for to be in lieu of all 
fees of whatever nature or description collected by the aforesaid 
officers as provided for by law, including all fees or costs accruing 
by virtue of his office, and all such fees or costs collected by the 
said officers under the law now requiring such fees to be paid and 
collected shall be by the official collecting same paid over to the 
Treasurer of York County on the first Wednesday of each month, 
and at the time of such payment there shall accompany the same 
an itemized statement on blanks approved by Auditor to be furnished 
each officer, properly verified, in duplicate, showing the amounts 
collected by him during the preceding month, and a like statement 
of all fees accruing during the same period but not collected: Pro- 
vided, however, That the salaries herein provided for the Auditor 
and Treasurer shall represent the total amount to be paid such 
officials by the County and State. 


§ 2. Duty of Officials Succeeding Incumbents.—That at 
the time this Act becomes effective, each successor in office shall file 
with the Treasurer of York County a complete list of all fees accrued 
to and belonging to his predecessors in office, verified ; that upon any 
costs belonging to a predecessor in office, being collected, said officer 
or officers collecting the same, shall before paying the same over 
to any person, require a receipt therefor, and said receipts shall be 
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filed along with and as a part of reports required by Section 1 of 
this Act. 


§ 3. Service of Papers—Payment of Cost.—That all costs 
and fees now required by law to be paid for serving documents and 
papers shall be paid in advance to the officer receiving the same for 
service, who shall endorse thereon “Costs Paid,” with the date there- 
of, and at the same time he shall make a proper entry thereof upon 
book to be furnished for said purpose. No paper or document shall 
be served by any officer charged therewith, unless the required 
costs have been paid: Provided, That this Section shall not apply to 
criminal processes, and no costs in criminal cases shall be required 
in advance: Provided, further, That in all cases the officer charged 
with the duty of collection of fees shall exercise due diligence in 
collecting all of said fees and charges.

Section 1. § 2808, 1932 Code, Amended—Deposit of 
Berkeley County Funds.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That an Act entitled “An Act to 
Require the Treasurer of Berkeley County to take Security for 
Deposits of all County Funds,” designated as Act No. 39 of the 
Acts of the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina, 1931, 
be and the same is hereby amended by inserting after the word 
“hand” on line four of Section 1 the words “within five days after 
the approval of this Act,” and by inserting after the word “hands” 
on line four of Section 1 the words “within two days thereafter, 
provided that he may retain in his safe, but nowhere else, monies 
not exceeding One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars for current pur- 
poses; by striking out all of Section 2 after the word “elsewhere” 
on line nine of Section 2 and inserting in lieu thereof the following, 
“in such bank or place as shall be directed by resolution adopted by 
the County Supervisor and the Legislative Delegation in the General 
Assembly from Berkeley County upon such terms, conditions, re- 
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strictions and limitations, with or without security for such deposit

($1,000.00) Dollars for current purposes in the various banks of 
Berkeley County proportionately to the amount of capital stock and 
surplus of said banks, That in ‘case of a branch bank, the capita! 
stock shall be figured on the basis of the amount of capital stock 
alloted to that particular bank, That no deposits shall be made by 
the County Treasurer in any of said banks until such bank or 
banks furnish to Berkeley County a bond with some reputable surety 
company doing business in South Carolina, which said bond shall 
be executed in duplicate, one copy thereof to be filed with the County 
Treasurer and one with the County Supervisor, both of which shall 
at all time be opened to inspection, That the said surety bond shall 
be for an amount sufficient to cover all deposits in such bank giving 
same, and shall provide, among other things, to indemnify the said 
County for any and all loss or damage that may be sustained by it 
on account of the deposits made in said bank, together with accrued 
interest thereon, and in case of any litigation that the same recover 
reasonable attorney’s fees that the County may be put to thereon. 
That should such bank or banks in which deposits are made by the 
’ County Treasurer prefer to do so, it may assign to another bank, 
surety or trust company located and doing business in South Caro- 
lina, for the benefit of Berkeley County marketable bonds or se- 
curities recognized and listed on New York Exchange, or approved 
municipal bonds, which said assignment shall be in duplicate, one 
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copy thereof to be filed with the County Treasurer and one with 
the Supervisor, both of which shall be opened to inspection at all 
times, The marketable value of such assigned bonds or securities 
must at all times be equal to the amount of money ‘deposited in such 
bank, That the said assignment shall have the same terms as provided 
for in the surety bonds mentioned in this Act. 


Section 2. That any bank which loans money to a county on 
its note shall have the deposit of the proceeds of said loan, provided 
that the said bank shall have theretofore complied with the provisions 
relative to obtaining a deposit of the County and school fund, or 
shall at the time comply therewith. That in case any or all of said 
Banks shall fail to qualify as provided in this Act the proportionate 
part of said deposits that would have been deposited in any or all 
of such hank or banks shall be deposited by the County Treasurer 
of Berkeley County in another bank in said County, or elsewhere 
in such bank or place as shall be directed by resolution adopted by 
the County Supervisor and the Legislative Delegation in the General 
Assembly from Berkeley County upon such terms, conditions, re- 
strictions and limitations, with or without security for such deposit 
as such resolution may prescribe or require. 


Section 3. Each bank, unless otherwise directed by resolution

AN ACT to Provide for the Borrowing of Money for the 
Ordinary and Current Business of the State and to Au- 
thorize the State Finance Committee to Execute and 
Sell Notes Therefor. 


Section 1. State Finance Committee May Borrow to 
Provide Funds to Pay Operating Expenses—to Issue Notes 
—Amount—Use of Proceeds.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: In anticipation of the receipt 
of the taxes and other income of the State for any fiscal year, appli- 
cable to the payment of the expenses of the ordinary and current 
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business of the State, the State Finance Committee (consisting of 
the Governor, the State. Treasurer and the Comptroller General) 
is hereby authorized and empowered to borrow on the credit of the 
State, at a rate of interest not exceeding the legal rate, so much 
money as said Committee deems necessary to finance the ordinary 
and current business of the State for such fiscal year or to repay 
any money borrowed for said purposes with interest thereon. The 
said Committee is hereby empowered to issue and sell notes or 
other obligations of the State for the money herein authorized to 
be borrowed. The total amount of indebtedness, at any one time 
outstanding, incurred to finance the ordinary and current business 
of the State for the then current fiscal year, shall not exceed seventy- 
five percent (75%) of the State’s estimated current income from 
the receipt of taxes and other revenue applicable to the payment of 
the expenses of the ordinary and current business of the State for . 
such fiscal year and the amount of taxes and other revenue owing 
and due to the State but unpaid for the fiscal year next preceding: 
Provided, That out of the moneys borrowed under the provisions of 
this Act the State Treasurer is authorized and empowered to pay 
any borrowings for or claims against the current and ordinary busi- 
ness of the State for the fiscal year next preceding to the end that 
no deficit may be ever created in the general funds of the State.

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missioner be and hereby is required to indicate in the printed Acts 
and Suppliment by suitable cross references such acts and joint 
resolutions of the General Assembly for the year 1932 which directly 
specify by number or numbers the section or sections of such pre-

AN ACT to Authorize the County Treasurer and County 
Supervisor of Greenville County at the Request of the 
School Trustees of Any School District in Said County 
When Approved by the County Board of Education 
to Borrow a Sufficient Amount of Money for Ordi- 
nary School Purposes Necessary to Continue Schools in 
Operation, and to Pledge the Taxes for the Payment 
Thereof. 


Section 1. School Districts of Greenville County May 
Borrow to Operate on—Security for Loans.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
County Treasurer and the County Supervisor of Greenville County, 
South Carolina, be and they are hereby authorized and required, up- 
on the written request from the school trustees, or a majority of 
them, of any school district in Greenville County, approved by the 
County Board of Education, or a majority of said Board, to borrow 
from time to time in any fiscal year such sums of money as may be 
necessary to pay the school claims for ordinary school purposes in 
such school district, not to exceed seventy-five (75%) per cent. of 
the amount reported by the County Auditor for school purposes for 
said fiscal year in that district, at a rate of interest not exceeding the 
rate of seven (7%) per cent. per annum and to pledge the taxes to 
be collected in said school district for that purpose for such year 
for the payment of the money so borrowed and the interest thereon. 


§ 2. Use of Proceeds—Disbursements,—That all money so

AN ACT to Levy an Annual Tax; to Pledge the Proceeds 
Therefrom to Aid in the Payment of the Current In- 
debtedness or Operating Deficit of the State as Defined 
by Act No. 132, Approved the 25th Day of March, 
1931, Existing at the Beginning of the Current Fiscal 
Year; and to Further Provide for the Retirement of 
Said Indebtedness; and to Repeal Act No. 132 of the 
Acts of 1931, Approved the 25th Day of March, 1931. 


Section 1. Annual Levy to Retire State Deficit~-Amount. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: There is hereby levied upon all the taxable property in the 
State an annual tax of two and one-half (234) mills for a sufficient 
number of years to retire the current indebtedness or operating 
deficit of the State as hereinafter defined: Provided, That if on the 
last year of the said period the said levy should be more than suf- 
ficient to completely retire the deficit together with interest thereon, 
then in that event the amount of the levy herein provided shail be 
reduced for that year by order of the Comptroller General to such 
an amount to be determined by him as may be necessary.

§ 4. State Finance Committee May Issue Notes—also

AN ACT to Provide for the Election of Three Trustees for 
Beaver Creek School District No. 30 in Calhoun County. 


Section 1. Trustees for Beaver Creek School District 
No. 30, Calhoun County—Number—Terms.—Be it enacted 
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by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: On the 
third Tuesday in April 1932, the qualified electors of Beaver Creek 
School District No. 30, of Calhoun County, shall elect three Trustees 
of said. School District as hereinafter provided, One of the said 
Trustees shall serve for one year, one for two years and one for 
three years; the Trustees elected shall decide by lot the term of 
office of each, whether for one, two or three years, at their first 
meeting after ‘such election and on the third Tuesday of April in 
each year thereafter, one Trustee shall be elected for the term of 
three years. 


§ 2. Election—Notice—Effect of Irregularities.—That 
the County Superintendent of Education shall give at least two weeks’ 
notice of such elections in some newspaper of the widest circulation 
in said School District, and shall appoint three managers of said

AN ACT to Provide a Bond Commission for the City of 
Aiken, and to Fix Their Powers and Duties 


Section 1. Bond Commission for City of Aiken, S. C.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
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lina: That there shall be, and is hereby, established and provided in 
and for the City of Aiken, in this State, a Commission to be known 
and designated as the “Bond Commission of the City of Aiken, S. 
C.,” and as such to have the capacity to sue and be sued, the same 
to be appointed and organized, and to perform such duties and have 
such powers as hereinafter set forth. 


§ 2. Commissioners—Appointments — Terms — Vacan- 
cies—Oath.—That within fifteen days after the approval of this 
Act by the Governor, the Mayor of the City of Aiken shall appoint 
and commission, by and with the consent of the City Council of said 
City, three residents of said City, who shall be qualified electors of 
this State; to compose said Bond Commission. The Mayor shall 
designate one member of said Commission to serve for a term of 
two years, one member for a term of four years, and one member 
for a term of six years. The members of said Commission first ap- 
‘pointed, as herein provided, shall hold office and serve for the terms 
specified and until their successors are appointed and qualified. 
Thereafter each member of said Commission shall be appointed by 
the Mayor of said City for a term of six years and until the ap- 
pointment and qualification of his successor, such appointments to 
be by and with the consent of the City Council of said City. Any 
vacancy in said Commission from death, resignation, removal from 
_ Office or because of removal of a member from the City of Aiken, or 
from other cause, shall be filled by the Mayor of the City, with the 
consent of the City Council, but the appointee to any such vacancy 
shall only hold for the unexpired term of his predecessor on such 
Commission. The members of such Commission shall take and 
subscribe to the oath required in Section 26 of Article III of the 
Constitution of this State. 


§ 3. Organization—Chairman—Secretary aad Treasurer 
—Attorney—Terms—Compensation.—Within five days after 
their appointment and qualifying as members of said Commission, 
the said Commissioners or a majority thereof, shall meet and or- 
‘ganize, and shall elect one of their number as Chairman and one of 
their number as Secretary and Treasurer thereof. In case no member 
of the Commission is an experienced or competent bookkeeper, the. 
Commission may elect ‘some other competent person as Secretary 
and Treasurer, with the consent of City Council. The Chairman and 
the Secretary and Treasurer shall hold ‘their offices as such for a 
term of one year and until their successors are chosen by the Com- 
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mission, The attorney of the City of Aiken, elected by the City 
Council thereof, shall be the attorney for said Commission, and 
for his services to the Commission shall not receive any compensation 
except such as is fixed and paid by the City Council of the City 
from the treasury thereof. The Secretary and Treasurer of the 
Commission shall receive such compensation as shall be fixed by the 
City Council, to be paid out of the treasury of the town, and he 
shall give bond in a surety company authorized to do business in 
this State, to be approved by the City Council, in such amount as 
shall from time to time be fixed by the City Council, the expense of 
such bonds to be borne by the City and paid from the treasury 
thereof. No member of said Commission, except the Secretary and 
Treasurer, shall receive compensation for his services. 


§ 4. Removal of Commissioners, Secretary and Treas- 
urer.—Any member of said Commission, or the said Secretary and 
Treasurer, may, and shall, be removed from his said office by the 
City Council of said City when it shall appear to the satisfaction of 
said City Council, or a majority of the members thereof, that said 
member of the Commission or Secretary and Treasurer, has been 
guilty of malfeasance, breach of trust, fraud, or gross or wilful 
neglect of duty as such Commission or Secretary and Treasurer, or 
for any violation of the provisions of this Act. 


§ 5. City Sinking Funds to be Turned Over to Commis- 
sion.— Within ten days after the organization of the Bond Commis- 
sion of Aiken, S. C., as provided for herein, the City Council of the . 
City of Aiken, S, C., the Clerk and Treasurer of said City, the Com- 
missioners of Public Works of said City, and all other officers there- 
of, shall turn over and transfer to said Commission all moneys of 
said City, in the hands of such officials or entrusted to their care 
and keeping, held as a sinking fund for the payment of the bonded 
indebtedness of the said City and for the interest thereon, together 
with all bonds, promissory notes, securities, collaterals and choses 
in action and property of every kind, held as a part of any sinking 
fund of said City for the payment of the bonded indebtedness 
thereof, and all papers, books, records and memoranda or certified 
copies of the same, pertaining to the bonded indebtedness of said 

City and the sinking fund thereof. 


§ 6. Duties—Deposits—Use of F unds—Disbursements 
—Sell City of Aiken’s Bonds—Disburse Funds of Same— 
Make Semi-Annual Report to City Council—Meet Monthly. 
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—It is and shalt be the duty of the Bond Commission of Aiken, S. 
C., to hold, manage, control and invest, as provided herein, all 
moneys held by said Commission and turned over to it as a sinking 
fund at any time: Provided, 'That said’ Commission shall only invest 
moneys coming into their hands in bonds and securities of the United 
States of America, of the State of South Carolina, of counties, muni- 
cipal corporations, school districts and townships in the State of South 
Carolina, and in the savings department of banks and trust com- 
panies doing business in this State and chartered under laws of this 
State or of the United States; provided such banks shall secure 
said deposits with such securities as are above mentioned; Provided, 
further, That at no time shall said Commission keep on deposit any 
of the funds charged to its keeping and control in any banking in- 
stitution or trust company, which has a paid up capital of less than 
twenty-five thousand dollars, and at no time shall they have on deposit 
in any such institution or company any sum of such moneys greater 
in amount than the paid up capital and surplus of such institution 
or company. The said Commission shall have the power, in its 
discretion, to lend to the City of Aiken, from the sinking fund in 
their hands, on its note or notes from time to time, money to meet 
its current bills and the city to secure the payment thereof by pled- 
ging its taxes levied for the current year. The said notes to bear 
interest at not more than six per cent. per annum: Provided, The 
total loans to the city from said funds in any one year shall not ex- 
ceed twenty-five per cent. of the taxes levied and collected for the 
previous year. Said Commission shall keep a complete record of all 
bonds of the City of Aiken, the purpose for which issued, the 
amounts thereof, the dates when issued, the times of maturity, place 
of payment, the rate of interest thereof and the time and place of 
payment of such interest, and when possible, the names and addresses 
of the purchasers and holders of such bonds. Said Commission shall 
from time to time, when due, make payments of such bonds and 
the interest thereon: Provided, That at no time shall any moneys 
collected by way of taxation from citizens of said City of Aiken 
for the purpose of meeting the payment of interest on any specific 
bond issue or for the sinking fund for the payment of any specific 
bonds or income from such moneys be used in the payment of any 
other bonded indebtedness of said City or for any other purpose than . 
the bonded indebtedness for which said money was so collected, 
except that when bonds of the City have been retired, any surplus 
on hand from moneys received by the Commission for the payment 
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of such bonds and interest shall be invested and used for the pay- 
ment of other bonds of the town and the interest thereof. The Com- 
mission shall keep in a secure place all papers, books, records, bonds, 
securities, and properties’ held by it. All checks and warrants for 
the payment of money drawn on any banking institution or trust 
company by said Commission shall be signed by the Chairman and 
Secretary and Treasurer thereof, and shall be approved in writing 
or countersigned by at least two members of said Commission. 
Hereafter when bonds are issued by the City of Aiken, in this State, 
pursuant to law, it shall be the duty of said Bond Commission of 
Aiken, S. C., to sell and dispose of said bonds as required by law, 
and to hold the moneys received from such sales and disposition and 
keep the same on deposit in banking institutions and trust companies 

as required herein, and such moneys and accrued interest thereon 
"shall only be paid out by said Commission on the authority and order 
of the City Council of said City of Aiken, or a majority of the 
members of said City Council, to such persons, firms or corporations 
as said City Council shall certify to be due to receive the same, and 
only when said City Council, or majority thereof, shall certify that 
said moneys are to be paid out for the purposes for which the bonds, 
from the sale of which said moneys were received, were issued: 
Provided, however, That when such moneys were received from the 
sale of bonds issued for water, lighting or sewerage purposes, the 
same shall only be paid out by the Commission on the order and 
authority of the Commissioners of Public Works of said City, or 
a majority of the members thereof, to such persons, firms or cor- 
porations as said Commissioners of Public Works shall certify to be 
due to receive the same, and only when said Commissioners of 
Public Works shall certify that said moneys are to be paid for the 
purposes for which the bonds, from the sale of which said moneys 
were received, were issued. The said Commission shall make full 
and complete reports of all its acts and doings to the City Council 
of said City semi-annually, on or before the first days of March and 
September of each and every year; such reports shall show all in- 
vestments made by the Commission, all amounts of money received 
and paid out, the sources of receipt, and to whom and for what 
purposes such’ moneys were paid, the amount of cash on hand and 
where kept, the total bonded indebtedness of said City, in detail ; 
and the report made on or before the first day of September shall 
set forth the amounts of money necessary to be raised by said City

by taxation for the sinking funds to pay the various issues of 
bonded indebtedness of said City and the interest thereon in the 
year next ensuing. The Commission shall keep minutes and records 
of all its transactions, and the same, together with the books, papers 
and properties thereof, shall at all times be open to the inspection 
and examination of the City Council of the City, to any committee 
of the same, and to any accountant authorized to inspect and ex- 
amine the same by the said City Council. The Commission shall 
meet at least once in every month in regular session and shall meet 
at other times in special session when called to do so by the Chair- 
man or by any two members thereof. Said Commission shall make 
rules and regulations as it may deem necessary for the proper 
transaction of its business: Provided, That no such rule or regula- 
tion shall be inconsistent with the provisions of this Act or the laws 
of this State. No action shall be taken by said Commission except 
by a clear majority of all the members thereof, and at the request 
of any member the vote of yeas and nays on any question or matter 
shall be recorded in the minutes of the Commission. 


§ 7. City Officials to Furnish Commission Necessary In- 
formation on City Bond Issues.—Hereafter when any bonds 
are issued by the City of Aiken, it shall be the duty of the City 
Council, the Mayor, Aldermen, Clerk and Treasurer and other 
officials charged with the duty of issuing bonds, to certify to the 
said Bond Commission of Aiken, S. C., the amounts and denomina- 
tions of bonds so issued, for what purpose issued, the date of issue, 
rate of interest, time and place of’ payment of such bonds and the 
interest, together with copies of the ordinances and resolutions relat- 
ing thereto, and such other information pertaining to such bonds 
and the issue thereof as shall be required by said Commission, and 
the officials of .said City named herein shall, within five days after 
any such bonds are issued, deliver the same to the Chairman and 
the Secretary and Treasurer of said Bond Commission, 


§ 8 City to Pay Operating Expenses.—All the necessary 
expenses incurred by the Commission herein provided for in carry- 
ing out the terms of this Act and in performing the duties herein 
imposed, shall be paid by the City Council of the City of Aiken 
out of the treasury of said City. Said Bond Commission shall certify 
‘ to the Council itemized statements of such expenses, when making 
requests for payment thereof.

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§ 9. City to Turn over to Commission Moneys to go in 
Sinking Funds.—It shall be the duty of the officials of the City 
of Aiken charged with the collection of the taxes in and for the said 
City, to turn over to the Chairman and the Secretary and Treasurer 
of said Bond Commission between the first and tenth days of each 
and every month all moneys collected by them in said City within 
the month next preceding to the credit of the sinking funds for the 
bonded indebtedness of said City and for the payment of interest 
thereon, 


§ 10. Misdemeanor to Violate—Penalty—City May Re- 
cover Losses Sustained.—Any violation of this Act shall be deemed 
a misdemeanor, and any person convicted of violating the same shall 
be subjected to punishment by a fine of not less than twenty-five 
dollars, and not more than ten thousand dollars, or to imprisonment 
with or without hard labor, for a term of not less than ten days and 
not more than five years, in the discretion of the Court. In addition 
to the punishment herein provided for, the City of Aiken, S. C., 
may recover in any Court of competent jurisdiction any losses or 
damages sustained by it or the citizens and taxpayers of said City 
on account of the malfeasance, breach of trust, or gross or wilful 
neglect or gross or wilful mismanagement on the part of any official 
or person violating the provisions of this Act, such recovery to be 
. had of such.person or persons or official or officials guilty of such 
violation and of their sureties. 


§ 11. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 

§ 12. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 6241 of Volume 3 of the Civil

without commitment in the usual manner by the Probate Judge of 
the County in which the person resides, in the manner as if the 
person had never been a patient in the hospital.

with Deposits that They May Have in Said Closed 
Banks. 


Section 1. Chesterfield County, or any of its School Dis- 
tricts, or Municipalities May Purchase Certain Bank Prop- 
erty.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the Board of County Commissioners of Chesterfield 
County, or the Trustees of any school district in Chesterfield County, 
or the officers of any town or city in Chesterfield County, are hereby 
authorized and empowered to bid on any property offered for sale 
by the receivers in charge of any closed bank in Chesterfield County 
in which said County, or school district, or town or city, may have 
any deposits in said banks, where it shall appear to be for the best 
interest of the said County or school district, or town or city to 
purchase any of said property for the County, school district, city 
or town, and to pay for said property with such deposits or dividends

dends of the County in such closed banks are hereby validated and 
confirmed ; and the title to such property as has been purchased by 
the County Board of Commissioners from said receivers of ‘said 
closed banks is hereby validated and confirmed.

same is hereby, amended by striking out said sub-division and in- 
serting in lieu thereof the following: . 


“(1) There shall be four (4) rural Policemen, each of whom shall 
receive a salary of nineteen hundred and twenty ($1,920.00) dollars 
per annum, payable in equal monthly installments.”

Section 1. § 2869 (1) 1932 Code, Amended—Deputy 
Tax Collectors for Chester County.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That subdivision 
(1) of Section 2869 Code of Laws of 1932 be and hereby is amended 
by striking out subdivision (1) of said Section and inserting in 
lieu thereof the following: 


“(1) The Governor, with the consent and approval of a majority 
of the Legislative Delegation for Chester County, shall appoint and 
commission on the request of a majority of the Legislative Dele- 
gation of Chester County one or more discreet persons in Chester 
County as Deputy Tax Collectors, who shall serve to the end of the 
calendar year; and no longer, from the date of appointment and 
commission, unless sooner removed by the Governor; and each of 
said Deputy Tax Collectors shall enter into bond, payable to the 
County Board of Directors for Chester County, for the benefit of 
Chester County and the State, in the sum of Five Thousand ($5,000-

AN ACT to Provide for the Creation and Appointment of a 
Supervisor and County Commissioners, Consisting of 
Nine, One from Each Township; to Provide the Sala- 
ries, Duties, Manner of Appointment and Term of Of- 
fice; and to Provide for the Maintenance and Construc- 
tion of Highways in York County; to Provide for Pro- 

curing of Finances for the Maintaining of the Highways 
in Each Township. 


Section 1. Supervisor for York County——-Authority.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
The office of Supervisor for York County is hereby created, and 
the said Supervisor shall be Chaifman of the Board of County Com- 
missioners for said County, to be herein created, and shall, in con- 
junction with the said Board of County Commissioners, have gen- 
eral supervision over the public highways, roads, bridges, and 
ferries, and over the paupers and all other matters relating to the 
disbursements of public funds for county purposes, and under proper 
authority to borrow for county purposes, and in any other case that 
may be necessary for the internal improvement and upkeep of matters 
or things concerning said County, except such powers, duties, re- 
sponsibilities and control as may be hereafter delegated either to said 
Supervisor or said Board of County Commissioners or to individual 
members thereof, 


§ 2. Appointment of Supervisor — Term — Salary. — 
The Governor of this State shall appoint a suitable and responsible 
’ person in York County to be Supervisor thereof, whose salary shall 
be Two Thousand Four Hundred ($2,400.00) Dollars per annum, 
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payable monthly, whose term of office shall be for two years from 
date of his appointment and until his successor is duly appointed and 
qualifies: Provided, however, That said Governor shall have power 
to remove said Supervisor at any time for sufficient cause shown to 
him. 


§ 3. Supervisor to be Nominated in Primary—Vacan- 
cies.— That said Supervisor shall be nominated in the primary 
election of every election year, and it shall be the duty of the Legis- 
lative Delegation for said County to recommend to the Governor 
of said State for appointment as such Supervisor such person -so 
nominated in said primary and the Governor shall so appoint unless 
good cause be shown why such appointment should not be made, 
provided that should such appointment be not made, or should a 
vacancy occur during the term of office for any cause, a majority of 
the Legislative Delegation for York County may recommend to 
the Governor a person to be appointed to serve the unexpired time 
and the Governor shall make such appointment. 


§ 4. Duties—To Furnish Bond—Number of Convicts 
on Chaingang—-To Publish Quarterly Financial Statements 
—To Advertise for Supplies.—(a) The work and control of 
the chaingang shall at all times be under the exclusive supervision, 
control and management of the County Supervisor, provided, that 
the said chaingang shall be used in ‘the construction of the main 
county highways as now provided by law, except such paris of said 
chaingang as said Supervisor may deem necessary for work on the 
County Farm and other work around institutions belonging to said 
County. 


(b) That said Supervisor shall be required before entering upon 
his duties to give a bond, with good and sufficient surety or sureties, 
for the faithful performance of his duties in the sum of Five 
Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars; the said bond to be approved by 
the Clerk of Court of York County and if there be any premium 
due thereon it shall be paid by York County. 


(c) That said Supervisor shall at no time keep on said chaingang 
more than fifty persons sentenced thereto, and in the event of a 
number greater than that, he shall assign such persons thereof as 
he deems trustworthy to work at County Home, County Farm and 
other institutions or work of said County or send same to the 
County Jail. 
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(d) The County Supervisor of York County shall, under oath, 
prepare and publish in one issue of three newspapers published in 
said County quarterly, a condensed statement of all receipts and 
disbursements by funds or departments, together with a statement of 
the balance of cash on hand, and the amount of the County’s in- 
debtedness, if any, and at what rate of interest contracted. The 
original of said statement shall be filed in the office of the Clerk of 
Court of said County as a permanent County record. The County 
Treasurer of York County shall file with the Supervisor at the end _ 
of each quarter herein referred to, a statement showing the amount 
of moneys on hand to the credit of the County, and said statement 
shall further show to what funds of the various departments or 
branches of the County the unexpended balances properly belong. 


(e) The said Supervisor shall, beginning March 1, 1932, and on 
the first day of each three months thereafter, advertise once in three 
newspapers published in York County for bids for the food and 
supplies necessary for use for York County for the ensuing threc 
months, and shall furnish lists showing the food and supplies re- 
quired to prospective. bidders, 


§ 5. Office of County Board of Commissioners Created. 
—The office of County Boarei of Commissioners for York County 
is hereby created to take effect March 1, 1932. 


§ 6. Members of Board of Commissioners—Salary.— 
The Governor shall, upon the recommendation of a majority of the 
Legislative Delegation for ‘York County, appoint one person from 
each of the nine Townships in York County as a member of the 
County Board of Commissioners, whose term of office shall expire 
January 1, 1933, or until his successor shall have been appointed 
and qualifies, and whose annual salary shall be One Hundred and 
_ Fifty ($150.00) Dollars, to be paid from general County funds and 
Fifty ($50.00) Dollars to be paid from the township road fund 
wherein such Commissioner resides, this salary to -be paid in twelve 
(12) equal monthly installments. 


§ 7. Members of County Board to be Nominated—Term 
—Vacancies,—That in each and every election year commencing in 
1932, one member of said County Board of Commissioners shall be 
nominated in each township, and it shall be the duty of the Legis* 
lative Delegation of said County to recommend to the Governor 
for appointment as County Commissioner for that township such 
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person so nominated, and the Governor shall make such appoint- 
ment unless good cause be shown him why such appointment should 
not be made, and such appointee shall serve for a period of two 
years from date of his appointment and until his successor is ap- 
pointed and qualifies, provided, that should such appointment not 
be made or should a vacancy occur for any cause after such ap- 
pointment the Governor may appoint such person, for the balance 
of the term, as the majority of the Legislative Delegation shall 
designate, 


§ 8. Duties of County Commissioners.—That each County 
Commissioner herein provided for shall have supervision of the 
maintenance and upkeep of township road work in the township 
wherein he resides and from which he is appointed, and he shall 
appoint an overseer of the township road work in his township 
and employ such help as is required to perform the road work 
therein. : 


§ 9. Machinery, etc., for Use of County Commissioners 
—Not to Work in Towns Over 500 Inhabitants.—The Board 
of. County Commissioners may purchase for each township from the 
township road funds hereinafter provided for, such machines, road 
plows, scrapers and tools as may be necessary, or may hire such 
labor, teams atid wagons necessary for the purpose of working and 
maintaining the roads of the said township. Each Commissioner 
shall be. responsible for the township machines, implements, tools 
and other property in his charge and shall. render an itemized state- 
ment of same on or before July 1st of each year to the Board of 
County Commissioners for file in the office of the said County Com- 

‘missioners, showing the amounts of money expended in such town:. 

ship, the value of implements, etc., on hand, and none of the said 
machines, tools or implements belonging to any township in York 
County shall be used otherwise than on the public roads of said 
township or County. Provided, That no work. shall be done or per- 
formed’ by the said township forces in towns or cities-having over 
five hundred population according to the 1930 census. 


§ 10. County Commissioners to Furnish Bonds.—That 
each Commissioner before entering upon the discharge of his duties 
-Shall enter into a bond, with sufficient surety or sureties to be ap- 
proved by the Clerk of Court for York County, payable to York 
County in the sum of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars to guarantee 
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the faithful performance of his duties and if there be any premium 
due on said bond it shall be paid by the Treasurer of York County 
out of the township funds of that particular township, 


§ 11. Road Tax—Persons Liable—Returns—Penalty for 
Failure to Pay or Work.—That there shall be due and payable 
annually a road tax of three dollars on all male citizens in said 
County between the ages of twenty-one and fifty-five years, in- 
clusivé, except in the incorporated cities and towns, and except 
persons who are deaf, dumb, blind or wholly disabled: Provided, 
That every person residing in York County liable for road tax as 
above, shall on or before February 20th of each year make a return 
thereof to the County Auditor. The County Auditor shall prepare 
and deliver to the resident County Commissioner of .each township 
a list of those liable for such tax and upon doing so shall eliminate 
all record of such road tax from the taxpayers’ return and is hereby 
directed not to carry such road tax to his tax duplicate, The said 
township Commissioner shall immediately check said list adding 
thereto the names of any and all persons residing in such townships 
liable for or required to make such return and who have failed to 
do so and each County Commissioner shall. return to the Auditor 
within thirty days of the receipt of such list the said list with such 
additional names of ‘persons who are liable for road tax in his town- 


ship, The Auditor shall deliver the revised list to the County Treas- 


urer who shall collect the road tax due as shown by such revised 
list: Provided, further, That each person liable for the said road tax 
shall pay the same or shall perform manual labor on the roads of the 
township in which he resides under the direction of the County 
Commissioner residing in such township for a period of four (4) 
days at the call of and under the direction of the County Com- 
missioner of the township in which he resides. All’ persons who are 
required to pay said road tax or perform said labor in said county, 
as fixed by this section, shall pay said tax to the County Treasurer 
of said County, between the Ist day of July and the Ist day of 
August in each and every year, and the road taxes so collected 
shall be expended upon the public roads of the township from which 
collected or each person liable for road tax shall perform in lieu © 
of said tax, four days work on the roads of the said township, 
between August Ist and October 1st of each year at the'call of and 
under the direction of the township commissioner, and any failure 
to pay said road tax or perform said labor shall be a misdemeanor, 
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and the offender, upori conviction, shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than Five ($5.00) Dollars and not more than Twenty-five 
($25.00) Dollars, or imprisonment for not more than thirty (30) 
days. 


§ 12. Annual Levy for Maintenance of Highways and 
Bridges—Use of Same and Road Tax.—For the maintenance 
and improvement of the public roads and highways and for the 
building and repair of all bridges in said County, there shall be 
levied an annual tax of two (2) mills on all real and personal prop- 
erty, which shall be levied and collected as all other taxes, and at 
the same time; and in addition to said two mills tax, the road tax 
heretofore referred to shall be used by the township commissioners 
for the maintenance and upkeep of the roads in said townships. The 
amount or amounts of said road tax collected from each township 
shall be used in that particular township by said Township Com- 
missioner for maintenance and upkeep of the roads therein, 


§ 13. Treasurer’s Duties as-to said Levy.—The County 
Treasurer shall, from time to time, as collected, place to the separate 
_ eredit of each township in a ledger kept for that purpose, any and 
all funds raised in said township by the two mills tax levy for roads 
and bridges, except that part of same derived from said two mill 
tax on insurance companies, express companies, telegraph companies 
* and telephone companies, railroads and other like companies, which 
do not return their property by township, which: shall be credited 
to the general county fund. All sums received from the commuta- 
tion road tax, special tax for road purposes, and all other sources 
for road and bridge purposes, each township road fund is to be 
kept separate and paid out as hereinafter provided, and the County 
Treasurer shall make monthly settlements with the County Super- 
visor for the funds belonging to each township road and bridge fund. 


§ 14. Disbursements on Issuance of Warrants by Com- 
missioners.—The salary of all labor hired by the County Com- 
missioners for the purpose of working the roads in the township in 
which he resides, all moneys due on contract for the purchase of 
materials and machines for maintenance and. the building and re- 
pair of bridges as hereinbefore provided for shall be paid by the 
County ‘Treasurer from the said township road and bridge fund 
after the sworn itemized bills for same have been filed with the 
Supervisor and upon warrants of the County Commissioner residing 
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in such township and that said warrants signed by the resident 
County Commissioner of each township shall be a good and sufficient 
voucher for the Treasurer to pay same. 


§ 15. General Powers of Supervisor and Commissioners 

—To Make Certain Appointments.—The County Board of 
Commissioners and the Supervisor shall have the general supervision, 
conduct and control of all the county affairs, except those heretofore 
' delegated in this Act, and they or a majority thereof shall appoint 
its clerk, superintendent and assistant superintendent at the County 
Home, the Janitor of the Court House, the County Physician, a 
Road Engineer whenever his services are necessary, and the County 
Attorney. 


§ 16. Construction of Bridges—May Award Contracts 
for Same—Further Duties of Supervisor.—On all highways 
in the County where bridges are to be rebuilt over streams of thirty- 
five feet or more in width, the Supervisor and County Commis- 
sioners are hereby authorized and directed to construct such bridges 
with stone or concrete piers or abutments and span the same with 
an iron or steel reinforced bridge and for the construction of said 
piers, abutments and bridges they are hereby authorized to use the 
chaingang, or they: may let contracts, after public notice, for the 
erection of piers or abutments or reinforced concrete bridges; and 
all contracts for iron or steel spans shall be let to the lowest re- 
sponsible bidder as per plans and specifications ‘furnished by the 
engineer when so-employed. They may let all contracts for other 
bridges or public works, after notice, to the lowest responsible 
bidder, when the amount is likely to exceed Fifty Dollars; and the 
County Supervisor and the County Engineer,’ when employed, shail. : 
personally inspect all work done under contract and unless the con- 
tract is fully complied with the claim shall not be valid; and all 
claims shall be approved by the County Supervisor cértified to by — 
the Engineer, when employed, and approved by a majority of the 
Board of County Commissioners, before being paid by the County 
Treasurer, All such claims shall be paid out of the County Bridge 
Fund. The County Supervisor shall inspect the work of each town- 
ship as often as may be necessary, noting the deficiencies, if any, 
and incorporate the same in his annual report, and file a copy of the - 
same in his office; Provided, That the contracts for the construction 
and repair of all bridges in the County over ten feet in length shall 
be under the supervision and direction of the County Supervisor 
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and County Commissioners, and that all such bridges shall be paid 
for out of the County Bridge and Culvert Fund. . 


§ 17. Opening up, Closing or Relocating Roads—May 
Condemn.—The County Supervisor and County Commissioners or 
a majority thereof shall have the right and power to open up new 
roads, relocate, discontinue or change locations of old ones. They 
shall have the right to condemn land, surface, soil, trees or other 
material adjoining or near to the road for the purpose of relocating, 
widening, improving or constructing public highways; in case the 
right-of-way, surface, soil, trees or other material cannot be secured 
by donation or agreement, the same may be taken for the use herein 
mentioned and the landowner may afterwards be compensated as in 
condemnation of rights-of-way as now provided by law. 


§ 18. Office Hours— Clerk to keep Books — When 
Claims are Barred.—They shall keep their office open six days a 
week and they shall provide necessary books which the Clerk shall 
keep in such manner that any and all contracts entered into or 
obligations incurred may be listed and all such books shall be closed 
on December 31st of each and every year and all claims. or obliga 
tions due for that year must be filed in the office on or before Jan- 
uary 15th of the succeeding year or such obligation or claim shall 
be barred and shall not be paid unless good and. sufficient’ reason. is 
shown to said board why the filing of same was not made at ‘the 
time above stated. 


.§.19. Clerk: to Keep Account of Townships’ ' ‘Trades: 
tions. —The Clerk of the County Commissioners shall keep a de- 
tailed: account of all transactions in regard to the various townships : 
in ‘a book -specially provided for that purpose, which shall at all 
times be open to public inspection. 


'§ 20. Term of Commissioners Now in Office.—The two 
Coitity Commissioners now serving shall represent their respective 
townships until their term of office expires. 


§ 21. Extent of Repeal.—The various sections of this Act 
are to be cumulative as to the general statutory law, and as to any 
special Act in York County, except where such Sections are in- 
consistent with them, in which event the Sections herein made are 
to be of full force and effect, and the General Statute and the special 
Acts affecting York County which are inconsistent are hereby re- 
pealed insofar as they affect York County. 
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§ 22. ‘This Act shall take effect immediately upon its ee . 
by the Governor. -

AN ACT to Amend Sections (3211), (3227) and (3250) of 
Article IV, Chapter XXXIII, of Volume III, of the Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, so as to Provide for 
An Election Upon the Formation of Drainage Districts, 
Levy of Assessments and Issue of Bonds. 


Section 1. §§ 61 57, 6173 and 6196, 1932 Code, Amended 
—Providing for An Election on Formation of Drainage Dis- 
tricts; Levies, and Issuance of Bonds.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Sections 
(3211), (3227) and (3250) of Article IV; Chapter XXXIII of 
Volume ITI, of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, be, and. 
the same are hereby, amended by adding at the end of each of ‘said 
sections the following proviso: 


“Provided, That no drainage district shall be: formed and no levy 
of assessments and no bonds issued under the provisions ‘of this 
Chapter shall be had or done until an election thereon has been had 
under. the direction of the Commissioners of ‘State and County 
Elections in the County in which said drainage district is proposed 
to be formed, taxes levied or bonds issued, after giving at least 
twenty-one (21) days’ public notice of such election, fully stating 
the territory to be embraced in said district to be formed, the excess. 
amount of taxes to be levied or the amount of bonds to be issued, 
and also giving the names of the managers. to hold such election and 
the place of such election. ‘That no district shall be formed, no taxes 
assessed and levied and no. bonds issued unless a majority of the 
freeholders within said district owning a majority of the land to 
be embraced in said district vote'in favor of. the forming of said 
district, the assessment and levy of taxes or the issuance of, bonds ;” 
so that said sections when so amended shall read as follows: 


“(3211) The Sinking Fund Commission of this State, or a ma- 
jority, either in numbers or in acreage, of the holders of any con- 
tiguous body of swamp, wet or overflowed lands, or lands subject to 
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over flow, situate in one or more counties in this State, may form 
a drainage district for the purpose of having such lands reclaimed 
and protected from the effects of water, for sanitary or agricultural 
purposes, or when the same may be conducive to the public health, 
convenience or welfare, or of public utility or benefit, by drainage 
or otherwise, and for that purpose the said Sinking Fund Commis- 
sion, or a majority of the owners, or the owners of a majority of 
the acreage of said lands may make and sign a petition, in which shall 
be stated the name of the proposed drainage district, and the num- 
ber of years the same is to continue; the boundaries of the proposed 
drainage district; the names so far as known, and the last known 
postoffice address of the owners of lands in said district, together 
with the approximate number of acres owned by each; when the 
name or postoffice address of the owners of any said lands is un- 
known to the petitioners shall be set out'in said petition ; said petition 
shall. further state that the owners of the lands within said district 
whose names are subscribed to said petition are willing to and do 
obligate and bind the lands owned by them situated in the proposed 
drainage district to pay the tax or taxes which may be .assessed 
against their respective lands to pay the expense of organizing and 
of making and maintaining the improvements that may be necessary 
to effect the reclamation of said lands, so formed into a drainage 
district, and to drain and protect the same from the effects of water, 
and said petition shall contain a prayer asking. that the lands’ de- 
scribed therein be declared a drainage district under the provisions 
of this Article; said petition may be signed by the Sinking Fund 
Commission, or by a majority of the owners, or the owners of a 
majority of the acreage of said lands, or same be signed by both 
said Commission and owners of lands. After said petition has been 
so signed the same shall be filed in the office of the Clerk of the 
Court of Common Pleas of the county in which such lands or the 
greater part thereof are situate: Provided, That no drainage district 
shall be formed and no levy of assessments and no bonds issued 
under the provisions of this Chapter shall be had or done until an © 
election thereon has been had under the direction of the Commis- 
sioners of State and County Elections in the County in which said 
drainage district is proposed to be formed, taxes levied or bonds 
issued, after giving at least twenty-one (21) days’ public notice of 
such election, fully stating the territory to be embraced in said dis- 
trict to be-formed, the excess amount of taxes to be levied or the 
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amount of bonds to be issued, and also giving the names of the 
managers to hold such election and the place of such election. That 
no district shall be formed, no taxes assessed and levied and no bonds 
issued unless a majority of the freeholders within said district 
owning a majority of the land to be embraced in said district vote 
in favor of the forming of said district, the assessment and levy 
of taxes or the issuance of bonds. 


“(3227) After the list of lands, with the assessed benefits and 
the decree and judgment of Court, have been filed in the office of 
the Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas, as provided in Section 15 
of this Article, then the Board of Supervisors shall, without any 
unnecessary delay, levy an assessment (hereinafter called a tax) 
of such portion of said benefits on all lands, railroads and other 
property in the district to which benefits have been assessed as may 
be found necessary by the Board of Supervisors to pay the costs of 
the completion of the proposed works and improvements as shown 
- in said ‘Plan of Reclamation’ and in carrying out the objects of said 
‘districts, and in addition thereto ten per cent. of said total amount 

for emergencies. The said tax shall be apportioned to and levied on 
each tract of land in said district in proportion to the benefits as- 
sessed and not in excess thereof, and in case bonds are issued as 
provided hereinafter, then the amount of the interest (as estimated 
by said Board of Supervisors) which will accrue on said bonds shall be 
’ included and added to the said tax, but the interest to accrue on account 
_ of the issuing of said bonds shall not be construed as a part of the 
costs of construction in determining whether or not the expenses 
and costs of making said improvements are or are not equal to or in 
excess of the benefits assessed. All lands in said district belonging

shall be printed or written at the top of each page in said book, and 
shall be signed and certified by the President and the Secretary of 
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the Board of Supervisors, attested by the seal of the district, and

of said Secretary: Provided, That no drainage district shall be 
formed and -no levy of assessments and no bonds issued under the 
provisions of ‘this Chapter ‘shall be had or done until an election 
thereon has-been had under the direction of the Commissioners of 
State and County Elections in the County in which said drainage 
district is proposed to be formed, taxes levied or bonds issued, after

bearing interest from date at a rate not to exceed six per cent. per 
annum, payable semi-annually, to mature at annual intervals within 
thirty years, commencing after a period of years not later than ten 
years, to be determined by the Board of Supervisors, both principal 
and interest payable at some convenient banking house or trust 
company’s office to be named in said bonds, which said bonds shall 
be signed by the President of the Board of Supervisors, attested 
with the seal of said district and by the signature of the Secretary 
of the said Board..All of said bonds shall be executed and delivered 
to the Treasurer of said district, who shall sell the same in such 
quantities and at such dates as the Board of Supervisors may deem 
necessary to meet the payments for the works and improvements 
in the district. Said bonds shall not be sold for less than ninety- 
five cents on the dollar, with accrued interest, shall show on their 
. face the purpose for which they are issued, and shall be payable 
out of money derived from the aforesaid taxes. A sufficient amount 
’ of drainage tax shall be appropriated by the Board of Supervisors 
for the purpose of paying the principal and interest of the said 
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bonds and same shall, when collected, be preserved in a separate 
fund for that purpose and no other. All bonds and coupons not 
paid at maturity shall bear interest at the rate of six per centum

of the district. Any expense incurred in paying said bonds and in- 
terest thereon and a reasonable compensation to the bank or trust 
company for paying same, shall be paid out of other funds in the 
hands of the District Treasurer and collected for the purpose of 
meeting expenses of administration.

any tax levies be made that will in any manner or to any extent 
impair the security of said bonds or the fund available for the pay- 
ment of the principal and interest of the same. Said: District ‘Treas- 
urer shall, at the time of the receipt by him of said bonds, execute 
and deliver to the President of the Board of the said district, a bond 
with good and sufficient sureties to be approved by the said Board 
of Supervisors, conditioned that he shall account for and pay over 
as required by law and as ordered to do by said Board of Super- 
visors any and all money received by him on the sale of such bonds, 
or any of them, and that he will only sell and deliver such bonds to 
the purchaser or purchasers thereof under and according to the terms 
herein prescrived, and that he will return, duly concelled, any and 
all bonds not sold to the Board of Supervisors when ordered. by 
said Board to do so, which said Board shall remain in the custody 
of said President of the said Board of Supervisors, who shall pro- 
duce the same for inspection or for use as evidence wheriever and 
‘wherever legally requested so to do, The said District Treasurer

AN ACT to Fix the Compensation of Jurors, Bailiffs, Con- 
stables and Court Crier in Attendance Upon the Courts 
of General Session and Common Pleas in Saluda 
County. 


Section 1. Pay of Circuit Court Jurors, Saluda County. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That from and after the passage of this Act jurors in 
attendance upon the Circuit Courts or Courts of Common Pleas and 
General Sessions of Saluda County, including grand jurors, shall 
be paid two ($2.00) dollars per day and mileage as now provided 
by law. 


§ 2. Pay of Circuit Court Bailiffs and Court Crier, Sa- 
luda County—Number of Bailiffs—~-When Constables, Rural 
Policeman and Deputies to Attend Court.—That the compen- 
sation of the bailiffs and court crier in attendance upon the Circuit 
Courts of Saluda County shall be the same as that fixed in Section 
One of this Act for jurors: Provided, That not more than one 
bailiff shall be engaged for attendance upon the Court of Common 
Pleas and not more than two shall be engaged for attendance upon 
the Court of General Sessions, except that the presiding judge*may 
provide by order for additional bailiffs upon the necessity therefor 
being made to appear to his satisfaction: Provided, That any con- 
stable, deputy sheriffs or rural policeman of the County receiving 
salaries for full time may be required to attend the sessions of the 
Courts when the sheriff shall think it necessary and direct them to 
attend the Courts, and when so directed, they shall serve without 
additional compensation.

Whereas, Archer M. Huntington, Anna Hyatt Huntington and 
Francis Smyth have obtained from the Secretary of State a charter 
for an Eleemosynary Corporation known as Brookgreen Gardens, 
the object of such corporation being to preserve and exhibit the 
flora and fauna of South Carolina and objects of art, and 


Whereas, Archer M. Huntington is about to convey to the said 
corporation a tract of land in Georgetown County containing about 
oné hundred (100) acres of land, which said tract of land contains 
the old gardens of Brookgreen Plantation, and 


Whereas, It will be necessary for considerable contributions of 
money to be made to said corporation in order that the gardens may 
be preserved, extended and developed, and 


Whereas, It is the intention of the Trustees of said corporation 
to open the said gardens to the public under such reasonable restric- 
tions as may be necessary without charge or impost; 


§ 1. Lands of Brookgreen Gardens Used as Herein Pro- 
vided Exempt from Taxes.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the lands conveyed to 
the above mentioned corporation, known as Brookgreen Gardens, 
be exempt from all taxat for State, County, School or Municipal 
purposes, so long as the said gardens shall be maintained and the 
said lands used exclusively for the purposes herein set forth, and 
the public admitted thereto under such reasonable restrictions as 
may be necessary without charge or impost. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Amend Section (206), Volume I, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1932, Relating to Clerk of the Pro- 
bate Court by Making the Provisions Thereof Appli- 
cable to Barnwell County. 


Section 1. § 206, 1932 Code, Amended—Barnwell 
County Included.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: Amend Section (206), Volume I, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1932, by striking out immediately after the 
word “Spartanburg” on lines seven and eight and before the word 
“Horry” on line eight the word “and”, and by inserting in lieu 
thereof a “comma.” Amend Section further by adding immediately 
after the word “Horry” and before the word “Counties” on line 
eight the words: “and Barnwell,” so that said Section (206) when 
so amended shall read as follows: , 


“Section (206): The Court of Probate shall be a court of record, 
and have a seal, may appoint a Clerk, and may remove him at 
pleasure; and on failure of the Court to appoint such Clerk, the 
Judge of the Court shall perform all the duties of Clerk: Provided, 
That no person holding the office of Clerk of the Probate Court 
under and by virtue of the appointment of the Probate Judge of

§ 2. Florence County Board of Education to Borrow— 
To Advertise for Bids—Deposit of Moneys Borrowed— 
Amount of Security Required.—In order to effectually carry 
out the purposes of this Act and for the operation of the schools of 
Florence County, the Board of Education for said County is au- 
thorized to borrow such sum of money as may be necessary, but in 
the event it ‘becomes necessary to borrow money for said purposes 
said Board shall award the loan to be made therefor to the lowest 
bona fide bidder, after first advertising for bids by notice published 
in one or more newspapers having circulation in Florence County 
for at least ten days prior to awarding any such bid, and after first 
giving written notice to all banks in Florence County of the terms 
and conditions under which said bids shall be received. The proceeds 
of any loan so obtained shall be deposited with the successful bidder, 
provided the successful bidder be an incorporated bank within the 
County of Florence: Provided, That before any such deposit shall 
be made any bank or banks receiving the same shall secure the safe 
deposit of said funds by pledging securities for the full amount 
thereof to the Treasurer of Florence County, at least Seventy-five 
(75%) per centum of the amount of said securities to consist of 
bonds or obligations issued by the United States of America, the 
State of South Carolina, or some political subdivision thereof, either, 
or both, of Federal Land Bank or Joint Stock Land Bank bonds, 
and the remainder of such securities shall consist of mortgages on 
real estate or real estate mortgage bonds on property situate in the 
Pee Dee section, to be approved by the Chairman of the Board of 
Governors, the County Treasurer, and the County Attorney of: said 
County of Florence, whose duty it shall be to see that the said 
mortgages or securities offered are bona fide and owned by such 
bank or banks, and that the amount expressed thereon is admitted 
to be due by the mortgagors, and that the admitted indebtedness 
does not exceed the value of the property described in said mort- 
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gage; and that in no event shall any such mortgages or security be 
accepted or approved for any amount greater than Fifty (50%) per 
centum of the value of the land described therein; but in lieu of said 
mortgages of real estate or real estate or real estate mortgage 
bonds, said bank or banks at its or their option shall have the right 
to secure the entire deposit by Government bonds as aforesaid, or

regulate the transportation of pupils, and establish such rules as 
may be deemed necessary for the welfare, protection and safety of — 
such pupils and employ operators of school buses by competitive 
bidding. 


§ 3. School Trustees—Present Terms to Expire—Elec- 
tion of New Trustees—Terms—Who May be Trustees— 
When Trustees May be Appointed—Definition of “Special 
School District, etc.”’—~The terms of all school trustees now hold- 
ing office in Chesterfield County shall expire on the 30th day of 
June, 1932, or as soon thereafter as their successors, as herein 
provided for, shall qualify, whether district trustees or high school 
trustees, On the second Tuesday in April, 1932, and every two years 
thereafter, an election shall be held in each of the school districts of 
said County for three trustees, whose term of office shall commence 
on the first day of July next ensuing such election, and. who shall 
serve for a term of two years, and untill their successors shall qualify. 
Such election shall be conducted by the incumbent trustees of the 
several school districts in which the same shall be held, after ten 
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days notice of the time and place thereof by posting the same in 
three or more conspicuous and public places in such district, and shall 
be conducted according to the rules and regulations applicable to 
primary elections, No persons shall be eligible to election as a school 
trustee unless he or she shall be a qualified elector residing within 
the district for which he or she shall be chosen. The result of each 
such election shall, within two days thereafter, be certified to the 
County Board of Education, who shall thereupon appoint and com- 
mission the several trustees so elected; Provided, That in the event 
that any district shall fail or neglect to elect trustees as herein pro- 
vided, the County Board of Education shall appoint and commission 
trustees for such district as now provided by law: Provided, The 
provisions of this Section as to holding the election shall not apply 
to any special school district organized under special Act of the 
General Assembly: Provided, further, That where a school district 
has at this time more than three trustees, then and in that event 
there shall be elected for such school district the same number of 
trustees as such school district now possesses. 


The words “special school district organized under Special Act of 
the General Assembly” shall be construed to mean such special 
school district or districts as contemplated under Section 5 of Article 
eleven of the Constitution of 1895. 


' .§ 4, Filling of Vacancies in Offices of School Trustees— 
Mileage Allowed in Getting Boxes.—Any vacancy or vacancies 
in the office of school trustees, whether caused by death, resignation, 
removal or otherwise, shall be filled by appointment of the County 
Board of Education, for the unexpired term. Mileage at the rate 
of five cents per mile shall be allowed in going to the Court House 
for the boxes and returning, said mileage shall be at the rate of 
five cents per mile one way. 


§ 5. Removal of School Trustees.—Trustees of any school 
district in said county may be removed for cause, in the same manner 
as now provided by the general school law. 


§ 6. Employment of Teachers.—The Boards of Trustees of 
the several school districts in said county shall employ teachers as 
now provided by law. 


§ 7. Contracts of Teachers and Other Employees—To 
be Filed in Superintendent of Education’s Office—To Con- 
form to Budget—-Number—Effect of Too Many.—When the 
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trustees of any school district have employed any teacher or other 
employee the contract shall be in writing and in duplicate and one 
copy thereof shall be filed with the Superintendent of Education 
of said County and he shall make a record thereof in a book kept 
by him for that purpose, which shall be a public record and shall con- 
stitute due notice thereof the same as under the Recording Acts: 
Provided, However, That no salary or term of employment shall be 
fixed for such teacher or employee until the school budget has been 
passed and approved for the ensuing or current year of employment 
and then such salary and term of employment shall be determined 
by and according to the amount approved therein: Provided, further, 
That there shall not be employed in any school more teachers than 
allowed under the 6-0-1 Laws and amendments thereto, and if it be 
found that the trustees of any district have employed more teachers 
than allowed under the said law, or more teachers and employees 
than approved in the school budget, then the last teacher or teachers 
or employee or employees with, notice as aforesaid, shall be elimi- 
nated and such contract shall be absolutely null and void. 


§ 8. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed, 


§ 9. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Funding of Indebtedness In- 
curred for the Ordinary and Current Business of the 
State. 


Section 1. State Finance Committee May Issue Notes 
to Fund or Pay State Notes Issued March 30, 1931.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
The State Finance Committee of the State of South Carolina shall 
have power to issue funding notes of the State of South Carolina 
for the purpose of funding or paying notes of the State payable on 
the thirtieth day of March, one thousand nine hundred and thirty- 
two, issued on or about the thirtieth day of March, one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-one, for money borrowed on the credit of 
the State for the ordinary and current business of the State, or any 
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notes heretofore or hereafter issued in renewal of said notes pay- 
able on the thirtieth day of March, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-one. 


§ 2. Funding Notes—Execution—Interest.—Funding notes 
issued under this Act shall be signed by the Governor, the Comp- 
troller General and State Treasurer. The great seal of the State 
shall be affixed to or impressed upon them and attested by the 
Secretary of State. Any interest coupons attached to such notes 
shall be authenticated by a facsimile signature of the State Treasurer 
who is in office on the date of such notes. The delivery of notes so 
executed shall be valid notwithstanding any changes in officers or 
seal occurring after such execution. [The notes shall be issued in 
such form and denomination and with such provision as to time, 
place or places or medium of payment as may be determined by the 
Governor, Comptroller General and State Treasurer, subject to the 
provisions of this Act. Such notes shall bear interest at a rate not 
exceeding the legal rate, payable semi-annually or annually, as may 
be determined by the State Finance Committee.

Compensation of Sheriff, Auditor, Treasurer, 
Clerk of Court, Master, and Tax Collector of Florence 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That on and after January Ist, 1933, the salary of 
each officer of Florence County shall be paid in lieu of fees as fol- 
lows:

(a) Sheriff: The Sheriff of Florence County shall receive the 
sum of Twenty-four Hundred ($2,400.00) Dollars per annum 
payable in monthly installments of Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars 
each: Provided, That the Sheriff shall receive as an additional salary 
all fees from the service of civil processes, witnesses in civil cases 
and executions; civil processes not to ‘include jury venires, 


(b) Auditor and Treasurer: The Auditor and Treasurer of Flor- 
ence County shall each receive the sum of Four Thousand ($4,000- 
.00) Dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly installments: Pro- 
vided, however, That the County of Florence shall pay to the Auditor 
and Treasurer only such proportionate part as shall remain unpaid 
after the State aid received by such officers has been applied. 


(c) Clerk of Court: The Clerk of Court for Florence County shall 
receive the sum of Four Thousand ($4,000.00) Dollars per annum, 
payable in twelve (12) eqial monthly installments.

Safety of Travel on State Highways.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the State 
Highway Department, its officers, agents and employes, are hereby 
required to promote the safety of travel over and along State High- 
ways by erecting and maintaining such adequate and sufficient warn- 
ing and caution signs at all points of unusual hazard or danger along 
such highways as in the discretion of the said Department may ap- 
pear necessary. : 


§ 2. Penalty for State Highway Employees not to Erect 
Signs to Safeguard Travel—Liability of State Highway De- 
partment Defined.—Any officer, agent, or employe of the State 
Highway Department, who shall negligently fail to erect, or cause 
to be erected, and maintain, or cause to be maintained, such warning 
and caution signs as in the discretion of the said Department may be 
necessary to safeguard travel over and along State Highways shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall 
_ be subject to a fine of not more than Two Hundred ($200.00) Dol- 
lars or to imprisonment for not exceeding ninety (90) days, either 
or both at the discretion of the Court, for each offense, provided 
that in no case shall negligence be imputed where warning and cau-

Penalties on Delinquent Taxes of Atkins 
Drainage District, Lee County, Fixed.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That from and 
after the passage of this Act the penalties on all delinquent taxes of 
Atkins Drainage District, Lee County, South Carolina, be and the 
same are hereby made reduced and shall be computed as the penalties 
on state and county taxes in general.

Section 103: The said Civil Court shall have jurisdiction to try 
and determine all civil cases and special proceedings, both at law and 
in equity, where the value of the property in controversy, or the 
amount claimed, does not exceed the sum of three thousand ($3,- 
000.00) dollars, but such jurisdiction shall not extend to cases where 
the title to real estate is in question, The jurisdiction of said Court 
within the limits above defined shall extend to all cases which may 
be brought by or against any residents or citizens who may reside 
within the County of Florence, but without the territorial limits of 
the jurisdiction of said Court, as above defined, provided such person 
or persons against whom actions may be brought shall consent there-

Schools and Providing the Manner in Which Such

Section 1. § 5414, 1932 Code, Amended—School Levies 
in Georgetown County Changed—Use.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend subdivi- 
sion 18 of Section (5414), Volume II, Civil Code, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1932, by striking out the word and figure “eight 
(8)” on line two and by inserting in lieu thereof the word ard figure 
“six (6)”; amend said subdivision 18 further by striking out on 
line eight the word and figure “eight (8)” and by inserting in lieu 
thereof the word and figure “six (6)”; amend still further by strik- 
ing out on line seventeen the word and figure “eight (8)” and by in- 
serting in lieu thereof the word and figure “six (6)”; amend further 
by striking out on line nineteen the word and figure “two (2)” and 
by inserting in lieu thereof the word and figure “four (4),” and by 
adding at the end of said subdivision 18 the following proviso: 
“These funds shall be used by the said Board solely for the purpose 
of assisting weak schools, and then only when written approval shall 
have been obtained from a majority of the Legislative Delegation.” 
So that subdivision 18 of Section (5414), Volume II, Civil Code, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, when.so amended shall read 
as follows: 


“(18) There is hereby levied upon all the taxable property of 
Georgetown County six (6) mills to provide for the payment of 
school teachers in all public schools of Georgetown County for one 
(1), two (2), or three (3) months over and above the six (6) 
months guaranteed under the 6-0-1 Law, the said salaries to be based 
on the schedule of salaries as laid down in the 6-0-1: Law : Provided, 
That the County Board of Education may, in their discretion, for 
reasons deemed proper and sufficient to them reduce the length of 
time any school shall run. The six (6) mills levy herein provided for 
shall pay the salary of teachers for one (1) month, two (2) months, 
or three (3) months, according to the time such schools shall run in

excess of six (6) months. The proceeds of this: levy shall be distrib- 
uted among the various schools on a basis of the number of pupils in 
each school which shall run seven (7) months, In addition to the levy 
herein imposed, the County Auditor shall levy a sufficient number 
of mills on all of the property in each of the high school districts as 
may be necessary to meet the payment of teachers’ salaries in such 
districts, whose salaries are in excess of the schedule of salaries as 
provided in the 6-0-1 Law, and to pay for transportation of school 
children and incidental expenses. In addition to the six (6) mills 
levy and the additional levy herein authorized the Auditor is hereby 
directed to levy four (4) mills on all the property in Georgetown 
County, and the Treasurer is hereby directed to collect the same as 
other taxes and place the amount so collected to the credit of ‘the 
county board funds: Provided, These funds shall be used by the said 
Board solely for the purpose of assisting weak schools, and then only 
when written approval shall have been obtained from a majority of 
the Legislative Delegation.”

AN ACT to Amend Section 4120, Volume 2, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1932, Relating to Sinking Funds 
Commission for Cherokee County, by Further Defining 
the Powers and Duties of said Commission. 


Section 1. § 4120, 1932 Code, Amended—Further Pow- 
ers and Duties of Cherokee County Sinking Fund Commis- 
sion.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That Section 4120, Volume 2, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1932, be, and the same is hereby amended by adding the 
following subsection to be known as subsection 13 of said Section 
4120, as follows: 


“Section 13: In the event it shall become necessary, in the judg- 
ment of the Sinking Fund Commission, to sell at public or private 
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sale any collateral or chose in action, pledge or hypothecated to secure 
any note or other obligation held by the said Commission, in order 
to apply the same to any debt thereby secured, the Sinking Fund 
Commission is hereby given authority to purchase such collateral or 
chose in action, for and im the name of the Sinking Fund Commis- 
sion, at such sale, if, in the judgment of the said Sinking Fund Com- 
mission, or a majority of them, the price offered at such sale shall 
be materially less than the fair market value of the said collateral 
or security, and hold the same until such time as market conditions 
shall appear to them more favorable for sale; and in the event of 
foreclosure by the Sinking Fund Commission of any real estate mort- 
gage held by it as security for any debt or obligation the Sinking 
Fund Commission shall also have power and authority to purchase 
"at any sale of such real estate the mortgaged property, just as in the 
case of personal property, security or collateral, as prescribed here- 
inabove ; and the said Commission is hereby further authorized and 
empowered at any time, when in their judgment market conditions 
are favorable, to sell and convey any such personal property or real 
estate that they may have purchased at any sale, as provided herein, 
and to execute good title to the property conveyed in fee simple to 
the purchaser, upon compliance with the terms of sale. In the sales 
of any real estate by the Commission as herein authorized, such sales 
may be made upon such terms as in the judgment of the Sinking 
Fund Commission may obtain the best prices.” so that said Section 
4120 when so amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 4120—(1) A sinking fund and sinking fund commission 
is hereby created for the county of Cherokee. 


(2) In this section, unless the context otherwise requires, certain 
words and expressions have the following meaning: (a) “Sinking 
Fund” means moneys received, assessed or collected, and the invest- 
ments and all interest and earnings arising therefrom in Cherokee 
County for the purpose of paying the principal of all long term out- 
standing bonds and all of such character of bonds that may hereafter 
be issued and disposed of by Cherokee County and the school district 
of said county. (b) “Sinking Fund Contribution,” means the amount 
produced by annual levy of taxes required for the purpose of paying 
the principal of all outstanding long term bonds of Cherokee County 
and the political divisions thereof, and all like character of bonds 
that may hereafter be issued by said county. 
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(3) It shall be the duty of said sinking fund commission carefully 
to.ascertain the amounts of annual levies placed for the purpose of 
paying the interest on railroad bonds, county, township or school 
district or districts bonds, for paying and retiring said bonds, and 
other levies made to pay the interest and principal on any county or 
township debt or debt of any subdivision thereof, now or hereafter 
created, immediately after the said levies are collected by the Treas- 
urer each year, and to draw their warrant upon the county treasurer, 
transferring the amount to the sinking fund account, and to lend and 
invest the amount now on hand thus raised by’said levies, in interest- 
bearing securities from time to time, on such terms as are herein au- 
thorized and directed, and to keep a book into which such annual 
levies shall be entered showing date, amount, purpose of the levies, 
and to whom moneys are loaned, rate of interest, when due and when 
‘paid. It shall be the duty of the said sinking fund commission to keep 
the interest and cash fund separate and distinct, and to pay from such 
fund the interest due on all bonds as they become due, and to pay 
said bonds when they become due, preserving said bonds, when paid, 
in the vaults of the county treasurer as evidence of payment, said 
interest and principal so paid on said bonds to be paid alone from 
funds raised from the whole county or the different sections of the 
county for this purpose, or these purposes, and, likewise, any other 
funds of a special character, collected by levy for any other specific 
purpose. The sinking fund commission shall determine the amount 
of the annual sinking fund contributions which invested at not less 
than 5% shall, together with the interest earned, meet the maturity 
of all long term bonds of the county of Cherokee and its political 
divisions, and shall certify such amount to the tax assessing authori- 
ties of the county, who shall annually levy to be collected as other 
taxes, and the county treasurer shall turn over to said sinking fund 
commission said collected levy. It shall be the duty of the said sinking 
fund commission to invest all moneys or securities received and be- 
longing to the sinking fund into the outstanding bonds or notes of 
Cherokee County and its political divisions, and if such bonds are not 
available the sinking fund shall be invested in the bonds and securi- 
ties of the State of South Carolina or any of its political divisions, 
or bonds of other States or bonds of political divisions of other 
States of the United States. 


(4) It shall be unlawful for the sinking fund commission to loan 
or invest any moneys of the sinking fund to individuals or corpora- 
tions secured by personal endorsements or stocks of corporations, 
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(5) The sinking fund commission of Cherokee County shall im- 
mediately proceed to collect all present outstanding loans and in- 
vestments, except the investments in bonds of Cherokee County or 
its political divisions and reinvest the proceeds from said collection 
as provided in this section. 


(6) The members of Cherokee County sinking fund commission 
shall file a surety bond in the sum of ten thousand ($10,000.00) dol- 
lars for each member from such surety company as is authorized to 
do business in the State and said bonds to be filed with the treasurer 
of Cherokee County. 


' (7) It shall be the duty of the delegation of Cherokee County to 
have the books and records of the sinking fund commission audited 
at least once each yedr by a qualified public accountant, and a copy 
of said report shall be filed as a public document in the county treas- 
urer’s office. 


(8) It shall be the duty of the sinking fund commission to deter- 
mine and ascertain the amount of sinking fund requirements at the 
end of each year to meet the payment of long term bonds, and in 
event the actual amount of sinking fund assets on hand is less than 
the amount required, such difference shall be ascertained and added 
to the annual assessment and the levy for that year be sufficient to 
make good the said difference; on the other hand, in event the actual 
sinking fund assets are in excess of the amount of requirements, then 
in that case the difference shall be ascertained and shall be deducted 
from the regular annual levy made for the regular annual contribu- 
tion to this fund : Provided, That the amount that may be short when 
the present sinking fund assets shall have been converted into invest- 
ments as provided in this section may be amortized over a period of 
years equal to the average unexpired life of the present long term 
bonds. 


(9) The interest on all bonds of the county and its political divi- 
sions, and all bond installments falling due shall be ascertained and 
a separate levy be made to meet such liability each year, and that said 
moneys shall be known as the bond and interest fund, and this fund 
shall be kept separate and distinct from all other funds by the county 
treasurer, and that the said treasurer shall pay all interest on all 
bonds and all serial payments falling due out of this fund. 


(10) The Governor shall appoint three (3) commissioners on the 
recommendation of a majority of the members of the General As- 
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sembly for Cherokee County, who shall serve for two (2) years, and 
who shall give bond in the sum of ten thousand ($10,000.00) dollars 
each, payable to the county of Cherokee, the premium on which shall 
be paid from any funds in their hands. Said commissioners shall 
make a detailed statement of their transaction for the past year, 
showing interest accrued, the amount that comes into their hands and 
the amount paid out by such committee to the circuit judge at the first 
term of the court of sessions for each year. The compensation for 
each commissioner shall be one hundred ($100.00) dollars per an- 
num, payable on the warrant of the chairman of said commission, 


(11) The said sinking fund commission of Cherokee County shail 
have the charge and custody of the sinking fund of the city of Gaff- 
ney, as provided in an Act of the General Assembly approved Feb- 
ruary 19, 1908, entitled, “An Act to Create a Sinking Fund and 
Sinking Fund Commission for Cherokee County, and Define its Du- 
ties,’ and shall be charged with the same responsibility and duties 
relating to the sinking fund commission of the city of Gaffney, as 
provided for in the original act, wherein the city of Gaffney is desig- 
nated as the town of Gaffney, S. C. 


(12) The said sinking fund commission shall take over all the 
funds, books, notes, and other property belonging to or under the 
control of the former members of the sinking fund commission of 
Cherokee County, and shall have a right to collect by suit, compro- 
mise, or otherwise, all notes, bills, and accounts, or other indebted- 
ness or whatsoever nature may be due to the said sinking fund com- 
mission, or to their predecessors in office, to employ counsel and pay 
the same, to conduct any litigation that may be proper and necessary 
to collect all such funds, whether the same be due to the sinking fund 
commission by contract, or otherwise, and to recover any sums of 
money or obligations that may be due to the sinking fund commis- 
sion, which may have arisen by reason of misapplication, misappro- 
priation, or embezzlement of any funds, heretofore under the control 
of the said sinking fund commission of Cherokee County, and to in- 
stitute any action or actions that may be necessary upon any surety . 
or fidelity bond that may heretofore have been given by any of their 
predecessors in office of the present Board, to secure the faithful 
performance of the duties of said officials, as required by law; and to 
employ attorneys and pay such reasonable attorney’s fees as may be 
proper under the circumstances; and full power and authority is 
given to said sinking fund commission to collect, settle, adjust, or 
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compromise any and all such claims as may arise out of the handling 
of the sinking funds by their predecessors in office as in their judg- 
ment they may deem just, proper and expedient. 


(13) In the event it shall become necessary, in the judgment of 
the sinking fund commission, to sell at public or private sale any 
collateral or chose in action, pledged or hypothecated to secure any 
note or other obligation held by the said commission, in order to 
apply the same to. any debt thereby secured, the sinking fund com- 
mission is hereby given authority to purchase such collateral or chose 
in action, for and in the name of the sinking. fund commission, at 
such sale, if, in the judgment of the said sinking fund commission, 
or a majority of them, the price offered at such sale shall be mate- 
rially less than the fair market value of the said collateral or security, 
and hold the same until such time as market conditions shall appear 
to them more favorable for sale; and in the event of foreclosure by 
the sinking fund commission of any real estate mortgage held by it 
as security for any debt or obligation the sinking fund commission 
shall also have power and authority to purchase at any sale of such

AN ACT to Provide for the Election of Certain Members on 
Boards of School Trustees in York County; Imposing 
Certain Duties Upon the Superintendent of Education, 
and Allowing Mileage. 


Section 1. When York County Board of Education May 
Sign Vouchers.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the County Board of Education for 
York County shall not sign any vouchers for the expenditure of 
school funds, other than at a regular meeting and only then when an 
itemized statement is filed with the Board previous to its meeting. 


§ 2. Election of School Trustees to Fill Vacancies—No- 
tice Required.—In school districts in York County where the 
members of the Board of School Trustees are elected under existing 
provisions of law, in the event that any vacancy should occur in the 
Board of any such District, for any cause, it shall be filled as pro- 
vided for the election of the member for the full term except that 
this additional requirement as to notice of elections shall be given: 
The Board of Trustees shall give at least forty (40) days’ notice of 
the time, place and purpose of any such election in a newspaper pub- 
lished in the district in which election is to be held, and if there be 
no newspaper published in said district, then such notice is to be in- 
serted in a York County newspaper having general circulation in said 
district on > a week for four weeks. The first insertion shall be not 
less than ferty (40) days prior to the date of holding the election. 


§ 3. York County Superintendent of Education to Fur- 
nish School Districts Reports on Their Financial Conditions. 
—The County Superintendent of Education of York County, South 
Carolina, is hereby authorized and directed to furnish in writing to 
the chairman of the Board of Trustees of each school district in 
said County a statement of the money or moneys due said school dis- 
trict from all sources, including State aid, poll taxes, county levy or 
otherwise. Said statement to be mailed to each of said chairmen of 
the Board of Trustees of the several school districts in said county 
at the beginning of each scholastic year. A like statement of the 
credits and also any amounts said school district may be in arrears 
shall be mailed to the chairman of the Board of Trustees of the sev- 
eral school districts at the end of each school term. Said statement 
shall show the amount said district owes in the way of bonds, notes 
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or otherwise, and to whom such money is owing. The County Super- 
intendent of Education of York County shall receive for mailing the 
above reports his actual expenses incurred therein, but not to ex- 
ceed the amount of Fifty ($50.00) Dollars for any one year. Said 
amount to be paid out of the fund for the Board of Education. 


§ 4. Mileage Allowed York County Superintendent of 
Education.—That the Superintendent of Education for York 
County shall receive in addition to the salary provided five (5) cents 
for each and every mile traveled by him in the discharge of his du- 
ties visiting schools in York County; but in no event shall said sum 
exceed Two Hundred and Fifty ($250.00) Dollars in any one year. 


§ 5. Use of Funds Received by York County Superin- 
tendent of Education.—That all funds received by Superintend- 
ent of Education shall be used by him exclusively for school pur- 
poses, and in no event for any expenses of his office; but said fund 
shall be divided among the various school districts according to the 
average school attendant, this average to be ascertained by the aver- 
age attendance for the previous scholastic year. 


§ 6. York County Superintendent of Education to File 
Quarterly Reports With Grand Jury.—That the Superintend- 
ent of Education shall make a quarterly report to the Grand Jury 
for York County of all moneys received by him from any source 
whatsoever, including the funds received from State and County 
Game Wardens; likewise, he shall file quarterly with said Grand 
Jury an itemized statement of all funds paid out by him. 


§ 7. Extent of Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts incon- 
sistent with this Act are hereby repealed, so far as they relate or 
apply to York County. 

§ 8. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Limit the Number of Prisoners to Serve on the 
York County Chaingang at any One Time to Fifty 


Section 1. Numbers of Prisoners to Serve on Chaingang 
of York County Limited—Extras.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
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eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: From and after the 
approval of this Act, the number of prisoners to be used as a chain- 
gang for York County shall not exceed at any one time fifty (50) 
prisoners, The Supervisor or governing body of York County shall 
have all male prisoners in excess of fifty (50), whose terms are six 
months or more, immediately committed to the State Penitentiary: 
Provided, however, That there shall be retained on the chaingang 
of York County as many as six (6) long-term prisoners who are 
familiar with the work to be done in the operation of the chaingang 
force: Provided, further, That should the number of short-term 
prisoners at any time make the number of prisoners then on said 
chaingang exceed fifty (50), then the Supervisor or governing body 
is hereby directed to return to County jail such number of persons 
as may be in excess of fifty (50). The prisoners so returned to 
County jail shall be selected from those least able to perform manual 
labor. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Provide for a Financial Advisory Committee in 
Greenville County, and to Define its Powers and Duties 


Section 1. Financial Advisory Committee, Greenville 
County—Creation—Members.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That there is hereby cre- 
ated and established in Greenville County, an office to be known and 
designated as the Financial Advisory Committee, to be composed of 
three citizens of Greenville County, with such powers and duties as 
are hereinafter conferred; and immediately upon the passage of this 
Act the Governor shall appoint F. W. Symmes, R. E. Henry and 
W. L. Patton, all of Greenville, South Carolina, members of said 
Financial Advisory Committee. Vacancies on the Committee are to 
be filled by the Governor upon recommendation of a majority of 
the Greenville County Legislative Delegation. 
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§ 2. Chairman—Secretary—Meetings—Minutes—Quo- 
rum.—Upon being commissioned the members of said Committee 
shall meet and organize by electing one of their number Chairman 
and another Secretary. Meetings of the Committee shall be held at 
such times and places as the Chairman, or a majority of the Com- 
mittee shall designate, and may be public or executive as a majority 
of the Committee shall determine. Minutes of all proceedings shall 
be taken and preserved, but such minutes shall not be open to public 
inspection except by a majority vote of the Committee. A majority 
- of the members of the Committee shall constitute a quorum at all 
times for the transaction of business. 


§ 3. Jurisdiction—Duties.—The Financial Advisory Com- 
mittee established and created by the terms hereof shall act as an 
advisory board, or committee, for the Greenville County Legislative 
Delegation, the various officials of Greenville County and the school 
trustees of the several school districts in the County, in all matters 
pertaining to the financial affairs of the County and its school dis- 
tricts. And in order that the Committee may better perform such 
services the books, papers and accounts of each and every officer, 
agent, and ‘employee of Greenville County, and of each and every 
school district in said County shall be open for the inspection of the 
Committee, at all reasonable times; and it shall be the duty of such 
officers, agents and employees to permit, and render assistance in, 
such examination and inspection. 


§ 4. To Approve Notes, Bonds, etc.—Extent.—No notes, 
bonds or other evidences of debt, except bank checks or drafts, shall 
be effective so as to bind the County of Greenville, or any school dis- 
trict therein save and except when the said notes, bonds or other 
evidences of debt shall be approved in writing thereon by the Chair- 
man or Secretary of said Committee; and it shall be the duty of the 
Chairman and Secretary of the Committee to so approve when, and 
only when, so directed by a majority of the Committee: Provided, © 
however, ‘That nothing contained herein shall qualify, enlarge, 
change, amend or repeal any existing law with reference to the issue, 
sale or negotiation of any such notes, bonds or other evidences of 
debt, and the provisions and conditions of this section are to be con- 
strued only as throwing additional and further safeguards around 
the execution and issuance of such obligations. 


§ 5. To Approve 1932 Disbursements—State Funds Ex- 
cepted—Deposit of 1932 Taxes.—The County Treaster shall 
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pay out no portion of the moneys coming into his hands or posses- 
sion from the collection of taxes assessed and levied during the year 
1932 for any purpose except upon the written consent and approval 
of the Committee, said written consent to be given and evidenced in 
such manner as the Committee may from time to time determine; 
and said tax money, as collected, shall be deposited in a bank, or 
banks, designated by the Committee and there remain on deposit in 
a separate fund, if the Committee may so request, until ordered paid 
out by said Committee: Provided,.'That any portion of said tax col- 
lections belonging to the State of South Carolina may be paid out 
without the approval of the Committee: Provided, further, That all 
or any portion of said collections may be paid upon any notes, bonds 
or other evidences of debt which have been issued or sold under the 
provision of Section 4 hereof : Provided, further, That the provisions 
of this Section shall not apply and remain effective except so long 
as there may be outstanding and unpaid notes, bonds or other evi- 
dences of debt which have been issued and sold with the written con- 
sent of the Committee as provided for in Section 4 hereof. 


§ 5. Payment of Expenses of Committee.—The Green- 
ville County Legislative Delegation shall provide for the payment of 
all necessary and proper expenses of the Committee from Item 14 
of the 1932 County Supply Act, but the members of the Committee 
shall serve without pay. 


§ 6. Term of Committee.—The office of Financial Advisory 
- Committee shall exist until April 1st, 1933, at which time it shall 
cease, and thereafter its members shall have no power or authority 
hereunder. . 


§ 7. Intent of Act.—The nature of this Act is such as to 
charge the members of the Financial Advisory Committee with cer- 
tain personal and continuing duties, and it is intended that this Act 
shall be so construed as to constitute a contract which cannot be re- 
voked, repealed or amended except upon the written consent and ap- 
proval of a majority of the Committee. 


§ 8. Extent of Repeal.—That all Acts or parts of Acts in 
conflict herewith are hereby suspended until April 1st, 1933, but 
from and after that date they shall have the same force and effect as 
if this Act had never been passed, 
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'§ 9. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval. 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for an Election on the Question of Abol- 
ishing the Office of Comptroller in Greenville County 


Section 1. Election in Greenville County on Abolishing 
the Office of Comptroller—When.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: At a primary election to 
be held in August, 1932, there shall be submitted to the voters of 
Greenville County the question of abolishing or retaining the office 
of Comptroller for Greenville County. 


§ 2. Boxes,—The Executive Committee of Greenville County 
is hereby authorized and directed to prepare separate boxes to be 
used in holding said election. 


§ 3. Ballots.—The Executive Committee of Greenville County 
shall have prepared a sufficient number of ballots to be used in hold- 
ing said election, Upon said ballot shall be written or printed sub- 
stantially as follows: “Shall the office of Comptroller of Greenville 
County be abolished—yes—no.” Those voting in favor of abolishing 
said office of Comptroller shall erase the word “no”; those voting 
against abolishing said office of Comptroller shall erase the word 
“yes”, 

_§ 4. Managers to Tabulate Votes and Return Results.— 
The managers at the respective voting precincts in Greenville County 
shall have charge of such election in addition to their duties as pri- 
mary election managers and shall count and tabulate the votes taken 
at such precincts and report same to the County Executive Com- 
mittee. 


§ 5. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor,

AN ACT to Authorize the Establishment of Forfeited Land 
Commissions of Municipalities in This State 


Section 1. Forfeited Land Commissions for Municipali- 
ties.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: The object of this Act is to confer upon municipal cor- 
porations in this State authority and power to set up and put into 
operation an agency or commission for the purpose of buying lands 
sold under tax executions for taxes and/or assessments due such 
corporations, similar to the agencies or commissions established in 
the several Counties of this State and designated as the Forfeited 
Land Commissions. 


§ 2. Creation by Municipalities—Members—Compen- 
sation.—When any municipal corporation desires to accomplish. the 
object stated in Section 1 hereof, its town council is authorized and 
empowered to designate one or more, not exceeding three, of the 
officers of such municipal corporation, by resolution duly passed 
and entered upon the minutes of any regular meeting of such body, 
as the Forfeited Land Commission of the said municipality ; the per- 
son or persons so designated, and their respective successors in office, 
shall ex officio constitute the Forfeited Land Commission of such 
municipality ; the commission shall receive such compensation for its 
services as may be fixed by the municipality. 


§ 3. Duties.—It shall be the duty of any Forfeited Land Com- 
. mission set up and established under the terms of this Act to bid in 
lands sold under tax execution for delinquent taxes and/or assess- 
ments due to the municipality, unless the same brings. the amount of 
taxes and costs thereon, to take title thereto, to look after the preser- 
vation thereof, to rent the same and collect the rents, and to sell the 
same and make and execute good and sufficient deeds of conveyance 
therefor. 


§ 4. Laws Applicable to Duties.—Wherever applicable, 
even by analogy, the law governing the duties conferred upon For- 
feited Land Commissions of the several Counties of the State shall 
govern and are hereby devolved upon Forfeited Land Commissions 
created under the provisions of this Act. 


§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. . 
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§ 6. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Etablish a Basis Upon Which the State High- 
way Department and the Road Authorities of Horry 
County May Co-operate With the United States War 
Department in Effecting Arrangements for the Con- 
struction of the Intracoastal Waterway Between the 
North Carolina Line Near Little River and Winyah Bay 
In This State and to Give the Stute’s Consent for the 
Immediate Construction of the Said Waterway. 


Whereas, the United States Congress by that certain River and

Whereas, neither the State of South Carolina nor Horry County 
is in position to furnish the necessary funds for defraying the cost of 
constructing bridges across the proposed waterway, but each the 
State and the County is desirous of co-operating with the Federal 
authorities to the extent that present circumstances will permit; 
now, therefore, 


Section 1. State Highway Department and Horry 
County to Co-operate With U. S. War Department in Ef- 
fective Arrangements for the Construction of Intracoastal | 
Waterway—Cost.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: The State Highway Department and the 
road authorities of Horry County are hereby authorized and directed 
to co-operate with the United States War Department in effecting 
arrangements for the construction of the Intraceastal Waterway be- 
tween the North Carolina line near Little River and Winyah Bay in 
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this State by providing such detours and temporary means of cross- 
ing the proposed waterway as may, in the judgment of the said State 
Highway Department and the road authorities of Horry County, be 
necessary in the interest of traffic over the public highways under 
their respective jurisdictions, provided that the work incident to, this 
authorization shall be performed by the regular road maintenance 
forces already employed by the said Department or County and that 
the cost of the said work shall not exceed such amount as may be 
necessary to meet temporarily the reasonable requirements of high- 
way traffic so as to afford the United States War Department an 
opportunity to proceed with its proposed excavations without seri- 
ously interrupting the said highway traffic. 


§ 2. State Consents to Immediate Construction of Wa- 
terway.—The State of South Carolina hereby consents that the 
United States Government may proceed immediately with the con- 
struction of the proposed waterway in accordance with plans adopted 
by the United States War Department and with the assurance that 
the South Carolina State Highway Deparment and the road authori- 
ties of Horry County will take such steps as may be necessary to 
accommodate highway traffic over the roads under their respective 
jurisdictions that might otherwise be interrupted as a result of con- 
structing the proposed waterway. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency.

City of Georgetown May Issue and Sell Cer- 
tificates Evidencing Unpaid Taxes and Paving Assessments 
Due It—To Guarantee Payment—When Said City May 
Levy for Payment.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That the City of Georgetown, in 
Georgetown County, is hereby authorized and empowered from time

AN ACT to Specify the Manner in Which Transfers of Real 
. Estate Sold Under Tax Execution in Greenwood County 
Shall Be Handled or Effected. 


Section 1.| Real Estate Sold Under Tax Executions and 
Not Redeemed in Greenwood County—Transfers of—Du- — 
ties of Sheriff and Treasurer.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That all lands heretofore 
or hereafter sold under tax execution in Greenwood County, and not 
redeemed within the time prescribed by law, shall be conveyed by the 
Sheriff of said County to the Forfeited Land Commission of Green- 
wood County. Said conveyance to be evidenced by the official deed 
of said Sheriff, to which shall be attached a statement showing sepa- 
rately the taxes and penalties due said County and State, together 
with all costs and fees covered by said executions ; and, upon receipt 
of such deed and statement, said Forfeited Land Commission shall 
pay to said Sheriff all costs and fees allowed by law, including his 
commissions. Upon delivery of the deed, as aforesaid, the Treasurer 
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shall receipt the Sheriff for such taxes charged against him, and shall 
transfer said charge against the Forfeited Land Commission of 
Greenwood County ; and upon final sale of the said lands by the For- 
feited Land Commission, as provided by law, the said Forfeited 
Land Commission shall pay the taxes due upon said lands to the 
Treasurer of Greenwood County, and he shall proceed to apportion 
it as provided by law.

AN ACT to Provide for the Compensation of Certain Offi- 
cers of Lancaster County to Require the Accounting by 
Them of Fees, Costs and Charges: Required by Law to 
Be Paid to the Treasurer of Said County to Make Such 

. Accounting Prerequisite to Collection by Said Officers 
of Their Salaries, To Provide for the Preservation of 
Such Accounts and Records and to Make Any Viola- 
tion of Such Provisions a Misfeasance in Office and 
Ground for Removal and a Misdemeanor and to Pro- 
vide the Punishment for Such Violation. 


Whereas, under the general laws as well as under special provi- 
sions in the general laws, the Treasurer and Clerk of Court of Lan- 
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caster County are entitled to collect certain fees, costs and charges, 
now, therefore, 


Section 1. Lancaster County Clerk of Court and Treas- 
urer Receive Salaries Instead of Fees.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That in lieu of the 
retention of all said fees, costs and charges, and of any and all sums 
paid them on account of compensation or otherwise, the said officers 
of Lancaster County shall be paid such salaries as may be prescribed 
by the General Assembly and annually appropriated by it for suth 
purpose, and shall have such clerical or other assistance as may be 
so provided. 


§ 2. To Record and Collect Fees—Exceptions—Settle 
Monthly With Treasurer.—That said County Officers shall sep- 
arately keep in duplicate accurate and completely itemized accounts 
of all fees collected, which shall in all cases (other than judicial 
sales), be collected in cash in advance, except that reasonable credit 
terms may be extended to the Government of the United States, the 
State of South Carolina, and any department or subdivision of either, 
and on or before the tenth day of each calendar month they shall 
deliver one copy sworn to by said officers, respectively, to the Treas- 
urer of said County together with payment to said Treasurer in full 
of all fees, costs and charges collected during the preceding calendar 
month. 


§ 3. County Board Not to Pay Said Officers Until Noti- 
fied.—Upon the filing of such sworn, itemized statement and it 
appearing correct in form to the said Treasurer and payment of the 
sum thereby shown to be due having been made, the Treasurer shall 
certify to the County Board of ‘Commissioners that such officer has 
complied with the provisions of this Act and until receipt of such cer- 
tificate said Board shall not pay to any County officer apeac’ hereby 
his salary for the preceding month. 


§ 4. Forms of Accounts and Statements—Officers and 
Treasurer to Keep Copies.—The forms for the account and 
statement and the certificate hereby required may be prescribed and 
furnished by the County Board, and each officer required to keep and 
submit such shall retain one copy of each monthly statement as a 
permanent public record of his office, and the Treastirer shall like- 
wise preserve as a permanent and public record of his office the 
sworn monthly statement submitted to him by each officer, the same 
to be filed in an orderly manner and readily accessible. 
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§ 5. Penalty for Violation.—Violation of any of the provi-

Discount on Business License Stamps.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That subdivision 
(2) of Section 2528, Volume II Code of Laws of 1932, be and the ° 
same is hereby amended by striking out on line 10 the figures “$50- 
.00” and inserting in lieu thereof the figures “$25.00”. Amend fur- 
ther by striking out on line 10 the figures “$100.00” and inserting 
in lieu thereof the figures “$50.00”, Amend further by striking out 
on line 11 the figures “$100.00” and inserting in lieu thereof the 
figures “$50.00”, so that said subdivision. (2) of Section 2528, when 
so amended, shall read as follows: 


“(2) The South Carolina Tax Commission is hereby authorized 
and directed to have prepared and distributed stamps suitable for 
denoting the tax on all articles enumerated herein. 


The Tax Commission is hereby authorized to engage any person, 
firm or corporation to sell tax stamps, and shall allow as compensa- 
tion for receiving, selling and accounting for such stamps three (3) 
-per cent. in case of sales of Business License Stamps, made by the 
Tax Commission to any merchant (wholesale or retail), or manu- 
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facturers (for their individual use), the Tax Commission shall allow 
the following discounts: 


On a Sale of $25.00 or over and less than $50.00 a discount oi 
five per cent. on the entire amount of the sale; on a sale of $50.00 
or more, a discount of ten per cent. on the entire amount of the sale: 
Provided, That where, wholesalers, jobbers, or manufacturers are 
entitled to purchase stamps at a discount of ten (10) per cent. as 
herein provided instead of the South Carolina Tax Commission sell- 
ing said stamps to such jobbers, wholesalers or manufacturers, for 
cash, it may consign such stamps, if, and when such wholesaler, or 
jobber shall give to the South Carolina Tax Commission, a good ‘and 
sufficient bond executed by some surety company authorized to do 
business in this State, conditioned to secure the payment for the 
stamps so consigned, when and as they are used on manufactured 
tobacco products, playing cards, and candy retailing for eighty 
($0.80) cents per pound or above or when and as they are sold on 
cartridges and shells, by such wholesaler, jobber or manufacturer, 
and to require monthly, or such other periodic accounting and settle- 
ment periods for the use of said stamps as the South Carolina Tax 
Commission may require: Provided, further, That in case any goods, 
wares or merchandise upon which business license stamps have been 
placed and which goods, wares and merchandise have been sold and 
shipped to a regular dealer in stich articles in another State, the seller 
in this State shall be entitled to a refund of the actual amount of the 
tax paid upon condition that the seller in this State shall make affi- 
davit that the goods were so sold and shipped and that he shall furnish 
from the purchaser a written acknowledgement that he has received 
such goods and the amount of stamps thereon, together with the 
name and address of the purchaser, whereupon the South Carolina 
Tax Commission shall issue to the seller in this State its warrant or 
order upon the State Treasurer for the amount thereof, which war- 
rant, or order, shall be paid by the State Treasurer: Provided, fur- 
ther, That any goods, wares or merchandise requiring stamps that 
are sold to the United States Government for army, navy or marine 
purposes, and which shall be shipped from a point within this State 
to a place which has been lawfully ceded to the United States Gov- 
ernment for army, navy, or marine purposes, shall be refunded to the 
seller upon proof that such goods, wares, or meérchanidse have been 
so sold and shipped and proof of such sale and refund may be made 
in like manner as the same is made in case of sales of such goods to 
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merchants outside the State. The provisions of this proviso shall also 

-apply to the sale of gasoline, any statute to the contrary notwith- 
standing: Provided, further, That in case any goods, wares, or mer- 
chandise upon which business license stamps have been placed which 
shall be sold and delivered to ships belonging to the U. S. Navy for 
distribution and sale to members of the military establishment only, 
or sold and delivered to ships regularly engaged in foreign or coast 
wide shipping between points in this State and points outside this 
State, shall be refunded to the seller upon proof that such goods, 
wares or merchandise have been sold and delivered and refund may 
be made in like manner as the same is made in case of sales of such 
goods to merchants outside of this State: Provided, further, That the 
Tax Commission may promulgate rules and regulations providing 
for the refund to dealers of the cost of stamps affixed to goods which 
by reason of damage become unfit for sale and are destroyed by the 
dealer, or returned to the manufacturers: Provided, further, That 
the South Carolina Tax Commission may promulgate rules and regu- 
lations to prevent any abuse of the provisions contained herein pro- 
viding for refunds in the above paragraph.”

AN ACT to Provide for a District and County Budget Sys- 
tem for the Operation of Schools in Marion County and 
to Provide a Levy of Taxes for the Support of Same; 
and to Provide a Method of Apportionment of Funds 
so Raised; and to Provide for the Distribution of Sur- 
plus or Payment of Deficits in the Several Districts. 


Section 1. Special Tax in Marion County—Amount.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: It shall be the duty of the County Officers of Marion County 
charged with the assessment and the collection of taxes to levy and 
collect annually a special tax not exceeding ten (10) mills on all 
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property subject to taxation, both real and personal, within the limits 
of Marion County, in the same manner as taxes for State, County, , 
and school purposes are now levied and collected, the said tax to be 
disbursed in the manner and for the purpose hereinafter prescribed. 


§ 2. Use of Tax.—The proceeds of the tax herein provided 
for, not later than the first day of July of each year, shall be appor- 
tioned and credited to the various school districts in Marion County 
operating schools and transporting pupils under the provisions of an 
Act of the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina, en- 
titled, “An Act to Provide for the Payment of Salaries of School 
Teachers in all the Schools in South Carolina and to appropriate 
funds to meet same,” approved March 21, 1924, and an Act passed 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina at its 1930 
session, “To authorize and regulate disbursement of funds of trans- 
portation of pupils to and from Public Schools in South Carolina,” 
and all amendments thereto, to be used by the said school districts in 
the following manner: 


First, to pay the salaries of all teachers employed in said schools 
for the seventh month of the school session in accordance with the 
salary schedule set forth in an Act of the General Assembly above 
referred to, and to provide for the transportation of pupils in said 
school districts in accordance with the monthly salary paid for trans- 
portation of,said pupils during the first six months of the school ses- 
sion: Provided, That if any school fails to operate for a term of 
seven months, the salary of the teachers and the cost of transporta- 
tion for the last month of the session shall be paid in accordance with 
the schedule above referred to. 


Second, to pay the salaries of high school teachers, including prin- 
cipals, superintendents, teachers of vocational subjects or other spe- 
cial departments in accordance with the salary schedule provided for 
high school teachers, principals and superintendents, in the Act re- 
ferred to above and to provide for transportation of high school 
pupils to said high schools for the last two months of the session in 
accordance with the monthly salary paid for transportation by said 
high school districts for the first seven months of the school session. 


§ 3. Use of Tax by School Trustees—Disbursements.— 
The funds arising from said tax, when apportioned and credited, 
shall be used by the trustees of each school district operating a school 
or schools as herein provided, to supplement the salaries of teachers, 
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to provide for the transportation of pupils, and for such other gen- 
eral expenses incurred in the operation of the schools as may appear 
advisable to the trustees, and the funds shall be disbursed on the war- 
rant of the trustees in the same manner as other school funds are 
disbursed. 


§ 4. Construction of Act—-When Levy May be Reduced 
or Increaed.—This Act shall not be so construed as to impair or 
otherwise affect any special tax levy in any school district, or the 
levying of a special tax or the issuance of bonds by the qualified 
electors of any school district as is now provided by law, but effec- 
tive July 1st, 1932, the County Auditor of Marion County, on the 
authority of a resolution of the Board of Education of Marion 
County, is authorized and required to reduce the special levies exist- 
ing in any school district, receiving the benefits of this Act should 
the tax herein provided, together with such special levies, provide a 
surplus of funds beyond what is reasonably necessary for the pay- 
ment of teachers’ salaries and to provide transportation of pupils in 
said school districts and for the effective operation of the schools 
therein, but, no such reduction shall be so great as to probably cause 
a deficit in any school district. Should a deficit occur in any school 
district, the County Auditor is hereby authorized and required, upon 
a resolution by the County Board of Education to levy a tax on all 
the taxable property within said school district sufficient to retire said 
deficit the next ensuing school year. 


§ 5. School Districts to Prepare and Submit Budgets.— 
The Board of Trustees of each school district in Marion County 
shall submit to the County Board of Education of said County, prior 
to August 1st of each school year, an itemized statement of the esti- 
mated receipts and proposed expenditures for the current scholastic 
year, The County Board of Education is hereby recjuired to make a 
careful study of said budgets and give its written approval of same 
before the said boards of trustees shall be allowed to make any ex- 
penditure of school funds during the said school year. 


§ 6. High School Pupils Not to Pay Fees, etc.—Each 
school district in Marion County operating a high school and receiv- 
§ng the benefits of this Act, shall admit any eligible high school 
pupil, the child or ward of any citizen of the State of South Caro- 
lina residing in the County of Marion, for the full session that such 
high school is operated, without exacting the payment of any fees, 
dues or other charges, not equally imposed upon pupils residing in 
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said high school district, provided said pupil is attending the nearest 
accredited high school in the County and there is no accredited high 
school in the school district in which such pupil resides. 


§ 7. County Supt. of Education to Advise Treasurer 
Amounts Due Districts.—The County Superintendent of Edu- 
cation of Marion County is hereby authorized and required to fur- 
nish the County Treasurer, not later than the fifteenth day of June 
in each year a statement’ showing the proper proportion of said tax 
to be credited to each school district. 


§ 8. Use of Surplus.—Should there be a surplus of funds 
raised by the tax levy provided for in Section 1 of this Act, the 
County Board of Education is hereby authorized to use said surplus 
to finance the educational activities of the County as in their judg- 
ment would best promote the efficiency of the schools. 


°§ 9. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 10. ‘This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Appointment of a Tax Collector 
for Delinquent Taxes in the County of Richland; to Fix 
His Duties and Powers and to Fix the Compensation, 
and to Relieve the Sheriff of the Duties of Collecting 
Taxes on Execution. 


Section 1. Tax Collector for Richland County—Ap- 
pointment—-Removal—Furnish Bond.—Be it enacted by the | 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: A majority of the 
Richland County Legislative Delegation is hereby authorixed, em- 
powered, and directed to appoint one discreet person as delinquent 
Tax Collector for Richland County, and the services of said Collector” 
may be dispensed with at any time a majority of the Legislative 
Delegation may deem it advisable, or said Collector may be dis- 
charged with or without cause and his successor appointed by a ma- 
jority of the Legislative Delegation. He shall be required to give bond 
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in the sum of ten thousand ($10,000) dollars, with a surety com- 
pany authorized to do business in the State of South Carolina as 
surety thereon, to be approved by the Clerk of Court, for the faithful 
performance of his duties as Tax Collector. The Treasurer of Rich- 
land County is hereby required to pay all the costs and expenses in- 
cident to the same out of the general funds of said County. The said 
Tax Collector shall take office April 1, 1932, and his duties as such 
shall commence on that date. 


§ 2. Term.—The term of office of said Tax Collector shall be 
one year from his appointment, and until his successor shall have 
been appointed and qualified. 


§ 3. Duties and Powers—Sheriff Relieved of Such.— 
The duties and powers of said Tax Collector in regard to the collec- 
tion of taxes shall be as now imposed upon or vested in the Sheriti 
of Richland County under the laws of this State, and he shall in ad- 

‘dition have such other duties and powers as are herein after pro- 
vided, and the Sheriff of Richland County is hereby relieved of such 
duties and is required to forthwith deliver to the Tax Collector of 
Richland County all of his records, books, fixtures and equipment 
pertaining to the collection of delinquent taxes. 


§ 4. Fees and Costs—Collection of—Itemization of.— 
The T'ax Collector shall collect such fees and costs as are now pro- 
vided for by law, and all such fees and costs ‘shall be turned over to 
the County Treasurer as herein provided for: Provided, That fees 
and costs shall be itemized and separately stated in all reports. 


§ 5. Census of Dogs—Census of People for Poll and 
Commutation Taxes.—The said Tax Collector shall between the 
first days of January and April of each year take a census of all 
dogs in Richland County and a census of all persons and levy for 
poll or commutation taxes, and shall cause the same to be listed by 
the County Auditor on the County tax books; and in the discharge 
of said duties the Tax Collector shall have authority to call to his 
assistance the Deputy Sheriffs of Richland County, Magistrates and 
Constables, and the School Trustees of the various school districts. 


§ 6. To Assist in Striking Names Not Properly on Tax 
Books.—The said Tax Collector is further authorized and directed 
to assist the County Auditor in striking off the tax books the names 
of persons not properly on said books, 
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§ 7. To Report Property Not Listed and/or Underval- 
ued.—The said Tax Collector is further directed to report to the 
County Auditor any real or personal property which he: finds is not 
now listed, or which in his opinion is under-valued or ever-valued on 
the tax books, and shall cause the same to be entered upon said tax 
books for fair value for assessment, his action in this regard being 
subject to review by the County Board of Assessors. 


§ 8. Compensation.—As compensation the said Tax Collec- 
tor shall receive the sum of three thousand ($3,000) Dollars per 
annum which amount shall be paid by the County Treasurer in equal 
monthly installments and which amount shall include all travel ex- 

penses. 


§ 9. Clerk—Deputy Tax Collectors—Duties.—The said 
Tax Collector is authorized to employ a competent person as clerk 
in his office who shall receive such compensation as shall be fixed 
yearly in the County Supply Bill; and also the said Tax Collector 
shall appoint one or more Deputy Tax Collector for such length of 
time and at such scale of pay as the majority of the Richland Dele- 
gation may in writing designate. The duties of the Deputy Tax Col- 
lector shall be to assist the Tax Collector whenever and wherever 
directed in the levying and serving of executions and in the discovery 
and putting on the tax books property not taxed, and such other du- 
ties in regard to the collection of taxes as the Tax Collector might 
designate from time to time. 


§ 10. Former Powers and Duties of Sheriff as to Collec- 
tion of Delinquent Taxes Conferred on Tax Collector.—lt 
is hereby declared by this Act that all powers and duties heretofore 
fixed in the Sheriff of Riciiland County as to the collection of de- 
linquent taxes, seizure and sale of property for the non-payment of 
taxes, etc. consistent with this Act are hereby conferred upon the 
Tax Collector hereinbefore provided for, and he is hereby given 
both power and authority to execute all processes of the law now per- 
taining to the execution and collection of delinquent taxes, as Sheriffs 
are authorized to do under the general laws of the State, and the 
Sheriff of Richland County is hereby releived from the collection of 
delinquent taxes after the passage and effective date of this Act: 
Provided, That the Sheriff Deputy Sheriffs, Magistrates, and Con- 
stables in Richland County, when required, shall assist the said Tax 
Collector without additional compensation other than is now pro- 
vided by law for such officials. 
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‘ § 11. Semi-monthly Reports and Settlements With 
Treasurer—Quarterly Reports to Legislative Delegation.— 
The Tax Collector shall be required to make a statement to the 
Treasurer of Richland County on the first and fifteenth of every 
month and to turn over to the said Treasurer all moneys where exe- 
cutions have been paid in full together with all costs, as is now pro- 
vided by law, and to make a written report on all executions with 
respect to non-payment, errors, nulla bona returns or any other nec- 
essary report, so that the County Auditor or other officers charged 
with that duty may check up with the Treasurer.

* each; thence N. 30’ 16,250 feet to corner in W. J. Beamguard’s pas- 
ture near fence and branch; thence N. 89-14 E. 79.45 chains to cor- 
ner in Allison Creek; thence S. 36 E. 165.50 chains to beginning, 
containing tnirteen and 1/10 (13 1/10) square miles.

(2) To elect and dismiss the Superintendent and teachers of said 
school district, prescribe their duties, terms of office, and to fix their 
salaries; to make rules and regulations for the government of said 
school and to prescribe and regulate the terms and conditions upon 
which parties residing without the limits of said district may be ad- 
mitted into the public schools of+said district. 


(3) To assess upon the scholars, as supplemental tuition fees, 
such sum or sums as may be necessary to meet the expenses of the 
_ school attended by them. 


(4) To determine and direct the manner in which all public 
moneys accruing to the benefit of said School district shall be ex- 
pended and to disburse the same upon warrants drawn by the Board 
upon the County Treasurer. 


(5) To fill vacancies occurring in said Board of Trustees by 
dexth, resignation or removal. 


§ 7. May Borrow Annually for Current Expenses— 
Amount.—That the Trustees of Clover School District No. 37, 
York County, South Carolina, be, and they are hereby, authorized 
and empowered to borrow annually an amount of money sufficient 
to pay the current expenses of said school district for the year for 
~ the expenses of which the said sum is borrowed, but in no event shall 
the trustees borrow a sum of money in excess of the expenses of 
such year, nor. shall the sum to be borrowed under the provisions of

AN ACT to Provide for the Appointment of Magistrates’ 
Constables in Chesterfield County; To Prescribe Their 
Duties and Fix Their Compensation, and to Define the 
Jurisdiction of Magistrates in Chesterfield County in 
Civil and Criminal Matters. 


Section 1. Magistrates’ Constables, Chesterfield County 
—Appointment—Powers,—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That there shall be appointed 
by the Governor, upon the recommendation of the Senator and/or 
a majority of the Legislative Delegation from Chesterfield County, 
ten (10) Magistrates’ Constables for said County who shall have the 
same powers and perform the same duties as are now conferred upon 
County Peace Officers, viz: One each for.Cheraw, Pee Dee, Steer 
Pen, Cole Hill, Alligator, Jefferson, Pageland and Mt. Croghan 
Townships and one for Brock’s Mill, Magisterial District, composed 
of portions of Cheraw and Court House Townships. The said con- 
stables shall have power to serve all civil processes including attach- 
ment warrants and seizures in claim and delivery of personal prop- 
erty within the jurisdiction of said Magistrates and shall have power 
to serve civil processes in the Court of Common Pleas in cases or 
actions in which no seizures or attachments are involved and shall 
be allowed the fees provided by law for service of stich papers or 
processes, Said constables shall co-operate with the sheriff of Ches- 
terfield County and shall aid him actively in the enforcement of the 
law and the sheriff and the said constables shall answer the calls of 
each respectively in the enforcement of the law. Constables may serve 
attachments or warrants of seizure in civil action in the Court of 
Common Pleas when specifically deputized by the sheriff of Chester- 
field County. 


§ 2. Term—Removal—Vacancy.—That the Magistrates’ 
Constables appointed under the terms of this Act shall hold office 
for a period of two (2) years, and until their successors are ap- 
pointed and qualified, and they shall be subject to removal by the 
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Governor upon good cause shown, and in case of a vacancy, for any 
cause, such unexpired term shall be filled as hereinbefore provided. 


§ 3. Term of Constables Co-terminal With Magistrates 
—Incumbents.—That the term of office of said Magistrates’ Con- 
stables shall be co-terminal with the Magistrates of Chesterfield 
County: Provided, however, That the Constables appointed under 
this Act for 1932, shall hold from June 1, 1932, until February 1, 
1933. 


§ 4. Oath—Bond.—That said Magistrates’ Constables before 
entering upon their duties shall take the usual oath prescribed for 
peace officers and give bond in the sum of Two Hundred ($200.00) 
Dollars with no less than two sureties, said bond to be approved as 
to form and sufficiency by the County Attorney, and said oath and 
bond shall be filed in Clerk’s Office in Chesterfield County : Provided, 
The said constable may give a surety bond in some surety company 
the premium to be paid by the County of Chesterfield. 


§ 5. Jurisdiction of Magistrates in Chesterfield County. 
—Magistrates for Chesterfield County shall have civil jurisdiction 
only within the territorial limits of the township for which they are 
appointed, respectively, and in an adjoining township except the 
Magistrate for Brock’s Mill shall have civil jurisdiction in both the 
townships of Court House and Cheraw. And said Magistrates shall

Section 1. State Divided Into Six Congressional Dis- 
tricts.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: The State is hereby divided into Six (6) Congres- 
sional Districts, as follows, to wit: 


Frist District to be composed of the following counties, to wit: 
Berkeley, Charleston, Clarendon, Colleton, Dorchester, Beaufort, 
Hampton, Jasper, and Allendale. 


Second District to be composed of the following counties, to wit: 
Aiken, Barnwell, Calhoun, Orangeburg, Lexington, Richland, Sum- 
ter and Bamberg. 


Third District to be composed of the following counties, to wit: 
Abbeville, Anderson, Greenwood, McCormick, Newberry, Oconee, 
Pickens, Saluda and Edgefield. 


Fourth District to be composed of the following counties, to wit: 
Greenville, Laurens, Spartanburg and Union. 


Fifth District to be composed of the following counties, to wit: 
Cherokee, Chester, Chesterfield, Fairfield, Kershaw, Lancaster and 
York. : 


Sixth District to be composed of the following counties, to wit: 
Darlington, Dillon, Florence, Georgetown, Horry, Marion, Marl- 
boro, Lee and Williamsburg.

AN ACT to Regulate, Control, and Restrict the Organiza- 
tion and Operation of Certain Banks Having a Mini- 
mum Capital Stock, and to Reduce the Amount of 
Capital Stock Required in the Organization of Banks 
In Certain Cities, Towns, Villages, and Unincorporated 
Communities. 


Section 1. Organization of Banks on Paid in Minimum 
Capital Stock—Organization Limited——Branch Banks Pro- 
hibited.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That banks and banking institutions complying with 
all of the provisions of this Act shall hereafter be permitted to or- 
ganize with a paid-in minimum capital stock as hereafter provided : 


(a) In cities, towns, villages and unincorporated communities hav- 
ing a population of five thousand (5000) or less, and in rural com- 
munities, a minimum of Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars. 


(b) In cities, towns, villages, or unincorporated communities hav- 
ing a population of over five thousand (5000) and less than twenty 
thousand (20,000) a minimum of Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) 
Dollars. 


(c) In cities having a population of more than twenty thousand a 
minimum of Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars. 


(d) Any bank or banking institution organized hereunder shall, 
at the time of organization, have a paid-in surplus in cash equal to 
twenty-five (25%) per cent of the capital stock. Provided, that not 
more than one bank may be organized under the provisions of this 
Act in any one city, town, village and unincorporated community 
having a population of five thousand, or less, and in rural communi- 
ties; Provided, further, that no bank may be organized under the 
provisions of this Act in any city, town, village or unincorporated 
community having a population of five thousand, or less, or in rural 
communities where there is at the time in such city, town, village, or 
community any bank duly organized; Provided, further, that no 
branch bank shall be organized under the provisions of this Act. 


§ 1. When Such Banks May Own Real Estate or De- 
clare and Pay Dividends.—That in addition to the regulations 
and restrictions now imposed by law upon banks and banking insti- 
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tutions organized under the provisions of this Act, no such bank shall 
‘own real estate, except such real estate as may be acquired by the 
foreclosure of securities for loans by such bank, or banking institu- 
tion; and no dividend shall be declared or paid on the capital stock 
until said bank shall first increase its unimpaired surplus fund to an 
amount equal to its capital stock. 


§ 3. Present Laws Applicable—Contruction — Extent 
of Repeal.—All provisions of law now of force regulating the op- 
eration of banks and banking institutions in this State not inconsis- 
tent herewith shall be construed as affecting and governing the op- 
eration of banks organized under the provisions hereof, This Act is 
intended to add additional restrictions and regulations for the opera- 
tion of banks and banking institutions organized under the provisions - 
of this Act. This Act shall not be construed to repeal the provisions 
of law now in force in reference to the organization or conduct of 
banks ; and it is still permissible for banks to be organized and op- 
erated under the provisions of existing law. But the provisions of 
this Act shall apply only to such banks as are organized under the 
terms hereof ; and when so organized shall be governed and operated 
under the provisions and restrictions hereof and of all existing laws 
unless provisions of existing laws are in conflict with the provisions 
hereof, then such provisions shall give way to the terms of this Act. 


§ 4. Directors.—That before any one can become a director 
or continue to act as a director of any such bank he must own at 
least one per cent of the capital stock of any such bank,

AN ACT to Authorize and Direct the Treasurer of New- 
berry County to Allow Discounts on All County and 
School Taxes Paid Prior to October 20th, November

Section 1. Discount Allowed on Payment of Newberry 
County Taxes Before Due—Per Cent Allowed.—De it en- 
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acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Be- 
ginning on the 20th day of October, 1932, and each year thereafter, 
all persons, firms or corporations paying property taxes in Newberry 
County shall be given a discount of one and one-half (114%) per 
cent on all such taxes as may be paid on or before the 20th day of 
October of the year in which they are levied, except the State levy 
or taxes due to the State of South Carolina; one (1%) per cent on 
all such taxes as may be paid between the 21st day of October and 
the 15th day of November, inclusive, of each year, and one-half of 
one (14%) per cent on all taxes which may be paid between the 16th 
day of November and the 15th day of December, inclusive, of each 
year, 


§ 2. Comptroller General to Give Credit for Discounts— 
State Taxes Excepted.—In making the annual settlements of

AN ACT to Provide for the Incorporation, Organization and 
Operation of Cash Depositories in the State of South 
Carolina. 


Section 1. Cash Depositories — Authorized — Number 
Limited.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: Cash depositories to be organized, incorporated and 
operated in the manner hereinafter provided, shall be authorized to 
operate in the State of South Carolina: Provided, That not more 
than one such depository may be organized in any town, city or com- 
munity. 
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§ 2. Organization—Capital Stock.—That cash deposito- 
ries herein provided for shall be incorporated and organized under 
the general Corporation Law of the State of South Carolina, each 
depository to have a minimum capital stock of Twenty-five Hundred 
($2500.00) Dollars, to be paid in full in cash, at the time of the ap- 
plication for charter, and no notes of stockholders, notes and mort- 
gages of real, personal, or mixed property shall be considered and 
accepted as cash in payment for any sliares of stock of any cash de- 
positories to be organized hereunder. 


§ 3. ‘Powers.—Such cash depositories may receive and pay 
out the lawful currency of the United States, deal in exchange, gold 
and silver coin and bullion, may receive on deposit moneys on such 
terms as may be agreed on with the depositors, and issue certificates 
therefor without interest, negotiable and assignable in such way as 
may be inserted in the same and shall do generally the business of 
banking, except the investment of the deposits, which shall not be 
loaned by the cash depositories except in the manner provided in Sec- 
tion 6 hereof. 


§ 4. Handling of Deposits—Officials to be Bonded.— 
Deposits shall be accepted in any lawful money of the United States 
and shall be subject to call without notice, during regular banking 
hours, the deposits shall be kept in cash,"in safe vaults or safes, with 
adequate burglar and fire insurance protection, policies therefor to 
be issued by a company or companies licensed to do business in the 
State of South Carolina and shall be in an amount equal to the en- 
tire amount of the deposits held in the depository; the official or 
officials having the custody of and access to such vaults and the money 
held in the cash depository shall be bonded for the faithful and 
honest performance of his duties by a bonding company approved 
by the State Insurance Commission, in a sum equal to the entire 
amount of such deposits on hand at any time. In case the deposits in 
cash become too bulky for convenience or safe handling, the deposi- 
tory may invest any or all of such money (any surplus amounts ex- 
ceeding ordinary business demands) in United States Securities, at 
@ price not exceeding par, and in no event at a price greater than the 
market value, to be held as cash at the cost price thereof, the interest 
earned thereon during the period of the holding to be the property 
. of the cash depository. Should there be withdrawals at any time in 
excess of cash on hand, withdrawing depositors may be required to 
accept United States Securities at the cost price thereof as cash. 
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§ 5. Monthly Service Charge.—The depositories shall make 
a regular monthly charge on a fee basis for services rendered. 


§ 6. Handling of Checks—Opening and Closing Ac- 
counts—Loans.—Checks shall be cashed by the depository only 
at the depositor’s risk, and shall not exceed the depositor’s balance 
after deduction of the monthly service fees. In its discretion the de- 
pository may reject any deposit, refuse to open any account or may 
close any account on ten days notice to the depositor, if just cause 
for such procedure appears to the officials of the depository. The 
depository shall make loans of a depositor’s or depositors’ money 
only upon the written consent of the depositor and only to such 
borrower as the depositor shall select and for which service the de- 
pository shall make a brokerage charge, to be agreed upon by the 
parties. 


§ 7. Examinations—Publish Report of Examination— 
Monthly Audits for Inspection of Depositors.—The depository 
shall be subject to examination by the State Banking Department 
and shall, after such examination, publish a report of its condition 
in at least one newspaper published in the County in which it is op- 
erated, and monthly verified audits of the affairs of the depository 
shall be made by it and shall be opened to examination by any and 
all of the depositors. 


§ 8. Depositing of Funds by Depositories—Banks Not 
‘to Have Interest in Depositories.—That for convenience in 
banking or banking service the depositories may deposit funds in a 
Federal Reserve Bank, or in a Bank that is a member of the Federal 
Reserve System, to be selected by the officials of the depository and 
approved by the State Bank Examiner : Provided, That no depository 
shall be owned or affiliated with any bank or banks. 


§ 9. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

“Whereas, The Bennettsville Academical Society was organized 
on the 12th day of December, 1830, to provide school advantages for 
the people of Bennettsville and vicinity, and constituted the only 
school system for the community until November 22, 1880, when the 
Marlboro Educational Society was organized for the same purposes, 
and succeeded to all the rights, privileges and property of the Ben- 
nettsville Academical Society ; and, 


“Whereas, it is important to preserve and perpetuate the influence 
and ideals of the two Societies afnresaid, but at he same time to 
bring the present school system more completely under the control 
of the people of the community ; and, 


“Whereas, The General Assembly, by a concurrent resolution duly 
passed by the necessary viva voce vote, authorized the introduction 
of a bill entitled as above; now, therefore, 


“Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina : 


“Section 1. Marlboro Educational Society—Member- 
ship—Property in Trust for School Purposes—Control in 
Trustees—Rules and Regulations.—That from and after the 
approval of this Act the Marlboro Educational Society shall enjoy 
and possess all of the powers heretofore vested in said Society, save 
and except as modified and abrogated in this Act, and there shall be 
no qualifications for membership in said Society, or in voting or hold- 
ing office therein, save and except those enumerated and set forth 
in this Act. Marlboro Graded School District shall remain as now 
constituted and all real estate and other property now owned and 
held by said Society are hereby declared to be held by it only in 
trust for the purposes of Marlboro Graded School District, as the 
saine is now, or may hereafter be, constituted, and the complete con- 
trol, care and custody of all buildings, land, equipment, and other 
property is hereby declared to be in the trustees of said District now 
in office and their successors to be selected as hereinafter set out. It 
shall be the duty of said Society to continue to promote and 
strengthen the cause of education in the community and it may adopt 
such proper method as may be necessary to increase the object and 
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add to the efficiency of the educational system of the community. It 
shall have power to pass by majority resolution, such rules and regu- 
lations as may be found necessary to enable the said society to at- 
tend to its business and discharge its duties. 


“§ 2. Qualifications for Membership—Rights, etc.—To 
the end that every citizen of Marlboro Graded School District who 
has an interest ih the success of the schools, or who is required to 
contribute to their support, may have a voice in the selection of the 
trustees, if he so désires, the following qualifications are established 
for membership in Marlboro Educational Society, to wit: every adult 
person of the white race residing in said school district who has re- 
sided in the State at the time of his admission two years and in the 
county and district one year, and not laboring under any constitu- 
tional franchise disabilities, shall be eligible for membership in said 
society. Each applicant for membership must show at the time his 
application is submitted, either that he owns and has paid all taxes 
collectible during the previous year on property in the district as- 
sessed at three hundred dollars or more, or that he or she has a child 
or children in attendance upon some of the public schools of said 
district, or that he or she stands in loco parentis to some child or 
children so in attendance upon some of the public schools of the dis- 
trict. Zach person possessing the qualifications in this Act shall be 
entitled to become a member of the society by making application to 
the President or Secretary thereof: Provided, That no application 
shall be received within sixty days of the date set for any regular 
biennial election or any special election for trustees of the said school 
district: Provided, further, That the members of said society shall 
be the judges of said qualifications. When any application be made 
to the Secretary of said society it shall be his duty to satisfy himself 
that the person applying is possessed of the qualifications for mem- 
bership, and when the Secretary has so‘satisfied himself it shall be 
his duty to enroll the name of such applicant as a member of the 
society, subject to the right of the society to judge of the qualifica- 
tions of its own members, and to accept and to receive any member 
whose application may be rejected by the Secretary, and to reject 
any member on the ground that he does not possess the necessary 
qualifications whose application may have been received by the Sec- 
retary, All members shall enjoy equal rights and privileges; shall be 
subject to the reasonable rules and regulations passed by said society 
and shall be competent to discharge any of the duties and trusts of

the society and to fill any office or appointment under the same: 
Provided, That nothing herein contained shall be held to qualify any 
person to hold office of trustee, unless such person possesses all of 
the qualifications required by the Constitution and laws of the State. 


“§ 3. Officers—Terms—Duties of Secretary.—The So- 
ciety shall elect a President and a Secretary from its members and 
such other officers as it deems proper, each'of whom shall hold office 
for a term of-two years. The President shall preside at the meetings 
and shall perform generally the duties devolving upon such office. 
The Secretary shall keep a permanent: roll of the members, minutes 
of the meetings, and all other records of the society, obtain appli- 
cations from all citizens of the district who are qualified to become 
members and shall perform the duties usually incident to his office. 


“§ 4. Meetings.—The meetings of said society shall be held 
biennially on the first Tuesday in June, 1932, and on the same day 
of each alternate year thereafter: Provided, That in the event this 
date is for any reason inconvenient the President of the society may 
substitute therefor an early subsequent date. The meetings shall be 
held in the Court House at Bennettsville, S. C. The President shall 
designate the hour, date and purpose of said meeting in a notice to 
be published in one or more county papers in at least two issues be- 
fore each meeting: Provided, further, That the President, or any five 
members, may call a special meeting at any time for the purpose of 
filling a vacancy on the Board of Trustees or for any other purpose 
by publishing the same notice of said meeting as is herein pfovided 
for annual meetings. 


“§ 5. Trustees of Marlboro Graded School District— 
Number—Qualifications—Elections — Vacancies — Duties 
and Powers of Trustees.—The trustees of Marlboro Graded 
School District shall be nine white tax paying citizens of said dis- 
trict possessing the qualifications prescribed by the Constitution and 
laws of the State for school trustees, three of whom shall be elected 
every two years for a term of six years by the Marlboro Educational 
Society as herein provided. All trustees now in office are to hold. 
office until their terms shall have expired and their successors shall 
have been duly elected. The election of trustees shall be by written 
secret ballot cast by the members of Marlboro Educational Society : 
Provided, That nothing herein contained shall prevent an election 
by viva voce vote if such method should be adopted by a majority 
vote of the members of Marlboro Educational Society present: 
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Provided, further, That should any vacancy occur by death or other- 
wise, it shall be the duty of the society either to provide for the 
calling of a special meeting after due notice as herein provided to 
fill such vacancy, or to empower the Board of Trustees to fill by 
appointment such vacancy or vacancies until the next regular bien- 
nial meeting. The trustees of Marlboro Graded School District to 
be elected as herein set forth shall have and- enjoy all of the powers 
and privileges heretofore vested in the trustees of said district and 
all the powers vested in Public School Trustees under the laws of 
this State. The trustees of said district are especially entrusted with 
the management and control of all the schools of said district and the 
selection of teachers and text books therefor, It shall be the duty of 
said Board of Trustees biennially to submit a written report to Marl- 
boro Educational Society, setting forth the financial condition and 
progress of the school, the number of pupils enrolled, the average 
attendance, and all other facts that are regarded by the said board 
as affecting the welfare or usefulness of the school. The Board of 
Trustees of said District shall have authority to appoint committees 
for special work connected with any of the schools and may appoint 
committees to supervise any school.

AN ACT Regulating the Catching of Fish in Lake Murray 


Section 1. Fishing in Lake Murray Regulated—Trowling 
Limited—-Catching Bass or Trout, Number, Size—Penalty 
for Violation.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That on and after the passage of this Bill, 
fishing in Lake Murray shall be regulated as follows, to wit: The 
use of a hook pulled behind a boat, commonly known as trowling, 
shall be limited to one line per boat, and that the number of bass 
and or trout which any one person may be permitted to catch or 
have in his or her possession taken from the waters of Lake Murray 
in any one day shall not be over five (5) and that the size of any 
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bass or trout caught, or have in possession shall not be less than 
eight (8) inches. That the penalty for violation of this Act shall be 
as now provided by law for fish and game in this State. 


§ 2. Enforcement—Use of Fines Collected—Extra War- 
dens During September and October.—That the provisions of 
this Act shall be enforced by the Game Wardens of the Counties of 
Lexington, Newberry, Saluda and Richland, The penalties growing 
out of violation hereof shall be paid over to the Chief Game Warden 
and he shall use so much of the said fines as is necessary to supplant _ 
the salaries received by the Game Wardens from the four Counties 
mentioned until each of their salaries amounts to the sum of One 
Hundred and Fifty ($150.00) Dollars per month: Provided, further, 
That the Chief Game Warden may, during the months of September 
and October appoint an extra Game Warden from each of said 
Counties. 


§ 3. Jurisdiction.—That Section 1 and 2 of this Act shall 
apply to the waters of Lake Murray from Blacks Bridge down to 
the Saluda Dam and from the Old Cherokee Road on Little Saluda 
River down to the Saluda Dam. 


§ 4. Catching of Non-Game Fish in Waters Above 
Blacks Bridge—Permit Necessary to Trap Fish in Lake Mur- 
ray—Penalty for Trapping Game Fish.—That hereafter in the 
waters above Blacks Bridge on Lake Murray traps, or nets of not 
less than one and one-quarter inch mesh may be used at any time in 
the catching of non-game fish, only: Provided, That no one be al- 
lowed to trap fish in Lake Murray without first procuring a permit 
from the Chief Game Warden or one of the several County Game 
Wardens to set such traps for the purpose of taking non-game fish, 
only. This permit to be furnished free upon application. Upon con- 
viction for taking game fish in traps said permit to be revoked for 
six (6) months for the first offense; upon conviction for a second 
offense, the person so convicted shall be subject to a fine of Twenty- 
five ($25.00) Dollars, or not more than thirty days imprisonment 
and permit revoked. 


§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 6. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov-

AN ACT Relating to the Election of School Trustees in 
Rosemary School District 8-A in Georgetown County 


Section 1. Trustees for Rosemary School District 8-A, 
Georgetown County—Terms.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That from and after the 
passage of this Act the members of the Board of School Trustees 
of Rosemary School District 8-A, in Georgetown County, shall hold 
for such length of terms and be elected as herein provided. The term 
of office of the trustee (one of the two hold-overs) is hereby extended 
to and made to expire in March of 1934, instead of March 1933, and 
there shall be no election held in that year. At the election to be held 
in March of 1934 two (2) trustees shall be elected to fill the terms 
expiring in such year, each of whom shall serve for a period of Six 
(6) years, and their successors, respectively, shall be elected every 
Six (6) years thereafter; the term of office of the trustee (the re- 
maining one of the two hold-overs) is hereby extended to and made 
to expire in March of 1936 instead of March of 1935, and there 
shall be no election held in that year. At the election to be held in 
March of 1936, two trustees shall be elected to fill the terms expir- 
ing in such year, each of whom shall hold for a term of six (6) years, 
and their respective successors shall be elected every six (6) years 
thereafter. The term of office of the trustee whose term expires in 
1937 shall be extended to March, 1938, and made to expire in March 
of said year. There shall be elected on the Second Tuesday of March,

AN ACT to Fix the Number, Compensation, Term of Office 
and Manner and Place of Appointment of the Magis- 
trates for Clarendon County. 


Section 1. Magistrates in Clarendon County—Number. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: The terms of office of all the present Magistrates in and for 
Clarendon County shall expire on the 31st day of December, 1932, 
and thereafter there shall be but three (3) Magistrates in said 
county, to wit: One at the town of Manning, another at the town of 
Summerton and the third in the area of said county east of the north 
prong of Black River, commonly known as Salem. 


§ 2. Jurisdiction — Salaries — Qualifications.—Each of 
said Magistrates shall have jurisdiction over the entire county for 
the trial and disposition of cases and shall receive the annual salaries 
hereafter provided by the General Assembly. Each of said Magis- 
trates shall be a resident of the territory to be served by him and 
within which the primary clubs are situate whose voters nominate 
him, as hereinafter provided. 


§ 3. Appointments.—The three Magistrates herein provided 
for said county shall be appointed for terms of two years commenc- 
ing January 1, 1933, by the Governor, with the advice and consent 
of, the Senate, as now provided by law, but nominations for such 
appointments, which shall be recommendations only, may be made 
in any party primaries held in the county and ‘pursuant to the rules 
and regulations of the County Executive Committee of such party, 
not inconsistent with the terms hereof ; and the Magistrate at Man- 
ning shall be voted for at the following voting clubs in the primary, 
or such other clubs as may hereafter be formed with their respective 
territories: Clarendon, Manning, Farmers Platform, Woodrow Wil- 
son, Foreston, Wilson Mill, Bloomville, Doctor Swamp, Jordan, Al- 
colu, Fork, Enterprise and Harmony ; the Magistrate at Summerton:

AN ACT to Authorize Prisoners Awaiting Trial in Claren- 
don County or Sumter County to Work Upon the Chain- 
gang Under Certain Conditions, to Provide Compensa- 
tion Therefor and Prescribe the Duties of Certain Offi- 
cers With Respect Thereto. 


Section 1. Prisoners Awaiting Trial in Clarendon County 
or Sumter County May Work on Chaingang.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Any able- 
bodied male person who may be now confined in or hereafter com- 
mitted to jail in Clarendon County or Sumter County in default of 
bond may signify his willingness in writing to serve upon the County 
chaingang until the next term of the Court of General Sessions, 
whereupon the County Supervisor shall take custody of him, if his 
services are needed and desirable upon the public works of the 
County, and be responsible for his safe-keeping ; provided any such 
prisoner ‘may be returned to jail at any time by the Supervisor. 


§ 2. Consideration to be Given for Days Served if Con- 
victed—Compensation Allowed if Acauitted.—The number 
of days so served by any prisoner shall be certified to the Presiding 
Judge before whom he appears by the Supervisor, and upon a plea 
of guilty or conviction of the crime charged, the Court shall, in pass- 
ing sentence, take into consideration the time served; and upon ac- 
quittal or nol pros any such prisoner shall be entitled to collect from 
the County forty (40¢) cents per day for every day so served.

Section 1. Magistrates in Horry County—Number.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
After the expiration of the terms of office of the present magistrates 
of Horry County there shall be six (6) magistrates appointed for 
said County, one to be appointed from each of the districts herein- 
after provided. 


§ 2. Magisterial Districts—Offices.—That Conway and 
Bucks Townships shall be known and designated as District No. 1; 
Dog Bluff and Gallivants Ferry Townships shall be known and desig- 
nated as District No. 2; Floyds Township shall be known and desig- 
nated as District No. 3; Bayboro and Green Sea Townships shall be 
known and designated as District No. 4; Simpson Creek Township 
shall be known and designated as District No. 5; Dogwood Neck. 
Little River and Socastee Townships shall be known and designated 
as District No. 6: Provided, That the magistrate appointed for Dis- 
trict No. 1 shall maintain an office in the town of Conway: Provided, 
further, That the office of the magistrate appointed for District No. 
2 shall be at Aynor; the office of the magistrate appointed for Dis- 
trict No. 5 shall be at Loris; the office of the magistrate appointed 
for District No. 6 shall be at Myrtle Beach. 


§ 3. Salaries.—That the magistrates for Horry County shall 
receive the following annual salary to be paid monthly: Magistrate 
for District No. 1, Eight Hundred ($800.00) Dollars, and the mag- 
istrate of each of the other districts shall be paid the annual salary 
of Three Hundred ($300.00) Dollars each. 


§ 4. Constables—Duties.—That each of the magistrates 
shall have one duly appointed constable who will be paid the same

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ing arrests and serving processes under the magistrate so appointing 
him, be a police officer in the territory in which he is so appointed, 
and shall work in cooperation and conjunction with the Sheriff over 
the County generally. 


§ 5. Jurisdiction—Disposition of Fines—Nomination of 
Magistrates.—That the said magistrates of Horry County so ap- 
pointed and qualified shall have concurrent jurisdiction throughout 
the County in all criminal and civil matters arising therein; that no 
criminal case shall be compromised until the cost accruing therein 
shall have been paid; that all costs, fines and penalties shall be paid 
over to the County Treasurer of Horry County for ordinary County

AN ACT to Permit Accredited and Non-Accredited High 
Schools in This State to Participate in the Provisions 
and Benefits of an Act Entitled, “An Act to Provide for 
the Payment of Salaries of School Teachers in All 
Schools in South Carolina and to Appropriate Funds to 
Meet the Same,” Known as Act No. 539 of the Acts of 
1924, and Commonly Known as the 6-0-1 School Act, 
and Acts Amendatory Thereof, When Such Schools 
Shall Have Run Nine Hundred School Hours in a Scho- 
lastic Year Instead of Nine Months as Prescribed by 
Said Act. . 


Section 1. High Schools Running 900 School Hours in 
Not Less Than 160 School Days Entitled to Benefits Under 
6-0-1 School Act.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That any accredited high school and any 
non-accredited high school in this State otherwise complying with 
the requirements of an Act entitled, “An Act to Provide for the 
Payment of Salaries of School Teachers in all schools in South Caro- 
lina and to Appropriate Funds to Meet the Same,” known as Act No. 
539 of the Acts of 1924, and commonly known as the 6-0-1 School 
Act, and Acts amendatory thereto, and receiving benefits under the 
provisions of said Act, shall be entitled to continue to receive such

County, Fixing the Number of Commissioners, Their 
Salaries and Duties, and the Salaries of Certain Other 
County Officers, and Providing for the Appointment of 
Commissioners, and Providing for the Appointment of 
a Road Commissioner and Defining His Duties. 


Section 1. Horry County Board of Commissioners— 
Members—Terms—Bond—Removal.—Be “it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That after the 
expiration of the term of office of the present members of the County 
Board of Commissioners for Horry County there shall be in and for 
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the County of Horry a County Board of Commissioners composed of 
five (5) members, who shall be appointed by the Governor upon the 
recommendation of the Legislative Delegation of said county, and 
who shall serve for two (2) years and until their respective stcces- 
sors are appointed and qualified. The Commissioners so appointed 
shall each give bond in the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dol- 
lars, to be approved by the Clerk of Court of said county, and each 
of said commissioners shall receive as compensation for their serv- 
ices the salaries hereinafter provided: Provided, That the said com- 
missioners or any one or more of them may be removed from office 
by the Governor upon the written request of the Legislative Delega- 
tion or the majority thereof. 


§ 2. Chairman—Clerk.—The said County Board of Com- 
missioners shall, immediately after qualifying, meet and organize 
by electing one of their number as chairman, and also elect a clerk 
who shall be designated as clerk of the County Board of Commis- 
sioners. He shall hold his office at the will and pleasure of said 
Board and receive such annual salary as the Board of County Com- 
missioners may fix, payable monthly upon the warrants of said 
Board : Provided, That the salaries of said clerk, fixed as herein pro- 
vided for, shall not exceed the appropriation for such salary.

mended shall be appointed to take effect on January Ist, 1933; and 
his term thereafter shall be for two (2) years and until his successor 
is appointed and qualified.

Section 1. Salaries for Certain Orangeburg County Offi- 
cers in Lieu of Fees—County to Provide Clerical Help.—

lina: That in lieu of the retention of all said fees, costs and charges, 
and of any and all sums paid them on account of compensation or 
otherwise, the said officers of said County, beginning January 1, 
1933, shall be paid such salaries as may be prescribed by the General 
Assembly and annually appropriated by it for such purpose, and shall 
have such clerical or other assistance as may be so provided.

AN ACT to Abolish Spartanburg Metropolitan Commission 
and the Office of Commissioner of Spartanburg Metro- 
politan District in Spartanburg County and to Devolve 
the Duty of Spartanburg Metropolitan Commission 
Upon the Commissioners of Public Works of the City 
of Spartanburg and to Abolish and Determine the 
Term of Office of the Present Commissioners of Said. 
District. 


Section 1. Duties, Powers and Authority of the Com- 
missioners of Spartanburg Metropolitan District Devolved 
On Commissioners of Public Works of the City of Spar- 
tanburg.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the duties, powers, and authority now exer- 
cised by and conferred upon the Commissioners of the Spartanburg 
Metropolitan District as created by Act 556 of the Acts of the Gen- 
eral Assembly for the year 1929, and Acts amendatory thereof, are 
hereby conferred on and devolved upon the Commissioners of Pub- 
lic Works of the City of Spartanburg. The said Commissioners of 
Public Works of the City of Spartanburg shall exercise the duties 
and have all of the powers and authority conferred in the said Act 
upon the Commissioners’of the said Spartanburg Metropolitan Dis- 
trict.

A JOINT RESOLUTION Ratifying a Proposed Amendment 
to the Constitution of the United States of America 
Fixing Commencement of the Terms of the President 
and Vice President, and Members of Congress. : 
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Whereas, The Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled (two-thirds of each House 
concurring therein), propose the following amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the United States of America, to become valid as part of 
said Constitution when ratified by the Legislatures of the Several 
States as provided in the Constitution in words as follows, to wit: 


“Section 1. Resolved by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled (two- 
thirds of each House concurring therein), That the following amend- 
ment to the Constitution be, and hereby is, proposed to the States, 
to become valid as a part of said Constitution when ratified by the 
Legislatures of the Several States as provided in the Constitution: 


“ARTICLE .... 


“Section 1. The terms of the President and Vice President shall 
end at noon on the 20th day of January, and the terms of Senators 
and Representatives at noon on the 3rd day of January, of the years 
in which such terms would have ended if this article had not been 
ratified ; and the terms of their successors shall then begin. 


“Section 2. The Congress shall assemble at least once in every 
year, and such meeting shall begin at noon on the 3rd day of January, 
unless they shall by law appoint a different day. 


“Section 3. If, at the time fixed for the beginning of the term 
of the President, the President elect shall have died, the Vice Presi- 
dent elect shall become President. If a President shall not have been 
. chosen before the time fixed for the beginning of his term, or if the 
President elect shall have failed to qualify, then the Vice President 
elect shall act as President until a President shall have qualified; and 
the Congress may by law provide for the case wherein neither a 
President elect nor a Vice President elect shall have qualified, de- 
claring who shall then act as President, or the manner in which one 
who is to act shall be selected, and such person shall act accordingly 
until a President or Vice President shall have qualified. 


“Section 4. The Congress may be law provide for the case of 
death of any of the persons from whom the House of Representa- 
tives may choose a President whenever the right of choice shall have 
devolved upon them, and for the case of the death of any of the per- 
sons from whom the Senate may choose a Vice President whenever 
the right of choice shall have devolved upon them. 
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“Section 5. Sections 1 and 2 shall take effect on the 15th day of 
October following the ratification of this article. 


“Section 6. This Article shall be inoperative unless it shall have 
been ratified as an amendment to the Constitution by the Legislatures 
of three-fourths of the several States within seven years from the 
date of its submission.” Therefore, 


Section 1. Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the said proposed amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the United States of America be, and the same is hereby 
ratified by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina.

Proposed Amendment—Article VI, § 5, of | 
the Constitution—Relating to the Manner and Means of 
Codifying the General Statutory Law.—Be it resolved by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the follow- 
ing amendment to Article VI, Section 5 of the State Constitution 
be agreed to by two-thirds (2/3) of the members elected to each 
House and entered on the Journals respectively, with “Yeas” and 
“Nays” taken thereon, and be submitted to the qualified electors of 
the State at the next General Election thereafter for Representa- 
tives, to wit: Strike out all of Section 5, Article VI, and insert in 
lieu thereof the following to be known as Section 5: 


“Section 5. The General Assembly, at its first session after the 
adoption of this Constitution, shall provide for the appointment or 
election of a Commissioner, whose duty it shall be to collect and re- - 
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vise all the General Statute law of this State then of force as well 
as that which shall be passed from.time to time, and to properly 
index and arrange the said statutes when so passed, And the said 
Commissioner shall reduce into a systematic Code the general stat- 
utes, including the Code of Civil Procedure, with all the amendments 
thereto, and shall, on the first day of the session for the year nine- 
teen hundred and one, and at the end of every subsequent period 
of not more than ten years, report the result of his labors to the 
General Assembly, with such recommendations and suggestions as 
to the abridgement and amendments as may be deemed necessary or 
proper. Said report when ready to be made shall be submitted to the 
General Assembly at the first session in such manner as may be pro- 
vided by law, but shall not be taken up for consideration until the 
next session of the said General Assembly.

word “July”; that said Section 10 be further amended by adding at 
the end thereof the following: “Provided, That the General Assem- 
bly at its first regular session after the passage of this amendment, 
shall be authorized and empowered to make appropriations for gov- 
ernmental purposes for not exceeding eighteen (18) months, and to 
make such other changes and provisions in law as may be necessary

sessions, then the General Assembly shall have power at the first 
session after the adoption of such an amendment to make appropria- 
tions for a period not exceeding two and one-half (234) years and 
thereafter for each succeeding biennium. 


§ 2. Submission to Electors.—That the electors of the State 
at the next general election for representatives who favor the adop- 
tion of said amendment shall deposit a ballot with the following 
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words written or printed thereon: “Amendment to Section 10, Ar- 
ticle X, of the Constitution relating to change of fiscal year from 
January Ist to July lst—Yes.” Those oppose to the adoption of said 
amendment shall deposit a ballot with the following words plainly 
written or printed thereon: “Amendment to Section 10, Article X, 
of the Constitution relating to change of fiscal year from January 
Ist to July 1st—No.”

AN ACT to Fix the Compensation of Jurors, Witnesses, 
Bailiffs, Constables and Court Crier in Attendance 
Upon the Courts of General Session and Common Pleas 
in McCormick and Kershaw Counties. 


Section 1. Compensation Circuit Court Jurors in Ker- 
shaw and McCormick Counties.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That from and after the 
passage of this Act jurors in attendance upon the Circuit Court of 
‘Common Pleas and General Sessions of McCormick and Kershaw 

‘Counties shall be paid two ($2.00) dollars per day and mileage as 
‘now provided by law. 


§ 2. Witnesses—Fees——-Mileage.—No fees or other com- 
‘pensation shall be allowed any witness bound over or summoned to 
‘testify in any case in the Court of General Sessions, unless the 
‘Circuit Judge who tried the case in which the witness was summoned 
to testify shall certify that such witness was material and actually 
‘testified in said case; and in that event the witness shall be allowed 
fifty cents for each day of attendance and not more than five cents 
‘per mile for every mile necessarily traveled in going to and return- 
ing from the Court House one trip: Provided, However, That each 
witness bound over or summoned in behalf of the State shall be paid, 
-on approval of the Solicitor of the Circuit,the same compensation and 
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mileage as other witnesses, whether such witness testifies or not: 
Provided, Further, That no witness for the defense in any case not 
capital shall receive any compensation or mileage. 


§ 3. Bailiffs and Court Crier-—Compensation—Number. 
—That the compensation of the Bailiffs and Court Crier in attend- 
ance upon the Circuit Courts of McCormick and Kershaw Counties 
shall be the same as that fixed in Section One of this Act for jurors: 
Provided, That not more that one Bailiff shall be engaged for at-

County to Place Upon the Tax Books and Assess for 
Taxation all Taxable Property in McCormick County 
Which has not Heretofore been Returned for Taxa- 
tion; to Provide for the Levy and Collection of Taxes 
on such Property which may have accrued for the Past 
Ten Years, and to Require the Tax Collector for Mc~- 
Cormick County, Where Possible, to Levy Upon 
Property in Which Nulla Bona Returns Have Hereto- 
fore Been Filed. 


Section 1. Assessment and Collection of Taxes on 
Property Not Returned in McCormick County.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
wherever it may be made to appear to the Auditor of McCormick 
County that property subject to taxation for ten (10) years prior to: 
the passage of this Act has not been regularly returned for taxation. 
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and taxes levied and collected thereon, he shall forthwith place all 
of such property, personal or real, upon the tax books of the County 
and assess thereon all taxes which would have been assessed from 
year to year during the period of ten (10) years had such property 
been on the tax books as now required by law; and the Treasurer 
and Tax Collector of McCormick County are hereby authorized and 
directed to collect all such taxes as may be levied thereunder as other 
delinquent taxes are now collected by law. 


§ 2. Duties of County Treasurer.—That the Treasurer of 
McCormick County be, and he hereby is, directed and required to 
issue a tax execution against all property subject to taxation in Mc- 
Cormick County, real and personal, upon which mula bona returns 
have heretofore been made during the past ten (10) years, as well 
as upon or against property which has not been returned or assessed 
for taxation during the past ten (10) years, which executions shall 
be directed to the Tax Collection of McCormick County in the same 
manner as other tax executions. 


§ 3. Duties of Tax Collector.—That the tax Collector of 
McCormick County is hereby authorized, directed and required to 
collect all past due tax executions placed in his hand by the Treasurer 
of McCormick County whether nulla bona returns have heretofore 
been made on executions or not, unless the owner of the property 
shall produce evidence of the payment of such taxes for which execu- 
tion have been issued, and all such past due executions which are 
placed in the hands of the Tax Collector upon which said taxes

‘School District of the City of Sumter’, to Provide for 
the Rechartering of Said School District, to Provide for 
the Election of Commissioners of Said School District 
and to Define Their Duties and Powers, and to Author- 
ize the Levy and Collection of a Local Tax Therein. 


Section 1. School District of the City of Sumter—Area. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That for the purpose of maintaining public schools in the 
City of Sumter, and for the purpose of promoting their efficiehcy, 
the entire area embraced within the corporate limits of the City of 
Sumter, and being the area designated by the County Board of Edu- 
cation as School District No. 17 of the County of Sumter, is hereby 
declared to be a School District which shall be known as the ‘School 
District of the City of Sumter.’ 


§ 2. Creation.—That the said School District so formed shall 
be a body politic and corporate and the same hereby is created with 
such government, rights, privileges, and liabilities as other school dis- 
tricts possess under the provisions of the General School law of the 
State of South Carolina. 


‘§ 3. Jurisdiction of Sumter County Board of.Educa- 
tion.—That the County Board of Education of Sumter County 
shall have jurisdiction over only the schools and all educational in- 
terests in Sumter County outside the territory embraced within the 
School District hereby created. 


§ 4. School Commissioners—Duties and Powers of In- 
cumbents—Elections of Successors—Terms—Vacancies.— 
That the present School Commissioners for the School District of 
the City of Sumter shall continue to exercise within the School Dis- 
trict hereby created all of the powers and discharge all of the duties 
of the School Commissioners of said School District, until their suc- 
cessors are elected and qualify: Provided, That the present School 
Commissioners shall continue to serve until the expiration of their 
present term of office and thereafterwards until their successors are 
elected and qualify, as herein provided: Provided, further, That 
there shall be five School Commissioners for the School District of 
the City of Sumter, who shall constitute the School Board for said 
School District, and upon the expiration of the term of office of the 
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present School Commissioners, an election shall be held on the second 
Tuesday of June of each year when an election shall be necessary to 
fill the office of such School Commissioner or Commissioners whose 
term or terms shall have expired, said election to be held between 
the hours of nine o’clock a. m, and four o’clock p, m., and in the 
same manner and subject to the same provisions of law as are now 
or may hereafter be provided for the election of a mayor and coun- 
cilmen of the City. of Sumter, and at such election the registration 
of voters made for the municipal election immediately preceding 
shall be used for the election of School Commissioners, and the 
mayor and councilmen of the City of Sumter shall provide for the 
election of said Commissioners, as herein provided. The Commis- 
sioners so elected shall serve for a period of four (4) years, and 
until their successors are elected. Should the office of any School 
Commissioner become vacant during the term for which he was 
elected, by reason of death, resignation or otherwise, it shall be the 
duty of the said Board of School Commissioners, as soon thereafter 
as practicable, to appoint a suitable person to fill such vacancy, who 
shall serve as a regular member of said Board until the next regular 
election for membership thereon. Notice of any election herein pro- 
vided to be held shall be given in a newspaper, published in the City 
of Sumter not less than once a week for three weeks prior to any 
such election, and any candidate for the position of School Commis- 
sioner shall file his name with the City Clerk and Treasurer not less 
than seven days prior to such election, notifying the said City Clerk 
and Treasurer of his candidacy for the position of School Com- 
missioner. 


§ 5. City Board of Education—Organization—Compen- 
sation—Duties and Powers.—That the five School Commission- 
ers elected as provided for in Section 4 shall constitute the said 
School Board which shall be known as the ‘City Board of Education’. 


“The said Board may assemble at any time and shall elect a Chair- 
man, a Vice-Chairman, a Secretary-Treasurer, a Superintendent of 
Schools, and such other school employees as they may deem proper, 
whose term of office, duties, and compensation shall be prescribed 
by said Board: Provided, That no member of the ‘said Board shall 
be eligible to any salary office within the provisions of this Act, nor 
shall any member of said’ Board contract with the said Board, and 
any such attempted contract shall be void. That the said Board shall 
have the following duties and powers: To discharge the same duties 
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in.said School District as are required of Boards of Schoo! Trustees 
in the various School Districts under the General School law of the 
State of South Carolina; to determine the studies and text-books to 
be used in the schools of said Distrist, under the provisions of the 
General School law; to elect a Superintendent, Principals of the va- 
rious schools, supervisors, teachers, and such other employees of said 
Board and for such terms as they may prescribe, and assign their 
duties and fix their compensation, and to dismiss or discharge any 
of the said employees at the will of said Board; to make such rules 
and regulations for the government of the schools and their em- 
ployees as said Board may determine; to fill any vacancy that may 
occur in the said Board for the unexpired term of the same when 
caused by death, resignation, departure from the State, refusal to 
qualify, or any other cause whatsoever; to make, when required, 
annual reports to the State Superintendent of Education as to schools 
in said District furnishing him with such information as is required 
of school trustees under the General School law of the State of South 
Carolina; to buy, sell, and own real estate, and to erect buildings 
on real estate owned in fee simple by said School Board for school 
purposes within the said District; to purchase school equipment and 
properly to maintain all properties held by said School Board for 
school purposes ; to determine the manner in which the taxes herein- 
after provided for shall be expended annually, prior to the beginning 
of said scholastic year, prepare a budget of receipts and expenditures 
for such year, and shall meet the requirements as set forth by the 
budget : Provided, That no budget shall be adopted by the said School 
Commissioners or said Board of Education which shall exceed the 
revenues for current expenses collected during the preceding year, 
less ten (10%) per cent. of such revenues, to the end that there may 
be no deficit in the finances of the said School District, and said bud- 
get shall be submitted to and approved by the County Board of 
Education before any contract shall be made thereunder. The said 
City Board of Education may borrow for current expenses for any 
fiscal year not exceeding seventy-five (75%) per cent. of the taxes 
collected during the preceding fiscal year, pledging the current taxes 
for the repayment of such indebtedness, said loans to be made on the 
note or notes of said School District, securing said notes by the 
pledge of all of the taxes of said School District applicable to the 
current expenses of said School District for the current year. 
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§ 6. Secretary-Treasurer — Election—Compensation— 
Bond—Depositing and Disbursing of Funds.—That the City 
Clerk and Treasurer of the City of Sumter may be elected by said 
Board as the Secretary~Treasurer of said Board, and he shall receive 
as compensation for his services such reasonable. sum of money as 
said School Board may determine; and before entering upon his 
duties under this Act he shall give an official bond to the said Board 
in such sum and with such sureties as may be approved by the said 
Board, the said bond to be conditioned for the faithful performance 
and discharge of his duties as such.

which such funds are deposited to the extent of not less than sixty 
(60%) per cent. of such deposit, such securities to be in bonds of 
the Federal Government, the State, or subdivisions thereof, such 
sectirities to be based on the market value in arriving at the sixty 
(60%) of security required to be secured by said Treasurer. It shall 
be the duty of the County Treasurer to report monthly on the fif- 
teenth day of each month to the City Board of Education the amount 
of all collections, specifying the source from which said collections 
are received, and to pay over the same to the City Board of Educa- 
tion upon the warrant of said Board, signed by the Chairman, or 
Vice-Chairman and by two other members of the Board and shall 
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be duly attested by the Secretary-Treasurer of said Board. Should 
the County Treasurer neglect, fail, or refuse to make such report, 
or to pay over such funds, the same shall be a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction thereof said County Treasurer shall pay a fine of 
Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, the same to be used for school 
purposes in said District. 


§ 8. Levy for Support and Maintenance—Collection— 
Use—Election May be Called on Increase or Decrease of 
Levy.—That in addition to the taxes to be paid to the Secretary- 
Treasurer of said Board as provided in Section 7 hereof, the said 
City Board of Education be, and they are hereby authorized and 
empowered annually to levy and assess a tax for the support and 
maintenance of the public schools of said School District not exceed- 
ing two mills on the dollar upon the assessed value of all real and 
personal property within the corporate limits of, said School District 
subject to taxation, as authorized by the Acts of the General As- 
sembly of South Carolina approved December 23, A. D. 1889, and 
December 6 A. D. 1891. Said Tax shall be paid to the City Clerk 
and Treasurer of the City of Sumter along with the other taxes levied 
by the Mayor and Councilmen of said City, at the time and in the 
manner provided for collecting the city taxes, and it shall be a Tien 
on all property until paid as is provided for in the case of State and 
County taxes. The proceeds arising from this tax shall be kept sepa- 
rate by the said City Clerk and Treasurer and paid over to the Sec- 
retary-Treasurer of the said City Board of Education, who shall _ 
hold and disburse the same in the manner provided in Section 6 
hereof: Provided, however, That at any time upon a proper request 
being made for the increasing or decreasing of said school tax, or 
for the abolition of the same, it shall be the duty of the said City 
Board of Education to order an election to determine such question ; 
and if at such election a majority of the fully qualified electors of 
said School District, voting on the question, shall decide in favor of 
increasing or decreasing said school tax or of abolishing the same, 
then in the event that such school tax shall be so increased, such 
increased taxes shall be levied, assessed and: collected as is herein- 
above provided, but in the event said tax is decreased or abolished 
it shall thereafter be unlawful for said City Board of Education to 
levy or collect any more than such decreased amount, or any such tax 
if same be abolished; such election herein provided for shall be or- 
dered and held in all respects in the same manner as is now provided 
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for by Act No. 524 of the Acts of the General Assembly for 1920, 
approved March 10, A. D..1920: and, Provided, further, That noth- 
ing herein contained shall be construed so as in any wise to affect 
or impair the validity of any special taxes now levied, assessed, and 
collected under the provisions of the aforesaid Act No. 524, or any 
Special Act of the General Assembly, or under any provision of the 
General School law of this State. 


§ 9. Property Vested in City Board of Education—In- 
debtedness Assumed.—All the property heretofore owned and 
controlled by the Board of School Commissioners of the City of 
Sumter is hereby vested in said City Board of Education hereby 
created, and all bonded indebtedness and all other obligations now 
existing against the School District of the City of Sumter are hereby 
assumed by and are made the obligations of the said District hereby 
created. 


§ 10. Provisions for Addition of Territory—Election 
Necessary.—That the area and boundaries of said School District 
as fixed by Section 1 hereof may be changed by adding thereto such 
adjacent territory as may be determined in the following manner :. 
Upon the approval of the County Board of Education, of the City 
Board of Education, and of the Trustees of the School District to 
be affected thereby, an election may be called and held by the Trus- 
tees of the said School District so to be affected and by the City 
Board of Education to determine such question, Notice of the time 
and place of voting in such election shall be given by publication 
thereof for at least ten days in some newspaper published in the City . 
of Sumter, said notice to further state the territory to be annexed 
and the School or Schools to be affected thereby. At such election 
only qualified voters who exhibit their tax receipts and County Reg- 
istration Certificates shall be allowed to vote, and said election shall 
be conducted in the manner provided for in Section 2607, Volume 
III, of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922. Upon the ap- 
proval by a majority vote of the qualified electors of both districts, 
voting on the question, the territory designated in said notice shall 
become a part of the School District of the City of Sumter and be 
under the sole jurisdiction of the City Board of Education and 
subject to all the rules, regulations and requirements of said Board. 
All school taxes levied, assessed and collected in the territory so 
annexed shall be paid over to and disbursed by the City Board of 
Education as hereinabove provided. Should all or any portion of the 
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School District adjacent to the City of Sumter be annexed to or 
become a part of the School District of the City of Sumter as above 
provided and later it should be deemed advisable to decrease same, 
then an election for such purpose shall be called and held in like 
manner as above set forth: Provided, ‘That, upon the annexation of 
all or any portion of the School District adjacent to said city, any 
outstanding bond issue, or issues for school purposes due by such 
District so annexed shall be assumed by said School District of the 
City of Sumter, if the whole of such district is annexed; but if only 
a portion of such district be annexed then a proportionate part of 
such bond issue or issues shall be assumed by said School District 
of the City of Sumter, the proper proportion thereof to be deter- 
mined by the action of the County Treasurer, County Auditor, 
County Superintendent of Education, and one representative each 
to be selected from said City Board of Education and from the 
Board of Trustees of the District affected by such annexation.

Section 1. § 4406, 1932 Code, Amended—Relating to 
Registration and Transfer of Securities of Greenville County 
Sinking Fund Commission.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That subdivision (3) of Sec- 
tion (4406), Volume II, Civil Code, Code of Laws of South Caro- 
lina, 1932, be amended by adding at the end thereof the following: 


“Provided, That all bonds or other evidence of indebtedness held 
by the Commission, or which the Commission may hereafter acquire, 
shall be registered as to principal in the name of the said Sinking 
Fund Commission and the Clerk of the Court of General Sessions 
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and Common Pleas for Greenville County, ex officio, is hereby named 
and constituted the Registrar for bonds and other evidence of in-. 
debtedness to the said Commission. No transfer of any such obliga- 
tion so registered shall be valid unless such transfer shall be duly 
registered on the Register or registers for the same. In order to 
effect the transfer of any such obligation so registered, it shall be

Section 1. § 2815, 1932 Code, Amended—Deposit of 
Georgetown County Funds.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend Section (2815), Vol- . 
ume ITI, Civil Code, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, by adding 
the‘ following provise after the word “approval” on line fourteen 
(14) of said Section: . 


“Provided, however, That where it is impossibe for collateral to 
be secured it shall be lawful for the County Treasurer to keep on 
deposit, without security, in some bank or banks designated by the 
Board of County Commissioners as the proper depository, a sum 
not to exceed Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars to be used for 
current operating expenses in Georgetown County,” so that said 
Section (2815) as amended shall read as follows: 
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“Section 2815. All public funds of the county of Georgetown 
shall be deposited by the custodians of such public fund or funds in 
one or more banks or banking institutions within the said county: 
Provided, That the bank, or banks, receiving such fund or funds 
for deposit shall execute a bond, either personal or indemnity, or 
pledge sufficient collateral as security, conditioned to pay the county 
of Georgetown any sum or sums, together with interest, loss or 
damage, that may be suffered by the county of Georgetown by reason 
of the failure of said bank or banks or banking institution, or refusal 
of said bank or banks or banking institution to keep the said funds 
safely and repay the same with any accrued interest; such security 
either in a personal or indemnity bond or collateral shall be approved 
by the chairman of the board of county commissioners, county attor- 
ney, State Senator, and clerk of the court, or a majority of them: 
Provided, That any two of them may temporarily approve any col- 
lateral, such action however may be reversed if either of the other. 
officers object to such approval: Provided, however, ‘That where it is 
impossible for collateral to be secured it shall be lawful for the 
County Treasurer to keep on deposit, without security, in some bank 
or banks designated by the Board of County Commissioners as the 
proper depository, a sum not to exceed Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) 
Dollars to be used for current operating expenses in Georgetown 
‘County. 

No funds shall be deposited in any bank by any public officer or 
officers of the County of Georgetown except upon competitive bids 
from reliable and responsible bidders, which bids shall be awarded 
after mailing notices to each bank or banking institution within the 
said County : Provided, That the Bank making the most advantageous’ 
bid shall be entitled to and receive all deposits of said County for 
the year, if such. bank or banking institution complies with the re- 
quirements hereof as to security: Provided, further, ‘That if two or 
more banks make the same bid the funds shall be divided between 
such banks in proportion to their capital stock and surplus, and if 
such bank or banks cannot furnish sufficient security for all deposits 
as provided herein, the bank or banks making the next best bid shall 
be given the amount of the deposits in excess of the first bank or 
banks ability to secure such funds: Provided, That if no bank in 
Georgetown County will comply with the provisions hereof, then the 
county officers will have the authority to invite bids from banks out- 
side of the County and make deposits of county funds in the bank 
or banks making the most advantageous bid and complying with the 
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provisions hereof: Provided, That the advertisement for and award 
of bids provided for in this Section shall be made by the County 
Board of Commissioners and each officer or officers of said County, 
after notice by said Board of County Commissioners shall deposit 
the funds in their hands or thereafter to be received by them in the 
bank or banks selected as a depository hereunder. If more than one 
bank be chosen as depositories, each officer shall divide the funds to 
be deposited by them among the banks in such proportion as the 
Board of County Commissioners may direct from time to time: Pro- 
vided, That all county officers shall report to the County Commission 
at the end of each month a statement of the funds they have on de- 
posit: Provided, further, That the County Commission shall have 
the right to demand additional security from the bank or banks 
named as the depository bank for County funds whenever in their 
judgment the security is inadequate. 


The County Treasurer of Georgetown County and any other of- 
ficer of said county who have any funds now on hand are hereby 
required immediately upon notice being given him or them by the 
Board of County Commissioners of the bank or banks selected as a 
depository to place such funds in said bank or banks, All collateral 
when so approved and accepted as herein provided shall be turned 
over to the clerk of court for safe keeping and the said clerk of 
court shall give to the county Commissioners an itemized receipt for 
the same and immediately place said collateral in a safety box in 
some bank. 


Any public officer of the county of Georgetown who shall fail, 
refuse or neglect to comply with the terms and provisions of this 
section shall be deemed guilty of misconduct in office, and it shall be 
the duty of the Governor, upon the facts being made known to him, 
to remove said officer or officers summarily from office.”

County Divided Into Five Road Districts.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 
4695, Volume II, Civil Code, Code of Laws of 1932, be, and the 
same is hereby amended by adding at the end thereof the following: 


“The County of Orangeburg is hereby divided into five (5) road 
districts which are designated and bounded as follows: 


Northern Road District: All that portion’ of Orangeburg County 
included in a line commencing at the City of Orangeburg and fol- 
lowing the North Edisto River to the Orangeburg-Lexington County 
line, extending Northeast to the Orangeburg-Calhoun County line, 
following the Orangeburg-Calhoun boundary line in a generally 
Easterly direction to a point opposite the head of Four Hole Swamp, 
and then Southerly to the Five Chop Public-Road, and then running 
Westerly along said Road to the City of Orangeburg. 


Eastern Road District: All that portion of Orangeburg County 
lying East and situate East of a line commencing at a point on the 
Orangeburg-Calhoun County line opposite the head of Four Hole 
Swamp, extending in a Southerly direction to the head of Four Hole 
Swamp and following the said Four Hole Swamp to the Orangeburg- 
Dorchester County line. 


‘Southern Road District: All-that portion of Orangeburg County 
included ina line commencing at the City of Orangeburg and follow- 
ing the Five Chop Public Road to a point opposite the head of 
Four Hole Swamp, then along the Western boundary line of the 
Eastern Road District to the Orangeburg-Dorchester County line, 
then following the said Orangeburg-Dorchester County line to the 
Edisto River, then following the said Edisto River and the North . 
Edisto River to the City of Orangeburg. 


Fork Road District: All that portion of Orangeburg County in- 
cluded in a line commencing at the City of Orangeburg and running 
South along the Western boundary of the Southern Road District 
to the forks of Edisto River, and Northwesterly along the South 
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Edisto River to where the Seaboard Railway crosses the said River, 
then North along the said Railroad line to the Ninety-Six Road in 
the Town of Neeses, then Easterly along the said Ninety-Six Road 
to the City of Orangeburg. 


Western Road District: All that portion of Orangeburg County 
lying and situate west of the western boundary of the Fork Road 
District and south of the North Edisto River’., so that when so 
amended the said section shall read as follows: : 


“Section 4695. ‘There is hereby created a commission for Orange- 
burg County, to be known as “The Orangeburg County Highway 
Commission.” The County of Orangeburg is hereby divided into 
five (5) road districts which are designated and bounded as follows: 


Northern Road District: All that portion of Orangeburg County 
included in a line commencing at the City of Orangeburg and fol- 
lowing the North Edisto River to the Orangeburg-Lexington County 
line, extending Northeast to the Orangeburg-Calhoun County line, 
following the Orangeburg-Calhoun boundary line in a generally 
Easterly direction to a point opposite the head of Four Hole Swamp, 
and then Southerly to the Five Chop Public Road, and then running 
Westerly along said Road to the City of Orangeburg. 


Eastern Road District: All that portion of Orangeburg County

then following the said Orangeburg-Dorchester County line to the 
Edisto River, then following the said Edisto River and the North 
Edisto River to the City of Orangeburg. © 


Fork Road District: All that portion of Orangeburg County in- 
cluded in a line commencing at the City of Orangeburg and running 
South along the Western boundary of the Southern Road District 
to the forks of Edisto River, and Northwesterly along the South 
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Edisto River to where the Seaboard Railway crosses the said River, 
then North along the said Railroad line to the Ninety-Six Road in 
the Town of Neeses, then Easterly along the said Ninety-Six Road 
to the City of Orangeburg. 


Western Road District: All that portion of Orangeburg County 
lying and situate west of the western boundary of the Fork Road 
District and South of the North Edisto River.” 


§ 2. § 4696, 1932 Code, Amended—Election of Mem- 
bers, etc., Orangeburg County Highway Commission.— 
Amend Section 4696, Volume II, Civil Code, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1932, by striking out in lines 1, 2, and 3 the following 
words: “The said Orangeburg County highway commission shall be 
composed of five citizens, who are qualified electors of Orangeburg 


‘County. The said Commissioners ;” and by inserting in lieu thereof 
the following: 


“There shall be elected by the qualified electors, as hereinafter 
provided, a County Highway Commissioner for each of the Road 
Districts hereby created. The Commissioner for the Northern Road 
District shall be elected by the qualified electors residing in the 
District and by the qualified electors residing in Wards 1 and 3 
of the City of Orangeburg. The Commissioner for the Southern 
Road District shall be elected by the qualified electors residing in the 
District and by the qualified electors. residing in Ward 5 of the City 
of Orangeburg. The Commissioner for the Fork Road District shall 
be elected by the qualified electors of that District and of the quali- 
fied electors residing in Wards 2 and 4 of the City of Orangeburg: 
The other Commissioners shall be elected by the qualified electors 
of the respective Road Districts. The Commissioners thus elected 
shall constitute the Orangeburg County Highway Commission, and 
shall hold their office for four years and until their successors are 
elected and qualified, and shall be subject to removal by the Gov- 
ernor upon recommendation of a majority of the delegation from 
Orangeburg County in the General Assembly, and the majority of 
the said commission shall select one of their number as chairman to 
preside over all meetings of the said commission, and a vice-chair- 
man to preside in the absence of the chairman. All vacancies in said 
commission shall be filled by the Governor upon the recommenda- 
tion of a majority of the Orangeburg delegation in the General As- 
sembly. ‘The several commissioners shall have exclusive control and 
management of the roads in their respective townships now, or 
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hereafter designated as township roads. The various chaingangs of 
the County shall continue to be under the control of the Orange- 
burg County Highway Commission, which shall assign the several 
gangs as the needs of the County require, and so that the benefits 
thereof shall be equitably distributed among all the people of the 
County ; but when any chaingang shall have been assigned to any Road 
District, it shall at all times be under the control of the Orangeburg 
County Highway Commission, in the performance of work in such 
Road District to which it has been assigned. The said Commission 
shall, by such rules and regulations as it may make, determine and 
provide generally the methods and means by which each Commis- 
sioner shall construct and/or maintain the roads in his particular 
district under his individual control, provided that such regulation 
shall be so made as to fairly and equitably care for the roads in each 
district as far as the resources available for such purpose shall allow ;” 
so that said Section when so amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 4696. There shall be elected by the qualified electors, as 

- hereinafter provided, a County Highway Commissioner for each of 
the Road Districts hereby created. The Commissioner for the North- 
ern Road District shall be elected by the qualified electors residing in 
the District and by the qualified electors residing in Wards 1 and 3 
of the City of Orangeburg. The Commissioner for the Southern 
Road District shall be elected by the qualified electors residing in the 
District and by the qualified electors residing in Ward 5 of the City 
of Orangeburg. The Commissioner for the Fork Road District shall 
be elected by the qualified electors of that District and of the quali- 
fied electors residing in Wards 2 and 4 of the City of Orangeburg. 
The other Commissioners shall be elected by the qualified electors 
of the respective Road Districts, The Commissioners thus elected 
shall constitute the Orangeburg County Highway Commission, and 
shall hold their office for four years and until their successors are 
elected and qualified, and shall be subject to removal by the Gov- 
ernor upon recommendation of a majority of the delegation from 
Orangeburg County in the General Assembly, and the majority of 
the said commission shall select one of their number as chairman to 
preside over all meetings of the said commission, and a vice-chair- 
man to preside in the absence of the chairman. All vacancies in said 
commission shall be filled by the Governor upon the recommenda- 
tion of a majority of the Orangeburg delegation in the General As- 
sembly. The several commissioners shall have exclusive control and 
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management of the roads in their respective townships now, or 
hereafter designated as township roads. The various chaingangs of 
the County shall continue to be under the control of the Orange- 
burg. County Highway Commission, which shall assign the several 
gangs as the needs of the County require, and so that the benefits 
thereof shall be equitably distributed among all the people of the 
County ; but when any chaingang shall have been assigned to any Road 
District, it shall at all times be under the control of the Orangeburg 
County Highway Commission, in the performance of work in such 
Road District to which it has been assigned. The said Commission 
shall, .by such rules and regulations as it may make, determine and 
provide generally the methods and means by which each Commis- 
_ sioner shall construct and/or maintain the roads in his particular 
district under his individual control, provided that such regulation 
shall be so made as to fairly and equitably care for the roads in each 
district as far as the resources available for such purpose shall allow,”

AN ACT to Provide for a District and County Budget Sys- 
tem for the Operation of Schools in Lancaster County 
and to Provide a Levy of Taxes for the Support of 
Same; and to Provide a Method of Apportionment of 
Funds so Raised; and to Provide for the Distribution of 
Surplus or Payment of Deficits in the Several Districts. 


Section 1. Lancaster County Auditor to Furnish Board 
of Education With Report of Taxable Property Annually.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That after the passage of this Act it shall be the duty of the 
Auditor of Lancaster County, and he is hereby required, to furnish 
to.the Chairman of the County Board of Education on or before 
the 15th day of May, 1932, and each succeeding year thereafter, a 
statement or statements showing the assessed value of all the prop- 
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erty returned for taxation in the several school districts of the 
County, together with the poll and dog taxes assessed; and in the 
event he shall not have received from the Tax Commission the re- 
turns to be furnished by it by the 15th day of May, he shall use the 
returns furnished by it for the previous year in making up such 
statement ; the total of the assessed values of the several districts shall 
constitute the value upon which the County Board of Education 
shall fix the levy or levies hereinafter provided for. 


§ 2. County Treasurer and County Supt. of Education 
to Report on Financial Conditions of School Districts— 
Seven Months’ Budgets to be Prepared—-Levies for Teach- 
er’s Salaries and Operation——Apportionment.—That on or 
before the 15th day of May of each year the County Treasurer and 
the County Superintendent of Education shall certify to the County 
Board of Education, a joint statement showing the financial condi- 
tion of each and every school district in said’ County. That upon the 
receipt of such statement the Chairman of the County Board of Edu- 
cation shall call meetings of the trustees of the several school'districts 
and the County Board of Education to consider the educational needs 
of the several school districts and the trustees of the several school 
districts and the County Board of Education shall prepare for the ~ 
respective districts a budget of the estimated cost of teachers’ sala- 
ries for a period of seven months, upon the scale of salaries allowed 
by law and such amendatory Acts as may be hereafter passed, as 
well as a budget of the expenses of each district separately stated. 
Thereupon the County Board of Education shall pass a resolution, to 
be duly recorded in the minutes, fixing a levy upon all of the taxable 
property of Lancaster County sufficient to cover the estimated cost 
of teachers’ salaries in all of the public schools of the County for 
’ one-seventh of the period of time for which common ‘schools are re- 
quired to operate and at the same time authorize a levy upon the 
property of the respective school districts sufficient to cover other 
necessary operating expenses, if any, of such district as fixed in the 
budget therefor. That upon the County Board of Education certify- 
_ ing to the County Auditor the amount of levies, as above authorized, 
it shall be the duty of the County Auditor to place such tax levies 
upon the taxable property of Lancaster County and of the several 
school districts, respectively, and of the Treasurer to collect the same, 
as other taxes are collected. The Treasurer, Auditor and Superin- 
tendent of Education shall apportion the proceeds of the County- 
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wide levy to the respective districts on the basis of enrollment, aver- 
age attendance and teacher load, using the same ratio as is now 
adopted by the State Superintendent of Education. At the time of 
placing the levy aforesaid, it shall also be the duty of the County 
Auditor to levy, and of the Treasurer to collect, a tax upon the prop- 
erty of the respective school districts to cover the expenses, if any, 
of operation as provided for and in the budgets of the respective 
districts. The district levies, if any, shall be expended in the re- 
spective districts, for operating expenses thereof as provided in the 
budget. 


§ 3. Operation of Graded Schools in Excess of Seven 
Months.—In the event that the Board of Trustees of any School 
District desires to operate its graded or common schools for a term 
in excess of the seven months, or in excess of the term required by 
law, and shall file such request in writing with the County Board of 
Education, it shall be the duty of the County Board to call a meeting 
of the members of the Board, the Board of School Trustees, and the 
County ‘Auditor, and at such meeting the educational needs of the 
said district being considered and a budget covering the cost of 
teachers’ salaries and necessary expenses, if any, having been pre- 
pared, the question of authorizing a levy upon the property of such 
district to cover the same shall be determined by a vote as follows: 
The Board of School Trustees shall have two votes, and the County 
Auditor and'the County Board of Education each, one vote; in the 
event of a tie vote the matter shall be decided by the State Senator 
from the County. In the event that such levy is authorized it shall 
become the duty of the County Auditor to levy such tax upon the 
property of such district and the Treasurer to collect the same as 
other taxes are collected, and credit the district therewith. 


§ 4. Deficits.—That in the event there should be a deficit in 
the funds of any district by reason of shortage in State aid or any 
unexpected contingency, the County Board of Education shall place 
a special levy on all of the property. in the said district at the be- 
ginning of the next year with which to extinguish the said deficit, 
and in the same manner it is hereby required, in the event of the 
deficit in the funds provided for the operation of the schools for the 
seventh month, in case of graded schools, or the eighth and ninth 
months in case of high schools, to place a levy at the beginning of 
the next succeeding year sufficient to take care of the general deficit 
so arising. 
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+ § 5. Use of Surplus.— That in the event a surplus shall arise 
in any district by reason of the apportionment of the funds provided 
for the operation of schools for the seventh month, then in that event 
the County Board of Education shall order the Treasurer to apply 
any such surplus to the Sinking Fund or funds of the said district 
as.the same shall be needed. 


§ 6. Existing Levies Suspended.—That the respective lev- 
ies herein authorized, when made, shall be in lieu of all other levies 
for the purpose which the same is authorized and made; and exist- 
ing levies for like purposes are hereby suspended. 


§ 7. When Claims May be Approved—Funds Not to 
Be Transferred.—That hereafter it shall be unlawful for the 
County Superintendent of Education to approve for payment, or 
for the County Treasurer to pay, any claim drawn against the funds 
of any school district unless there is a sufficient fund to the credit 
of such district to meet such payments, and it shall be unlawful for 
the Superintendent of Education, or for the County Treasurer, to 
transfer school funds of any district to the credit of some other dis- 
trict, but each district shall be operated upon the funds properly be- 
longing to such district. 


§ 8. Operation of High Schools for One Month—Levies 
-—Surplus—Deficit.—In order to provide funds for the operation 
‘by the County of the High Schools of the several districts of the 
‘County for a period of one month during each and every year be- 
ginning with the year 1932, the County Board of Education and the 
County Auditor shall prepare annually a statement covering the cost 
of the salaries of the high school teachers for one month each year 
-and determine the amount of the annual levy to be made upon all 
-of the taxable property of the County for the purpose of paying 
-such salaries. Upon the determination of the amount of such levy 
it shall thereupon become the duty of the County Auditor to levy, 
-and the County Treasurer to collect each year such tax upon all cf 
the taxable property of Lancaster County, as other taxes are col- 
lected, and the same shall be used in paying the salaries of high school 
‘teachers for one month in any such year, in accordance with the State 
schedule of salaries. Such levy shall be fixed at such an amount as 
‘will raise only the amount necessary to pay salaries for the particu- 
lar year, but should any surplus arise in any one year it shall be spent 
for no other purpose, but shall be held and taken into consideration 
‘in determining the levy for the said specific purpose in the year next 
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following and applied to this purpose; or should a deficit arise, such 
deficit shall be supplied in the levy made for the year next after the 
year in which the deficit occurred. 


§ 8-A. May Borrow to Pay Teachers’ Salaries.—That 
the County Treasurer and County Board of Education are authorized 
and empowered, if necessary, to borrow for the purpose of paying 
. teachers’ salaries only against the taxes herein levied and/or au- 
thorized to be levied for such purpose, and to pledge the same for 
‘the payment of the respective loans. And all such levies, respectively, 
are increased or authorized to be increased in such respective amounts 
- as is found necessary to cover interest on any such loans. 


§ 9. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 


§ 10. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

—Necessary Contents.—That from and after the passage of this 
Act no claim against the school funds of Orangeburg County shall 
be issued for payment by any trustees or be approved by the County 
Superintendent of Education unless such claims are prepared as 
herein provided. Separate claims may be filed by each teacher for his 
or her salary, or the superintendent or principal of any school, or: 
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other officer thereof, with the consent and approval of the trustees 
of said school, may file one claim monthly for the salaries of two, 
or more, or all teachers in said school if there is attached to such 
claim a statement showing the names of the individual teachers 
whose salaries are included in the combined claim, the amounts to 
be received by each, the period of time covered by each of said pay- 
ments, and the signature of each teacher in confirmation of the 
correctness of the statement with regard to his or her salary.

book form, one and 75/100 ($1.75) dollars; for the regular short 
form of real estate mortgage and which conform to the office book 
forms, and one 50/100 ($1.50) dollars; for the irregular and long 
form of real estate mortgages and such that do not conform to the 
office book form, one and 75/100 ($1.75) dollars; and for the short 
form of chattel mortgages and bills of sale in amounts of less than 
one hundred dollars, twenty-five ($0.25) cents; for the short form 
of chattel mortgages and bills of sale in amounts of one hundred 
dollars and over, seventy-five ($0.75) cents; for irregular and long 
- form chattel mortgages and bills of sale which do not conform to any 
office book form and amounting to one hundred dollars and over, 
one ($1.00) dollar, for satisfaction of judgment the clerk of court 
shall receive the regular commission now provided by law on the 
amount of a judgment before said judgment is satisfied of record: 
Provided, That in Clarendon County all such fees and charges shall 
be collected in advance of any filing and recording by the clerk of 
court and shall be paid by him to the county treasurer for credit to 
the ordinary funds of said county monthly and in such manner 
as may now or hereafter be provided by law.

AN ACT to Abolish the Governing Commission of Florence 
County; to Provide for the Establishment of the Gov- 
erning Board for Florence County, Their Appointment, 
Their Term of Office and Duties; for the Employment 
of a County Manager and to Define His Duties. 
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Section 1. Governing Board for Florence County Estab- 
lished—Members—Appointment—Terms.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That on and 
after January 1st, 1933, a Governing Board for Florence County is . 
hereby established to consist of six members, one from each Com- 
mission District to be appointed by the Governor upon the nomination 
- at the Democratic Primary, as now provided by law for the members 
of the Governing Commission, who shall hold their office for a term 
of two (2) years, beginning January Ist, 1933, and until their suc- 
cessors are appointed and qualified. 


§ 2. Duties.—It shall be the duty of the said Board io have 
general Supervision and control of the business and financial affairs 
of the County and all warrants or vouchers issued in paymerit of 
claims against the County shall be executed by the members of the 
Board after all the terms of this Act have been fully complied with. 


§ 3. County. Manager—Term—Removal.—That on and 
after January Ist, 1933, the Governing Board shall employ a County 
Manager who shall hold office for a term of one yeai, who shall be 
subject to removal by the Governing Board at any time for just 
cause. 


§ 4. Duties and Powers—To Approve Purchase of Sup- 
plies, etc.—The County Manager shall have complete and exclu- 
sive control of the chaingang, roads, bridges, road and bridge mainte- 
nance and construction, poor farm and dieting of the prisoners at 
the County Jail. The purchase of all supplies, equipment, machinery 
and material to be used in any department of the County in charge 
of the County Manager shall be made by the Governing Board only 
after the purchase of such supplies, equipment, material and md- 
chinery shall be approved by and requisition made therefor by the 
County Manager: Provided, That the County Manager shall make 
an equitable distribution of road, bridge and chaingang work in the 
several Commissioner Districts of the County. 


§ 5. Contract and Purchase of Supplies, etc.—All sup- 
plies, equipment, material and machinery of every description what- 
‘ ever to be used by the County of Florence, any office or department 
thereof, and paid for out of the public funds of the County, shall 
be contracted for and purchased. only after due advertisement in the 
manner hereinafter provided. . 
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§ 6. To Quarterly Advertise for Bids for Supplies, etc. 
—Exceptions.—That after the approval of this Act and each three: 
(3) months thereafter, the Governing Board of Florence County 
shall advertise for at least three weeks in at least three (3) issues. 
of one or more newspapers in Florence County, or such newspapers 
as will most likely give notice to the people dealing in such supplies, 
commodities, equipment or machinery to be purchased, for bids. 
based on delivery at Florence Court House, or any other designated 
locations, for all supplies, implements, equipment, material and. 
machinery of whatever kind that may be requisite or necessary for’ 
the County, and each and every office or department thereof, includ- 
ing convicts, roads, bridges and for every other purpose, which ad- 
vertisement shall set forth the article and approximately the amount 
thereof to be purchased. Contracts shall be awarded to the lowest 
bidder for three (3) months and supplies under the contract shall 
be ordered out as needed by the County Manager: Provided, how- 
ever, That in case of emergency the County Manager may make 
purchase for the County if the cost thereof does not exceed $50.00,. 
and in event of such purchase, the County Manager shall certify upon: 
the claims inerefor, the emergency requiring it: Provided, further, 
In case of emergency, an advertisement as hereinabove provided may 
be published at any time. All contracts to purchase supplies, equip-. 
ment and machinery shall be in accordance with the provisions of 
this Section, and no bill, account, or claim of any kind whatsoever 
against the County shall be paid unless previously contracted for by. 
such competition, or by the County Manager in case of specified: 
emergency. 


§ 7. Claims.—All claims against the County of Florence for 
material, supplies, equipment and machinery arising under, and to 
be paid for out of the appropriation for the departments of the 
County, in charge of the County Manager shall be first approved by 
the County Manager before being paid for by the Governing Board. 


§ 8. County Manager to Make Monthly Report.—The 
County Manager shall make a written report at the end of each 
month to the Governing Board and the County Delegation, showing 
the work performed during the month together with the expenditures 
therefor, and shall upon request attend such meetings of the Gov- 
erning Board, at which the Governing Board shall desire his presence. 


§ 9. Clerk—Duties—Office of County Manager.—The 
Clerk to the Governing Board shall keep all records and books of 
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the County Manager, and otherwise act as Clerk to said Manager. 
The County Manager shall use.the office of the Board in the Flor- 
ence County Court House. 


§ 10. County Manager Under Supervision of Governing 
Board—Payment of Claims.—The County Manager shall be un- 
der the control, supervision and direction of the Governing Board 
and each member of the Board shall make himself familiar with the 
problems of his district and with the general affairs of Florence

Section 1. Sumter County Sheriff to Pay County Treas- 
urer Collected Taxes in Execution—Application.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
Within 30 days from the effective date hereof, the Sheriff of Sumter 
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County shall pay over to the Treasurer of Sumter County all funds 
collected by him on account of tax executions in his hands, with a 
statement of the sources of such funds, and the Sheriff shall prop- 
erly credit any partial payments on his books, and the County 
Treasurer shall apply the proceeds of such payment so made as herein 
required, pro rata to the purposes for which the taxes were levied. 


§ 2. Segregation of Taxes in Execution—Uncollectible 
to be Marked “Nulla Bona”’—Collectible to be Advertised 
—Notice Must be Given in Writing to Accept the Benefits 
of This Act.—It shall be the duty of the Treasurer, Sheriff and 
Auditor of Sumter County to check over all uncollected executions 
in the hands of the Sheriff, take out such as shall be uncollectible, 
mark the same “nulla bona,” make such segregation as shall be neces- 
sary in order to eliminate any uncollectible portion of the taxes 
represented by such executions, and when said officers determine and 
fix the amount of taxes against any taxpayer, the Sheriff for Sumter 
County shall set up the same on books to be provided therefor (such 
book or books to be paid for by the County on order of the County 
Board of Commissioners at the request of the Sheriff) and advertise 
such fact in both newspapers of the County of Sumter, once a week 
for not less than three weeks, and any taxpayer, or mortgagee or 
other party having any interest in property subject to such execution, 
desiring to benefit by the terms of this Act, shall notify the Sheriff 
in writing of his intention so to do, within ninety days from the date 
of the last publication of such notice aforesaid, but no person whom- 
soever shall benefit hereby without written notice to the Sheriff as 
herein required. 


§ 3. Upon Notice Sheriff to Advise Amount of Taxes 
Due—Payable in Installments.—Upon setting up the book or . 
books hereinabove provided, which shall be inclusive of any execu- 
tions issued by the Treasurer for the year 1931, and upon written 
notice to the Sheriff by any person interested therein, the Sheriff 
_of Sumter County shall advise such taxpayer or other person in- 
terested of the aggregate amount of such executions in his hands, 
together with the penalties and costs thereon, and the amount due 
thereon shall be receivable and payable in seven equal, annual install- 
- ments, subject to the conditions heréinafter provided. 


§ 4. Installments—Personal Property, Road, and Poll 
Taxes Plus Cost Payable in First Three Installments—Col- 
lection of Poll or Road Taxes When Taxpayer Owns no 
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Property — Duties of Grantees or Transferees of Such 
Property.—In setting up his books, the Sheriff shall add to the in- 
stallment for taxes due on real estate to become due and payable for 
the first three years of such installment period, 1/3 of the personal 
property, road and poll tax assessed against any taxpayer for each 
of the first three (3) years of such installment period, so that the 
road, poll and personal property taxes shall be collected and paid 
during the first three years of the installment period herein provided, 
together with the costs and penalties thereon; and out of the first 
installment the Sheriff and Treasurer shall receive their proper costs 
and commissions as now provided by law, or if the first installment 
be insufficient to pay such costs, the remainder due shall be paid out 
of the second installment: Provided, however, That nothing herein 
contained shall prevent the Sheriff of Sumter County from collect- 
ing any poll or road tax, promptly upon the issuance of execution 
therefor, where such taxpayer owns no property, but the Sheriff is 
directed to make prompt collection thereof upon receipt of execu- 
tions therefor from the Treasurer: and provided, further, That if 
any taxpayer is about to remove from the State, or attempts, or is 
about to, or does dispose of his property, or the same is transferred 
by whatever means, and the grantee, or transferee of the same does 
not promptly notify the.Sheriff of such transfer, and of his intention 
to continue the payments of the installments of taxes yet unpaid, 
the Sheriff is authorized, directed and empowered to forthwith levy 
upon, and sell such property subject to the payment of such tax 
executions, or installments of the same yet unpaid. 


§ 5. County Attorney and Accountant to Assist the 
Sheriff.—In preparing the book or books of the Sheriff, as herein — 
provided, the Sheriff may call to his aid, to the end that the true 
owners of any property may be placed on such books, the services of 
the County Attorney, which services shall be paid for upon such 
terms as the County Board of Commissioners may fix, and the Ac- 
countant who may make the annual audit for Sumter County is di- 
rected to assist the Sheriff in setting up his books and in checking 
the executions in the hands of the Sheriff. 


§ 6. Tax Executions Payable in Seven Equal Annual 
Installments—Payable in Three Annual Installments When 
Taxpayer Owns no Real Estate—Must Keep Current Taxes 
Paid.—The Sheriff for Sumter County is hereby directed to re- 
ceive and accept payment of tax executions in his hands in seven 
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equal annual installments, provided, that where a taxpayer owns 
real estate, the executions for taxes on personal property, poll and 
road taxes, shall be collected with the first three annual installments 
of the aggregate of such executions in three equal sums, which 
shall be in addition to the annual installment: Provided, That if 
such taxpayer owns no real estate, then the executions against per- 
sonal property shall be collected in three (3) annual installments: 
Provided, further, That the Sheriff shall not receive or accept any 
installment unless and until such taxpayer shall exhibit to the Sheriff 
his tax receipt in full for all taxes assessed against such taxpaver 
for the current year, commencing with the taxes collectible for the 
year 1932; and upon failure of any taxpayer to pay his tax before 
execution for any year, the Sheriff shall within sixty (60) days 
thereafter, levy upon and advertise for sale the property of such 
taxpayer, for the satisfaction of the execution for such current 
year, and for any unpaid installments which may be due. 


§ 7. Disposition of Lands Sold When Bidder Fails to 
Comply.—In the sale of any property by the Sheriff under tax 
executions, where any bidder shall not comply with his bid within 
thirty days after such sale, the Sheriff shall transfer such bid to the 
Forfeited Land Commission for Sumter County. and after the ex- 
piration of the time provided by law, shall execute a deed or deeds 
‘to such property to said Forfeited Land Commission unless redemp- 
tion shall be made by such defaulting taxpayer within the time pro- 
vided by law for redemption after sale by the Sheriff. 


§ 8. Disposition of Taxes Collected—Duties of County 
Treasurer.—In making distribution of all sums collected from 
time to time on account of delinquent taxes as provided by this Act 
the County Treasurer is directed to pro rate the same on a percentage 
basis to the purposes for which the taxes were levied. The Sheriff 
shall make his book or books so that executions shall be arranged 
alphabetically in each school district. All executions against the same 
taxpayer shall be grouped together and a -permanent record made 
thereof. The total of the delinquent taxes in each school district for 
the various purposes levied shall then be determined by school dis- 
tricts. The percentage of levy for each purpose to the total in each 
school district shall then be set up in permanent form, and as the 
tax is collected it shall be distributed in each school district to the 
purpose for which the levies were originally made in accordance with 
these percentages. 
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- § -9.. When Taxpayer Deemed to Have Paid His Taxes 
—Limit of Lien.— Whenever a taxpayer has paid his current taxes, 
plus the annual installment of delinquent taxes due for that year, as 
provided in this Act, he shall be deemed to have paid all taxes 
legally levied against him and due at the time, for all purposes pro-. 
- vided by law, subject to the provisions of Section 4 hereof as to 
acceleration of payment: Provided, however, That the lien for any 
unpaid taxes shall be extended for a period of ten years from the 
date of the payment of the last installment by any taxpayer. 


§ 10. Apportionment and Segregation of Taxes.—Noth- 
ing in this Act shall be construed to prevent the apportionment and 
segregation of taxes upon the request of any grantee or mortgagee 
as provided by law, and all amounts so apportioned shall be treated 
in conformity with the purposes and provisions of this Act. 


§ 11. Liability of Bonds of Officials—Actions Against.— 
The bond of any officer shall be responsible for his failure or delay 
in complying with the terms and provisions of this Act, and the same 
shall be held for any loss or damage by reason thereof; and the 
County Attorney is directed and charged to bring any action in the 
name of the county for the collection of any such loss or damage. 


§ 12. Discount Allowed on Sumter County Taxes.—QOn 
any current taxes collected by the Treasurer for Sumter County dur- 
ing the month of October of each year, a discount or rebate of two 
(2%) per cent. thereof. shall be allowed by the Treasurer, on any 
taxes collected by the said Treasurer during the month of November 
of each year a discount of one (1%) per cent. shall be allowed or 
credited; on taxes collected during the month of December of each 
year, no discount shall be allowed, and from and after January Ist 
of each year the penalties provided by law shall be added and col- 
lected. 


§ 13. Sumter County. Treasurer to Notify Taxpayers 
Annually Amount of Taxes Due, etc.—Payment of Ex- 
penses.—The Treasurer of Sumter County shall, on or before the 
15th day of October of each year, mail a notice to each taxpayer at 
his last known address, advising such taxpayer of the amount of 
taxes assessed against such taxpayer for the current year together 
with a statement of the discount allowed by this Act for the prompt ° 
payment of such taxes, and of the penalties for failure to pay the 
same. Such additional clerical help and the cost of postage and ~ 
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stamped postal cards for the purpose of notifying taxpayers-as herein - 
required, shall be paid by the Treasurer out of the ordinary county 
funds, on approval of the County Board. 


§ 14. Terms Hereof Cumulative—Extent of Repeal— 
Effect of Part Invalidity.—-This Act shail be considered as cum- 
ulative to and as an amendment of the provisions of the general tax 
laws now in force and effect, and as repealing only such Acts or 
parts of Acts as may be consistent with the provisions hereof ; and 
also if any provision of this Act be adjudged invalid or unconstitu- 
tional this shall not affect the remainder or remaining provisions of 
this Act. 


§ 15. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 


§ 16. This Act shall take effect fanaa upon its approval 
by the Governor.

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Section 1. Act 597 of 1932 Amended—Salaries of 
Deputy Clerk of Court and Deputy Sheriff of Georgetown 
County Fixed.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That an Act entitled ‘““An Act to provide 
for the compensation of county officers and employees of the County 
of Georgetown,” approved February 6, of 1932, be, and the same 
is hereby amended by adding after the words and figures in Section 
1 thereof “Clerk of Court, $2,200.00,” to the words and figures 
“Deputy Clerk of Court $840.00” ; and by adding after the word and 
figures in the same Section “Sheriff, $2,350.00,” the words and 
figures “Deputy Sheriff, $1,200.00” so that when so amended the 
said Section shall read as follows: 


Section 1. That beginning January 1, 1932, the county officers 
of Georgetown County shall receive the compensation as herein pro- 
vided, and such salaries shall be in lieu of all other fees or compensa- 
tion either directly or indirectly from the county or state, except the 
Sheriff who shall receive five (5¢) cents per mile actual travel in 
serving legal processes: Clerk of Court, $2,200.00; Deputy Clerk of

County Auditor, $2,200.00; County Treasurer, $2,200.00; Provided, 
That the salary herein made for County Auditor and Treasurer shall 
be inclusive of the amount paid by the State; Coroner, $100.00 and 
$10.00 for each inquest held. All of the above salaries shall be per 
annum, payable monthly. The salaries hereinabove provided for shall

AN ACT Relating to the Collection of Capitation Tax on 
Dogs in Kershaw County 


Section 1. Dog Tax, Kershaw County—Amount—Du- 
ties of County Game Warden and Treasurer—Commissions. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That in Kershaw County any person who fails to make a return 
of his dog for the purpose of taxation within the time required by 
law is hereby subjected to a penalty of seventy-five (75¢) cents on 
each dog, so that in such cases the tax on any dog so returned shall 
be Two ($2.00) Dollars instead of One and 25/100 ($1.25) Dollars, 
as now provided by law. It is hereby made the duty of the County 
Game Warden to see that all dogs in the County are returned by 
school districts, and he is hereby specially charged with the duty of 
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having all dogs returned for taxation, but the imposition of these 
duties upon the County Game Warden is cumulative and shall not be 
construed to relieve any and all other officers now charged by law 
with the performance of any duty in connection with the subject 
matter. Of every tax so collected by the Treasurer on dogs returned 
within the time prescribed by law, the Treasurer shall receive 1214¢ 
and the County Game Warden 121%4¢. On every such dog returned 
or caused to be returned after the prescribed limit, the County Game 
Warden shall receive the sum of 3714¢, to be paid when such tax has 
been collected by the Treasurer. In the event that the tax is not col- 
lected by the Treasurer, the fees herein provided for the County Game 
Warden shall be paid out of any fines that may be imposed and col- 
lected on account of a violation of the penalty provisions of the 
statute applicable thereto.

AN ACT to Provide for the Compensation of Certain Of- 
ficers of Darlington County, to Require the Accounting 
by Them of Fees, Costs and Charges Required by Law 
to Be Paid to the Treasurer of Said County to Make 
Such Accounting Prerequisite to Collection by Said 
Officers of Their Salaries, to Provide for the Preserva- 
tion of Such Accounts and Records and to Make any 
Violation of Such Provisions a Misfeasance in Office 
and Ground for Removal and a Misdemeanor and to 
Provide the Punishment for Such Violation. 


Whereas, under the general laws as well as under Special provisions 
in the general laws, the Treasurer, Auditor, Clerk of Court, Judge of 
Probate, and Sheriff of Darlington County are entitled to collect cer- 
tain fees, costs and charges, now, therefore, 


Section 1. Certain Darlington County Officers to be 
Paid Salaries in Lieu of Fees.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That in lieu of the re- 
tention of all said fees, costs and charges, and of any and all sums 
paid them on account of compensation or otherwise, the said officers 
of said County shall be paid such salaries as may be prescribed by 
the General Assembly and annually appropriated by it for such pur- 
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pose, and shall have such clerical or other assistance as may be so 
provided. 


§ 2. Fees to be Collected in Advance—-Exceptions— 
Officers to Keep Accounts.—The said County Officers shall 
separately keep in duplicate accurate and completely itemized ac- 
counts of all fees collected, which shall in all cases (other than 
judicial sales), be collected in cash in advance, except that reasonable 
credit terms may be extended to the Government of the United 
States, the State of South Carolina, and any department or sub- 
division of either, and on or before the tenth day of each calendar 
month they shall deliver one copy sworn to by said officers, respec- 
tively, to the Treasurer of said County together with payment to 
said Treasurer in full of all fees, costs and charges collected during 
the preceding calendar month.

That the Mayor and Alderman or councilmen in 
any city or town in the State of South Carolina, containing, by the 
last Census, five thousand inhabitants or more, are hereby declared 
to be the Jury Commissioners for the Municipal, Police or Recorder 
Court for said city, and shall, within the first thirty days of each year, 
prepare a box to be known as the Jury box, which box shall contain 
two apartments, designated as “A” and “B”, respectively ; and shall 
prepare and place within said times in Apartment “A” of said box 
the names of not less than three hundred residents, qualified electors 
residing within the limits of such municipality, of good moral char-

custody of the City Clerk of such city. Provided, further, In the event

AN ACT to Provide a Closed Season for Partridges in 
Chesterfield County 


§ 1. Closed Season on Partridges in Chesterfield County. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That it shall be unlawful to hunt, kill or otherwise inter- 
fere with partridges in Chesterfield County from the 1st day of 
February to Thanksgiving Day in each year, and any violation of 
this Act shall be punishable by a fine of not exceeding One Hundred 
Dollars or by imprisonment of not exceeding thirty (30) days.

Section 1. Increase of School Salaries Fixed by Law 
Prohibited in Horry County Except When Ordered by 
Election.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the trustees of each school district in Horry 
County authorized by law to employ teachers, superintendents, prin- 
cipals and the other employees for the operation of said schools are 
hereby prohibited from supplementing or increasing the salary of any 
teacher, official or other employee of said school district in any sum 
or amount than that fixed by law, except in such districts as shall 
have been ordered to do so by the qualified electors of said district 
after an election duly held as hereinafter provided. 


§ 2. Election on Increases—Ballots—Principals and 
Superintendents of High Schools Excepted.—That in each 
School District in Horry County where the Trustees desire to in- 
crease or supplement the salary of any teacher, official, or employee 
greater than that fixed by Statute, an election shall be held thereon 
by the Trustees of said district after giving at least fifteen (15) days 
public notice, and shall at said election have specified on the ballots 
the person or persons whose salary is to be increased or supple- 
mented, and the amount of such increase: Provided, That the pro- 
visions of this Act shall not apply to principals and superintendents 
of high schools in Horry County.

AN ACT to Require the Discoloration of Poison Which Re- 
sembles Commonly Used Food Stuffs and Providing 
for Violation Thereof. 


Section 1. Arsenate of Lead, Calcium Arsenate, or 
Poisonous Agricultural Insecticide or Fungicide of a White 
Color to be Discolored.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That any person or firm or corpor- 
ation shall not offer for sale, sell, or expose for sale, or have in pos~ 
session any arsenate of lead, calcium arsenate or any poisonous agri- 
cultural insecticide or fungicide of a white color unless it contains 
a distinctive warning color. 


§ 2. Commissioner of Agriculture to Enforce These Pro- 
visions.—The Commissioner of Agriculture may promulgate and 
issue all necessary rules and regulations to carry into effect the full 
meaning and intent of this Act. He may call to his assistance all 
peace officers to enforce the provisions of this, Act. 


§ 3. Unlawful to Sell or Have in Possession Unless Dis- 
colored.—That it shall be unlawful for any person or firm or 
corporation to sell, offer or expose for sale or have in possession 
for sale, any such poison unless the same be first discolored in the 
manner above required. 


§ 4. Penalty for Violation.—Any person or firm or corpor- 
ation violating any of the provisions of this Act shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be subject to a fine 
of not more than Three Hundred Dollars or imprisonment for a

§ 5. Poisons Required to be Discolored and Are Not May

annual tax of one ($1.00) dollar per head. The capitation tax on 
dogs provided for in this Act shall be collected at the same time and 
in the same manner that other taxes are now collected. It shall be 
the duty of the County Auditor and the Township Assessors and 
School Trustees to enforce the provisions of this Section, so far as 
it relates to listing dogs for taxation. If the said tax is not paid on

Section 1. § 6229, 1932 Code, Amended—Two Physi- 
sians to Pass on Sanity of Persons Admitted to South Caro- 
lina State Hospital.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That Section 6229, Volume 3, Code of 
Laws, 1932, be, and the same is hereby amended by striking out the 
following proviso: “Provided, That in Chester, Richland, Union, 
Edgefield, Oconee, Lexington, Georgetown, Sumter and Spartan- 
burg Counties the county physician alone shall make all examinations 
that may be required under this section and this shall be a part of his 
duties and he shall not receive extra compensation therefor,” so that 
said section as amended shall read as follows: . 


“Section 6229. When a relative, friend, or other citizen inter- 
ested is desirous of placing a person in the State hospital as a patient, 
he shall apply to the judge of probate of the county in which such 
person resides, make the affidavit in the manner and form required 
by the board of regents, and the judge of probate, without delay, 
shall proceed to investigate the case, he shall summon two duly li- 
censed physicians to examine such person, and they shall, under oath, 
fill out and sign the medical certificate of insanity contained in the 
application for the commitment, and if they agree that the person’s 
mental condition is such as to necessitate commitment to the State 
Hospital, the judge of probate shall cite the alleged insane person 
and his guardian or nearest relative, and, in the judge’s discretion, 
such other persons as may be competent to testify as to the mental 
condition of said person, and after a full hearing and determination, 
if, in the opinion of the probate judge, the said person is insane, and 
a fit person to be committed to the State Hospital, then he shall com- 
plete in duplicate the paper required of him by the Board of regents 
and immediately forward both copies to the superintendent for his 
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approval. The superintendent is hereby authorized to receive, at his 
discretion, persons transmitted from other hospitals, and to detain 
them for a period not longer than ten days. provided the persons 
interested in the transfer makes application as required by the board 
of regents, The person making application shall within the prescribed 
time, furnish the superintendent with the necessary papers or re- 
move the patient from the institution, and failing therein, be liable 
to the hospital for the expenses incurred and penalty of fifty dollars, 
which may be recovered by the hospital in an action in any court of 
competent jurisdiction.

Section 1. Contractual Rights of School Trustees in 
Union County Limited.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That the Board of Trustees of each 
School District in Union County is hereby prohibited in making any 
contracts or agreements that may cause or create a deficit for said 
school District in or by the hiring or employment of school teachers 
for longer teaching terms than the appropriation allotted will cover; 
for the purchase of a school bus or other vehicle to be used in trans- 
porting pupils to schools; for the operation by hire of any one to 
drive a bus or other vehicle in the transportation of pupils to schools, 
for the purchase of material and/or supplies to be used in the 
School District and/or make any contract or agreement for the im- 
provement of any school building or the grounds or other property 
in the school district, without first making written application there- 
for to the County School Superintendent of Education and obtaining 
the written authority and consent of the County Board of Educa- 
tion and the County Advisory Board. 


§ 2. Certain Contracts Not Binding.—That no contract 
or agreement for the payment of money or any debt incurred in the 
violation of any part of Section 1 of this Act shall be binding on 
Union County. 
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§ 3. Payment of Deficits.—Should there arise in any School 
District in said County a deficit caused by or in the violation of any 
part of or parts of Section 1 of this Act, the County Auditor is 
hereby authorized and directed to levy a tax upon all the taxable 
property in such school district as will cover and pay said deficit 
whenever such deficit becomes known and the County ‘Treasurer 
shall collect and pay off the same by and/or through and upon the 
presentation to him of the proper draft or voucher attached.

gations may be assembled for worship and/or while children are 
attending Sunday school.” 


Amend further by striking out the Capital “A” beginning the next 
sentence and in lieu thereof insert the following: “The wilful”, so 
that when said Section is so amended it shall read as follows, to wit: 


Section 1324. -It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration doing business in Union County in this State to operate a 
filling station for the sale of gas, oil and other commodities within 
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one hundred (100) feet of any school building or buildings, while, 
in use as a school and where children; are attending school and/or 
any church building or buildings wherein congregations may be as- 
sembled for worship and/or while children are attending Sunday 
School.

Section 1. Definition of the Word “Person.”—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
when used in this Act the word “person” includes company, partner- 
ship, corporation, association, and common carrier. 


§ 2. Shipping, Transporting or Carrying of Game Fish 
Out of the State Prohibited—Exceptions.—lIt shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person to deliver or knowingly receive for transporta- 
tion, or knowingly to transport, by any means whatsoever, beyond 
the limits of the State of South Carolina, any large-mouth black 
bass (Micropterus salmodies), or any small-mouth bass (Microp- 
terus dolomieu), or any jackfish or pickerel, pike, pond trout, striped 
bass or rockfish, warmouth, red-belly bream, copperface or ball- 
faced bream, yellow-belly perch, sun perch, redfin trout, flyer, crap- 
pie, rock bass, goggle eye, white perch, or other game fish caught in 
this State: Provided, however, A non-resident of this State who is a 
bona fide holder of a non-resident Fishing License, or a citizen of 
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this State, is hereby permitted to take or carry with him from the 
State not over fifty game fish during any one calendar week when 
said fish have been caught or taken in accordance with the laws of 
this State. 


§ 3. Powers of Game Wardens.—It shall be lawful for any 
Game Warden or other officer of the law to search, upon reasonable 
information, any package or container containing fish, and to seize 
and hold said fish as evidence and to declare said fish forfeited, upon 
conviction of the offender, sell said fish to the highest bidder. 


§ 4. Penalty for Violation.—Any person who shall violate 
any of the provisions of this Act shall, upon conviction, be punished 
by fine of not less than twenty-five ($25.00) dollars nor more than 
one hundred ($100.00) dollars, or imprisonment for not less than 
ten (10) nor more than thirty (30) days for each and every offense. 


§ 5. No Effect on Shipments Originating and Terminat- 
ing Outside of the State.—Nothing in this Act shall be construed 
to prevent the shipment in interstate commerce of live fish and fish 
eggs for breeding or stocking purposes when said shipment shall 
originate outside of the State of South Carolina and terminate out- 
side of the State of South Carolina.

Castle Drainage District in Orangeburg County, South 
Carolina; to Prescribe Their Duties and Powers as 
Such; to Provide for Other Officers Thereof; to Provide 
for the Levy and Collection of Assessments Therein; 
and Other Matters Relating to the Management of Said 
District and the Payment of its Obligations. 


Section 1. Board of Commissioners for Cow Castle 
Drainage District, Orangeburg County—Members—Terms 
—Vacancies—Quorum.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That James M. Brailsford, as Chair- 
man, A. M. Whetsell and Norton H. Funchess, be and they hereby 
are appointed and constituted as the Board of Commissioners for 
Cow Castle Drainage District, in Orangeburg County, South Caro- 
lina, for a term of five (5) years from the approval of this Act, and 
until their successors are elected as now provided by law and have 
qualified ; that two members thereof shall constitute a quorum for 
the transaction of business; and that in case of a vacancy from any 
cause the two remaining Commissioners shall fill such vacancy by 
appointment for the unexpired term. 


§ 2. Secretary and Treasurer.—That the said Board shall 
elect a Secretary and Treasurer, who shall serve during the pleasure 
of the Board, and who shall furnish a bond of Ten Thousand ($10,- 
000.00) Dollars conditioned for the faithful performance of his 
duties. 


§ 3. Powers.—That the Board shall have charge and manage- 
ment of all the fiscal and physical matters and business of the Dis- 
trict ; and in this respect their powers shall be plenary. 


§ 4. Duties of Secretary and Treasurer.—That the duties 
of the Secretary and Treasurer shall be to levy and collect all as- 
sessments, keep proper records of the business and affairs of the 
District, keep and disburse the funds of the District as directed by 
the Board, and perform any duties authorized or directed by the 
Board, 


§ 5. Property May be Sold to Pay Assessments.—That 
the Secretary and Treasurer shall enforce payment of the assess~ 
ments by levy and sale under execution, which shall be issued by the 
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Chairman in the name of the District, and shall be signed by the Sec- 
retary and Treasurer: Provided, That no property shall be sold un- 
der execution for failure to pay such assessments if the property 
owner shall pay current assessments each year beginning with 1932 
and one-tenth (1/10) of the total assessments now in arrears each 
year until all arrears are paid. 


§ 6. Secretary and Treasurer to Manage Property.— 
That the Secretary and Treasurer shall supervise all lands or other 
property belonging to the District, renting out any lands and selling 
any timber belonging to the District, and accounting for the pro- 
ceeds therefrom. 


§ 7. Secretary and Treasurer to Sell Lands for Delin- 
quent Assessments—Titles.—That all sales of land to enforce 
payment of delinquent assessments shall be made by the Secretary 
and Treasurer ; and the purchasers at such sales shall be given a title, 
subject to superior tax liens, if any, signed by the Chairman and 
countersigned by the Secretary and Treasurer. 


§ 8 Levy, Advertisement and Sale.—That in selling lands 
to enforce payment of delinquent assessments, levy, advertisement 
and sale shall be made in the same manner as now provided by law 
for the sale of lands to enforce payment of delinquent State, County 
and school taxes. 


-§ 9. Assistants—Compensation of Secretary and Treas- 
urer and Assistants.—That the Board may from time to time 
appoint such assistants as may be deemed necessary; and shall fix 
and pay the compensation of the Secretary and Treasurer and such 
assistants, é 


§ 10. Maintenance.—That the Board shall maintain the 
physical condition of the District in as good condition as possible, 
consistent with available funds; and shall pay therefor from current 
funds in the hands of the Board. 


§ 11. Use of Available Funds.—That the Board shall apply 
available funds to the payment of interest upon the outstanding bonds . 
of the District, such payments to be made in full when due or if 
sufficient funds be not available then pro rata. 


§ 12. Board May Refund or Retire Outstanding Bonds.— 
That the Board may from time to time refund or retire any matur- 
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ing bonds with the consent of the holders by issuing new bonds 
therefor bearing the same rate of interest and payable not more than 
ten years from date of issue. 


§ 13. May Pay Outstanding Bonds—May Take Advan- 
tage of Federal Legislation.—That the said Board is also au- 
thorized to call in and pay at any time any of the outstanding bonds 
of the District when and if in funds therefor; the said Board is also 
authorized and empowered to take advantage of the benefits of any 
Act or Acts of Congress now in force or hereafter enacted for the 
relief or benefit of drainage districts, and the said Board is also 
authorized and empowered to receive and use any appropriations 
made by Congress for the relief of drainage districts, and to borrow 
from the United States Government any monies provided for the 
use and benefit of drainage districts, issuing notes, bonds or other 
evidences of indebtedness for such monies so borrowed, and comply- 
ing in all particulars with the terms and regulations provided either 
by any Act of Congress or the Federal Government in respect there- 
to; so that the said District may enjoy the benefit or benefits to be 
derived from any aid extended by the Federal Government to drain- 
age districts either by direct appropriations or by loans. 


§ 14. Sheriff and County Treasurer to Turn Over to 
Board its Property.—That the-County Treasurer and the Sheriff 
of Orangeburg County are hereby authorized and required to turn 
over to the Board all funds, records, executions and other property 
belonging to the District, and the receipt of the Secretary and Treas- 
urer of the District shall be a legal discharge of any further liability 
of said officers therefor. 


§ 15. Provisions Cumulative.—hat the provisions of this 
Act shall be deemed cumulative to any provisions of law relating 
to Drainage Districts in this State, unless inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this Act. 


§ 16. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this Act be and hereby are repealed. 


§ 17. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT Regulating Persons, Corporations and Municipali- 
ties Engaged in the Generation, Transmission, Delivery 
or Furnishing of Electricity for Light, Heat or Power, 
Prescribing the Duties of the Railroad Commission in 
Relation Thereto, and Prescribing Penalties for Viola- 
tion of the Provisions Thereof, 


Section 1. Definitions.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: (a) The term “Commission” 
when used in this Act means the Railroad Commission of the State 
of South Carolina: 


(b) The term “commissioner” when used in this Act means one 
of the members of the Railroad Commission of South Carolina. 


(c) The term “corporation” when used in this Act includes all 
bodies corporate, joint stock companies, or associations, domestic or 
foreign, their lessees, assignees, trustees, receivers or other succes- 
sors in interest, having any of the powers or privilges of corporations 
not possessed by individuals or partnerships, but it shall not include 
municipalities as hereinafter defined. _ 


(d) The term “person” when used in this Act includes all indi- 
viduals, partnerships or associations other than corporations, 


(e) The term “municipality” when used in this Act includes a 
city, town, county, township and any other public corporation exist- 
ing, created or organized as a governmental unit under the Consti- 
tution or laws of the State of South Carolina. 


(£) The term “public” when used in this Act means the public 
generally, or any limited portion of the public, anclisding a person, 
corporation, or municipality. 


(g) The term “electrical utility’ when used in this Act includes 
municipalities, to the extent of their business, property, rates, trans- 
actions and operations without the corporate limits of the munici- 
pality, persons and corporations, their lessees, assignees, trustees, 
receivers, or other successors in interest now or hereafter owning or 
operating in this State equipment or facilities for generating, trans- 
mitting, delivering or furnishing electricity for street railway or - 
other public uses or for the production of light, heat or power to or 
for the public for compensation, but it shall not include a person,

corporation or municipality furnishing electricity only to himself or 
itself, their residents, employees or tenants, when such current is not 
resold or used by others. 


(h) The term “rate” when used in this Act means and includes 
evety compensation, charge, toll, rental and classification, or any of 
them, demanded, observed, charged or collected by any electrical 
utility for any electric current or service offered by it to the public, 
and any rules, regulations, practices or contracts affecting any such 
compensation, charge, toll, rental or classification. 


(i) The term “securities” when used in this Act means and in- 
cludes stock, stock certificates, bonds, notes, debentures, or other 
evidences of indebtedness, and any assumption or guaranty thereof. 


§ 2. Duties and Restrictions Imposed Upon Electrical 
Utilities.—(a) Every rate made, demanded, or received by any 
electrical utility, or by any two or more electrical utilities jointly, 
shall be just and reasonable. 


(b) Every electrical utility shall furnish adequate, efficient and 
reasonable service. 


(c) Under such rules and regulations as the Commission may pre- 
scribe, every electrical utility shall file with the Commission, within 
such time and in such form as the Commission may designate, sched- 
ules showing all rates established by it and collected or enforced, or 
to be collected or enforced within the jurisdiction of the Commis- 
sion, and the electrical utility shall keep copies of such schedules open 
to public inspection under such rules and regulations as the Com- 
mission may prescribe. 


_ (d) No electrical utlity shall directly or indirectly, by any device 
whatsoever, or in any way, charge, demand, collect or receive from 
any person, corporation or municipality a greater or less compensa- 
tion for any electric current or service rendered or supplied, or to 
be rendered or supplied, by such electrical utility, than that pre- 
scribed in the schedules of such electrical utility applicable thereto 
then filed in the manner provided in this Act, nor shall any person, 
corporation or municipality receive or accept any service, electric 
-current, product or commodity from an electric utility for a com- 
_ pensation greater or less than that prescribed in such schedules, 


(e) No electrical utility shall, as to rates, or services, make or 
grant any unreasonable preference or advantage to any person, cor- 
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poration or municipality or subject any person, corporation or mu- 
nicipality to any unreasonable prejudice or disadvantage. No elec- 
trical utility shall establish or maintain any unreasonable difference 
as to rates or service, either as between localities or as between 
classes of service. Subject to the approval of the Commission, how- 
ever, electrical utilities may establish classifications of rates and serv- 
ices, and such classifications may take into account the conditions 
and circumstances surrounding the service, such as the time when 
used, the purpose for which used, the demand upon plant facilities, 
the value of the service rendered, or any other reasonable considera- 
tion. The Commission may determine any question of fact arising 
under this subdivision. 


(£) Unless the Commission otherwise orders, no electrical utility 
shall make any change in any rate now in effect or in any rate duly 
established under this Act, except after thirty days’ notice to the Com- 
mission, which notice shall plainly state the changes proposed to be 
made in the rates then in force, and the time when the changed 
rate will go into effect. The electrical utility shall also give such 
notice of the proposed changes to other interested parties as the 
Commission in its discretion may direct. All proposed changes shall! 
be shown by filing new schedules, or shall be plainly indicated upon 
schedules filed and in force at the time and kept open to public in- 
spection, The Commission, for good cause shown, may allow changes 
in rates, without requiring the thirty days’ notice under such condi- 
tions as it may prescribe. All such changes shall be immediately 
indicated upon its schedules by such electrical utility. 


(g) Whenever there is filed with the Commission by any elec- 
trical utility any schedule stating a new rate or rates, the Commis- 
‘sion may, either upon complaint or upon its own initiative, enter 
upon a hearing concerning the lawfulness or reasonableness of such 
rate or rates, and pending such hearing and the decision thereon the 
Commission, upon filing with such schedule and delivering to the 
electrical utility affected thereby a statement in writing of its reasons 
therefor, may, at any time before they become effective, suspend 
the operation of such rate or rates, but not for a longer period than 
ninety (90) days beyond the time when such rate or rates would 
otherwise go into effect, unless the Commission shall find that a 
longer time will be required, in which case the Commission may 
extend the period for not to exceed one year: Provided, and not- 
withstanding any such order of suspension, the electrical utility may 
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put such suspended rate or rates into effect on the date when it or 
they would have become effective, if not so suspended, by filing with 
the Commission a bond in a reasonable amount approved by the 
Commission, with sureties approved by the Commission, conditioned 
upon the refund, in a manner to be prescribed by order of the Com- 
mission, to the persons, corporations or municipalities respectively 
entitled to the amount of the excess, if the rate or rates so put into 
effect are finally determined to be excessive; or there may be sub- 
stituted for such bond, other arrangements satisfactory to the Com- 
mission for the protection of the parties interested. If the electrical 
utility fails to make refund of any excess received within thirty (30) 
days after such final determination, any person, corporation or 
municipality entitled to any refund may sue therefor in any Court 
of competent jurisdiction and be entitled to recover, in addition to 
the amount of the refund due, ali court costs and reasonable attor- 
ney’s fees, but no suit may be maintained for that purpose unless 
instituted within two (2) years after such final determination. Any 
number of persons, corporations or municipalities entitled to any 
such refund may join as plaintiffs and recover their several claims 
in a single action, in which action the court shall render a judgment 
severally for each plaintiff as his or its interest may appear, During 
any such period of suspension the electrical utility involved shall 
provide records or other evidence of payments made by its con- 
sumers or patrons under the rate or rates which the electrical utility 
has put into operation in excess of the rate or rates in effect imme- 
diately prior thereo. If, after such hearing, the Commission finds 
any such rate or rates to be unjust, unreasonable, or unjustly dis- 
criminatory, or in any way in violation of law, the Commission shall 
determine the just and reasonable rate or rates to be charged or ap- 
plied by the electrical utility for the service in question, and shall © 
fix the same and the date when effective by order to be served upon 
the electrical utility; and such rate or rates shall be observed from 
the effective date until changed, as provided by this Act. 


(h) No contract charge to be made to any person, corporation, 
or municipality by any electrical utility for electricity to be furnished 
for light, heat or power hereafter established shall be exempt from 
alteration, control, regulation and establishment by the Commission, 
when in its judgment the public interest so requires, to the full extent 
of the powers in relation to charges conferred upon the Commission 
by this Act; nor shall any contract establishing a rate or rates, or 
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any other contract affecting the use or disposition of its product or 
the charges to be paid therefor, hereafter be entered into by any elec- 
trical utility without prior approval by the Commission, and unless 
it be subject to amendment, modification, change or annulment by 
the Commission, if the public interest so requires, but nothing herein 
contained shall be construed to require Commission approval of a 
contract fixing a rate already approved by the Commission and then 
effective, if such contract rate is fixed subject to subsequent amend- 
ment, modification, change, or annulment by the Commission. Full 
power and authority is hereby conferred on the Commission to ac- 
complish the purposes expressed in this subdivision, 


(i) Subject to the approval of the Commission, electrical utilities 
may hereafter contract with each other for the sale and purchase or 
exchange of electricity, provided that every such contract shall con- 
tain a provision that from its date the same shall be subject to amend- 
ment, modification, change or annullment by the Commission, after 
due hearing, if the public interest so requires. 


(j) When ordered by the Commission after due hearing any 
electrical utility may be required to establish, construct, maintain and 
operate any reasonable extension of its existing facilities. If any such 
extension, however, by any electrical utility of its existing facilities 
will interfere with the service or system of any other electrical utility, 
the Commission may on complaint and after hearing either order the 
discontinuance of such extension or prescribe such terms and con- 
ditions with respect thereto as may be just and reasonable. 


(k) No electrical utility shall abandon all or any portion of its 
service to the public, except for ordinary discontinuance of service 
for non-payment of undisputed charges in the usual course of busi- 
ness, unless written application is first made to the Commission for 
the issuance of a certificate authorizing the same, and until the Com- 
mission in its discretion issues such certificate after a public hearing 
of all parties appearing to the Commission to be interested: Pro- 
vided, however, That no such abandonment shall be permitted unless 
and until authorized by an order of the Supreme Court of this State 
after hearing all parties interested. 


(1) No electrical utility, without the approval of the Commission 
after due hearing, and compliance with all other existing require- 
ments of the laws of the State in relation thereto, shall sell, assign, 
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transfer, lease, consolidate or merge its property, powers, franchises 
or privileges or any of them. 


(m) No electrical utility, except municipalities, shall issue any 
securities, as in this Act defined, without the approval of the Com- 
mission. Any electrical utility, except a municipality, desiring to is- 
sue any securities may apply to the Commission for approval of any 
proposed issue by filing with the Commission an application, together 
with a statement verified by its president and secretary, or other 
proper officers, or two (2) of its incorporators, or by its owner, or 
owners, if it have no such officers, setting forth: (1) The amount 
and character of securities proposed to be issued; (2) the purpose 
for which they are to be issued ; (3) the consideration for which 
they are to be issued; (4) ‘the description and estimated value of any 
property, if any, to be acquired through the proposed issue; (5) the 
terms and conditions of their issuance; (6) the financial condition 
of the electrical utility and its previous operations so far as relevant. 
The Commission shall thereupon make such investigation as may be 
necessary, at which investigation the electrical utility shall be en- 
titled to be heard, The Commission shall determine whether the 
purpose of the issue is proper, it shall value the property or services, 
if any, to be acquired by the issue, if any, it shall find and determine 
the amount of such securities reasonably necessary for the purpose 
for which they are to be issued, and to the exent that the Commis- 
sion may approve the proposed issue it shall grant to the electrical 
utility a certificate of authority stating: (1) The amount of such 
securities reasonably necessary for the purpose for which they are 
to be issued, and the character of the same, and (2) the value of 
any property or services, if any, to be acquired thereby. Such electri- 
cal utility shall not issue any securities in greater amounts than spe- 
cified in such certificate and shall apply the proceeds of such issue to 
the purposes specified in its petition. Nothing herein contained shall 
apply to any issue of securities payable within one (1) year from 
the date thereof, except in case of issues made to refund such short 
time obligations, but such short time obligations may be renwed by 
similar obligations without the approval of the Commission. for an 
aggregate period of not exceeding two (2) years. Nothing herein 
contained shall be construed to impose or imply any guaranty or ob- 
ligation as to such securities on the part of the State of South Caro- 
lina, or any agency thereof, nor shall the Commission by virtue of 
the approval of the issuance of such securities be deemed to be re- . 
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quired to prescribe or approve any rate for the reason that sucli 
rate may be necessary to provide funds reasonably sufficient to retire 
such securities or the interest thereon. 


(n) No electrical utility for rate making purposes shall capitalize, 
nor shall the Commission permit the same to be done, its franchises, 
rights, powers, privileges, or right to own and operate or enjoy any 
such franchises, rights, powers, or privileges, in excess of the amount 
paid to the State or to any political subdivision of the State as the 
consideration for the grant thereof; or so capitalize any lease, or 
contract of sale, or contract for consolidation or merger of two (2) 
‘or more electrical utilities ; or issue by way of substitution any capi- 
tal stock, trust certificates, bonds, notes, or other evidences of in- 
debtedness, or other securities for any consolidated or merged com- 
pany exceeding the aggregate values of the properties so consoli- 
datd or merged and any additional sum of money actually contrib- 
uted in cash, and any additional property or labor actually con- 
_ tributed: Provided, That the determination of such consideration or 
value as aforesaid shall be subject to the approval of the Commission. 


(o) The Commission shall establish a system of accounts to be 
kept by electrical utilities subject to its jurisdiction, and it may pre- 
scribe the manner in which the accounts shall be kept, and every 
electrical utility shall keep its books, papers, and records accurately 
and faithfully according to the system of accounts, and all regula- 
tions and directions in relation thereto, prescribed by the Commis- 
sion. 


(p) Every electrical utility shall keep separate accounts to show all 
profits or losses resulting from the sale of appliances or other mer- 
chandise, and no such profit or loss shall be taken into consideration 
by the Commission in arriving at any rate to be charged for service 
by any such electrical utility. 


(q) Every electrical utility shall have the right, and may be so 
required, to charge annually as an operating expense a reasonable 
sum for depreciation and credit the same to a reserve account for 
such purpose, which reserve account shall be charged only with 
plant retirements and expenditures made to restore depreciated prop- 
erty, but if the reserve thus created shall at any time in the judg- 
ment of the Commission be excessive, the Commission after due 
hearing shall make such order as will result in the credits to such 
reserve thereafter conforming to actual facts and conditions as as- 
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certained by the Commission: Provided, That the Commission shall 
have the right and power to control or limit such depreciation reserve. 


(r) When in the judgment of the Commission there is a reason- 
ably substantial affiliation of any electrical utility engaged in business 
in this State with any other corporation or person, or when in the 
judgment of the Commission any other corporation or person either 
exercises, or is in position to exercise, by reason of ownership or 
control of securities or for any other cause, any reasonably substan- 
tial control over the business or policies of any electrical utility en- 
gaged in business in this State, the burden of proof shall be upon 
such electrical utility to establish to the satisfaction of the Commis- 
sion the reasonableness, fairness, and absence of injurious effect 
upon the public interest of any charges made by such other corpor- 
ation or person against such electrical utility in relation to all super- 
vision, management, construction, or engineering fees, charges for 
the sale of material, supplies, equipment, or other commodities or 
for any other purpose, and to establish the reasonableness, fairness 
and absence of injurious effect upon the public interest of any such 
fees or charges every electrical utility is required to produce, if so 
ordered by the Commission, for the information of the Commission 
all such contracts, papers and documents relating thereto as may be 
required by the Commission, and unless the reasonableness, fairness 
and absence of injurious effect upon the public interest of such fees 
and charges are established to the satisfaction of the Commission the 
same shall not be allowed by it for rate making purposes. 


(s) No electrical utility shall permit any employee to sell, offer 
for sale, or solicit the purchase of any security of any other person 
or corporation during such hours as such employee is engaged to 
perform any duty of such electrical utility; nor shall any electrical 
utility by any means or device whatsoever require any employee to 
purchase or contract to purchase any of its securities or those of any 
other person or corporation; nor shall any electrical utility require 
any employee to permit the deduction from his wages or salary of 
any sum as a payment or to be applied as a payment on any purchase 
or contract to purchase any security of such electrical utility or of 
any other person or corporation. 


(t) For the purpose of encouraging economy, efficiency, and im- 
provements in methods or service any electrical utility may partici- 
pate, subject to the approval of the Commission, to such extent as 
may be permitted by the Commission, in the additional profits arising 
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from any economy, efficiency or improvement in methods or service 
instituted by such electrical utility. 


(u) Every electrical utility shall furnish to the Commission, in 
such form and in such detail as the Commission may require, all 
tabulations, computations, and all other information required by the 
Commission to carry into effect any of the provisions of this Act, 
and shall make special answer to all questions submitted by the Com- 
mission, Each electrical utility receiving from the Commission any 
blanks with directions to fill the same shall cause the same to be prop- 
erly filled out so as to answer fully and correctly each question pro- 
pounded therein, and it shall return the same to the Commission 
within the time required, but in case any electrical utility is unable 
to answer any question it shall so state with good and sufficient rea- 
sons therefor. When required by the Commission each electrical 
utility shall deliver to the Commission copies of any or a‘. maps, 
profiles, contracts, franchises, reports, books, accounts, papers and 
records in its possession, or in any way relating to its property or 
affecting its business, and also a complete inventory of its property 
in such form as the Commission may direct. Each electrical utility 
shall furnish when and in such form as the Commission may require 
all such reports as it may be directed by the Commission to furnish 
in relation to its operations, property, or business, and the Cummis- 
sion shall have authority to require either periodical or special re- 
ports concerning any matter as to which it desires to inquire in 
order to keep itself informed in the performance of its duties under 
this Act. All reports shall be under oath by such officer or officers 
of the electrical utility as may be required by the Commission. 


(v) Any municipality operating its own plant or transmission sys- 
tem, if granted by the Commission a certificate of convenience and 
necessity as provided by subdivision (w) of this Section, may extend 
its lines and electrical service into any territory adjacent to such 
municipality, as well as into any nearby city or town, if there is no 
electrical utility then operating in such city or town. 


(w) No electrical utility, except a municipality within its corpor- 
ate limits, shall hereafter begin the construction or operation of any . 
electrical utility plant or system, or of any extension thereof, except 
‘those ordered by the Commission under the provisions of subdivison 
(j) of this Section, without first obtaining from the Commission a 
certificate that public convenience and necessity require or will re- 
quire such construction or operation: Provided, however, That unless

such construction or operation has been commenced under a limited 
or conditional certificate or authority as hereinafter provided this 
subdivision shall not be construed to require any such electrical 
utility to secure a certificate for an extension within any municipality 
or district within which it has heretofore lawfully commenced opera- 
tions, or for an extension within or to territory already served by it, 
necessary in the ordinary course of its business, or for an extension 
into territory contiguous to that already occupied by it and not re- 
ceiving similar service from another electrical utility; but, if any 
electrical utility in constructing or extending its lines, plant or sys- 
tem unreasonably interferes or is about to unreasonably interfere 
with the service or system of any other electrical utility, the Com- 
mission on complaint of the electrical utility claiming to be inju- 
riously affected may after hearing make such order and prescribe 
stich terms and conditions in harmony with this Act as are just and 
reasonable, No electrical utility, except a municipality within its cor- 
porate limits, shall hereafter exercise any right or privilege under 
any franchise or permit hereafter granted, or under any franchise or 
permit heretofore granted, the exercise of which has been suspended 
or discontinued for more than one year, without first obtaining from 
the Commission a certificate that public convenience and necessity 
require the exercise of such right or privilege. Before any certificate 
may issue hereunder a certified copy of its articles of incorporations 
or charter, if the applicant be a corporation, shall be on file in the 
office of the Commission. Every applicant for a certificate shall give 
such notice of its application as the Commission may require and 
shall file in the office of the Commission such evidence as shall be 
required by the Commission to show that such applicant has received 
any consent of local authorities that might be required under Article 
VIII, Section 4, of the Constitution of this State. The Commission 
shall have power after hearing to issue a certificate as prayed for 
or to refuse to issue the same, or to issue it for the construction or 
operation of a portion only of the contemplated facility, line plant 
or system, or extension thereof, or for the partial exercise only of 
the rights or privileges sought, and may attach to the exercise of the 
rights granted by the certificate such terms and conditions in har- 
mony with this Act as in its judgment the public convenience and 
necessity may require. If such electrical utility, except a municipality 
within its corporate limits, desires to exercise a right or privilege 
under a permit, consent, or other authority which it contemplates 
securing, but which has not as yet been granted to it, such electrical 
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utility may apply to the Commission for an order preliminary to the 
issue of the certificate. The Commission may thereupon make an 
order declaring that it will thereafter, upon application, under such 
rules and regulations as it may prescribe, issue the desired certificate 
upon such terms and conditions as it may designate after such elec- 
trical utility has obtained the contemplated permit, consent, or other 
authority, Upon the presentation to the Commission of evidence sat- 
isfactory to it that such permit, consent, or other authority has been 
secured by such electrical utility, the Commission shall thereupon 
issue such certificate, Whenever an electrical utility, except a munici- 
pality within its corporate limits, is engaged or is about to engage 
in construction or operation without having secured a certificate of 
public convenience and necessity as required by the provisions of this 
Act, any interested person, corporation or municipality may file a 
complaint with the Commission. The Commission may, with or with- 
out notice, make its order requiring the electrical utility complained 
of to cease and desist from such construction or operation until the 
Commission makes and files its decision on such complaint or until 
the further order of the Commission, The Commission may after 
hearing make such order and prescribe such terms and conditions in. 
harmony with this Act as are just and reasonable. None of the con- 
ditions to be construed to prevent or hinder the construction of de- 
velopment hereafter of power projects, or plants, in this State. 


(x) Corporations formed to acquire property, or to transact busi- 
ness which would be subject to the provisions of this Act, and cor- 
porations possessing franchises, powers or privileges for any of the 
purposes contemplated by this Act shall be deemed to be subject to 
the provisions of this Act, although no property may have been ac- 
quired, business transacted or franchises, powers or privileges exer-_ 
cised. 

(y) Each electrical utility shall have an office in one of the coun- 
ties of this State in which its property or some part thereof is located, 
and shall keep in such office all books, accounts, papers and records 
as shall be required by the Commission to be kept within the State. 
No books, accounts, papers or records required by the Commission 
to be kept within the State shall be removed at any time from the 
State except upon such conditions as may be prescribed by the Com- 
mission. 


(z) Each electrical utility shall obey and comply with each and 
every requirement of every order, decision, direction, rule or regu-

lation made or prescribed by the Commission in the performance of 
its duties under this Act, or in relation to any other matter in any 
way relating to or affecting the business of such electrical utility, 
and shall do everything necessary or proper in order to secure com- 
pliance with and observance of every such order, decision, direction, 
rule or regulation by all of its officers, agents, and employees. 


§ 3. Franchises and Permits.—(a) Every permit or fran- 
chise hereafter granted to any electrical utility, either by the State 
or any municipality thereof, shall have the effect of an indeterminate 
permit which shall continue in effect until terminated as provided by 
this Act or by any lawful forfeiture of the right of such electrical 
utility to continue to conduct its business in this State. Any electrical 
utility operating under existing permit or franchise heretofore 
granted by the State or any municipality thereof -prescribing a defi- 
nite period of years for the existence of such permit or franchise, 
upon filing with the Commission a written declaration that it sur- 
renders such permit or franchise, and only with the consent of such 
municipality, and upon proof of any consent that may be required 
by Article VIII, Section 4, of the Constitution of this State, shall 
receive an indeterminate permit which shall take the place of the 
surrendered permit or franchise and such electrical utility or its 
successors or assigns, shall hold such permit in accordance with the 
terms, conditions and limitations of this Act and any future regu- 
latory Acts. 


(b) Any electrical utility which has been furnishing electricity to 
a city or town or its inhabitants under a franchise that has expired, 
with such consent of the local authorities as may be required by 
Article VIJI,, Section 4 of the Constitution of this State, until a new 
permit for supplying electricity to such city or town or its inhabitants 
lawfully has been obtained, shall continue to furnish the same to 
such city or town or its inhabitants under such rates and upon such 
terms and conditions as may be approved by the Commission, 


(c) Whenever the service rendered by any electrical utility op- 
erating under an indeterminate permit shall be found inadequate, by 
order of the Commission, after hearing and failure of the electrical 
utility to remedy the same after a reasonable opportunity to do so, 
the indeterminate permit enjoyed by such electrical utility in respect 
to the service so found to be inadequate may with the consent of 
such municipality be declared revoked by the Commission upon such 
terms as shall be reasonable and just, but no order of the Commis- 
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sion revoking any such permit shall have any force and effect until 
final determination of any proceeding brought to review the same. 


(d) Any electrical utility operating in a city or town under an in- 
determinate permit shall be deemed to have consented to the purchase 
by such city or town for just compensation, including severance dam- 
ages, if any, of the property of such electrical utility operated in 
such city or town under such permit. 


(e) When the municipal council or other governing body of any 
city or town, after a public hearing of which at least thirty days’ 
notice has been given, by ordinance or resolution, duly adopted by 
a majority vote, expresses a desire and declares its purpose to acquire 
for such city or town the property of an electrical utility so operated 
therein as authorized under the provisions of this Act, immediate 
notice by registered mail of the action of such municipal council or 
governing body shall be given by it to the Commission, to such elec- 
trical utility and to all of its mortgagees or other lienees appearing 
of record in the County in which such city or town is situated. When 
the Commission has thus been notified that such city or town has 
thus expressed its desire and purpose to purchase the property of 
the electrical utility operated under the indeterminate permit in such 
city or town, and that the parties to such purchase and sale have been 
unable to agree upon the amount to be paid and received therefor, 
after not less than thirty days’ notice to such city or town and to 
such electrical utility as well as to all of its mortgagees and lienees 
appearing of record in the County in which such city or town is sit- 
tiated, the Commission shall hold a public hearing upon the matter 
of just compensation, including severance damages if any, to be paid 
for the taking of such property by such city or town, Within a rea- 
sonable time after such public hearing the Commission shall by order 
fix und determine and certify to the Clerk of such city or town, to 
the electrical utility, and to any bond holder, mortgagee, lienee or 
other interested party who has entered an appearance in the pro- 
ceeding, the just compensation including such damages, The order of 
the Commission may be reviewed as hereinafter provided in this Act 
for the review of other orders of the Commission, After the amount 
of compensation and damages has been finally fixed the same shall 
be paid by the city or town and the property shall be transferred by 
the electrical utility within not more than ninety days, and upon such 
transfer the indeterminate permit of such electrical utility, to the 
extent that it applies to such city or town, shall be deemed cancelled : 
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Provided, however, That such purchase by the city or town shall not 
be consummated, unless approved by a majority vote of the electors 
in such city or town who are qualified to vote on its bonded indebted- 
ness at an election held after the amount of the compensation and 
damages has been finally fixed. If such purchase is not approved by 
the electors, or if so approved and the city or town shall not comply 
or legally tender compliance with its proposed purchase within ninety 
days after the amount of compensation and damages has been finally 
fixed, the electrical utility shall be released from its obligation to 
convey under the proceedings had. 


(f) If, for any reason, any indeterminate permit held by a public 
utility is held to be invalid, the public utility shall, by operation of 
law and without further Act, have reinstated in it the franchise or 
franchises surrendered by it in exchange for such indeterminate 
permit. 


§ 4. Powers and Duties Conferred Upon the Commis- 
sion.—(a) Whenever the Commission after a hearing, upon its own 
motion or upon complaint, finds that the existing rates in effect and 
collected by any electrical utility for any service, product or com- 
modity, are unjust, unreasonable, insufficient or unreasonably dis- 
criminatory, or in any way in violation of any provision of law, the 
Commission shall determine the just, reasonable, and sufficient rates 
to be thereafter observed and in force, and shall fix the same by its 
order. 


(b) Whenever the Commission, after a hearing had upon its own 
motion or upon complaint, finds that the service of any electrical 
utility is unreasonable, unsafe, inadequate, insufficient or unreason- 
ably discriminatory, the Commission shall determine the reasonable, 
safe, adequate, and sufficient service to be observed, furnished, en- 
forced or employed and shall fix the same by its order, rule or regu- 
lation. 


(c) The Commission may, upon its own motion or upon com- 
plaint, ascertain and fix just and reasonable standards, classifications, 
regulations, practices or service to be furnished, imposed, observed 
and followed by any or all electrical utilities; ascertain and fix ade- 
quate and reasonable standards for the measurement of quality, 
quantity, initial voltage or other condition pertaining to the supply 
of the product, commodity, or service furnished or rendered by any 
and all electrical utilities, prescribe reasonable regulations for the 
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examination and testing of such product, commodity or service and 
for the measurement thereof; establish or approve reasonable rules, 
regulations, specifications and standards to secure the accuracy of all 
meters and appliances for measurement; and provide for the exami- 
nation and testing of any and all appliances used for the measure- 
ment of the product, commodity or service of any electrical utility. 


(d) The Commission may after hearing ascertain and fix the 
value of the whole or any part of the property of any electrical utility 
insofar as the same is material to the exercise of the jurisdiction 
of the Commission, and may make revaluations from time to time 
and ascertain the value of all new construction, extensions and addi- 
tions to the property of every electrical utility. 


(e) The Commission may, on its own motion and whenever it 
may be necessary in the performance of its duties, investigate and 
-examine the condition and management of electrical utilities or any 
particular electrical utility. In conducting such investigations the 
Commission may proceed either with or without a hearing as it may 
deem best. 


(£) When complaint has been made to the Commission concern- 
ing any rate or charge for any electric current furnished or service 
performed by any electrical utility, and the Commission has found 
after hearing and investigation that the electrical utility has charged 
an unreasonable, excessive or discriminatory amount for such elec- 
tric current or service, the Commission may order that the electrical 
utility make due reparation to the complainant therefor, with interest’ 
from the date of collection: Provided, No unreasonable discrimina- 
tion will result from such reparation, and provided further, that no 
order for the payment of reparation upon the ground of unreason- 
ableness shall be made by the Commission in any instance wherein 
the rate, or charge in question has been authorized by law; and, 
provided further, that no assignment of a reparation claim shall be 
recognized by the Commission except assignments by operation of 
law as in cases of death, insanity, bankruptcy, receivership or order 
of Court. If the electrical utility does not comply with the order for 
the payment of reparation within the time specified in such order, 
sit may be instituted in any, court of competent jurisdiction to re- 
cover the same, and upon trial of such suit a duly certified copy of 
the order of the Commission shall be prima facie evidence of the 
facts therein set forth. All complaints concerning unreasonable, ex- 
cessive or discriminatory charges on which reparation orders may. 
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be made shall be filed with the Commission within two years from 
the time the cause of action accrues, and the suit for enforcement 
of the order shall be commenced in the court within one year from 
the date of the order of the Commission, The remedy in this sub- 
division provided shall be cumulative and in addition to any other 
remedy or remedies in this Act provided in case of failure of an 
electrical utility to obey an order or decision of the Commission. 


(g) The Commission, each commissioner, and each person em- 
ployed by the Commission shall have the right at any and all times 
to inspect the property, plant and facilities of any electrical utility, 
and to inspect or audit at reasonable times the accounts, books, papers 
and documents of any electrical utility, and for the purposes herein 
mentioned the Commission, each commissioner, and each person em- 
ployed by the Commission may during all reasonable hours enter 
upon any premises occupied by or under the control of any electrical 
utility. The Commission, each commissioner, and any employee of the 
Commission authorized to administer oaths shall have power to ex- 
amine under oath any officer, agent or employee of such electrical 
utility in relation to the business and affairs of such electrical utility, 
but written record of the testimony or statement so given under oath 
shall be made and filed with the Commission, Any person other than 
a commissioner demanding the right to perform any act authorized 
by this subdivision shall produce written authority from the Com- 
' mission authenticated by its seal. 


(h) In the performance of its duties under this Act the Commis- 
sion, any commissioner, or any agent or employee of the Commission 
with written authority from the Commission authenticated by its seal, 
is hereby authorized to inspect or make copies of all income, prop- 
erty, or other tax returns, reports or other information filed by 
electrical utilities with or otherwise obtained by any other depart- ° 
ment, Commission, Board or Agency of the State Government, and 
all such other departments, Commissions, Boards or Agencies of the 
State Government are required to permit the same to be done. 


(i) The Commission shall have full power and authority to make 
joint investigations, hold joint hearings, and issue joint or concur- 
rent orders in conjunction or concurrence with any official Board or 
Commission of any State or of the United States, whether in the 
holding of such investigations or hearings, or in the making of such 
orders, the Commission shall function under agreements or compacts 
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between States, or under the concurrent power of States to regulate 
interstate commerce, or as an agency of the Federal Government or 
otherwise. 


(j) Whenever it shall appear that any electrical utility is failing 
or omitting, or about to fail or omit, to do anything required of it by 
law or by order of the Commission, or is doing anything, or about 
to do anything, or permitting anything, or about to permit anything, 
to be done contrary to or in violation of law or of any order of the 
Commission an action or proceeding shall be prosecuted in any Court 
of competent jurisdiction in the name of the Commission or the 
State for the purpose of having such violation or threatened viola- 
tion discontinued or prevented, either by mandamus, injunction, or 
other appropriate relief, and in such action or proceeding it shall be 
permissible to join such other persons, corporations or municipali- 
ties as parties thereto as may be reasonably necessary to make the 
order of the Court in all respects effective. 


(k) Any investigation, inquiry, or hearing which the Commission 
has power to undertake or hold may be undertaken or held by or 
before any one or more of the Commissioners, upon condition, how- 
ever, that such commissioner or commissioners shall have been au- 
thorized by the Commission to undertake or hold such investigation, 
inquiry, or hearing, and each investigation, inquiry or hearing, before 
or by any such commissioner or commissioners shall be deemed to be 
the investigation, inquiry, and hearing of the Commission. Any de- 
termination, ruling, or order of a commissioner or commissioners, 
upon any such investigation, inquiry, or hearing undertaken or held 
by him or them, shall not become effective until due notice has been 
given to the Commission and the same has been approved and con- 
firmed by at least a quorum of the Commission and ordered to be 
filed in its office. Upon such confirmation and order, such determina- 
tion, ruling, or order shall be the determination, ruling or order of 
the Commission. In any investigation, inquiry, or hearing now pend- 
ing, or which may hereafter be instituted, the Commission is hereby 
authorized to employ a special agent or examiner, who shall have 
power to administer oaths, examine witnesses, and receive evidence 
in any locality which the Commission, having regard to the public 
convenience and the proper discharge of its functions and duties, 
may designate. The testimony and evidence so taken or received 
shall have the same force and effect as if taken or received by the 
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Commission, or any one or more of the commissioners as above pro- 
vided. 


(1) The Commission may make such rules and regulations not in- 
consistent with law as may be proper in the exercise of its powers 
or for the performance of its duties under this Act, all of which shall 
have the force of law. 


(m) In addition to the foregoing expressly*enumerated powers 
the Commission shall have full power and authority, and it shall be 
its duty to enforce, execute, administer, and carry out by its order, 
ruling, regulation, or otherwise, all the provisions of this Act relating 
to the powers, duties, limitations, and restrictions imposed upon 
electrical utilities by this Act or any other provisions of the law of 
this State regulating electrical utilities, 


(n) The Commission shall have power to employ such technical 
administrative and cerlical staff as it may deem necessary to carry 
out the provisions of this Act and to perform the duties and exercise 
the powers conferred upon it by law in relation to electrical utilities. 
The Attorney General is hereby empowered and authorized to em- 
ploy additional legal counsel upon the recommendation of the Com- 
mission, for a period of one year, at a salary of not exceeding Four 
Thousand ($4,000.00) Dollars; and this shall be for the period of 
one year only, And the Attorney General shall be the legal head of 
suits or actions arising under this Act; the said aly to be paid out 
of funds of the Commission. 


(o) The enumeration of the powers of the Commission as ‘heres 
set forth shall not be construed to exclude the exercise of any power 
which the Commission would otherwise have under the provisions 
of law. 


(p) Nothing contained in this Act shall be construed to divest the 
Commission of any power now possessed by it to regulate electrical 
utilities, and the duties and powers hereby devolved upon the Com- 
mission are in addition to those now imposed by law. 


(q) All expenses and charges incurred by the commission in the 
administration of this Act and in the performance of its duties there- 
under, shall be defrayed by assessments made by the Comptroller 
General against the electrical utilities regulated thereunder and based 
upon the gross revenues collected by the said electrical utilities from 
their business done wholly within the State of South Carolina; in 
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the manner as it set out in Sections 6076, 6118, and 6359, of the 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, for other corporations: Pro- 
vided, That the Commission shall not expend a greater sum than 
$35,000.00 yearly, if so much be necessary, to meet the obligations 
arising out of the administration of this Act. 


(r) As a separate section or division of the annual report which 
it is now required by law to make, the Commission annually shall 
file a report containing a full and complete account of its transactions 
and proceedings under this Act for the preceding calendar year, to- 
gether with such other pertinent facts, suggestions and recommenda- 
tions as it may deem of value to the people of the State. 


§ 5. Procedure.—(a) The Commission may, in addition to | 
the hearings specifically provided for by this Act, conduct such other 
hearings as may be required in the administration of the powers 
and duties conferred upon it by this Act and by other Acts relating 
to electrical utilities, Notice of all such hearings shall be given those . 
interested therein. 


(b) All hearings, investigations and proceedings shall be gov- 
erned by law arid by rules of practice and procedure adopted, or to 
be adopted by the Commission. 


(c) The Commission and each Commissioner may issue subpoenas, 
subpoenas duces tecum, and all other necessary processes in proceed- 
ing pending before it, and such processes shall extend to all parts 
of the State and may be served by any person authorized by law to 
Serve processes, 


(d) The Commission and each of the Commissioners, for the 
‘purposes mentioned in this Act, may administer oaths, examine wit- 
nesses and certify official acts. In case of failure on the part of any 
person or persons to comply with any lawful order of the Commis- 
sion, or of any commissioner, or with any subpoena or subpoena 
duces tecwm, or in the case of the refusal of any witness to testify 
concerning any matter on which he may be interrogated lawfully, 
any court of record of general jurisdiction, or a judge thereof, may 
on application of the Commission or of a Commissioner compel obe- 
dience by proceedings for contempt as in the case of disobedience 
of the requirements of a-subpoena issued from such court of a re- 
fusal to testify therein. © 
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(e) The Commission or any Commissioner or any party to the 
proceedings may, in any investigation or hearing before the Com- 
mission, cause the deposition of witnesses residing within or without 
the State to be taken in the manner prescribed by law for taking 
depositions in civil actions in the courts of this State. . 


(£) No person shall be excused from testifying or from producing 
any book, document, paper or account in any investigation, or in- 
quiry by, or hearing before the Commission or any Commissioner, 
when orslered to do so, upon the ground that the testimony or evi- 
dence, book, document, paper, or account, required of him may tend 
to incriminate him or subject him to penalty of forfeiture; but no 
person shall be prosecuted, punished or subjected to any forfeiture 
or penalty for or on account of any act, transaction, matter or thing 
concerning which he shall have been compelled under oath to testify 
or produce documentary evidence: Provided, That no person so tes- 
tifying shall be.exempt from prosecution or punishment for any 
perjury committed by him in his testimony. 


(g) Copies of official documents and orders filed or deposited ac- 
cording to law in the office of the Commission, certified by a Com- 
missioner or by the Secretary of the Commission under its official 
seal to be true copies of the original, shall be evidence in like manner 
as the originals in all matters before the Commission and in the 
courts of this State. The Commission by rule may prescribe reason- 
able charges to be paid for furnishing authenticated copies of such 
documents and orders. 


(h) Witnesses who are summoned before the Commission shall 
be paid by the party or parties at whose instance they are summoned 
the same fees and mileage as are paid to witnesses in the Courts of 
Common Pleas of this State, and witnesses whose depositions are 
taken pursuant to the provisions of this Act, and the officer taking 
the same shall be entitled to be paid by the party or parties at whose 
instance the deposition is taken the same fees as are paid for like 
services in the Courts of Common Pleas of this State. 


(i) The Commission may requite, by order served in any elec- 
trical utility in the manner provided in subdivision (Ix) of this Sec- 
tion, the production within this State at such time and’ place as it 
may. designate, of any books, accounts, papers or records of the 
electrical utility relating to its business or affairs within the State, 
pertinent to any lawful inquiry and kept by said electrical utility in 
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any office or place within or without this State or at its option, veri- 
fied copies in lieu thereof, so that an examination thereof may be 
made by the Commission or under its direction. 


(j) The Commission on its own motion, or any person, corpora- 
tion or municipality, having an interest in the subject matter, includ- 
ing any electrical utility concerned, may complain in writing setting 
forth any act or thing done or omitted to be done by any electrical 
utility in violation, or claimed violation, of any law which the Com- 
mission has jurisdiction to administer, or of any order or rule of 
the Commission. 


(k) Upon the filing of a complaint, the Commission shall cause 
a copy thereof to be served upon the person, corporation or electrical 
utility complained of. Service of all complaints or notices in all 
hearings, investigations and proceedings pending before the Com- 
mission, except service of the processes provided for by subdivision 
(c) of this Section, may be made personally or by mail as the Com- 
mission may direct. 


(1) The Commission shall fix the time and place of all hearings, 
if any is-required, and shall serve notice thereof, not less than twenty 
days before the time set for such hearing, unless the Commission 
shall find that public necessity requires that such hearing be held at 
an earlier date, in which event the notice shall be reasonable in view 
of all the circumstances, The Commission may dismiss any complaint 
without a hearing if in its opinion a hearing is not necessary in the © 
public interest or for the protection of substantial rights. 


(m) At the time fixed for any hearing before the Commission or 
a Commissioner, or the time to which the same may have been con- 
tinued, the complaint and the person, corporation or electrical utility 
complained of shall be entitled in person or by attorney to be heard 
and to introduce evidence. 


(n) After the conclusion of a hearing, the Commission shall make 
and file its findings and order with its opinion, if any. Its findings 
shall be in sufficient detail to enable the court on review to determine 
the controverted questions presented by the proceeding and whether 
proper weight was given to the evidence. A copy of such order, cer- 
tified under the seal of the Commission, shall be served either per- 
sonally or by registered mail upon the person, corporation or elec- 
trical utility against whom it runs, or his or its attorney, and notice 
thereof shall be given either personally or by registered mail to the 
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other parties to the proceedings or their attorneys. The order shall 
take effect and become operative twenty days after the service there- 
of, unless otherwise provided, and shall continue in force either for 
a period which may be designated therein or until changed or revoked 
by the Commission. If an order cannot, in the judgment of the Com- 
mission, be complied with within twenty days, the Commission may 
grant and prescribe such additional time as in its judgment is rea- 
sonably necessary to comply with the order, and may, on application 
and for good cause shown, extend the time for compliance fixed in 
its order. 


(o) The Commission may at any time, except in those cases pro- 
vided for in subdivision q, after notice and aiter opportunity to be 
heard as provided in the case of complaints, rescind, or amend, any 
order or decision made by it. Any order rescinding or amending a 
prior order or decision, after notice thereof, either personal or by 
registered mail, is given to the electrical utility affected and to the 
other parties to the proceedings, shall have the same effect as is 
herein provided for original orders or decisions, but no such order’ 
shall affect the legality or validity of any acts done pursuant to the 
original order before service of notice of such change. 


(p) A full and complete record shall be kept of all proceedings 
had before the Commission or any Commissioner on any formal hear- 
ing, and all testimony shall be taken down by a reporter appointed 
- by the Commission. 


(q) After an order or decision has been made by the Commis- 
sion, any party to the proceedings may within ten days after service 
of notice of the entry of the order or decision apply for a rehearing 
in respect to any matter determined in such proceedings and speci- 
fied in the application for rehearing, and the Commission shall have 
power, in case it appears to it to be proper, to grant and hold such 
rehearing. The Commission shall either grant or refuse an applica- 
tion for rehearing within twenty days, and a failure by the Commis-— 
sion to act upon such application within that period shall be deemed 
a refusal thereof. If the application be granted, the Commission’s 
order shall be deemed vacated, and the Commission shall enter a new 
order after the rehearing has been concluded. 


(r) The Commission is authorized to prescribe rules governing 
pleadings, practice, and procedure before it not inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act or any other provisions of law. 
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§ 6. Review of Orders of the Commmission.—(a) Any 
party in interest being dissatisfied with an order of the Commission 
may commence an action in any Court of competent jurisdiction 
against the Commission and other interested parties as defendants to 
vacate or set aside, either in whole or in part, any such order on the 
ground that the order is unlawful or unreasonable, but no cause of 
action shall accrue to vacate or set aside, either in whole or in part, 
any order of the Commission, except an order on a rehearing, unless 
a petition to the Commission for a rehearing has been filed and re- 
fused, or deemed refused because of the Commission’s failure to act 
thereon within twenty days. Any action brought hereunder must be 
commenced within thirty days from the date of service of notice of 
the order of the Commission on a rehearing, or Of its refusal of a 
petition for rehearing, either by order or failure to act thereon 
within twenty days. 


(b) The pendency of proceedings to review shall not of itself 
stay or suspend the operation of the order of the Commission, but 
during the pendency of such proceedings the Court, upon reasonable 
notice and after hearing in its discretion may stay or suspend, either 
in whole or in part, the operation of the commission’s order on such 
terms as it deems just, and in accordance with the practice of the 
Court. Any party shall have the right to secure from the Court in 
which a review of the order of the Commission is in good faith 
sought, an order suspending or staying the operation of the order of 
the commission, pending a review of such order, by adequately se- 
curing all persons, corporations and municipalities, who will be af- 
fected by such suspension or stay against loss due to the delay in the 
enforcement of the order, in case the order under review is affirmed, 
the security to be approved and to be in such form and amount as 
shall be directed: by the Court granting the stay or suspension. 


(c) All actions and proceedings for review under this Act, and 
all actions or proceedings to which the Commission or the State of 
South Carolina, or any of its governmental agencies, may be parties, 
and in which any question arises under this Act, or under or con- | 
cerning any order or decision of the Commission thereunder, shall 
be given priority of hearing in all Courts over all other civil causes 
except election cases irrespective of position on the calendar, 


(d) In all actions and proceedings arising under this Act or 
growing out of the exercises of the powers herein granted to the 


' 
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Commission, the burden of proof shall be on the party attacking any 
_ order of the Commission to show that the same is unlawful or un- 
reasonable. 


§ 7. Penalties for Violations.—(a) -Any. person or corpor- 
ation violating any provision of this Act, or failing, omitting, or 
neglecting to obey, observe or comply with any lawful order of the 
Commission, or any part or provision thereof, shall be subject to a 
penalty of not less than One Hundred Dollars nor more than Five 
Thousand Dollars for each offense and reasonable expenses includ- 
ing Attorney’s fees. 


(b) In construing and enforcing the provisions of this Act relating 
to penalties, the act, omission or failure of any officer, agent or em- 
ployee, of any corporation or person acting within the scope of his 
official duties or employment, shall in every case be deemed to be 
also the act, omission or failure of such corporation or person. 


(c) Every violation of the provisions of this Act or of any law- 
ful order of the Commission, or any part thereof, by any corporation 
or person is a separate and distinct offense, and in case of a continu- 
ing violation each day’s continuance thereof shall be deemed to be a 
separate and distinct offense. 


(d) All penalties accruing under this Act shall be cumulative, and 
a suit for the recovery of one penalty shall not be a bar to or affect 
the recovery of any other penalty or forfeiture or be a bar to any 
criminal prosecution against any electrical utility or any officer, di- 
rector, agent or employee thereof, or any other corporation or person. 


(e) Actions to recover penalties under this. Act shall be brought 
in the name of the State of South Carolina in any Court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction. 


(£) The penalties herein prescribed shall not be deemed to apply 
to municipalities, but the act, omission or failure of an officer, agent 
or employee of a municipality constituting a violation of this Act 
or of any lawful order of the Commission, or any part thereof, 
although acting for the municipality, shall subject him personally to 
the penalties herein prescribed. 


§ 8. General Provisions.—(a) All charges for electricity 
for light, heat or power heretofore established by any franchise 
granted to or contract made with any person or corporation by any 
municipality, pursuant to and under the authority of the laws of this 
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State, are to be deemed excepted from the regulatory powers of the 
Commission and to be unaffected by the provisions of this Act, it 
being the purpose of this Act to regulate such charges only to the 
extent that it may be done consistently with the Constitution of this 
State and of the United States. 


(b) Nothing contained in this Act shall be so construed as to 
modify, abridge, or impair any of the rights or powers granted to 
cities and towns under the provisions of Article VIII, Sections 4 
and 5, or any other provisions of the Constitution of this State and 
every right, power or privilege conferred upon any city or town by 
the Constitution of this State, otherwise appearing to be modified, 
abridged or impaired by any provision of this Act, is to be deemed 
excepted from the operation thereof, it being the intention of this 
Act to control and regulate the acts of cities and towns only to the 
extent that it may be done consistently with the Constitution of this 
State. ; 


(c) Nothing contained in this Act shall be so construed as to limit 
or restrict the right of cities and towns to adopt and enforce reason- 
able police regulations and ordinances affecting electrical utilities, not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, in the interest of public 
safety, morals, convenience, health and good order. 


_ | (d) Neither this Act nor any provision thereof shall apply or be. 

construed to apply to commence with foreign nations or commence 
among the several States of the United States, except insofar as the 
same may be permitted under the provisions of the Constitution of 
the United States and the Acts of Congress. 


(e) If any part of this Act is decided to be unconstitutional and 
void such décision shall not affect the validity of the remaining parts 
of this Act, unless the part held void is indispensable to the opera- 
tion of the remaining parts, The General Assembly hereby declares 
that it would have passed those parts of this Act which are valid and 
omitted any parts which may be unconstitutional, if it had been ad- 
vised of such unconstitutionality at the time of the passage of this 
Act. 


(4) Neither anything contained in this Act, nor any duty thereby 
imposed, nor any right, power or privilege thereby granted, nor the 
exercise, receipt or acceptance of any right, privilege or permit under 
the authority of this Act, nor any act done under the authority of 
this act, shall be so construed, or given such effect, as to abrogate, 
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modify or in any way affect the duties and obligations of electrical 
or other public utilities, or any of them, as declared by the Supreme 
Court of South Carolina in the case of State ex rel. Daniel, Attor- 
ney General, vs Broad River Power Company et al., 157 S. C., 1, 
nor shall any electrical or other public utility now or hereafter be 
released to any extent whatever from any obligation or duty now 
‘imposed by the law of the State of South Carolina as therein de- 
clared. 


§ 9. Extent of Repeal.— All Acts or parts of Acts inconsis- 
tent with this Act are hereby repealed, but all statutes of this State, 
as well as all parts thereof, insofar as they may relate to public 
utilities, other than electrical utilities and the regulation thereof, are 

not repealed, modified or impaired in any way by this Act. 


§ 10. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Reduce the Amount Payable as Teachers Sala- 
ries Under the 6-0-1 Law by Twelve and One-half Per 
Cent; to Provide for the Payment of Deficits in School 
Appropriations for the School Years 1930-31 and 1931- 
32 and Amounts Due in Building Aid; and to Provide 
for the Issuance of Notes of the State to Pay Said = 
Deficits. 


Whereas, the State will be unable to balance its budget for the 
year 1932, if the full amount due to the schools under the 6-0-1 law 
is paid; and 

Whereas, it is the sense of the General Assembly that the schedule 
of salaries payable under the 6-0-1 law should be reduced by 12% 
per cent, effective on July Ist, 1932; and 


Whereas, such reduction will enable the General Assembly of 1932 
to appropriate a smaller sum of money than is now necessary under 
the 6-0-1 law ; and 


Whereas, there now exists a deficit in the funds available for the 
payment of teachers’ salaries for the school year of 1930-31, which 
obligation is sacred and binding upon the State; and 
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Whereas, there also exists a deficit by the failure of the State to 
pay its portion under the school building act, which deficit consti- 
tutes another sacred and binding obligation, therefore 


Section 1. Teachers’ Salaries Under 6-0-1 Law Reduced 
1214 Per Cent.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That effective July Ist, 1932, all teachers 
salaries under the schedule provided in the 6-0-1 school law be, and 
the same are hereby reduced 1234 per cent. 


§ 2. Use of Amount Saved by Reduction.—That the 
amount saved by the reduction of the teachers’ salaries as provided 
in Section 1 shall be applied to the payment of any deficits which 
‘may exist in the school system of South Carolina as narrated in the 
preamble hereto.

§ 4. Distribution of Notes—Use by Counties.—That the 
notes provided for in Section 3 shall be delivered: to the County 
Treasurer of the various counties of the State in the amount neces- 
sary to pay the amounts due from the State to each county in the 
State and the school districts thereof. The said county Treasurers 
are hereby authorized and empowered to deliver said notes in pay- 
ment of obligations to teachers, school districts and counties, and in 
the event that any of the various Counties and School Districts 
should have paid in full the obligations referred to above, said Coun- 
ties and School Districts shall retain of said notes and hold or sell 
the same for reimbursement of the amount so paid, to which end 
the Counties and School Districts are hereby authorized to negotiate 
the sale’of said notes if they so desire.

Section 1. _§ 2867 (4), 1932 Code, Amended—Tax Col- 
lector for Calhoun County to Pay 15 Per Cent of His Fees 
to County Treasurer Monthly.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That subdivision (4), 
Section 2867, Volume 2, Civil Code, Code of Laws of South Caro-

AN ACT to Provide a Method of Disposing of Unclaimed 
Funds Now in the Hands of the County Sheriff of 
Charleston County, or Hereafter Acquired by Him, 
From the Sale of Property for Taxes, and to Fix Re- 
sponsibility for the Loss of the Said Funds. 


Section 1. Disposition of Funds in Hands of Charleston 
County Sheriff from Sale of Property for Taxes.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
whenever any property in Charleston County has been, or shall here- 
after be, sold by the County Sheriff of said county for taxes and is 
thereafter redeemed, and the purchaser at the tax sale, his, her, or 
its heirs, administrators, executors, successors, or assigns, has not or 
does not within one year from the last day upon which the said 
property could be redeemed, claim and receive frém the said Sheriff 
a refund of the purchase price plus interest as provided by law, the 
said purchase price plus interest shall be disposed of as provided in 
Section 2 of this Act. 


§ 2. Method of Disposition—Funds May be Recovered 
by Lawful Owners.—The Sheriff of Charleston County shall de- 
liver the said fund to the County Treasurer of Charleston County, 
who shall place the said fund to the credit of the ordinary fund of 
Charleston County: Provided, That in the event thereafter any pur- 
chaser or purchasers, or any person, firm or corporation claiming

Section 1. Judicial Sales of Real Estate Regulated—Bids 

May be Offered for Thirty Days After Date of Sale—Suc- 
cessful Purchaser Defined.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: From and after the approval 
of this Act, in all judicial sales of real estate the bidding shall not 
be closed upon the date of sale but shall remain open for a period 
of thirty days from the date of such sale, within which period of 
time any other person, besides the highest bidder at the sale or any 
representative thereof, may enter a higher bid upon complying with 
the terms of sale by making any necessary deposit as a guarantee of 
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his good faith, and thereafter within such period any other person

AN ACT to Provide for the Election of Cotton Weighers for _ 
DeKalb Township and at Bethuns, in Kershaw County. 


Section 1. Cotton Weigher for DeKalb Township, Ker- 
shaw County—Election—Fees—Duties.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The Town Coun- 
cil of the Town of Camden, in the County of Kershaw, is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to order an election to be held in the said 
town of Camden, in the said County and State, on the fourth Tues- 
day in September, 1932, and every two years thereafter, at which 
there shall be elected by the qualified electors residing within DeKalb 
Township of Kershaw County, a public cotton weigher, who shall 
have his office in the said town of Camden and who shall be sworn 
to discharge the duties of the position by some officer authorized to 
administer an oath. The town council of the said town of Camden 
shall appoint three men as managers of said election and shall give 
at-least fifteen days’ notice of the time and place of the holding of 
such election. The said weigher shall be required to enter into bond 
in some reliable security company to the town council of the town of 
Camden in the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars, for the 
faithful performance of his duties, which bond shall be approved by 
and filed with the said town council; which said weigher shall re- 
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ceive as compensation for his services ten (10¢) cents per bale for 
each bale weighed by him, which shall be paid as follows, to wit: five 
(5¢) cents by the buyer of the cotton and five (5¢) cents by the 
seller thereof. It shall be the duty of the said cotton weigher to pro- 
vide scales and all ample facilities for handling the cotton sold and 
to be weighed ; to weigh same fairly and promptly and issue a ticket 
therefor, which shall have the names of the buyer and seller and 
weight of each bale. It shall be the further duty of the weigher to ad- 
just any difference between buyers and sellers as to moisture, damp- 
ness, mixture of different kinds and grades of cotton, false packing 
and otherwise. The weigher may appoint a deputy who shall serve 
in case of the disability, sickness, or other incapacity of the weigher, 
which qaid deputy shall take the usual oath of office before an officer 
authorized to administer same before entering upon the discharge of 
his duties. In the event either the buyer or seller suffers loss or is 
injured on account of the negligence, carelessness or incapacity of the 
weigher or from inattention to his duties, such weigher and his 
bondsman shall be held liable to the extent of such loss or injury. 
The production of a tax receipt shall not be a requisite to vote in 
said election for cotton. weigher. It shall be the duty of said clerk 
to advertise by publishing a notice of said election in some news- 
paper in general circulation in the county of Kershaw or by posting 
notices in three conspicuous places in said county for at least fifteen 
days before such election. The person receiving the highest number 
of votes cast in such election shall be the cotton weigher for said 
town, and his term of office shall be for two years, and until the 
election and qualification of his successor: Provided, That in the 
event of a vacancy by death, resignation, or otherwise, the Governor 
shall appoint a successor to said office, for the unexpired term, upon 
the recommendation of a majority of the’ Kershaw County Legisla- 
tive Delegation. 


§ 2. Cotton Weigher for Bethune, Kershaw County— 
Election—Fees—Duties.—On the same date as provided for the

That Section 2785, Code of Laws, South Carolina, 1932, be, and the 
same is hereby, amended by striking out the entire section and in- 
serting in lieu thereof the following, which shall be known as Section 
2785: 


“Section 2785.—Each member of the said Board of Assessment 
shall receive as compensation for his services as a member of the 
said Board of Assessment arid Board of Equalization and Board of 
County Commissioners, the sum of Ten ($10.00) Dollars per day 
for not exceeding eighty (80) days per year while engaged in the 
performance of his duties as a member of all or any of the said 
Boards. He shall also be entitled to a travel allowance of Three 
' ($3.00) Dollars per day for each day that he is required in the per- 
formance of his said duties to leave the section of the county repre- 
sented by him and from which he has been elected. No compensation 
shall be paid-to any member of said Board except for duties per- 
formed when there are at least five (5) members of said Board pres- 
ent when working in the County outside of the city limits and four 
(4) members of the said Board present when working in the city, 
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no less than two separate sections of the county as provided in Sec- 
tion 2774 of this code being represented in the said group or groups 
so working.

AN ACT to Create the Office of Tax Collector in Orange- 
burg County, to Provide for the Appointment and Com- 
pensation of Such Officer and to Define His Duties. 


Section 1, Tax Collector for Orangeburg County—Ap- 
pointment—Term—Removal.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The office of T’ax Collec- 
tor is hereby created and established in Orangeburg County to take 
effect when recommendation is made for his appointment as herein 
provided. Such Tax Collector shall be appointed by the Governor, 
upon the recommendation of the Senator and a majority of the Mem- 
bers of the House from said County. He shall hold office for a term 
of four (4) years from the date of his qualification, or until his suc- 
cessor shall be appointed and qualified; provided, that he shall be 
subject to removal at any time upon request of the Senator and a 
majority of the members of the House of said County; provided, 
further, that he shall be appointed in the month of September, 1932, 
to begin the performance of his duties at such time as may be de- 
termined by the Delegation at the time of his appointment. 


§ 2. Salary — Expenses — Bond — Peace Officers and 
County Attorney to Assist.—The salary of the Tax Collector 
shall be as fixed each year in the County Supply Bill, payable 
monthly ; and in addition he shall be allowed his traveling expenses 
in the aggregate not to exceed the sum of six hundred ($600.00) 
dollars per-annum, which shall be paid by order of the Orangeburg 
County Highway Commission upon an itemized and verified claim

and not in any one month exceeding ten (10%) per cent. of the 
total allowance for the year. Before taking office the Tax Collector 
of the said County shall give bond in the sum of five thousand ($5,- 
000.00) dollars conditioned for the faithful performance of his duties 
and in the usual form, and. the premium on said bond shall be paid 
by the County Highway Commission, The Tax Collector may call 
on the sheriff, any Rural Policeman of the County and any constable 
in the County to render him such aid and assistance as may be 
necessary, which shall be rendered without costs and consideration, 
in the ejectment of any occupant or tenant in possession of any 
property at any time when ejectment shall be lawful and proper in 
the discharge of his duty as such officer. He shall also have the 
right to call upon the County Attorney at any time to make exam:i- 
nation of the public records and to furnish him advice, to the end 
that upon the sale of any property for delinquent taxes the re- 
quirements of law may be fully complied with, so that any purchaser 
or purchasers thereof shall receive a good and valid title to such 


property. 


§ 3. Tax Executions—Cost to be Added.—Beginning with 
the year 1933 the County Treasurer: for Orangeburg County shall 
issue all tax executions for delinquent taxes to the Tax Collector 
for said County, which shall be in the usual form or substantially in 
the form now provided by law, and the County Treasurer shall add 
to the amount of the delinquent tax due on any execution two 
($2.00) dollars in lieu of the costs heretofore provided by law for 
the County ‘Treasurer and the Sheriff, in addition to the penalties 
now or hereafter provided by law, which when collected by the Tax 
Collector shall be paid over to the County Treasurer for ordinary 
county purposes; and the said Tax Collector is prohibited from 
charging, receiving or demanding any costs, commissions, or other 
expenses for himself from any taxpayer. 


§ 4. Duties.—It shall be the duty of the Tax Collector to 
make diligent effort to collect all delinquent taxes for which execu- 
tions shall have been issued. He shall add and collect interest at the 
rate of one (1%) per cent. per month, or fraction thereof, upon 
the amount of any execution from the date such execution is issued 
until final payment is made, such interest to be calculated only upon 
the balance remaining unpaid where he has accepted installment 
payments. He shall assist the County Auditor in listing on the Tax 
Books any personal or real property which he may find to be not 
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so listed, or which is escaping taxation, and shall furnish the County 
Auditor with the name of any taxpayer whom he may find to be 
subject to taxation that is not listed on the Tax Books for poll 
or commutation tax or otherwise, and shall assist in placing all 
dogs in the County on the Tax Books. The Tax Collector is au- 
thorized and directed to receive from time to time partial payments 
upon all tax executions in his hands, giving his receipt and keeping 
a-duplicate for such partial payments but not issuing receipt in full 
satisfaction of such executions until all payments have been made 
in full. 


§ 5. Tax Execution Book—Monthly Report to County 
Treasurer—“‘Nulla Bona” Executions.—Said Tax Collector 
shall keep a complete record of all tax executions turned over to 
him by the County Treasurer and shall list them in a Tax Execution 
Book which shall show the amount of said tax, the name of the 
taxpayer, a statement of the property against which the execution 
is issued, the execution number, School District number and ‘Town- 
ship, and the date and amount of any payments thereon. He shall 
on the first of each month make a sworn and itemized report of all. 
collections to the County Treasurer, and shall file a copy thereof 
with the County Auditor and shall pay over to the County T'reas- 
urer on the first of each month the amount of all collections by him. 
All executions found after investigation to be uncollectible shall be 
reported to the County Treasurer and County Auditor, who are 
authorized to enter such as “nulla bona’; Provided, The Tax Col- 
lector shall state in writing his reasons for being unable to make 
collection, and the County Treasurer and the County Auditor shall 
approve the same before “nulla bona” shall be entered. 


§ 6. Certain Powers and Duties of Sheriff Devolved on 
Tax Collector.—It is understood and declared by this Act that all 
powers, duties and authority now vested in the Sheriff for the said 
County as to the collection of delinquent tax, seizure and sale of 
the property, the making of deeds and delivery of possession to any 
property sold, are hereby conferred upon the Tax Collector upon 
his appointment; and he shall have full power and authority to 
carry into effect all the laws pertaining to tax executions or collection 
of delinquent taxes, the same as is provided for the Sheriff; and 
the Sheriff of said County will then be relieved from the collection 
of any and all delinquent taxes. i 
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§ 7. Sale of Property—Time--To Manage Property 
Bought in by the County and State—-Commission Al- 
lowed.—It shall be the duty of the Tax Collector to levy upon and 
sell any property subject to sale under any uncollected execution 
received by him so that any such sale shall be made within the current 
year within which the tax execution was delivered to and received 
by the said Tax Collector; and he shall levy upon, as is provided by 
law, any property within the time to advertise and sell the same 
during such current year under any such executions as have not 
been paid in full. Upon sale of any property under execution for 
delinquent tax, the Tax Collector shall follow the procedure now, 
or hereafter, provided by law for Sheriff’s sales; and in the event 
there shall not be a purchaser at such sale for the amount of the taxes 
delinquent on any property so sold, the same shall be bid in for the 
benefit of the County and State by the County Auditor, and the 
Tax Collector in such event shall take charge of the said property 
upon the expiration of the time allowed by law for the redemption 
of such property by the payment of such taxes, eject any tenant or 
occupant, and shall proceed to rent out the same upon the best 
.terms he can get, and he shall be entitled to retain ten (10%) per 
cent. of any rent collected for additional services in renting out 
and collecting rents for said property, the balance to be paid over to 
the County Treasurer at the end of the month when collected. 


§ 8. Property to Return to Original Owner After Ex- 
penses are Realized.—When the Tax Collector shall collect such 
amount of rent upon the property bid in and receive other payments 
sufficient to pay all delinquent taxes on any property together with 
its proportion of any current or cumulative taxes, together with any 
costs and expenses in connection therewith, since its possession or 
control by the Tax Collector, he shall turn it back over to the original 
owner or owners. 


§ 9. May Sell Unredeemed Lands After One Year from 
Date of Sale.—The Tax Collector shall have authority after one 
year from date of sale to sell and convey any property at private 
sale and execute a valid deed of conveyance thereto to any pur- 
chaser who shall pay him in cash the amount of delinquent and 
cumulative taxes thereon, together with interest and costs thereon; 
and in the event he cannot find a purchaser to pay an amount suf- 
ficient to cover the amount of such taxes, costs and expenses, but 
a lesser amount, he is hereby authorized and empowered to sell and 
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convey the same to any purchaser upon approval of the Judge of 
the County Court or a Circuit Judge, and such order may be made by 
any such Judge upon petition and hearing as may be satisfactory to 
the Judge before whom the matter is brought for adjudication. 


§ 10. To Keep Complete Records of Property Sold for 
Taxes and Bid in for the County and State.—That the Tax 
Collector shall keep a record as to any real estate sold by him for 
delinquent taxes and bid in for the benefit of the State and County, 
that is in his charge and control, and said record shall show a brief 
description of said real estate, its location, the amount of delinquent 
taxes charged against it, with costs, interest and expenses, and any 
cumulative taxes, and also the name or names of the owner or 
owners at the time the execution against it was issued. He shall show 
a credit of all amounts collected for rents therefor, less his commis- 
sions as herein provided. The book of records showing the property 
sold and in charge of the Tax Collector shall be kept for inspection 
by the public, so that any citizen may obtain information thereabout 
at any time. 


§ 11. Liability of Bond of Tax Collector.—The official 
bond of the Tax Collector shall be responsible for any failure on the 
part of the Tax Collector to perform his duties under this Act and 
for any loss occasioned by the County by reason of his failure to 
perform the duties herein required and within the time provided. 


§ 12. Office.—The said Tax Collector shall be assigned office 
space in the Court House by the custodians of the said ‘building, and 
such office equipment, books and supplies as are necessary for the 
proper performance of his duties by the Orangeburg County High- 
way Commission. 


§ 13. Sheriff to Continue the Collection of Delinquent 
Taxes Until Tax Collector is Appointed.—Until such Tax Col-

of Three Months to Stand an Examination and be Li- 
censed as En:balmers. 


Section 1. § 5266, 1932 Code, Amended—Certain Per- 
sons May Stand Examination to Become Embalmers.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
Amend Section 5266, Civil Code of Laws, 1932, relating to em- 
balmers’ license by adding at the end of said section the following: 
‘Provided, That persons who were then studying or had taken a 
three months’ course in embalming prior to the passage of Act No. 
781 of the Acts of 1930, wherein the time prescribed was increased 
from three months to six months, shall be permitted to stand the 
required examination, and upon satisfactorily passing such examina- 
tion shall be licensed to practice embalming under the provisions of 
this section;’ so that said section when so amended shall read as 
follows : 

‘No. 5266.—Every person desiring to engage in the practice of 
embalming dead human bodies within the State of South Carolina 
shall make a written application to the State Board of Embalming 
for a license, accompanying the same with a license fee of fifteen 
dollars, whereupon the applicant, as aforesaid, shall present himself 
or herself before said board at a time and place fixed by said board, 
and if the board shall find, upon examination, that the applicant 
is of good moral character; possessed of skill and knowledge of 
embalming, anatomy and the care and disposition of the dead, and 
has a reasonable knowledge of sanitation and the disinfection of 
bodies of diseased persons, and the apartment, clothing and bedding 
in cases of death from infectious and contagious diseases, and has 
attended a school of embalming of recognized standards and merit 
as determined by said board, and taken a six months’ course therein 
and served with an embalmer holding a license from the duly con- 
stituted authorities of any State for two years, the board shall issue 
to said applicant a license to practice embalming and the care and 
disposition of the dead, and shall register such applicant as a duly 
licensed embalmer. Such license shall be signed by a majority of 
the board and attested by its seal. All persons receiving a license 
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under the provisions of this article shall also register the fact at 
the office of the board of health of the city, and where there is no 
board of health, with the clerk of the town, and, where there is no 
clerk of the town, with the nearest magistrate, where it is proposed 
to carry on said practice, and shall display said license in a con- 
spicuous place in the office of such licentiate: Provided, That any 
person who has engaged for three years in the practice of embalm- 
ing dead human bodies under a license issued by the duly constituted 
authorities of any State, may appear for examination before the 
said State Board and receive such license. If found entitled thereto 
under the provisions of statute whether such three months’ course 
has been taken by him or her or not; and, Provided, further, That 
all licenses heretofore or hereafter issued by the State Board of 
Embalming of this State shall terminate on the 30th day of June 
of each year, but may be renewed on the day following by making 
payment of two dollars to said board therefor: Provided, That per- 
sons who were then studying or had taken a three months’ course 
in embalming prior to the passage of Act No. 781 of the Acts of 
1930, wherein the time prescribed was increased from three months 
to six months, shall be permitted to stand the required examination, 
and upon satisfactorily passing such examination shall be licensed 
to practice embalming under the provisions of this section.’ 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed.

AN ACT to Authorize the State Finance Committee and 
Other Officers of the State to Issue Obligations of the 
State and Sell Such in Small Denominations to the In- 
vesting Public and to Prescribe. Their Powers and Du- 
ties With Respect Thereto. 


Whereas, The credit of South Carolina should be and is of high 
order due to: (a) her relative low ratio of bonds or obligations out- 
standing in proportion to her true worth; (b) the prompt and busi- 
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ness-like manner with which she has taken care of her obligations 
in the past; (c) the protection thrown around deposits of all public 
funds resulting in no loss through the many bank failures in South 
Carolina; and, 


Whereas, The savings banks of South Carolina are, according to 
their announcements through the daily press, lifting the requirement 
as to advance notice of withdrawals of savings accounts which bear 
a maximum of four per cent (4%) interest per annum, thus evi- 
dencing a feeling that financial conditions are greatly improved and 
that the worst is over; and 


Whereas, The United States Government in matters of finance 
long since abandoned dealing through syndicates, brokers, agents 
and commission houses, but on the contrary offers United States 
securities direct to the American public, with the result that all issues 
are always over-subscribed ; and, 


Whereas, South Carolina never has tried to sell its securities to 
the investing public of South Carolina, thereby teaching thrift to 
‘her people and causing them to take more interest in and have a 
iarger and fuller conception of their government, and this notwith- 
standing the fact that United States Government securities are daily 
offered by banks, brokers and business institutions of our State to 
South Carolinians; now, therefore, 


Section 1. State May Issue Bonds, Notes, etc., in Small 
Denominations—Terms—Interest—Sale Price——Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The 
State Finance Committee and any other officers of the State author- 
ized by law to issue and/or sell obligations of the State be, and the 
same hereby are, authorized, when in need of credit by loans of cash 
to offer to the investing public by and through such advertisement 
as may be deemed proper, in small denominations, bonds, notes, cer- 
tificates of indebtedness or other obligations of the State of South 
Carolina, upon such terms and at such rates of interest as such Com- 
mittee or officers may determine, not to exceed the legal rate, and 
payable at such intervals as such Committee or officers may deem 
proper, but no such obligations shall be sold for less than par and 
accrued interest to date of delivery. 


§ 2. Maturities—Form—Place, Medium and Mode of 
Payment.—The maturities, form, place, medium and mode of pay- 
ment shall be determined by the said State Finance Committee or 
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officers to the end that such obligations may be sold to the best ad- 
vantage of the State. 


§ 3. Payment of Expenses.—Any and all proper expenses 
incurred in the negotiation and/or sale of any such obligations may 
be paid by the Finance Committee or other officers of the State from 
the proceeds of such negotiation and/or sale, provided, however, that 
the total amount of such expense shall never exceed one-half (14) 
of one per cent. (1%) of the principal of such notes or other ob- 
ligations. 


§ 4. Terms Cumulative.—This Act shall not be deemed to 
held to repeal, restrict, impair or modify any existing right to bor- 
row in behalf of the State or to sell obligations of the State, but in 
- all respects shall be held cumulative to any such law or laws. 


§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed.

AN ACT to Amend Section (2866), Volume II, Civil Code, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, With Reference 
to the Tax Collector for Anderson County by Providing 
for His Election, Fixing the Term of Office, the Com- 
pensation Thereof, and by Changing Other Provisions 
in Respect to Fees Chargeable to Defaulting Taxpayers. . 


Section 1. § 2866, 1932 Code, Amended—Tax Collector 
for Anderson County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That Section (2866), Volume II, Civil 
Code, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, be, and the same is 
hereby amended by striking out all of said Section and inserting in 
lieu thereof the following to be known as Section (2866) : 


Section (2866). (1) There shall be elected for Anderson County 
by the qualified electors thereof, a tax collector who shall hold office 
for a term of two (2) years and until his successor shall have been 
elected and qualified. The regular term of office under this Act shall 
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begin January 1, 1935, and the election of such officer shall take 
place in the Primary and General election in 1934, and every two 
(2) years thereafter. 


(2) Said tax collector shall be required before entering upon the 
duties of his office to give bond in the sum of Ten Thousand ($10,- 
000.00) Dollars for the faithful performance of his duties as tax 
collector, which said bond shall be signed by a Surety Company au- 
thorized to do business in the State of South Carolina and to be 
approved by the Supervisor and County Attorney, the premium of 
which shall be paid by the County. 


(3) Said Tax Collector is hereby required to keep all moneys col- 
lected by him separate from any other funds, personal or otherwise 
and shall on, or before, the 5th day of each and every calendar month 
turn over to the County Treasurer all funds collected during the 
preceding month, together with an itemized statement of all collec- 
tions made by him during said month. 


(4) Within sixty days after the expiration of the time allowed by 
law for the payment of taxes of any year in the County of Anderson, 
the County Treasurer of said County shall issue in the name of the 
State a warrant or execution in duplicate against such defaulting 
taxpayer in his County, signed by him in his official capacity, di- 
rected to the Tax Collector requiring and commanding him to levy 
the same by distress and sale of so much of the defaulting taxpayer’s 
estate, real or personal, or both, as may be sufficient to satisfy the 
taxes, State, School, County, or Special, of such defaulter, specify- 
ing therein the correct amount of all his taxes as well as the amount 
to each fund; which warrant or execution shall be substantially in 
form as that now used. 


(5) The Treasurer for every such warrant issued shall add such 
cost and fees in the following manner: Treasurer, $0.50. And the 
Tax Collector herein provided shall levy and collect from such de- 
faulter, in addition to the taxes due and Treasurer’s costs of fifty 
cents as aforesaid, the following fees in the execution of his office, 
to wit: For serving each warrant, fifty cents (50¢), and mileage at 
the rate of five (5) cents for each mile actually traveled in executing 
the warrant; for advertising sale, twenty-five (25) cents; the actual 
cost of advertising the sale; for making sale and executing deed of 
conveyance and putting purchaser in possession $3.00; and for all 
sums levied as aforesaid, five per cent; and the said Tax Collector © 
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is prohibited from demanding or collecting any greater ‘sum therefor 
than is hereby allowed, and no Tax Collector or Treasurer herein 
shall charge and receive any fees upon nulla bona returns: Provided, 
further, All fees herein charged against said execution, except the 
fees charged by the County Treasurer and the actual costs of adver- 
tising the sale, shall be paid the said Tax Collector for his services. 


(6) Under and by virtue of said warrant or execution, the said 
Tax Collector shall seize and take exclusive possession of so much 
of the defaulting taxpayer’s estate, real or personal, or both, as may 
be necessary to raise the sum of money named therein, together with 
‘the costs, fees and charges thereon and proceed to advertise and sell 
same as provided by law for Sheriffs. 


(7) All powers vested in the respective Sheriffs of this State, and 
in the Tax Collector of this County as to the collection of delinquent 
taxes, seizure, and sale of property, is hereby conferred and upon 
and the duties in respect thereto required of the Tax Collectors under 
this Act, and they are hereby given full power and authority and are 
hereby directed to carry into effect all the laws now pertaining to the 
execution and collection of delinquent taxes, provided for and re- 
quired of the Sheriffs of this State. Any Acts of omission or com- 
mission which would be considered a breach of the conditions of the 
bond or bonds of any of the respective Sheriffs of this State, with 
respect to the levying and collecting of delinquent taxes, is hereby 
declared to be a breach of the condition of the bond of any such Tax 
Collector. 


(8) The Tax Collector shall be required to make settlement with 
the Treasurer on the first of every month and make a written report 
upon all executions with respect to nonpayments, errors, nulla bona 
returns or any other necessary report, so that the County Auditor or 
other officer charged with that duty may check up with the Treasurer. 
He shall also from time to time report to the County Auditor any 
executions which are uncollectible and the Auditor shall so mark it 
on the tax books. He shall assist the County Auditor and other offi- 
cers charged with this duty in placing upon the tax books individuals, 
firms or corporations who are escaping taxation. 


§ 2. Term of Incumbent Increased.—Under the law as it 
now exists the term of office of the present Tax Collector will ex- 
pire April 1, 1934; but this term is hereby extended to January 1, 
1935, or until the successor provided for in this Act shall have quali- 
fied.

AN ACT to Provide for the Election of Cotton Weighers for 
DeKalb Township and at Bethune in Kershaw County. 


Section 1. Cotton Weigher for DeKalb Township, Ker- 
shaw County—Election—Weigher to Furnish Bond—Fees 
—Duties—Vacancies.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: The Town Council of the Town of 
Camden, in the County of Kershaw, is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to order an election to be held in the said town of Camden, 
in the said County and State, on the fourth Tuesday in September, 
1932, and every two years thereafter, at which there shall be elected 
by the qualified electors residing within DeKalb Township of Ker- 
shaw County, a public cotton weigher, who shall have his office in 
the said town of Camden and who shall be sworn to discharge the 
duties of the position by some officer authorized to administer an 
oath, The town council of the said town of Camden shall appoint 
three men as managers of said election and shall give at least fifteen 
days’ notice of the time and place of the holding of such election, The 
said weigher shall be required to enter into bond in some reliable se- 
curity company to the town council of the town of Camden in the 
sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars, for the faithful per- 
formance of his duties, which bond shall be approved by and filed 
with the said town council; which said weigher shall receive as com- 
pensation for his services ten (10¢) cents per bale for each bale 
weighed by him, which shall be paid as follows, to wit: five (5¢) 
cents by the buyer of the cotton and five (5¢) cents by the seller 
thereof. It shall be the duty of the said cotton weigher to provide 
scales and all ample facilities for handling the cotton sold and to be 
weighed ; to weigh same fairly and promptly and issue a ticket there- 
for, which shall have the names of the buyer and seller and weight 
of each bale. It shall be the further duty of the weigher to adjust 
any difference between buyers and sellers as to moisture, dampness, 
tnixture of different kinds and grades of cotton, false packing and 
otherwise. The weigher may appoint a deputy who shail serve in case 
of the disability, sickness, or other incapacity of the weigher, which 
said deputy shall take the usual oath of office before an officer au- 
thorized to administer same before entering upon the discharge of 
his duties. In the event either the buyer or seller suffers loss or is 
injured on account of the negligence, carelessness or incapacity of the 
weigher or from inattention to his duties, such weigher and his bonds- 
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man shall be held liable to the extent of such loss or injury. The 
production of a tax receipt shall not be a requisite to vote in said 
election for cotton weigher. It shall be the duty of said clerk to ad- 
vertise by publishing a notice of said election in some newspaper in 
general circulation in the county of Kershaw or by posting notices in 
three conspicuous places in said county for at least fifteen days before 
such election. The person receiving the highest number of votes cast 
in such election shall be the cotton weigher for said town, and his 
term of office shall be for two years, and until the election and quali- 
fication of his successor: Provided, That in the event of a vacancy 
by death, resignation, or otherwise, the Governor shall appoint a 
successor to said office, for the unexpired term, upon the recommen- 
dation of a majority of the Kershaw County Legislative Delegation. 


§ 2. Cotton Weigher at Bethune.—On the same date as 
provided for the election for cotton weigher for DeKalb Township, 
and each two years thereafter, there shall be held an election for 
cotton weigher at Bethune, Kershaw, S. C., at which election the 
same qualifications for voting shall prevail as prescribed for electors 
voting for cotton weigher at Camden and at which election all of 
said electors residing in that portion of Buffalo Township lying east 
of the Porter road shall be eligible, to. vote. The election shall be 
called, advertised and held in the same manner as prescribed for the 
election of cotton weigher of DeKalb Township and the cotton 
weigher at Bethune shall give the same bond, perform the same du- 
ties, have the same authority and receive the same compensation per 
bale as provided for the cotton weigher at Camden,

AN ACT to Create a Board of Chiropractic Examiners and . 
to Regulate the Practice of Chiropractic and to Provide 
Penalties for Violation of This Act, and to Prohibit the 
Practice of Any Other Mode or System Under the 
Name of Chiropractic.

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Section 1. South Carolina Board of Chiropractic Exam- 
iners—Members—Terms—Meetings.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: There is hereby 
created a Board of Chiropractic Examiners to be known as the South 
Carolina Board of Examiners, The Governor shall commission four 
members from a list of all members of the South Carolina Chiroprac- 
tors’ Association within thirty (30) days after this Act takes effect ; 
one for one year, one for two years, one for three years and one for 
four years. The appointees shall meet within ten days after their ap- 
pointment and organize by electing a President, Secretary and Treas- 
urer, and adopting reasonable rules and regulations for the transac- 
tion of business, and shall meet every six months thereafter, 


§ 2. Qualifications of Applicants for License.—Any per- 
son of good moral character who has been continuously engaged in 
the practice of Chiropractic in the State for one year prior to the 
passage of this Act but must be a graduate of a 3 year College of 
reputation teaching Chiropractic shall be licensed without examina- 
tion, upon payment of ten ($10.00) Dollars, if he applies for a li- 
cense within twenty (20) days after the organization of the Board, 
but hevesiter ell applicants must be graduates of a reputable college 
or schéi:i of Chiropractic whose requirements of graduation is a 
minimuri of three years, and must stand examination before this 
Board. 


§ 3. When Applicants to File Credentials and Fee— 
Second Examination—Renewal Fee.—All applicants must file 
with the Secretary of the Board, fifteen days previous to its regular 
meeting time, proper credentials and a fee of Twenty ($20.00) Dol- 
lars. In case the applicant fails in the first examination, he shall be 
entitled to a second examination at the next regular meeting of the 
Board. A renewal fee of two ($2.00) dollars annually shall work a 
renewal of the license. 


§ 4. Reciprocal Registration—Fee.—Any person of good 
moral character licensed by a Chiropractic Board of any other state 
whose requiretnents are commensurate with the requirements. of this 
Board, upon the payment of Forty ($40.00) Dollars, shall be granted 
a license to practice in this State. 


§ 5. Revocation of License.—Any practitioner who is found 
to no longer possess a good moral character may, in the discretion 
of the Board. have his license revoked. 
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§ 6. Chiropractic Defined.—Chiropractic is defined to be 
the science of palpating and adjusting the articulations of the human 
spinal column by hand only. 


§ 7. Penalty for Violations.—Any person violating any of 
the provisions of this Act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and punishable in the discretion of the Court. 


§ 8. Use of Excess Funds.—TIf at the close of any fiscal 
year, there remains in the hands of the Board more than Five Hun- 
dred ($500.00) Dollars over and above all indebtedness, the same 
shall be turned over to the public school fund.

AN ACT to Provide for the Compensation of Certain County 
Officials of Anderson County; to Require the Payment 
of Costs and Fees in Civil Actions or Special Proceed- 
ings in Advance to the Officers Entitled to Collect the 
Same, and to Require Such Officers to Pay the Same 
Over to the Treasurer of Anderson County, and to Sub- 
mit to the Democratic Voters of Anderson County the 
Question of Placing Certain County Officials Upon a 
Salary Basis. 


Section 1. Compensation of Anderson County Officials.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That after the expiration of the term of office of the present 
County officials of Anderson County, such officials as may be here- 
after elected or appointed shall receive as compensation the following 
salaries in lieu of all fees, to wit: Sheriff, Three Thousand ($3,- 
000.00) Dollars; traveling expenses for Sheriff’s Office, Kighteen 
Hundred ($1,800.00) Dollars ; Probate Judge, Three Thousand ($3,- 
000.00) Dollars; one Clerk, One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars; 
Clerk of Court, Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars; two Clerks, 
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Twenty-four Hundred ($2,400.00) Dollars; Auditor, Three Thou- 
sand ($3,000.00) Dollars; two clerks, Two Thousand ($2,000.00) 
Dollars ; Treasurer, Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars; one clerk, 
Eighteen Hundred ($1,800.00) Dollars: Provided, That the County 
Delegation shall have authority to approve additional amounts for 
extra clerks should same be necessary. Supervisor, Three Thousand 
($3,000.00) Dollars; one Clerk, Kighteen Hundred ($1,800.00) Dol- 
lars; one automobile for use of Supervisor and County Engineer ; 
Superintendent of Education, Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars ; 
the said salaries hereinabove provided for to be in lieu of all fees of 
whatever nature or description collected by the aforesaid officers as 
provided for by law, including all fees or costs accruing by virtue 
of their offices: Provided, however, That the salaries herein provided 
for the Auditor and Treasurer shall represent the total amount to be 
paid such officials by the County and State. 


§ 1-A, Fees.—The respective officers of Anderson County are 
hereby directed to charge for the filing, recording or serving of any 
paper or document, or for any other service, as is now, or may here- 
after be, authorized by law. 


§ 2. Predecessors in Office Entitled to Earned Fees.— 
That at the time this Act becomes effective, each successor in office 
shall file with the Treasurer of Anderson County a complete list of 
all fees accrued to and belonging to his predecessors in office, veri- 
fied; that upon any costs belonging to a predecessor in office, being 
collected, said officer or officers collecting the same shall before pay- 
ing the same over to any person, require a receipt therefor, and said 
receipt shall be filed along with and as a part of reports required by 
Section 1 of this Act. 


§ 3. Costs and Fees Payable in Advance—Officers to 
Make Monthly Settlements to County Treasurer—Col- 
lection of Cost in Legal Actions When Property Sufficient.— 
All costs and fees now required by law to be paid to the aforesaid 
officers and accruing to them by virtue of their said offices, shall be 
paid in advance and all such costs and fees collected by the aforesaid 
officers shall be, by the official collecting same, paid over to the Treas- 
urer of Anderson County on or by the first Wednesday of each 
month; and, at the same time, the said officer shall file with the 
treasurer a verified, itemized statement in duplicate, on blanks ap- 
proved by the Treasurer of said County and furnished to the officers 
by the County: Provided, That upon application of the party or his 
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attorney to any officer charged with the collection of any such costs 
or fees, if it appears to the satisfaction of such officer that the prop- 
erty involved in the action is abundantly ample to cover such fees 
and costs and will be chargeable therewith, he shall not require the 
same to be collected in advance but the payment thereof shall be made 
. upon the termination of the action or proceeding. 


§ 4. Clerical Help and Other Assistance.—That in addi- 
tion to the salaries provided for in Section 1 hereof to be paid to the 
officials of Anderson County the Anderson County Delegation shall 
from year to year provide for such clerical help and other assistance 
as it may think right and proper for the aforementioned officials in 
the annual Supply Bill for Anderson County: Provided, however, 
That the officials mentioned in Section 1 shall not in any manner 
profit by the moneys paid for clerical help or other assistance, and 
said clerical help shall be paid only on vouchers, properly drawn, 
which shall be sworn to by claimants and countersigned by the 
County Supervisor. 


§ 5. Penalty for Violation.—That any official violating any 
of the terms and conditions and provisions hereof, shall be subject 
to the payment of a fine of not less than Five Hundred ($500.00) 
Dollars nor more than Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, or not 
less than three months nor more than twelve months imprisonment 
upon the public works of Anderson County for each and every of- 
fense hereunder. 


§ 6. When Persons Unable to Pay Cost May Institute 
Actions—Collection of Cost—Payment of Cost in Foreclos- 
ure or Partition Proceedings.—In the event that any party de- 
siring to institute a suit, action or special proceeding in any Court 
in Anderson County is unable to advance the fees required of him 
under the terms of this Act, and such fact shall be made to appear 
by affidavit to the satisfaction of the Clerk of any such court, or to 
the Judge thereof, such party shall be entitled to be releived by order 
of the clerk or of the Court, as the case may be, of the necessity of 
‘paying in advance the fees and costs as required under other provi- 
sions of this Act. All such costs, charges and fees, however, shall be 
taxed upon the determination of the suit as provided by law, and 
shall be paid by any such party, if, and when any judgment in his 
favor shall be collected, or if judgment be entered against him for 
the amount thereof, when such judgment is collectible; Provided, 
further, That all costs and fees in actions in foreclosure of mortga- 
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ges or other liens on real or personal property and in actions for 
partition of real estate shall be taxed and paid out of the proceeds of 
sale of the property. 


§ 7. When Effective—Election Necessary—Effect of 
Result of Election.—This Act shall not become effective until the 
provisions thereof shall be submitted to the Democratic voters of 
Anderson County under the rules and regulations of the Democratic 
Primary at the Primary Election of 1932. 


It shall be the duty of the Democratic Executive Committee of 
Anderson County to prepare ballots for such election, upon which 
shall be plainly written or printed thereon the following: “Are you 
in favor of placing all county officials on straight salary; “yes-no.” 
‘Those in favor of placing all county officials on straight salary shall 
strike out the word “no”; those voting against placing all county 
officials on straight salary shall strike out the word “yes”. 


Should a majority vote to be in favor of placing officers on a 
straight salary, then this Act shall become effective as to each offi- 
‘cer affected thereby upon the expiration of his present term of office. 
‘Should a majority vote be against the proposal, then this Act shall 
be null and. void.

AN ACT to Exempt All Manufacturing Establishments With 
a Capital Stock of Not Less Than $50,000.00 Located 
in Laurens County Since July 1, 1931, or Which May 
Hereafter Locate in Laurens County, from the Pay- 
ment of All County Taxes Except for School Purposes 
for a Period of Five Years, and to Repeal Act No. 863, 
Approved March 26, 1932. 


Section 1. Certain Manufacturers Exempt from Laurens 
County Taxes.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That all manufacturing establishments with 
a capital stock of not less than fifty thousand ($50,000.00) dollars 
which have located and commenced operations in Laurens County 
since July 1, 1931, and all manufacturing establishments with a capi- 
tal stock of not less than fifty thousand ($50,000.00) dollars which 
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may hereafter locate in Laurens County shall be exempt for a period 
of five (5) years from the payment of all County taxes except such 
taxes as are levied for school purposes. 


§ 2. Act 748 of 1932 Repealed.—That Act No. 863, ap- 
proved March 26, 1932, be, and the same is hereby, repealed. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Payment of Certain Back Taxes 
Due the County of Richland in Installments 


Section 1. Liquidation of Back Taxes in Richland 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: It is believed that if a definite plan is provided by 
law for the liquidation of back taxes due the County by the taxpayers 
of Richland County that the same will not only result in a gradual 
discharge of these obligations by the taxpayer, in a manner consistent 
with his ability to pay, but will also result in increased collections of 
the same, therefore, this Act is adopted with these objects in view. 


§ 2. Delinquent Taxes May be Paid in Eight Equal, Suc- 
cessive, Quarterly Payments—Effect of Taxpayer Getting in 
Arrears-—Credit of Payments.—It is hereby made the duty of 
the officer charged by law with the collection of delinquent taxes in 
Richland County to determine before July 1, 1932, the total amount 
of delinquent County taxes and penalties against any property or 
taxpayer, and divide the same into eight (8) equal parts. The owner 
of any such property or taxpayer is permitted without further 
charges or penalties to pay such delinquent taxes in eight equal, suc- 
cessive, quarterly installments, the first to become due and payable 
July Ist, 1932. Should any taxpayer become in arrears two (2) in- 
stallments, all remaining unpaid installments shall immediately be- 
come due and it shall become the duty of the officer charged with the 
collection thereof to proceed as provided by law for the collection of 
delinquent taxes. 
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As the installments are paid the officer to whom the same is paid 
shall issue his official receipt therefor and credit the oldest execution 
in his hands with the amount of such payment, by entering the same 
thereon together with the date of payment. If any such payment or 
payments amount to the sum due on any such execution, the execu- 
tion may be delivered to the taxpayer with the property entry thereon. 
If such payment or payments exceed the amount due under any such 
execution, the surplus shall be credited on the next oldest execution. 
Such officer shall also keep adequate records in his office, showing the 
_ amount and the date of the payment of any and all installments, with 
the name of the taxpayer making the same. 


§ 3. When Provisions of This Act Not to Apply to Per- 
sonal Property Tax—This Act No Effect on Judicial Sales.— 
In the case of any personal property tax, should it appear to the sat- 
isfaction of the Tax Collector of Richland County, or other officer 
charged by law with the collection of delinquent taxes, that the exten- 
sion herein authorized might reasonably bring about a loss to the 
County of taxes due on any such personal property for any cause 
whatever, he is authorized and empowered to declare that this Act 
shall be inoperative in any such case and to proceed with the collec- 
tion of the said taxes, and, if needs be, enforce the same under the 
power of the execution in his hands against it. Neither shall the ex- 
tension herein authorized apply to property in process of judicial 
sale, or to property which may be hereafter sold by order of Court, 
but in all such cases the officers of the Court making sale thereof 
shall collect all taxes due and payable thereon under the provisions of 
law now‘existing in respect thereto. 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 


§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Determination and Refunding 
of Delinquent Taxes in Orangeburg County and the’ 
Payment of the Same in Annual Installments; and to 
Provide a Method of Crediting the Payments so Col- 
lected to the Purposes for Which the Original Levies 
Were Made. 


Section 1. Orangeburg County Sheriff to Pay County 
Treasurer Collected Taxes in Execution and Return Execu- 
tions.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That immediately after the approval of this Act by the 
Governor, the Sheriff of Orangeburg County shall return to the 
County Treasurer all tax executions in his hands that have not been 
collected in full, and he shall pay over to the County Treasurer all 
funds collected by him on account of tax executions in his office, If 
he has collected a part payment on any executions he shall return 
such executions, with a statement of the amount paid thereon, prop- 
erly credit all such partial collections, and pay over to the County 
Treasurer such amount collected. And the Sheriff shall make com- 
plete and final settlement with the Treasurer upon all executions 
now charged to him.

§ 2. Segregation of Taxes in Execution—Collection— 
Taxes Payable in Installments—Duties of County Attorney 
and Accountant.—It shall be the duty of the Treasurer with the 
assistance of the Sheriff and the Auditor for Orangeburg County, 
upon return of the executions to the County Treasurer by the Sheriff 
of Orangeburg County, to check over the same, take out such execu- 
tions as are uncollectible, make such segregations as shall be neces- 
sary in order to eliminate any uncollectible portion of the taxes rep- 
resented by an execution, and determine the amount of taxes and all 
costs due and unpaid and represented by such executions against any 
property or tax payer in each school district; and when they shall 
have determined the total amount of delinquent taxes and all costs 
against any property or against any tax payer, as the case may be, 
they shall add and collect one-tenth (1/10) of all County Taxes and 
all State taxes as provided for the current taxes levied for the year 
1932 upon the property of persons, firms or corporations so in ar- 
rears, and they shall likewise add and collect for each successive year 
thereafter similar proprotions of the total amount of said delinquent 
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County taxes until the full amount is collected. And as such payments 
are made the collecting officer shall give each taxpayer an official re- 
ceipt and keep a record thereof; and no person shall be considered to 
have discharged his tax obligations for any year unless and until the 
current taxes for that year, together with the installments designated 
to be paid during that year, have been fully paid. In making any 
segregation as provided above, or in determining the owner or owners 
of any property against which there are delinquent taxes, so that the 
property shall be correctly assessed and the tax charged against the 
present owner of any property against which delinquent taxes are 
unpaid, they shall call upon the County Attorney to make such exam- 
inations of the records as may be necessary, and to advise them as to 
any legal question in connection with the performamce of the duty 
imposed under this Act. Where property upon which taxes are de- 
linquent have been assessed in the name of an estate, or not in the 
name of the true owner, who is chargeable by law with the payment 
of taxes on said property, the County Attorney shall make such ex- 
aminations of the records as may be necessary to determine the 
proper party or parties against whom such assessments should prop- 
erly have been made, and to determine who are the present owner 
or owners of any such property ; and it shall be the duty of the said 
officers, under the advice of the County Attorney, to reassess such 
property so that all property on the tax books of the County shall 
stand in the name of the true owner or owners, and shall bear its 
proper proportion of taxes; Provided, That the Accountant who has 
the contract to make the annual audit for 1932 is hereby directed to 
cooperate with the Treasurer, Sheriff and Auditor in assembling the 
data and in checking the executions, the cash to be turned over to the 
Treasurer, without extra compensation. 


§ 3. Executions to Be Turned Over to County Treas- 
urer—Status of Certain Executions—Notices to Be Mailed 
Taxpayers Advising Taxes Due—Time for Taxpayers to 
Protest.—That all unsatisfied executions for all property shall be 
turned over to the County Treasurer, as provided in this Act, by the 
Sheriff of Orangeburg County, except where any property has’ been 
actually sold for taxes and title has been actually made and delivered 
by the Sheriff to the purchasers thereof prior to the approval of this 
Act; and wherever property has been sold but no title thereto exe- 
cuted and delivered by the Sheriff and where property has been sold 
and bid in for the benefit of the County and State, such executions 
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shall be turned back to the Treasurer and such property shall be re- 
stored to its status just as if there had been no sale; and the taxes 
due on such property shall be collected and retired as provided in 
Section 2 hereof, but the lien against the property for the amount of 
delinquent taxes, which have been ascertained to be due and payable, 
shall not be discharged. Where a purchaser at any Sheriff's sale has 
made a deposit thereon but no deed has been executed and delivered 
by the Sheriff to.such purchaser, such payment shall be by the Sheriff 
returned to the party making such deposit. After the amount of de- 
linquent taxes due by any person, firm or corporation has been deter- 
mined as provided herein, the County Treasurer shall send to all such 
interested parties notices by mail giving notice of the total amount 
due by School Districts and the amount which shall be due and pay- 
able in annual installments to retire the same. In case of any error in 
the determination of such delinquent taxes, the said taxpayer shall 
file a written protest with the said County Treasurer within fifteen 
(15) days after the mailing of the said notice, and the said County 
Treasurer, Auditor and Sheriff shall have the authority to correct any 
errors which may have been made, but if the said taxpayer files no 
protest within the said fifteen (15) days, the amount as fixed shall 
be conclusive as to the amount of taxes due by the said delinquent 
taxpayer. 


§ 4. Fees of County Treasurer and Sheriff.—That the 
County Treasurer, who issued any tax executions, together with the 
Sheriff who handled the same shall be entitled to their fee therefor 
as provided by law at the time of the issuance of the same including 
execution for 1931 taxes, but the Sheriff shall not be entitled to any 
commission or mileage fees on any uncollected tax executions. ‘The 
execution costs of the County Treasurer and Sheriff shall be included 
in the total amount of taxes to be determined as provided in this Act, 
and they shall be paid the amount of such costs in installments out of 
the first two annual installments as and when collected at the rate of 
fifty (50%) per cent. per year. 


§ 5. May Pay All or Part of Installments—Full Amount 
to Become Due if Any Installment is Defaulted—Effect— 
Interest.—That any taxpayer desiring to do so may at any time pay 
in full the amount of his delinquent taxes or the amount of delin- 
quent taxes charged against the property owned or acquired by him, 
so that such property shall be entirely free and discharged from all 
delinquent taxes; or he may at any time pay any number of the in- 
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stallments as provided by this Act. In default of payment of any 
current taxes for any year and the installment of delinquent taxes 
due for that year, so that the same shall become in default, the en- 
tire balance of delinquent taxes against any property or taxpayer 
shall become due and collectible; and any sale of such property under 
execution shall be for the entire amount of taxes unpaid: Provided, 
That upon payment after execution and before sale of all unpaid 
yearly taxes and all unpaid annual installments of delinquent taxes 
which have become due as provided herein, including penalties, costs 
and lawful chargeable expenses in connection therewith, the balance 
of the delinquent taxes ther temaining unpaid shall be restored to the 
status provided by this Act, and charged as originally provided here- 
in, along with the current taxes. There shall be no interest charged 
on account of any of the delinquent taxes, but the payment thereof 
shall be distributed over a period of ten years as provided in this Act 
' without accumulated interest charges, except that in the event any 
execution for current taxes and the yearly installment of delinquent 
taxes for any year shall be issued to the Tax Collector of Orange- 
burg County, he shall add thereto and collect one per cent. per month 
or fraction thereof, from the date of the said execution until same 
shall have been paid to him in full by any taxpayer, upon the amount 
of such execution and upon the amount of any balance, if such exe- 
cution shall be paid in installments. The same interest charge of one 
per cent, per month shall also be made and collected upon all current 
taxes in execution due by any person, firm or corporation, or charged 
against any property in Orangeburg County, also where no annual 
installments of delinquent taxes are due. 


§ 6. Disposition of Executions for Assessments in Drain- 
age or Health Drainage Districts.—That such executions as are 
in the Sheriff’s hands and unpaid on account of Drainage District 
or Health Drainage Districts assessments in any Drainage District 
or Health Drainage District of Orangeburg County, shall likewise 
be returned to the County Treasurer and it shall be the duty of the 
County Treasurer and County Auditor of Orangeburg County to 
handle the same as hereinabove provided for delinquent taxes, unless 
otherwise specially provided by law, and they may likewise call upon 
the County Attorney for any assistance that may be necessary for 
such purposes, : 


§ 7. Distribution of Taxes Collected.—In making distri- 
bution of all:stims collected from time to time on account of delin- 
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quent taxes as provided by this Act the County Treasurer is author- 
ized and directed to follow the following method: executions shall 
be arranged alphabetically in each school district. All executions 
against the same taxpayer shall be grouped together and a perma-: 
nent record made thereof. The total of the delinquent taxes in each 
school district for the various purposes levied shall then be deter- 
mined by school districts. The percentage of levy for each purpose 
to the total in each school district shall then be set up in permanent 
form, and as the tax is collected it shall be distributed in each school 
district to the purpose for which the levies were originally made in 
accordance with these percentages. 


§ 8. When Taxpayer Deemed to Have Paid His Taxes— 
Limit of Lien.—Whenever a taxpayer has paid his current taxes, 
plus the annual installment of delinquent taxes due for that year, as 
provided in this Act, he shall be deemed to have paid all taxes legally 
levied against him and due at the time, for all purposes provided by 
law. Provided, that where the time for payment of a taxpayer’s taxes 
is extended under this Act the lien for such taxes shall extend and 
attach to any and all property subsequently acquired by such tax- 
payer: Provided, also, that the lien for any unexpired taxes shall 
extend for a period of ten years from the date of payment of the last 
installment for any taxpayer. 


§ 9. Apportionment and Segregation of Taxes.—Nothing 
in this Act shall be construed to prevent the apportionment and seg- 
regation of taxes upon the request of any grantee or mortgagee as 
provided by law, and all amounts so apportioned shall be treated in 
conformity with the purposes and provisions of this Act. 


§ 10. Liability of Officers’ Bonds—Actions On.—The 
bond of any officer shall be responsible for his failure or delay in 
complying with the terms and provisions of this Act, and the same 
shall be held for any loss or damage by reason thereof; and the 
County Attorney is directed and charged to bring any action in the 
name of the County for the collection of any such loss or damage. 


§ 11. Provisions Hereof Cumulative—Extent of Repeal 
—Effect of Part Invalidity.x—This Act shall be considered as 
cumulative to and as an amendment of the provisions of the general 
tax laws now in force and effect, and as repealing only such Acts or 
parts of Acts as may be inconsistent with the provisions hereof ; and 
also if any provision of this Act be adjudged invalid or unconstitu- 
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tional this shall not affect the remainder or remaining provisions 
of the Act. 


§ 12. 1931 Tax Executions to Be Included in Computing 
Taxes Due—Sheriff to Collect Installments Due in 1932, 
Treasurer to Collect Balance.—The tax executions for 1931 
taxes, together with costs and penalties as provided by law, shall also 
be included by the County Treasurer in determining the amount of 
delinquent taxes due by any taxpayer as provided in Section 2 hereof : 
When the Treasurer shall have compiled the delinquent taxes as pro- 
vided in this Act, he shall furnish the Sheriff of Orangeburg County 
with a statement of the same; and -the Sheriff shall collect the in- 
stallments thereof falling due in 1932, making monthly settlements 
thereof with the Treasurer, without any additional costs: Provided, 
all installments falling due after the year 1932 shall be payable to and 
collected by the County Treasurer, as provided for the current taxes 
of each year; Provided, further, whenever necessary the officer 
charged by law at the time with the collection and enforcement of 
tax executions may proceed under authority of the original execu- 
tions, or any execution subsequently issued to levy and collect any 
part or all of the taxes extended by this Act which have not been 
paid or extended as provided herein. 


§ 13. Discount Allowed if All Installments Are Paid 
Prior to January 1, 1935.—Any taxpayer who shall pay up all 
extended taxes prior to the maturity of the installments provided 
herein shall be allowed a discount as follows: Six (6) per cent. if 
all installments are paid prior to January 1, 1933; four (4) per cent. 
if all are paid prior to January 1, 1934; and two (2) per cent, if all 
are paid prior to January 1, 1935. 


§ 14. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 


§ 15. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Provided, That the Clerk of the House is authorized to have pre- 
pared a House Journal Index at a cost of Two Hundred ($200.00) 
Dollars, and the Clerk of the Senate is authorized to have prepared

appropriated in lieu of the payment thereof in cash, in whole or in 
part. 


Par. B. ‘The authorizations hereinabove provided in this Act are 
subject to the following restrictions: 


(a) Each and every note issued by the State Department of Edu- 
cation and the State Treasurer pursuant to the provisions of this Act 
shall contain a provision making said note subject, to call by said 
Department at any time. 


(b) The notes for the payment of teachers’ salaries issued by the 
State Department of Education and State Treasurer pursuant to the 
provisions of this Act shall be transferred or assigned or delivered 
by the county to whom issued to public school teachers in payment of 
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the proportionate share of said teachers’ salaries as may be due or 
hereafter may become due as the State’s obligation to the respective 
school districts in which said teachers are employed and each public 
school teacher to whom any such note is transferred or assigned is 
hereby authorized to transfer or assign said notes, by written trans- 
fer, or delivery, or otherwise: Provided, That the total amount of 
notes issued shall not exceed the appropriations made in this Act 
for the purposes referred to in Paragraph A above. 


(c) Each County Superintendent of Education is hereby expressly 
prohibited from assigning or transferring or delivering any note is- 
sued by the State Department of Education and State Treasurer 
pursuant to the provisions of this Act for teachers’ salaries except 
to a public school teacher for services rendered, or to the legal as- 
signee of said teacher. 


(d) Each County Superintendent of Education is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to request the State Department to issue notes 
in convenient denominations in such total amount as represent the 
State’s share of the respective public school teachers’ salaries now 
due or which hereafter may become due under the provisions of the . 
6-0-1 School Law, and the other aid for education to the extent herein 
appropriated. 


(d-1) In cases where any county or scl.ool district has paid any 
or all aid herein appropriated and due from the State for teachers’ 
salaries or other purpose, then the notes issued therefor shall be 
delivered to such county or district in refund of the sum or sums so 
advanced. 


(e) At maturity or on date of call, the State Treasurer is hereby 
authorized to pay or redeem all notes issued by said department and 
State Treasurer pursuant to the provisions of this Act out of the 
funds herein appropriated as State Aid for public schools under the 
provisions of the 6-0-1 School Law, and otherwise, the total of 
all such notes not to exceed the total of the appropriations herein for 
said purposes, 


(£) The notes herein authorized are hereby declared to be current 
obligations of the State of South Carolina to be paid by the State 
at maturity or on date of call on or before the first day of April, 
'1933, and for the payment of same the full faith, credit and taxing 
power of the State be, and the same are, hereby irrevocably pledged. 
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(g) All notes issued pursuant to the provisions of this Act shall 
be issued in the name of the State of South Carolina, signed by the 
State Superintendent of Education, and by the State Treasurer, 
a facsimile signature being sufficient as to the signature of each officer. 


(h) Every note issued by the State Department.of Education and 
State Treasurer pursuant to the provisions of this Act to any county 
shall be assigned or transferred or delivered by the County Super- 
intendent of Education of said County in favor of or to the in- 
dividual public school teacher. or other obligee for whom said note 
was requested in payment of the State’s share of said teachers’ 
salaries now due or hereafter to become due, or other item of State 
aid, or to the legal assignee of said teacher or other obligee. 


(i) Every note issued pursuant to the provisions of this Section 
shall mature on or before the first day of April, 1933. 


(j) The notes issued pursuant to the provisions of this Section 
are hereby declared to be negotiable. 


(k) The notes issued pursuant to the provisions of this Section 
are authorized to be issued in payment of services rendered prior to 
June 30, 1932, and the State Department of Education and State 
Treasurer are forbidden to and prohibited from issuing such notes 
for services rendered after said date. 


(1) All notes issued under the provisions of this Section shall 
draw interest at the rate of six (6%) per cent. per annum from 
date until maturity or call. 


(m) Any and all notes issued under the provisions of this Sec- 
tion shall be received at par value, in payment of State property 
taxes for 1932 and thereafter and said notes shall be so receivable 
from any legal owner and holder thereof. 


(n) In the event that the State Department of Education and 
the State Treasurer should decide to call any or all of said notes for 
payment at any time or times before maturity the advertisement of 
said call or calls for three consecutive weeks in four (4) daily news- 
papers published in different sections of South Carolina shall be 
sufficient, and any and all notes not presented for payment within 
ten (10) days from the date of the last publication of said notes 
shall thereafter draw no interest. 


(0) The State Department of Education and the State Treasurer 
may call for payment, the whole or any portion of the notes issued 
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hereunder, and the State Department of Education and the State 
Treasurer are hereby empowered to promulgate and apply such rules 
and regulations as they may think best for the retirement of said 
notes, in whole or in part, but such regulations shall not be in con- 
flict with the terms and provisions of this Section.

retary-Treasurer of the Highway Department shall be bonded in the 
sum of $200,000.00; (e) That the Highway Department may make 
rules and regulations governing the refund of the purchase price of 
licenses for motor vehicles which have not been used or for overpay- 
ment of licenses for motor vehicles and for the refund of licenses for 
’ motor vehicles which may be or may have been destroyed before any 
substantial use of such licenses may be had, and are hereby authorized 
to make such refunds as, in their discretion, may be just and proper ; 
(f£) That the Highway Department is hereby authorized to set aside 
and deposit in its name the sum of $150,000.00 as revolving funds 
and all office supplies for the Administrative and Motor Vehicle Di- 
visions shall be paid from these revolving funds and all such pay- 
’ ments for office supplies shall be refunded to said revolving funds 
by vouchers against the State Highway Fund and all other payments 
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from the revolving funds shall also be refunded to said funds; (g) 
That the State Highway Commission and/or Department is hereby 
authorized to employ counsel and attorneys at a cost not exceeding 
$10,000.00, the same to be paid from the State Highway Fund, and 
the Attorney General is hereby authorized to designate an assistant 
Attorney General to act as attorney for the State Highway Depart- 
ment; (h) That the Highway Department is hereby authorized to 
issue duplicate warrants or vouchers upon or by requiring an in- 
demnity bond executed by the payee and guaranteed by a responsible 
party; (i) That the Motor Vehicle Division is hereby authorized to 
issue duplicate individual driver’s licenses (made of metal) at a 
charge of 10c each; (j) The Highway Department is hereby au- 
thorized to expend the sum of $5,000.00 in co-operation with the 
Federal Government for geological survey work; (k) That the High- 
‘way Department is authorized to refund to Roy Forehand of New- 
berry Twelve and sixty one-hundreds ($12.60) Dollars and to C. 
M. VanHouten of New Jersey three and sixty one-hundreds ($3.- 
60) Dollars and to Joe Pace of Parler Fifteen and sixty one-hun- 
dreds ($15.60) Dollars, for all of which claims have been duly 
filed; (1) It shall be the further duty of Highway Patrol, insofar 
as practical, to aid and assist the Inspectors of the Railroad Com- 
mission in enforcing the motor transport laws.

§ 53. That it shall be unlawful for any State institution or 
department of the State Government to enter into a contract for the 
services of any person, or persons, based upon an increase of salary 
during a subsequent year, or years, which, in effect, would be 
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anticipating the action of the General Assembly with regard to 
salary increases: Provided, further, That all State institutions and 
departments are hereby borgidden to accept, in advance of legislative 
action, any gifts from the Federal Government or otherwise, which 
gifts, or donations are based and conditioned upon the State making 
an appropriation to match or supplement such fund so donated by 
an outside agency. 


§ 54. That all moneys can be expended only by drawing 
vouchers upon the Comptroller General, such vouchers to be ac- 
companied by statements of expenditure classified according to the 
budget classification of objects of expenditure (as defined in the 
budget for the fiscal year beginning January 1, 1932, and itemized 
in detail). 


§ 55. That transfers may be made within departments, or 
from one department to another, upon the written approval of the 
Governor, Chairman of the Ways and Means Commies and the 
Chairman of the Senate Finance Committee. 


§ 56. That bonds of the Treasurers of the institutions re- 
quired under Section (810), Volume 1, shall be written to cover a 
period of one (1) year. 


§ 57. Every appropriation under the classification of A-1 Sal- 
Salaries for a designated position shall be paid in equal monthly in- 
stallments to the person holding such position, but in the case where 
a group appropriation is made for personal service, such appropria- 
tion shall be expended as may be determined by the officer in charge 
of such appropriations: Provided, That the appropriated salaries for 
specified positions or employees shall mean the maximum com- 
pensation for such positions, and in any case where the head of 
any department can secure the services for a particular position or 
work at a lower rate than the salary specified in this Act, authority 
for so doing is hereby given: Provided, further, That any increases 
or decreases of salaries over or under amounts paid in 1931 shall 
become effective April 1, 1932. 


§ 58. Section 8, Act No. 82, Acts of 1921, and Section 1 of 
Act No. 424, at page 805, of the Acts of 1920, are hereby. re-enacted 
as provisions of this Act. 


§ 59. That when any officer or employee of the State shall 
use his or her automobile in travel for the transaction of official 
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business for the State, it is hereby provided that for the use of 
such automobile there shall be charged against the State a rate of 
mileage not exceeding six (6) cents per mile, for the actual dis- 
tance traveled, and the Comptroller General is hereby directed to 
enforce this provision: Provided, He or she files with claim his 
or her affidavit as to mileage, place and business attended to. 


§ 60. That the legislative members of State Boards and Com- 
missions shall serve in their respective capacities as memibers of 
said boards and Commissions until their successors shall have been 
elected or appointed and qualified. 


§ 61. That the Superintendent of the Penitentiary is here- 
by authorized and directed to furnish, upon request of the Com-. 
mission on State House and Grounds, necessary labor for the State 
Capitol and grounds, and upon the request of the Governor such 
labor details for the Executive Mansion and the State Hospital as the 
Governor may deem necessary. 


§ 62. ‘That all officers and employees of the State of South 
Carolina, or any agent thereof, while traveling on the business of the 
State, shall receive actual expenses, not to exceed Three and 50/100 
($3.50) Dollas per day exclusive of transportation for every day of 
travel away from his official headquarters, or post of duty; and that 
no expense for subsistence shall be allowed at the official headquar- 
ters of officers, or place of residence of employees; that the place of 
residence of all traveling employees shall be designated as the official 
post of duty at which no expense shall be allowed. That Columbia 
shall be designated as the official post of all officers and employees en- 
gaged regularly at Columbia except members of Departments, Boards 
or Commissions or officers who are allowed a per diem and expense 
while away from their place of residence on official business. That 
the Comptroller General is hereby authorized and directed to require 
that all expense accounts for travel shall be. submitted under oath, 
properly itemized and classified on standard, uniform forms for all 
officers and employees, to be furnished by the Comptroller General, 
and the Comptroller General is hereby required to make a careful 
and thorough audit of all travel expense claims in his office and 
report to the next General Assembly any irregularities: Pro- 
vided, further, That officers and employees of the State traveling: 
outside of the State on official business shall charge their actual ex- 
penses, not to exceed Six ($6.00) Dollars per day, exclusive of 
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transportation: Provided, That all funds appropriated in this Act 
for travel shall be used exclusively for travel on necessary official 
business and no part of the same shall be used to pay the expenses 
of any person incurred in attending conventions: Provided, That 
where an appropriation for expense allowance is made the same may 
be drawn in equal monthly installments and shall not be itemized: 
Provided, further, That any change in subsistence rates shall become 
effective April 1, 1932. 


§ 63. The Comptroller General is hereby authorized to dep- 
utize any Clerk or Clerks in his employ to sign, in his stead warrants 
drawn against the Treasury in payment of fixed appropriated items 
including salaries and other routine payments and the State Treas- 
urer is hereby authorized to accept such signatures when notified by 
the Comptroller General: Provided, That the delegation of this au- 
thority shall in no way relieve the Comptroller General of responsi- 
bility. 


§ 64. That the net collections from sale of surplus power by 
the State Electrician and Engineer to the Broad River Power Com- 
pany shall, as collected, be turned over to the State Treasurer and 
credited to the General Fund of the State: Provided, That the 
State Electrician and Engineer is hereby authorized and empowered 
to build and maintain extension electric light and power lines and 
transformers, to and within the various State institutions where cur- 
rent is furnished by the State Electrician and Engineer, and pay for 
same out of fees collected from the sale of electric current: Provided, 
That the State Electrician shall pay from the revenues of his De- 
partment for water consumed by the various institutions of the State, 
and shall collect from the various institutions for the amount of wa- 
ter consumed by them, and remit such collections to the State Treas- 
urer. 


§ 65. That the State Auditor, employed by the State Bank 
Examiner’s Office, is hereby empowered and directed to require the 
- installation and adoption of a system of accounts in all State De- 
partments and Institutions, which, in his opinion, is adequate for the 
needs of such department or institution, and that he may, from time 
to time, require the various departments and institutions to supply 
information which he may deem necessary or expedient in the dis- 
charge of the duties of his office. 
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§ 66. The name of any Department of the State Govern- 
ment may be used for the purpose of obtaining group insurance for 
the officers and employees of the State: Provided, ‘That no part of 
the cost or expense shall be paid from State funds. 


§ 67. That the head of each Department vf the State Gov- 
ernment which by statute is placed under the supervision of the 
Board of Public Welfare may approve warrants for the expenditure 
of funds appropriated for such institutions in this Act. 


§ 68. Where a lump sum appropriation is made for any of 
the institutions, expenditures for personal ‘service shall be drawn 
from the Treasury monthly as required except as may be otherwise 
provided herein: Provided, That the authorities of all institutions for 
which a lump sum appropriation is made shall make a quarterly re- 
port to the Budget Commission of all expenditures. 


§ 69. The State Highway Department is hereby authorized 
and empowered to purchase such reimbursement highway bonds of’ 
Chesterfield County as were issued by said county on or about 15th 
day of June, 1928, but said department shall purchase only such 
bonds, including interest coupons, as shall mature within one year 
from the approval of this Act, and the purchase of said bonds in- 
cluding interest coupons, by said department, shall be made without 
waiving any rights whatsoever, in law or equity, which the present 
holders of said bonds may have, and which by purchase or transfer, 
become. vested in the State Highway Department and the State of 
South Carolina against Chesterfield County. The State Highway De- 
partment is authorized to purchase these bonds, and interest coupons, 
and take such assignments and transfers as shall vest in said State 
Highway Department and the State of South Carolina all the rights 
whatsoever that the bond holders now have, or at any time may have 
against Chesterfield County for the enforcement and collection of 
same: Provided, ‘That there is hereby levied upon all the taxable 
property in Chesterfield County two (2) mills, which the Auditor 
of said County is hereby required to levy and the Treasurer of said 
County is required to collect and remit the proceeds thereof to the 
State Treasurer, who shall credit all amounts so received to the 
State Highway fund. 


§ 70. That all notes issued by the State Highway Depart- 
ment pursuant to the provisions of an Act entitled: “An Act au- 
thorizing the State Highway Department to pay interest on past 
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due accounts owing by the said Department and to issue to the 
holders of such accounts appropriate written instruments showing 
evidence of indebtedness and intention to pay and to establish limits 
within which this authorization is operative,” Acts of 1932, approved 
the 9th day of February, 1932, are hereby declared to be preferential 
collateral for the deposits of State funds and all said notes issued by 
the State Highway Department shall be exempt from all State, Coun- 
ty, Municipal and other taxes and other direct or indirect, general 
or special taxes: Provided, That it shall be lawful for all executors, 
administrators, guardians, fiduciaries and all sinking fund commis- 
sions to invest any moneys in their hands in said notes, 


§ 71. Any notes of the State of South Carolina hereafter 
issued pursuant to the authority conferred by Act No. 297, of the 
Acts of 1929, commonly known as the State Highway Bond Act, 
may bear such rate of interest, not exceeding seven per cent. (7%) 
per annum, payable semi-annually, as may be determined by the Gov- 
ernor and the State Treasurer and may be sold after publication of ° 
notice of sale one or more timies at least two days before such sale 
in a newspaper or newspapers of general circulation. in the State of 
South Carolina, notwithstanding anything to the contrary in said Act 
No. 297 of the Acts of 1929: Provided, That moneys derived from 
the sale of notes herein authorized shall not be used for the purpose 
of financing new or proposed construction contracts. 


§ 72. That upon the close of the scholastic year 1931-32 
the salary schedule for teachers as provided in Sections 5480 and 
5481 of Vol. II, Code of Laws of 1932, be and the same is hereby 
reduced by twelve and one-half (124%) per centum. No contract 
shall be entered into which would obligate the State for any greater 
amount than provided in said schedules after the above reduction has 
been made. 


§ 73. The heads of institutions who are by law authorized 
to deposit funds in banks are hereby required to take as security for 
said deposits bonds.or notes of the United States Government, Fed- 
eral Land Bank bonds, bonds or other obligations of the State of 
South Carolina or any political subdivision thereof or in lieu of 
such securities shall require of said banks a surety bond of some .

of the fall of 1931: Provided, That no exemption from taxation shall 
be granted to any such persor who made as much as fifty (50%) 
per cent. of the crop made by such person during the year 1930, or 
that was made on the same land in 1930: Provided, further, No taxes 
shall be refunded other than the taxes on the identical land where the 
loss from hail storms occurred: Provided, further, That no exemp- 
tion herein provided shall be construed to relieve any person from 
taxes collected for the purpose of paying bonded indebtedness or 
other contracts fixed by law.

§ 2. One-quarter (34) mill is hereby levied for the purpose of 
paying tuition fees of children of the higher grades who are trans- 
ferred from their district to a school in another district in Aiken

And the Treasurer shall not bor- 
row at any one time more than enough to meet each month or quar- 
ter’s payroll unless he can get interest on his deposits in the neigh- 
borhood of what other depositors receive from the bank he deposits 
with, and if the Treasurer finds it practicable (and satisfactory terms 
are not otherwise offered him) he may borrow for the fiscal financial 
year, or any part of it, from any sinking fund under his control, by 
executing his official note and paying not less than the rate of interest 
now being earned by such sinking fund; or, he may use any other 
money subject to his draft until taxes are paid, or other money re- 
ceived: Provided, further, If the Treasurer finds no satisfactory 
methods under these provisions to do the County financing, he shall 
report that fact to the County Delegation, and they shall have power

urer shall insert a brief notice in a County paper giving the bids 
made by the banks, and indicating the one accepted and the rate to 
be paid on deposits and loans, and he shall pay for the publication 
thereof from any County funds on hand not otherwise appropriated. 


§ 12. That no money shall be borrowed by the County or in- 
terest paid on same for longer period than the collection of taxes 
makes it necessary to yield sufficient money to pay the same, and no 
note in excess of the sum appropriated, owing or borrowed, as pro- 
vided by law, shall be made by any officer or employee of Aiken 
County, nor shall any sum appropriated be borrowed until it is nec- 
essary to use it, except as provided in the preceding Section. 


§ 12-A. That in case the County Commissioners of Aiken 
County and the Treasurer of Aiken County shall deem it proper to 
borrow any money to finance the County’s operations, or to pay any

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Must Consent.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the County Treasurer of Aiken 
County be, and he is hereby, authorized and empowered, with the 
written consent of a majority of the Legislative Delegation of that 
County, to issue notes and/or bonds for the purpose of financing the 
present past indebtedness of Aiken County, and/or financing Aiken 
County for 1932: Provided, That the amount of notes and/or bonds 
shall not exceed the present past indebtedness and/or the amount 
appropriated in the general supply Bill of Aiken County for the 
present or current year, 1932.

§ 6. If it should be necessary to increase the appropriation 
herein provided for public buildings, so as to make repairs upon the

was in the hail storm districts and lost at least fifty (50%) per cent. 
of his crop by reason of said hail storm, shall be exempt from the 
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payment of all taxes for ordinary county purposes on the land 
where the crops were destroyed for the year 1931; Provided, that 
any person or persons who have paid county taxes prior to the pass- 
age of this resolution shall be refunded same by the county treasurer 
in accordance with the terms hereof, That this resolution shall apply 
to both landlords and to tenants.

§ 3. The County Board of Directors is hereby authorized to 
borrow in anticipation of the collection of the per capita road. tax, 
the automobile tax, the tax provided for in Section 1 of this Act, 
and the taxes herein levied for general County purposes, an amount 
not to exceed Twenty-five ‘Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars, if same 
be necessary. 


§ 4. That if it becomes necessary for any County official’ or 
any County School Board to borrow moneys in anticipation of taxes, 
such may be authorized or permitted by the laws now enforced, he 
or they shall confer with the County Treasurer, and if the funds are 
available, they are to be borrowed, not in excess of ‘Twenty-five 
Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars, from the Sinking Fund account or 
accounts: Provided, the County Board of Education may, if such 
is necessary, borrow not in excess of Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) 
Dollars for the operation of the County Schools, but only after the ° 
filing of a statement of anticipated revenue for the year applicable 
to the operation of the schools discloses that such an amount would 
be warranted and would, on the collection of such anticipated reve- 
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nue, be repaid. The Treasurer shall take their note, payable within 
ten (10) months, with interest at a rate of not less than four (4%) 
per cent. or more than six (6%) per cent. All interest earned on 
said loan from Sinking Fund account or accounts shall be credited 
to the Sinking Fund account from which the loan was made. 


§ 5. For the maintenance of Beaufort Township Library a 
levy of one (1) mill on the property of the said Township, to be 
expended by the Trustees of said Library.

(3) The County Board of Education is directed to pay out of the 
school taxes collected in the County the following :

(4) The County Board of Education shafl, at the expiration of 
each calendar year not later than February ist, make a report to the 
Legislative Delegation setting forth all expenditures for school pur- 
poses in the respective school districts for the preceding year; as 
well as make up a budget or estimate of expenditures for the ensu- 
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ing year; with a statement showing anticipated revenues for such 
expenditures. 


§ 8. A levy of two (2) mills, if so much be necessary, is here- 
by levied on Hilton Head Township, the proceeds of said levy are 
hereby appropriated for the maintenance, repairing and reconstruc- 
tion of the public wharf and approaches on Jenkins Island; the funds 
derived from this source to be separately designated and accounted 
for on the books of the County Treasurer and any and all unex- 
pended balances at the expiration of the calendar year shall be car- 
ried forward. and credited to this special account and all expendi- 
tures for this purpose charged to the same. The County Supervisor 
shall, not later than January 15th of each year, make a special report 
to the Legislative Delegation showing all expenditures for this pur- 
pose during the preceding twelve months.

‘AN ACT to Authorize the Trustees of the Bluffton-Okatee 
Consolidated School District of Beaufort County to 
Convey School Property for Certain Purposes. 


Section 1. Bluffton-Okatee Consolidated School District, 
Beaufort County, May Convey Certain Real Estate.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina’: 
The Trustees of the Bluffton-Okatee Consolidated School District 
of Beaufort County, are empowered to convey to Messrs. W. W. 
Niver, K. M. Johnson, B, J. Verdier, J. H. Huggins, H. I. Smith, 
and Miss Grayson Pritcher, and their successors, as Trustees, who 
shall hold such office for a term of four years from the date of this 
Act, the following described property for the purposes hereinafter 
set forth, to wit: 


“All That piece, parcel or tract of land, situate, lying and be- 
ing in Bluffton Township, County of Beaufort, South Carolina, 
containing one acre, more or less, known as the “Old Pritchard- 
ville School Building and Lot.” 


§ 2. Use and Care of Property Conveyed.—The said 
Property shall be held by the aforementioned parties as community

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public gatherings and community purposes, and such other purposes 
as said Trustees may designate, and shall be so held by them. It shail 
be their duty to keep said property in a good state of repair at all 
times, the funds for such purposes shall be secured by gift or other- 
wise by the said Messrs, W. W. Niver, K. M. Johnson, B. J. Ver- 
dier, J. H. Huggins, H. I. Smith, and Miss Grayson Pritcher, and 
their successors, as Trustees.

Beaufort County Court House and Jail Com- 
mission—Members.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That there is hereby created a Couri 
House and Jail Commission in the County of Beaufort, to be known 
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as the Beaufort County Court House and Jail Commission, which 
shall consist of three (3) members to be appointed by the Beaufort 
County Legislative Delegation. At least one of said members shall be 
appointed from the section of Beaufort south of Broad River. 


§ 2. Compensation—Meetings—Members to Give Bonds. 
—The said Beaufort County Court House and Jail Commission 
shall elect one of their members as Chairman, The members of said 
Commission shall receive as compensation for their services Five 
($5.00) Dollars per day for each day the said Commission is in 
session, not to exceed ten (10) days. The said Commission shall meet 
at such times and place as may be designated by the Chairman, or 
any two members. Each member of said Commission, before entering 
upon the discharge of the duties of his office, shall enter into a bond 
with some duly licensed Surety Company as surety, payable to the 
county, in the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars, condi- 
tioned for the faithful performance of his duties; and the premium 
of said bond shall be paid out of the funds mentioned in Section 7 
hereof. 


§ 3. New Cells for Jail—Letting of Contract.—The said 
Beaufort County Court House and Jail Commission shall enter into 
a contract with some reliable and responsible contracting company 
for the construction of a new cell division of the County Jail, but 
said contract shall not exceed the sum of Twelve Thousand Five 
Hundred ($12,500.00) Dollars. In the construction of said cell divi- 
sion, the said Court House and Jail Commission shall retain the 
present living quarters of said jail. The said Twelve Thousand Five 
Hundred ($12,500.00) Dollars above appropriated to cover the cost 
of building and equipping said cell division. And in the letting of 
said contract, or contracts, the said Commission shall require of the 
contracting company, or companies, good and sufficient bond, or 
bonds, for the faithful performance of said contract. 


§ 4. Repairs and Alterations to Court House.—The said 
Court House and Jail Commission shall make such repairs or altera- 
tions to the Court House building as to them shall appear proper, 
having due regard for the protection of the records in the office of 
Clerk of Court. 


§ 5. Clerk—Vouchers.—That the Clerk of the County 
Board of Directors shall serve as clerk to said Commission; and all

§ 2. That on or before the first day of February, of each 
year, the County Supervisor shall transmit to the members of the 
Legislative Delegation an itemized statement of the disbursements of 
each item of this Act, showing all unexpended balances. 


§ 3. For the purpose of paying in cash the foregoing and all 
other general and ordinaiy County expenses for the fiscal year 
1932, as authorized by this Act, or otherwise appropriated, the 
County Treasurer for the said Courity of Charleston be, and he is

($550.00) Dollars each per year, beginning February Ist, 1932, 


§ 13-A. That the salary of the Constable of the Fourth Mag- 
isterial District (J. R. P. Gibson’s Constable) shall be Three Hun- 
derd ($300.00) Dollars per year. 
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§ 14. The Board of County Directors and the County Treas- 
urer are forbidden to pay any fee or fees for making arrests in 
Chester County by any peace officer or officers, including Sheriff, 
Deputy Sheriff, Magistrate’s Constable, or State Constable, Rural 
Police or Industrial Deputies. 


§ 15. The Board of County Directors is authorized to let the 
transportation of prisoners from Chester County to the penitentiary 
by contract to the lowest bidder, and they are authorized to receive 
sealed bids for that purpose: Provided, The successful bidder, if 
he is not already a peace officer under bond, shall be made a peace 
officer for the purpose of transporting prisoners, and shall be re- 
quired to give surety bond in the sum of Five Hundred ($500.00) 
Dollars for the faithful performance of his duty; shall be required to 
pay the bond premiums himself, and the bond shall be in such form 
as now required by law for other peace officers and be made pay- 
able to the County Board of Directors: Provided, The County Board 
of Directors for the transporting of prisoners, as hereinabove pro- 
vided, may use the County’s equipment and one or more of the coun- 
ty’s employees for the purpose of transporting prisoners as provided: 
Provided, further, That one of the said employees must be a peace 
officer under bond as hereinabove provided and must qualify as a 
peace officer, and that he may be a peace officer as a special deputy 
appointed by the Magistrate of District No. 1 on request of the 
County Board. 


§ 16. That the reductions and new items herein made shall 
take effect as of February Ist, 1932. 


§ 17. That the sum of Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars is here- 
by allowed for the year 1932 to be paid by the Board of County 
Directors in equal monthly payments to help defray the expenses 
of a Service Officer in Chester County for the benefit of the Veterans 
and survivors of the World War, Spanish-American War, or any 
other war, now residing in Chester County, to enable them to apply 
for pensions, increase of pensions, bonuses, compensation, or other 
allowances by law; said Service Officer to be designated by the Post 
of the American Legion at Chester and at Great Falls jointly and 
his services to be rendered as the attorney or agent in behalf of 
Chester County for the benefit of all those entitled thereto under this 
Section as aforesaid. 
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§ 18. That should the three (3) mills levied in Section 1 be in- 
sufficient to meet the appropriations made in this Act, the Board of 
County Directors of Chester County is authorized to pay any balance 
on any of the appropriations out of any funds that may now be on 
hand with the County Treasurer and not otherwise appropriated. 


§ 19. The Board of County Directors of the County is au- 
thorized, if in its discretion it appears to it to be wise, to install auto- 
matic stokers or self feeders for firing the boilers in the Court House 
and Jail and pay for same out of any money now on hand in the 
office of the County Treasurer not otherwise appropriated : Provided, 
The two (2) machines shall not cost more than Sixteen Hundred 
($1,600.00) Dollars: Provided, further, That from the time these 
machines are installed the salary of the janitor shall be reduced by the 
sum of Eight and 33/100 ($8.33) Dollars per month, 


§ 20. The Board of County Directors is hereby authorized to 
make proper provision for feeding the convicts of Chester County 
at the lowest possible cost and pay for the same out of any money 
on hands with the County Treasurer not otherwise appropriated.. 


§ 21. That the commutation tax in Chester County for the year 
1932 only is fixed at T'wo ($2.00) Dollars, and the Board of County 
Directors is charged with the duty of seeing that said tax is paid or 
road duty is performed, and said Board is charged with the duty 
of enforcing the provisions of Section (4131), Code of Laws, 1932, 
which Section is hereby re-enacted as the provisions of this Section, 
but said Section of the Code is not repealed: Provided, That if any 
one has paid ‘Three ($3.00) Dollars for 1932 commutation tax, the 
County Trea’tirer is hereby authorized to refund such an one that 
sum of One ($1.00) Dollar on the proper voucher of the Board of 
‘County Directors, 


§ 21-A. The Board of County Directors is hereby authorized 
to employ some clerk, stenographer or other help to assist in filling 
out the application blanks of those applying for farm seed loans and 
pay for such services a sum not exceeding Twenty-five ($25.00) 
Dollars out of any unappropriated funds now in the hands of the 
County Treasurer,

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Incorporate 
the City of Chester, etc.”, Known as Act No. 408, Ap- 
proved the 20th Day of December, 1893, so as to Pro- 
vide Further for the Repair of Streets in the City of 
Chester and the Collection of Street Taxes. 


Section 1. Act 408 of 1893 Amended—Relating to the 
Repair of Streets and the Collection of Street Taxes in City 
of Chester.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That an Act entitled “An Act to Incorporate the 
City of Chester, etc.,” known as Act No. 408, approved the 20th 
day of December, 1893, be amended by -triking out of said Act Sec- 
tion 11 and inserting in lieu thereof the following, to be known as 
Section 11 of said Act: 


“Section 11. That the said City Council is hereby invested with 
ample jurisdiction over the streets, alleys and sidewalks within the 
corporate limits ; to close or extend, widen or narrow, lay out, grade, 
curb, pave and otherwise improve streets, alleys and sidewalks; to 
build bridges in, and culverts under, said streets; to prevent or re- 
move any structure or obstruction or encroachment over or in or 
under any street, alley or sidewalk, and may permit shade trees to be 
planted along said streets; to prevent any company or person from 
occupying with its work, or any appurtenances thereof, the streets, 
alleys or sidewalks of the city without the consent of Council ; to pre- 
vent the cumbering of streets, sidewalks, alleys, lanes or bridges 
in the city in any manner whatever; and for the purpose of opening 
new streets, or of widening or changing existing streets, the City 
Council may condemn lands or buildings, or parts thereof, but just 
compensation therefor must be first made to the owner, and if the 
City Council and such owner fail to agree upon the amount of such 
compensation the same may be fixed as follows, to wit: The City 
Council shall nominate two citizens of the corporation, the owner of 
the property shall nominate two other citizens of the corporation and 
these four shall nominate a fifth other citizen of the corporation, and 
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these five citizens shall constitute a commission to examine the locus 
im quo, to take testimony and assess the compensation, and they shall 
file their decision with the clerk of the circuit court, and it shall be 
final unless either party appeals therefrom to the court of common 
pleas by serving on the other party within five (5) days after the 
filing of such decision a notice of appeal, and in that case the issue 
of compensation shall be submitted to a jury at the term of the cir- 
cuit court next thereafter ensuing. In the event the property owner 
refuses to nominate two commissioners, then they shall be nominated 
by the clerk of the circuit court for the County of Chester, and the 
fifth commissioner shall be chosen as before. The said commissioners 
shall be entitled to receive one dollar each for their services, to be 
paid by the City Council, but the costs of appeal shall be paid by the 
losing party. 

That for the purpose of keeping the streets, alleys, bridges, drains 
and culverts in repair or for laying out and construction of new 
streets, the City Council is hereby invested with ample jurisdiction 
to enact the necessary ordinance to provide for the rendition of per- 
sonal services of male citizens of the said city or for the payment of 
a tax for the commutation of such service. 


Members of the City Council shall be exampt from such duty, and 
all citizens of the corporation shall be exempt from road duty with- 
out the corporation. That whenever any new street is to be laid out, 
a street graded or paved, a culvert built, or any other public improve- 
ment constructed, the City Council shall determine what proportion, if 
any, of the cost thereof shall be paid out of the city treasury, and 
what proportion by owners of real estate benefited thereby ; but no 
such public improvement shall be made, to be defrayed in whole 
or in part by local assessment, until it has been requested to be under- 
taken by at least a majority of the owners of the property to be as- 
sessed for stich improvements; and such assessments shall be collected 
in the same manner as the cost of the construction of sidewalks. 
That the said City Council is vested with full power to require all 
persons owning lots, or a lot, on any street or alley in the said cor- 
poration to make and keep in good repair sidewalks abutting said 
lots or lot; and the Council may designate the width of such side- 
walks and the manner of its construction; and in the event of the 
owner refusing or neglecting to comply with such regulations or 
requirement, the City Council may repair or construct the said side- 
walks and receive from the owner the price therefor by suit in a 
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court of competent jurisdiction but the contract for repairing or con- 
structing thereof must first have been let out to the lowest bidder 
after notice by one publication in a newspaper in said City.” 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed, 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect ee upon its approval 
by the Governor.

§ 2. The Auditor of Chesterfield County is directed, empow- 
ered, and authorized to levy a tax of six (6) mills, or as many mills 
as may be necessary, with the consent of a majority of the Legisla- 
tive Delegation, for school purposes to be applied as follows: 


(1) Tuition as provided in the 6-0-1 law. 


(2) To guarantee teachers’ salaries sufficient to run all the schools 
for one (1) month, in addition to the six (6) months provided for 
by the State. 


(3) Building aid and general board purposes. 


(4) To guarantee teachers’ salaries for eighth and ninth month 
in such schools as levy a twelve (12) mill tax. In the event that a 
school shall run less than eight or nine months in grammar school 
or high school, the County Superintendent of Education and the 
School Trustees of such school shall reduce the levy herein, or ad- 
just the same to meet the reduction in the term. 
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That in order to provide for existing indebtedness of the County, 
townships and school districts, said indebtedness being as follows: 


Alligator Township, $2,400.00; Jefferson Township, $1,500.00; 
Montrose School District, $120.00; Vaughan School District $45.00; 
Pee Dee School District, $120.00; Ruby School District, $240.00; 
Middendorf School District, $300.00; Pageland School District, 
$480.00; Road and Bridge Bonds—Chesterfield County—Principal, 
$6,000.00; Interest, $4,750.00; School Refunding Bonds—Chester- 
field County—Principal, $7,000.00; Interest, $5,725.00; Jefferson 
School District, $500.00; Chesterfield School District, $690.00; Page- 
land School District—Principal $1,510.00; Interest, $1,047.50; Pat- 
rick School District, $225.00; Macedonia School District, $345.00; 
Mt. Croghan School District, $105.00; Cheraw Township, $2,150.00; 
McBee School District, $480.00; Mt. Croghan Township, $1,200.00; 
County Refunding Bonds—Interest, $2,750.00. Total, $39,682.50. 


That the Chairman of the County Board of Commissioners and 
the County Treasurer are hereby authorized and empowered and 
required to borrow the total sum set forth above, including the amount 
due on the note held by the Sinking Fund Commission, and to ex- 
ecute their note therefor, maturing not later than one year after date 
thereof ; and the County Auditor of Chesterfield County is hereby au- 
thorized, empowered and directed to fix a tax levy on all of the tax- 
able property of Chesterfield County sufficient to retire the amount 
so borrowed with interest at six (6) per centum per annum: Provided 
That in the event that the County Auditor shall certify to the County 
Treasurer and the Chairman of the County Board of Commissioners, 
in writing that a sufficient levy has already been made by law to care 
for the amounts listed in this Section. Then, and in that event, it 
shall not be necessary to make the special levy fixed in this Section, 
or if made, this special levy shall only apply in such school districts, 
townships, or the County as a whole to provide sufficient funds to 
meet any of the individual items listed above. 


§ 3. That the various cotton weighers in Chesterfield County 
shall receive ten (10c) cents per bale for each bale of cotton weighed 
by them, one-half to be paid by the seller and the other half to be 
paid by the buyer. 


§ 4. The County Commissioners are hereby required to keep 
a separate account covering the various items of the Supply Bill, 
and not to exceed in expenditure or contract the amount herein pro- 
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vided for each item, and for any such excess allowed or permitted 
said officers shall be held liable on their official bond. The Clerk of 
the Board of County Commissioners shall make quarterly statements 
of expenditures and balances of the different items, both to said 
Board and to each member of the Legislative Delegation from 
Chesterfield County. : 


§ 5. That all the departments of the County Government shall 
make requisition to the County Board of Commissioners for all 
stationery, books, blanks, and supplies, and said Board shall purchase 
and provide so much thereof as in its judgment is necessary and 
proper, and said Board shall not approve any account or issue its 
voucher for any supplies, etc.,. purchased or ordered by any officer 
of the County. 


§ 6. For the purpose of meeting current expenses and taking 
care of past indebtedness, the County Commissioners and the County 
Treasurer are hereby authorized and empowered to renew notes or 
to borrow money, and to secure the payment of said loans, and to 
pledge the ordinary County levy of 1932, or any uncollected taxes, 
as security for each such loan, or loans. The said officers are to ob- 
tain said loans and renewals of notes at as low a rate of interest as 
possible, and if the County Attorney and a majority of the Delegation 
deem it advisable, they may advertise for bids on such loans: Pro- 
vided, That no money shall be borrowed or notes renewed until 
the entire Delegation shall have been consulted and written consent 
given by a majority of said Delegation. It shall be sufficient for the 
County Treasurer and the Chairman of the Board of Commissioners 
to sign such notes, or note, to borrow money, provided the said 
Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners is authorized 
to do so by a majority vote of County Commissioners as shown in 
their minutes. 


§ 7. That no charge shall be made by the Sheriff or Jailor for 
admitting to and releasing from the jail any prisoner committed by 
a Magistrate, or the Coroner, or any Peace Officer of the County. 


§ 8. That all funds in the hands or coming into the hands of 
‘County officers belonging to Chesterfield County shall be deposited 
in such banks, or responsible banking institutions, as will pay not less 
than three (3) per cent. interest on average monthly balances and 
will give security to indemnify the County against any loss on account 
.of such deposits. The face value of such securities shall approximate- 
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ly equal the deposits in any such bank shall consist ef bonds, or other 
marketable security, the same to be approved in form and sufficiency 
by the County Attorney. In the event that any County officer having 
funds of Chesterfield County to be deposited in banks shall be unable 
to secure indemnity and other terms of deposit from a bank, as 
above required, such funds shall be deposited in such manner and 
in such banks as shall be authorized in writing by the County Board 
of Commissioners: Provided, That the County Treasurer is au- 
thorized to keep not in excess of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dol- 
lars on deposit in any banks for checking purposes, without interest, 
in Chesterfield County, without the requirements of security as 
above provided. 


§ 9. The County Board ‘of Commissioners are hereby author- 
ized and empowered, with the written consent of a majority of the 
Legislative Delegation of the County, to abolish the chaingang, 
to reduce same, or to do anything in regard thereto as may be deemed 
to the best interest of Chesterfield County, and with the written con- 
sent of a majority of said Delegation may abolish the road main- 
tenance crew. 


§ 10. The County Treasurer, Clerk of Court, and the various 
Magistrates are required to file quarterly statements with the County 
Board of Commissioners, which said statements shall show the 
amount of fees collected by them. In addition, the Treasurer’s report 
shall show the amount of the indebtedness of the County existing 
at the date thereof, the amount of cash on hand, the amount of cash 
deposit in banks, the name of banks in which deposited, and a list 
of security filed with him to indemnify the County against loss by 
reason of such deposit: Provided, That no County warrant for 
salary shall be issued to the said Clerk of Court and Magistrates 
until said statements are filed as herein directed, and the provisions 
of this Section shall apply to the County Peace Officers. 


§ 11. The County Treasurer and County Superintendent of 
Education are hereby required to keep the funds of all school dis- 
tricts in a separate account, and the Superintendent of Education 
shall notify each Board of Trustees in the respective school districts 
the amourit available for each school district for each school year 
before any teacher shall be employed by the trustees. In order that 
there shall not be any deficit in the running expenses in any school, 
the County Auditor on the written request of the County Board 
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of Education and County Treasurer, shall levy a sufficient millage to 
care for such expenses. 


§ 12. The County Commissioners and the Clerk thereof are 
hereby expressly forbidden to contract for work, or to furnish any 
material, or supplies, to Chesterfield County. That no County war- 
rant shall be issued by the Board of Commissioners until the claim, 
which is the basis of said warrant, shall have been endorsed in writing 
by the County Attorney as a valid and legal obligation of Chester- 
field County, provided the County Board of Commissioners shall 
have first made a written request to the County Attorney asking 
that any claim filed against the County to be approved by him as ta 
its legality. 


§ 13. In all warrants charging violations of the check law, 
where same is settled before trial, the Magistrates shall be entitled 
to receive as compensation the fee of On ($1.00) Dollar, to be 
collected from the person accused of such violation. 


§ 14. That all executions against property for delinquent taxes 
for the year 1931 in Chesterfield County shall be stayed until October 
1, 1932, and the County Treasurer shall not issue any tax executions 
for said taxes, assessments or penalties against the property of any 
defaulting taxpayer until on or after October 15, 1932. 


§ 15. It shall be the duty of the County Attorney, upon the 
request or the approval of a majority of the Legislative Delegation, 
or the Board of Commissioners, either or both, to institute suit in 
the Courts of this State in the name of the County for the recovery 
from any person, firm or corporation when in the opinion of the 
County Attorney, the County has sustained a loss from any cause 
whatsoever. 


§ 16. The County Board of Commissioners are authorized to 
make such arrangements as they may deem wise and expedient for 
furnishing medicine and securing the services of a physician, or 
physicians, for the inmates of the County Home, and prisoners in 
the jail and on the chaingang. 


Whereas, the attention of the Legislative Delegation has been di- 
rected to the fact that there are quite a number of World War 
Veterans and their dependents in Chesterfield County who are not 
drawing from the United States Government what they are entitled 
to under various Acts of Congress, and 
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Whereas, the laws, rules, and regulations providing for the pay- 
ment, etc., of such claims are of a technical nature, and 


Whereas, the American Legion of said County is urging the ap- 
pointment of a Service Officer for said County, whose duty it shall 
be to look after and ascertain the persons who are entitled to relief 
under the various laws, rules, and regulations above referred to; now, 
therefore, 


§ 17. A Service Officer is hereby provided for said County to 
be appointed by the Governor upon the recommendation of the 
American Legion of Chesterfield County, with the consent of a 
majority of the Legislative Delegation of said County, to hold office 
for a term of one (1) year and until his successor is appointed and 
qualified, and who shall give bond to Chesterfield County in the sum 
of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars for the faithful performance 
of his duties and for any money, etc., which may pass through his 
hands, and whose compensation shall be Twelve Hundred ($1,- 
200.00) Dollars per year, payable in monthly installments by the 
County Treasurer upon warrant issued by County Board of Com- 
missioners, and said Service Officer shall be allowed stenographic 
assistance and Four Hundred ($400.00) Dollars per year is hereby 
appropriated for that purpose, payable in the manner provided for 
said Service Officer. 


And it shall also be the duty of said Service Officer to look after 
the interest of the Spanish-American War Veterans and their de- 
pendents who may be entitled to relief under any Act of Congress 
and rules and regulations promulgated under authority thereof. The 
position of Service Officer is hereby continued for a period of one 
year, beginning the first day of April, 1932. 


§ 18. The County Auditor, with the consent of a majority of 
the Legislative Delegation, shall have the power and authority to raise 
or lower the number of mills herein levied as may be deemed neces- 
sary to meet the absolute needs of the County. 


In the event that the part paid by the State of South Carolina for 
the salaries of County Auditors and Treasurer is reduced then the 
part paid by the County shall be reduced in same proportion, The 
County Legislative Delegation shall have power to put into effect 
such plan as they may deem best for collection of delinquent taxes 
and such plan or method as they decide upon shall be binding on of- 
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ficials handling collection of delinquent taxes and such method or 
plan shall have the force of law. 


The rate of interest of 6 per cent. provided in Section 1, line 59, 
under the heading of Ayer & Company may be increased to not ex- 
ceeding 7 per cent. if necessary. 


No executions shall be issued by Treasurer of Chesterfield County 
for 1931 delinquent taxes until after the first day of October, 1932.

§ 3. As soon as the total amount of property for taxation has 
been ascertained for the year 1932 the Auditor and Treasurer are 
hereby directed to make such additional levy or levies for the year

sufficient funds to take care of all sums provided for in this Act. 


§ 4. The Sinking Fund Commission is hereby authorized to bor- 
row such funds as they may deem necessary to pay interest or re- 
tire bonds, should they have no funds to meet the same, to be re- 
paid when taxes are collected. 


§ 5. The County Supervisor and Board of County Commis- 
sioners are hereby authorized to borrow such sums of money as may

AN ACT to Appropriate the Sum of Five Hundred Dollars 
for Defraying Expenses of the Unveiling of the Cow- 
pens Battle Ground Monument in Cherokee County, S.

Section 1. Appropriation for Expenses of Unveiling of 
Cowpens Battle Ground Monument.—Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the sum of Five 
Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, is hereby appropriated for defraying 
expenses connected with the unveiling of the Cowpens’ Battle Ground 
Monument in Cherokee County, South Carolina. 


§ 2. Payment.—That the sum herein appropriated shall be 
paid out of the contingent fund of Forty-nine Hundred Dollars 
provided for in Item 13 of the County Supply Act for Cherokee 
County, S. C., for the year 1932; and it shall be the duty of the 
County Treasurer to set aside, out of the general tax levy for Chero- 
kee County under the Act of 1932, out of the first taxes to be col- 
lected, a sufficient amount to cover the appropriation herein made, to- 
gether with interest accrued or accruing in the event the amount 
herein appropriated, or any part thereof, shall be borrowed in an- 
ticipation of the collection of taxes.

Section 1. Auditor of Cherokee County to Levy for 
Funds for School Purposes—-School! Districts in Cherokee

of Cherokee County is hereby authorized, upon written instructions 
signed by the County Superintendent of Education of Cherokee Coun- 
ty, and the Trustees of the respective school districts, or a majority of 
them, to levy such additional tax upon all the taxable property in 

the several schoo! districts as may be necessary, to provide funds 
for all current expenses connected with the operation and main- 
tenance of the schools in such school districts during the year 1932, 
and also to provide funds sufficient to pay all claims against any one 
or more of such school districts that have accrued prior to the 
year 1932, including interest thereon: Provided, however, The pro- 
visions of this Act shall not apply to the school districts in Cherokee 
Township of Cherokee County unless and until the provisions of this 
Act shall be submitted to the qualified electors of said school districts 
in Cherokee Township in Cherokee County at an election to be held 
for that purpose.

Cherokee County, S. C., With Reference Thereto. 


Section 1. Special Levies in School District No. 10, Cher- 
okee County, to Provide Funds to Pay Bonds.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That a 
special levy of three (3) mills shall be levied by the Auditor of 
Cherokee County, State of South Carolina, on ail taxable property 
within School District No. 10, Cherokee County, State of South Caro- 
lina, for the year 1932, and two (2) mills for the year 1933, the 
proceeds of which shall be collected by the County Treasurer, from 
year to year, as other taxes are collected, and paid over to him to the 
Sinking Fund Commission of Cherokee County for the purpose 
of paying principal and interest on an issue of Thirty Thousand 
Dollars of school bonds issued by said District, and which mature 
January 1, 1933. 


§ 2. Funds to Be Used to Pay Bonds When Due.—In the 
event the Sinking Fund Commission shall not have in hand sufficient 
funds to pay the amount due as principal and interest on the afore- 
said bonds when payment is due, the said Sinking Fund Commission 
is hereby authorized and empowered to borrow or use whatever 
amount that may be necessary from funds in their hands allocated 
to other School Districts in Cherokee County, or any other funds in 
their hands as such Sinking Fund Commission, which may not be 
needed prior to the year 1935, and pledge as security for the funds 
so borrowed or used the proceeds of the special tax herein levied for

credit of the said School District, or other fund, as the special tax 
levies shall be collected by the County Treasurer, and paid over to 
the Sinking Fund Commission. 


§ 3. When Sinking Fund Commission May Borrow to 
Provide Funds.—In the event sufficient funds from: the sources 
provided for in Section 2 of this Act shall not be available, the 
Sinking Fund Commission are hereby authorized and empowered to 
borrow such amount or amounts as may be necessary from other 
sources, and to execute to the lender or lenders their negotiable 
promissory note or notes on the usual terms, and providing for in- 
terest at a rate not exceeding seven (7) per centtim per annum, and 
attorney’s fees in case of suit or collection by an attorney, and to 
execute renewals of the same from time to time as may be required ; 
and to secure the payment of said note or notes, the said Sinking 
Fund Commission are authorized and empowered to pledge irrevocab- 
ly the proceeds of all taxes to be collected thereafter out of the 
special levies provided for in this Act. 


§ 4. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

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The Supervisor and Treasurer are hereby authorized to borrow 
money in anticipation of collection of taxes for the year 1932, not 
to exceed Forty Thousand ($40,000.00) Dollars for ordinary Coun- 
ty purposes and also Forty Thousand ($40,000.00) Dollars ad- 
ditional to pay interest on and principal of highway bonds, if it 
shall become necessary. Any remainder of the 1931 appropriation 
shall be diverted to appropriation for 1932, The Supervisor shall not 
spend in excess of any amount appropriated for any item, and he 
shall keep accurate records and book accounts of all expenditures 
and contracts for expenditures in accordance with the classification 
and items as appear in this Act. 


§ 2. The County Treasurer of Clarendon County, upon written 
request from a majority of the School Trustees of any School 
District in said County, endorsed by the Superintendent of Educa- 
tion of the County be, and he is hereby authorized and empowered, 
in anticipation of taxes for the year 1932, and also in anticipation 
of the collection of the uncollected taxes for prior years, to borrow 
for ordinary school purposes in such school districts an amount 
not exceeding eighty-five (85) per centum of the amount that will 
be raised by the tax levy for the year 1932 and the amount due on 
account of said uncollected taxes, at a rate of interest not to exceed 
eight (8) per centum, and issue the promissory note or other obliga- 
tion of the County therefor, and as security for the payment of said 
loan or loans to pledge the taxes to be collected for such school dis- 
trict for said year: Provided, That the proceeds arising from the 
authority herein given shall be used solely for the payment of ordi- 
nary school expenses in keeping schools open in the respective school 
districts in said County until said schools can realize from the col- 
lection of taxes. 


§ 2-a. The County Treasurer shall determine the tax levy nec- 
essary to meet the interest and principal payments of the County 
Highway bonds, promptly and fully as they mature; shall report 
the same to the County Auditor who shall enter such levy and the 
said taxes shall be collected as other taxes are collected. The salaries 
and travel allowance above appropriated shall be paid in equal 
monthly installments during the period for which they are appro- 
priated and an accurate book record of such payments preserved by 
the County Board. 
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§ 3. Any note or obligation given for an amount exceeding the 
total authorization shall be null and void unless authorized in writ- 
ing by a majority of the Clarendon Delegation in the General As- 
sembly. No county officer charged with disbusing the funds herein 
provided shall expend or contract to spend under any general item 
any sum greater than the amount for each general item being ap- 
propriated without the written consent of a majority of the members 
of the County Delegation to the General Assembly. Any violation 
of this provision is hereby declared a malfeasance in office and such 
officer shall be subject to removal by the Governor upon recom- 
mendation by a majority of the Delegation. He shall be liable on his 
official bond for all sums expended or contracted to be spent in ex- 
cess of the appropriation without first getting the written consent 
of a majority of the Delegation as hereinbefore provided. 


§ 4. All purchases of property or supplies of any nature ordi- 
narily purchased within the County, for the use of the County of 
the value of $50.00 or more, shall be made only after ten days’ notice 
inviting bids, said notice being posted on the bulletin board in front 
of the Court House door, and all bids received pursuant to such 
notice shall be considered and acted upon by the full Board of County 
Commissioners in open meeting. 


§ 5. It shall be unlawful for County Supervisor, or County 
Board of Commissioners to purchase or agree to purchase any iron 
piping, culverts, iron or other bridge material except lumber, which 
shall be purchased from mills operated in said County, unless the 
order or contract of purchase be first submitted to the Legislative 
Delegation of said County, and the written approval of a majority 
of said Delegation be first obtained. Any violation or attempted 
violation of the provisions of this Section shall be a misdemeanor 
and punishable by a fine or imprisonment or both. 


§ 6. The County Treasurer is hereby charged with the addi- 
tional duty of keeping a record of all disbursements in accordance 
’ with the classifications and items of the appropriations herein made; 
and the County Supervisor shall enter upon each check or warrant 
drawn by him the name of the fund or appropriation against which 
it is drawn and by such entry the Treasurer shall charge the ex- 
penditure upon her records. For the remainder of the year 1932 
(after the approval of this Act): expenditures shall be permitted of 
the above appropriation only of such amounts thereon as are in the 
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proportion of the total appropriation that the remainder of the year 
is to the whole year, that is to say, beginning as of the effective date 
hereon the portion of the various appropriations thereafter expended 
shall be of the same fraction as is the remaining portion of the year 
of the whole year, except specific, lump sum appropriations, which 
shall be paid in full. 


§ 7. The County Treasurer shall set up and keep sufficient 
books and records, in addition to such now kept or required by law, 
to fully ccmply with the foregoing Section; and she shall refuse pay- 
ment of any check or warrant drawn in excess of the appropriation 
against which it is drawn; and not later than the tenth day of each 
calendar month hereafter she shall prepare a statement of the total 
amounts paid out upon the various appropriation items, except 
salaries and other fixed lump sum appropriations, copies of which 
statement she shall deliver or mail to the Supervisor, each member 
of the County Board of Commissioners and to each member of the 
County Legislative Delegation. 


§ 8. In the event that any appropriation item is exhausted be- 
fore the end of the year and, in the opinion of the County Board, 
additional ‘funds are necessary for such purpose, the necessity and the 
grounds therefor may be presented to the County Legislative Dele- 
gation and a majority of the members thereof may authorize ad- 
ditional expenditures, and the written direction of such majority 
will authorize the County Treasurer to pay such excess amounts out 
of any available funds in her hands. 


§ 8-a. Because of the probable inability of the County officers 
to borrow funds in anticipation of the collection of the tax herein 
levied, the County Board and County Treasurer are hereby directed 
to pool at the end of each month, all unpledged funds which are 
available for the payment of current operating expenses, to wit, the 
gasoline tax, commutation tax, official fees, fines and licenses, 1930 
and prior years’ property taxes, moneys derived from the sale or 
other income of forfeited lands and all other unpledged revenue, and 
set aside therefrom a minimum amount for road work and chain- 
gang maintenatce for which it is necessary or advisable to pay cash 
during the next ensuing month. From the remainder of such avail- 
able funds there shall be then paid the jail expenses, the current 
bills for water, telephones and lights, and such of the court expenses 
as cannot be convenienty delayed, and also such further expenditures, 
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for which appropriations are hereby made or may hereafter be au- 
thorized in writing by a majority of the legislative delegation, as 
the County Board may deem urgently necessary. 


- From the then remainder of such available funds so much as is 
possible of the salaries of the County officers and other employees 
shall be paid upon the following plan: So long as the Treasurer and 
Auditor are paid by the State, its proportion of their salaries, they 
sahll not participate in the distribution of the funds available, which 
latter shall be apportioned among the other officers and salaried em- 
ployees of the County, to the end that each shall receive two-thirds 
(2/3) of their salaries and expense allowances monthly, they to be 
issued pay warrants or claims for the unpaid balances of their salaries 
and expense or travel allowances, which warrants or claims shall be 
payable when the County is in funds for such purpose, but they shall 
not bear interest; Provided, That payment in full may be made of 
monthly salaries of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, and less, in the 
discretion of said Board. 


If there be sufficient funds to pay more than two-thirds (2/3) of 
such monthly salaries and allowances, then the Treasurer and auditor 
shall participate proportionately in any further distribution possible. 


§ 8-b. The balance remaining unpaid of the claims against the 
County occasioned by excessive expenditures by former officials 
and referred to in Act No. 372 of the Acts of 1931, may, in the 
discretion of the County Board of Commissioners, unless hereafter 
otherwise directed in writing by the County Legislative Delegation, 
or a majority thereof, be paid from the proceeds of the collection of 
the claims now pending against such former officials and their 
bondsmen, and the said Board may make any compromise settle- 
ments of such claims as they may deem to the interest of the County. 


§ 8-c. The action of the County officials in paying during the 
year 1931 from the County Bond Sinking Funds certain interest on 
county highway bonds is hereby ratified and approved as is also pay- 
ment of certain school expenses in District No. 9 from the Sinking 
Funds of said District; and such officers are hereby authorized and 
directed to pay from any funds in the hands of the County Treasurer 
during the year 1932 to the credit of the County or any subdivision 
thereof, which has heretofore issued bonds, any and all interest and 
principal maturities, to the end that there shall be no default by the 
County or any subdivision thereof in its or their bonded obligations. 
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§ 8-d. The County Treasurer and County Board of Commis- 
sioners are hereby authorized to use the proceeds of the collection of 
any taxes heretofore levied for the purpose of paying interest and 
principal maturities of County Bonds for payment of such interest 
and principal maturing in the year 1932, despite any prior pledge 
of such taxes for the payment of obligations issued in anticipation 
of the collection of such, to the end that default on the part of the 
county upon its bonded debts may be avoided or reduced as far as 
possible; and any liability to any one whomsoever accruing on ac- 
count of said action against the County Treasurer and/or other 
officers of the County and/or upon and against their respective 
bondsmen is hereby expressly assumed by the county which is hereby 
made liable for the discharge of any and all such liability. And the 
said county officers are likewise authorized, upon the same condition 
of assumption of liability by the county, to disburse in payment 
of teachers’ salaries and the expenses of transportation any funds 
collected from the State for those purposes under the terms of the 
State school aid law commonly known as the 6-0-1 law, as if no 
pledge of such funds, or any part thereof had been made; and like- 
wise with the taxes and other funds of the respective school districts 
of the county. 


§ 8-e. The County Treasurer and the County Board of Com- 
missioners are hereby authorized and empowered to enter into any 
agreement or agreements, in their discretion to the interest of the 
county, with respect to the deposits of the county in the now closed 
Peoples State Bank of S. C., in order that the county may co-operate 
in any plan of reorganization and re-opening of said bank. 


§ 8-f. The said County Treasurer is further authorized and em- 
powered in anticipation of the collection for the year 1932 and for 
prior years of the taxes levied in the respective school districts of the 
county for the payment of principal and interest of the bonded in- 
debtedness of such districts to borrow for the purpose of meeting the 
principal and interest of such bonded debts maturing during the 
year 1932 an amount not exceeding eighty-five (85%) per cent. of 
the amount estimated to be raised by such tax levies for the year 
1932 and the amount due on account of said uncollected taxes, at a 
rate of interest not to exceed eight (8%) per centum per annum, 
and issue the promissory note or other obligation of the county 
therefor, and as security for the payment of said loan or loans to 
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pledge the full faith and credit of the county and particularly the 
taxes to be collected in each such school district for the purposes 
aforesaid for said years; Provided, That the proceeds arising from 
any loans obtained by the authority hereof shall be used by the said 
Treasurer in the payment of the bonds and/or interest thereupon 
maturing during 1932 of the respective school districts whose taxes 
are pledged for such loans; and in order to prevent any default in 
the payment of such school bonds and interest the County Treasurer 
and Supervisor are authorized to lend to any District which otherwise 
may default any funds of the county and may borrow, for the pur- 
pose of making such advances, upon the ordinary taxes of the county 
under the authority contained in Section 1 of this Act, the County to 
be refunded from the collection of the taxes levied in any such dis- 
trict so advanced for the purpose of the payment of its bonded debt 
and interest. 


_ § 8-g. The Boards of Trustees of the School Districts of Clar- 
endon County shall not attempt by the issuance of school warrants 
or otherwise to comply with their contracts of employment of 
graded or high school or vocational teachers, principals or superin- 
dents, for the school year 1931-1932 in greater proportion than the 
State proposes by appropriation to comply with its obligations to the 
districts under the State School aid law known as the 6-0-1 law, 
that,is to say the Boards of Trustees shall issue pay warrants to their 
respective teachers of all grades, principals and superintendents, for 
their services during the school year 1931-1932 in no greater por- 
portion of their salaries than the State appropriates in 1932 of its 
obligations to the districts for teachers’ salaries under the terms of 
the said 6-0-1 law, 


It shall be the duty of the County Superintendent of Education 
to see to the enforcement of this provision and he is hereby forbidden 
to approve claims or warrants for the payment of any of the funds 
of any district in excess of the amounts hereby permitted, and any 
violation hereof shall be a misfeasance in office and subject the said 
officer to removal from office therefor by the Governor, and he and 
his official bond shall be liable to the district whose funds are paid 
out in violation hereof. 


In order to prevent further claim or claims on the part of any 
teacher whose 1931-1932 salary is reduced hereby, the County 
Superintendent of Education shall, before hereafter approving the 
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pay warrant of any teacher of any school in the county, procure 
from him or her a signed agreement to the terms hereof and to the re- 
duction of salary hereby provided ; Provided, however, ‘That upon the 
reduction of salary hereby required, credit shall be given for the 
amount of any reductions made in 1931-32 salaries below those of 
1930-31, and if such reduction already in effect upon any teacher, 
principal or superintendent be equal in percentage of the 1930-31 
salary to the percentage of failure of the State to appropriate a suf- 
ficient amount under the 6-0-1 law, then such salary need not be re- 
duced under the terms of this Act. 


_§ 8-h. All officers of the county who have custody of county, 
school or other public funds shall be liable upon their official bonds 
for the safe delivery thereof and shall keep all practicable on de- 
posit in bank, but all such deposits shall be in the name of the county 
or in the names of the officers in their official capacities and to secure 
such deposits the bank or banks shall be required to pledge as security 
at least an equal amount of negotiable bonds or other obligations of 
the United States, the State of South Carolina and subdivisions of 
the latter, provided such subdivisions are and have not in the last 
ten years been in default in the payment of any of their obligations 
or any interest thereupon. 


§ 9. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Authorize Payments by Clarendon County to 
Berkeley County Upon the Note of the Former Claimed 
by the Latter as Security for Its Deposit in Peoples State 
Bank of South Carolina Without Prejudice to or With- 
out in Anywise Affecting the Rights of Clarendon 
County to Thereafter Deny Liability Upon Any Unpaid 
Portion of Said Note and to Defend Any Action There- 
upon as if no Payment Had Been Made, and Without 
Affecting the Claims of Said Counties Against Said 
Bank. 


Whereas, Berkeley County claims the note of Clarendon County - 
for Fifteen Thousand ($15,000.00) Dollars executed by the latter 
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and delivered to Peoples State Bank of South Carolina and by it 
attempted to be pledged to Berkeley County as part security for the 
deposits in said bank of said Berkeley County; and 


Whereas, Clarendon County had unsecured deposits in said Peoples 
State Bank and may have good defenses or off-sets against the pay- 
ment of said note to Berkeley County which it desires not to waive 
or impair, but said Clarendon County may desire to make certain 
payments to Berkeley County upon said note and both Counties de- 
sire that such may be made without affecting the legal or equitable 
rights of either with respect to said note or with respect to their 
claims against said Bank: Now, therefore, 


Section 1. Clarendon County May Make Payments On 
Its Note Now Held by Berkeley County—Effect.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The 
County Treasurer and/or other officers of Clarendon County may 
at any time after the approval of this Act pay into the Treasurer 
of Berkeley County any available sum or sums of money upon ob- 
taining proper receipt or receipts therefor and upon proper endorse- 
ments of such payments upon the original of said note being made 
by the Treasurer of Berkeley County, without prejudice to or effect 
upon the legal or equitable rights of either or said Counties with 
respect to said note or with respect to their claims against the Peoples 
State Bank of South Carolina; and no such payments, made under 
the authority of this Act, or the fact thereof, shall be held by any 
Court to affect in any manner the legal or equitable position or 
rights of either of said Counties, and any legal or equitable defense 
or set-off or counter-claim of the said County of Clarendon shall 
not be waived, impaired or in anywise affected by the enactment 
hereof or by any payment which it may hereafter make upon saic 
note under the authority of this Act.

AN ACT to Authorize Payments by Clarendon County to

Whereas, Florence County claims the note of Clarendon County 
for Twenty-five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars, exceuted by the 
latter and delivered to People State Bank of South Carolina and by 
it attempted to be pledged to Florence County as part security for 
the deposits in said bank of said Florence County, and 


Whereas, Clarendon County had unsecured deposits in said Peo- 
ples State Bank and may have good defenses or off-sets against the 
payment of said note to Florence County which it desires not to waive 
or impair, but said Clarendon County may desire to make certain pay- 
ments to Florence County upon said note and both Counties desire 
that such may be made without affecting the legal or equitable rights 
of either with respect to said note or with respect to their claims 
against said bank; therefore 


Section 1. Clarendon County May Make Payments On 
Its Note Now Held by Florence County—Effect.——Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The 
County Treasurer and/or other officers of Clarendon County may at 
any time after the approval of this Act pay unto the Treasurer of 
Florence County any available sum or,sums of money upon obtain- 
ing proper receipt or receipts therefor and upon proper endorsements 
of such payments upon the original of said note being made by the 
Treasurer of Florence County, without prejudice to or effect upon 
the legal or equitable rights of either of said Counties with respect 
to said note or with respect to their claims against the Peoples State 
Bank of South Carolina; and no such payments, made under the 
authority of this Act, or the fact thereof, shall be held by any Court 
to affect in any manner the legal or equitable position or rights of 
either of said Counties, and any legal or equitable defense or set-off 
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or counter-claim of the said County of Clarendon shall not be waived, 
impaired or in anywise affected by the enactment hereof or by any 
payment which it may hereafter make upon said note under the au- 
thority of this Act.

§ 2. The County Board of Commissioners and the County 
Treasurer of Colleton County are authorized and empowered to 
borrow a sum of money to pay the various items of this Bill but 
not including moneys which may be available for such purposes 
before said funds are borrowed from any source, and for that 
purpose the County Board of Commissioners, together with the 
County Treasurer, are hereby authorized and empowered to exe- 
cute the necessary and proper obligation or obligations of Colleton 
County and pledge the taxes and other revenue above that may 
be collected for the year 1932 for the payment of the same; said 
obligation or obligations not to draw a rate of interest greater than 
six (6%) per cent. per annum. 


§ 3. The County Board of Commissioners are authorized to 
expend any balance that may remain of the above levies to supply 
any deficiencies in the several items of appropriation. The County 
Board of Commissioners are hereby prohibited from drawing any 
warrant upon the County Treasurer to be paid out of any of the 
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several funds, especially appropriated for any purpose other than 
that for which the same shall have been appropriated ; and it shall 
be unlawful for the County Treasurer to pay any such inhibited 
warrant. It shall be unlawful for the County Board of Commission- 
ers to create by contract, expressed or implied, any obligation 
against the County, which, with the obligations then existing and 
chargeable to any particular item of the appropriation, shall ex- 
ceed the amount specifically appropriated therefor: Provided, That 
in case of emergency, with the written consent of the County Legis- 
lative Delegation, the requirement may be dispensed with. Should 
the County Board of Commissioners and County Treasurer violate 
the provisions of this section, the official or officials so offending 
shall be held responsible upon his official bond. 


§ 4. The County Board of Commissioners shall not pay more 
than five ($5.00) dollars for physician’s examination in lunacy 
proceedings. There shall be no fees paid to Magistrates in lunacy 
proceedings, nor in inquests. The item above for three hundred 
($300.00) dollars for County Attorneys shall be.in full for legal 
services to be rendered during the year 1932 by the County At- 
torneys. 


§ 5. That should Colleton County be unable, because of the fail- 
ure to promptly collect its taxes, or because of the postponement 
of the time of the payment of taxes to pay promptly when due, 
any of its outstanding promissory notes authorized by law and for 
which said taxes have been pledged in payment, then the officials 
of said County, who are authorized and empowered and required to 
borrow money, may borrow sufficient amount of money as may be 
necessary to pay said notes, bearing a rate of interest not greater 
than rate in original note, and payable at such time or times as 
said officials may estimate will be necessary for the collection of a 
sufficient amount of taxes to pay the same. That the same taxes 
as were pledged for the payment of the original notes shall be 
. pledged for the payment of the new notes. The County Treasurer 
is hereby authorized to use any funds which may arise from the 
‘collection of taxes unpaid for past years which have not already 
been pledged to supplement tax levy provided for. In the event 
that said funds shall not be necessary to supplement funds raised 
by taxation as hereinabove provided, then the County Treasurer 
is hereby authorized and empowered to apply the said funds or any 
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portion thereof which may be available to the reduction of the 
past indebtedness of the said County. 


§ 6. The County Supervisor and County Commissioners are au- 
thorized, if deemed advisable by them, to discontinue the operation 
of the County Chaingang and to disband the same and send the 
convicts to the State Penitentiary until such time as it becomes 
advisable to reorganize and operate said chaingang. They are like- 
wise authorized to combine or eliminate such of the maintenance 
gangs as they may deem advisable under the appropriation herein 
provided. 


§ 7. No claim of a Magistrate for salary shall be approved or 
paid unless said claim is accompanied by a verified itemized state- 
ment showing the amounts of all fines collected, when-and from 
whom since the filing of the last preceding salary claim, and an 
exhibition of the official receipt of the County Treasurer showing 
the payment of such fines into the Treasury. The Supervisor is 
required to publish as an appendix to his quarterly report an 
itemized list of all such fines so reported under the name of the 
Magistrate collecting the same. 


§ 8 The Supervisor and County Commissioners are forbidden 
to contract any liabilities and/or expend out of the appropriations 
for Convicts, Maintenance Gangs, Equipment and Material in ex- 
cess of twenty-five hundred ($2,500.00) dollars in any one month, 
but the total for the year shall not exceed in any case the total 
amount appropriated for the year. Provided, if there shall be any 
unexpended balance from any month’s allowance then said un- 
expended balance may be expended in any subsequent month or 
months, All warrants drawn, to be paid out of said funds shall be 
so designated, and the County Treasurer is forbidden to pay any 
warrants not in accordance with the above schedule. Any official 
violating the provisions of this Section shall be personally liable, 
and his official bond also, for any violation thereof. 


§ 9. In operating the County Poor Farm no cotton shall be 
planted thereon. Only food, meats and feed crops sufficient to sup- 
ply the needs of the inmates of said farm and the county live- 
stock thereon and the chaingang, shall be planted, and no fertilizer 
in excess of six tons shall be purchased therefor: But, Provided, 
However, That the County Supervisor shall pay to the fund for 
the poor at actual cash market prices for any materials and food 
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stuffs taken from the poor farm and used by the chaingang, to the 
end that the chaingang will pay from the appropriation for Roads, 
Bridges and Convicts a just price to the poor account for any sup- 
plies furnished it. . 


§ 10. While this Act does not designate any particular roads 
to be built as have previous County Supply Acts, yet such omission 
shall not be construed as prohibiting the County Supervisor from 
building and maintaining such roads designated heretofore in pre- 
vious County Supply Acts. 


§ 11. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Goyernor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Borrowing of Money for the 
Payment of Valid Claims Against Colleton County In- 
curred Under the Annual County Supply Act for Said 
County for the Year 1931, Designated as Act No. 373, 
and to Provide for the Re-payment of the Amount So 
Borrowed. 


Whereas, approximately ‘Twenty-five Thousand Dollars of funds 
derived under the authority of Act No. 373, of the Acts of the 
General Assembly of South Carolina for the year 1931, commonly 
known as the county Supply Act, were used for the payment of 
certain obligations of Colleton County incurred in prior years ; and 


Whereas, such uses of said money has left the County unable 
to pay in cash valid claims incurred under the said Act of 1931, 
which said claims should be paid; Now, therefore 


Section 1. Colleton County to Borrow—Purpose.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the County Board of Commissioners, together with the County 
Treasurer of Colleton County, are authorized and empowered to 
borrow the sum of Twenty-five Thousand Dollars, and payable in 
five equal, successive installments and drawing interest from date 
at a rate not greater than six (6%) per cent. per annum, That said 
indebtedness shall be represented by five notes of Colleton County, 
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to be executed and delivered by said officials, each in the principal 
sum of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars and payable in six 
months, one year six months, two years six months, three years 
six months and four years six months, from date, respectively, and 
drawing interest of not more than six (6%) per cent, per annum, 
which said interest payments may be represented by coupons to be 
attached to said notes, That said notes and coupons shall, at the 
option of the lende?, be payable at the office of the County Treas- 
urer, or at some banking institution to be named by the lender. 


§ 2. Certain Sums of Gas Tax Pledged for Payment.— 
There is hereby irrevocably pledged for the payment of the said 
notes or obligations, with interest thereon as the same become due, 
out of the special fund now being, or hereafter derived by Colleton 
County from its portion of the Gasoline Tax now being and here- 
after to be collected by the State of South Carolina, and to be re- 
mitted to Colleton County from year to year, sums as follows: 


From the said fund to be received during the year 1932, the sum 
of Fifty-seven Hundred and Fifty ($5,750.00) Dollars; 


From the said fund to be received during the year 1933, the sum 
of Sixty-two Hundred ($6,200.00) Dollars; 


From the said fund to be received during the year 1934, the sum 
of Fifty-nine Hundred ($5,900.00) Dollars; 


From the said fund to be received during the year 1935, the sum 
of Fifty-six Hundred ($5,600.00) Dollars 


From the said fund to be received during the year 1936, the sum 
of Fifty-three Hundred ($5,300.00) Dollars 


§ 3. County Treasurer to Pay From Gas Tax.—That the 
County Treasurer of Colleton County is hereby directed and re- 
quired to segregate and hold, out of the said annual receipts of 
said gasoline funds, the said sums so pledged before applying any 
part of the said sums so received to any other purpose, to the end 
that the holder or holders of said notes or obligations may have a 
first and preferred claim, to the extent of said obligations upon the 
said funds. That the said sums so segregated shall be held as a sink- 
ing fund and be used and applied by the County Treasurer of 
Colleton County to the payment of the said obligations, with in- 
terest thereon, as they become due. 
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§ 4. Pledge for Payment.—That the full faith and credit 
and taxing powers of Colleton County are hereby pledged to the 
payment of the said indebtedness, and should they said revenue 
from the gasoline tax prove insufficient to fully provide for the 
payment of the said indebtedness, then the Auditor of Colleton 
County is directed and required to levy annually a tax sufficient to 
provide for and insure the payment of the said indebtesness, which 
said tax shall be collected by the County Treasurer, as other county 
taxes, and held as a sinking fund and applied to the payment of 
the said obligations, as they become due. 


§ 5. Use of Proceeds Borrowed.—That the Twenty-five 
Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars so borrowed shall be used by the 
County Treasurer in paying the valid obligations of Colleton County 
incurred under the authority of said Act No. 373, of the Acts of 
1931. 


§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 


§ 7. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide a Sinking Fund to Aid in the Retire- 
ment of Outstanding Obligations of Colleton County 
Incurred Under Annual County Supply Acts for Said 
County During Past Years. 


Whereas, it has been made to appear that deficiencies of revenue 
now exist, or will exist, for the retirement of certain notes of 
Colleton County, issued under the authority of annual county supply 
acts, which said deficiencies will approximate the sum of Twenty- 
five Thousand Dollars; and 


Whereas, it is necessary and desirable that a further sinking fund 
be provided to aid in the retirement of the said obligations as the 
same may become due; and 


Whereas, it may appear desirable to renew the said outstanding 
obligations or else to borrow a sufficient amount of money with which 
to pay the same, as they become due; now, therefore, 
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Section 1. One Mill Levy in Colleton County to Retire 
Outstanding Indebtedness.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County Auditor 
for Colleton County is hereby authorized and required to annually 
levy a tax of one (1) mill upon all the taxable property of Colleton 
County for the purpose of providing a sinking fund to aid and be 
used for the payment of outstanding obligations of Colleton County, 
issued under the authority of the various County Supply Acts prior 
to the year 1932, as well as any renewals thereof, either in whole 
or in part. 


§ 2. Use of Proceeds.—That the said tax when collected by 
the County Treasurer of Colleton County shall be held and used as 
a sinking fund for said purpose. 


§ 3. Duration of Levy.—That the said tax shall be levied 
only so long as the necessity therefor exists, but not longer than a 
period of five (5) years. 


§ 4. Old Obligations to be Renewed—lInterest.—That 
the County officials who were authorized and empowered to issue 
the said original obligations are hereby authorized and empowered 
to renew the said obligations, as they become due, either in whole 
or in part, if there be not sufficient funds on hand to pay the same: 
Provided, however, That the rate of interest shall not exceed six 
(6) per cent. per annum. That in renewing any obligation the funds 
originally pledged for the payment thereof shall continue to be 
pledged for the renewed obligation, together with such proportion 
of the special fund provided for in Section 1 of this Act as the 
borrowing authorities may determine. 


§ 5. May Borrow if Present Holders of Obligations Re- 
fused to Renew.—That in the event any of said obligations should 
become due, and there should be not sufficient funds on hand with 
which to pay the same, and the holder of said obligation should 
refuse to accept a renewal thereof, then the County Board of Com- 
missioners and the County Treasurer of Colleton County are hereby 
authorized and empowered to borrow a sum sufficient to pay the 
said obligation, and to execute and deliver to the lender of said sum 
the note or obligation of Colleton County, payable as such borrowing 
authorities may determine, not exceeding five (5) years, and draw- 
ing interest from date at a rate not greater than six (6%) per cent 
per annum, That for the payment of the said new note or notes the 
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funds pledged for the payment of the obligation for which the new 
note or notes is given, shall likewise be pledged for the payment of 
the new note or notes, together with such proportion of the special 
sinking fund provided for in Section 1 hereof as such borrowing 
authorities may determine, not exceeding five (5) years.

AN ACT to Balance the Books of the County Superintendent 
of Education and the County Treasurer for Colleton 
County. 


Whereas, for many years there has been a difference in the amount 
of monies carried for school purposes in Colleton County on the 
books of the County Treasurer and the County Superintendent of 
Education, which differences arose as a matter of bookkeeping 
without any actual difference in cash; and 


Whereas, said differences are confusing and should be corrected ; 
now, therefore, 


Section 1. Superintendent of Education and Treasurer 
of Colleton County to Balance Their Books—Manner.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the County Treasurer and the County Superintendent of Edu- 
cation of Colleton County are hereby authorized and directed to 
balance the books of their respective offices as of date June 30, 1932, 
in order to eliminate the bookkeeping differences between the two 
offices ; the said balancing to be done under the direction and super- 
vision of the Auditor to be employed in 1932 by the Grand Jury 
of Colleton County for the purpose of auditing the County’s books. 
The said County Treasurer and the County Superintendent of 
Education are hereby empowered and directed under the super- 
vision and direction of the said Auditor to charge off any balances 
which may be entered thereon, which are not actually represented 
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by cash on hand and on deposit in the various depositories of the 
said County Treasurer, but Provided, however, That the provisions 
of this Act shall apply only to differences which have arisen be- 
tween the two offices as a matter of bookkeeping.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Town Council of 
the Town of Walterboro to Borrow Money for the Pur- 
pose of Funding Certain Municipal Indebtedness, and 
to Provide for the Payment Thereof. , 


Section 1. Town of Walterboro May Borrow to Fund 
Certain Indebtedness.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That the Town Council of the 
Town of Walterboro is hereby authorized and empowered to bor- 
row an amount not exceeding the sum of Thirty-three Hundred 
($3,300.00) Dollars, if so much should be necessary, for the pur- 
pose of paying the following notes executed and delivered by the 
Town of Walterboro to the Colleton Banking Company, a banking 
institution formerly doing business in the Town of Walterboro, 
and assigned by said Colleton Banking Company to the State Treas- 
urer of South Carolina, who now holds the said notes, to wit: One 
note Town of Walterboro, dated April 8th, 1930, due one year 
from date, in the sum of Eleven Hundred Seventy-one and 78/100 
($1,171.78) Dollars, bearing interest from date and until maturity 
at the rate of six per cent. (6%); one note Town of Walterboro, 
dated April 8th, 1930, due one year from date, in the sum of Ten 
Hundred Twenty-one and 58/100 ($1,021.58) Dollars, bearing 
interest from date and until maturity at the rate of six per cent. 
(6%); and one note. Town of Walterboro, dated May 14th, 1930, 
due December 29, 1930, in the sum of Ten Hundred Forty-three 
and 75/100 ($1,043.75) Dollars, bearing interest from date and 
until maturity at the rate of six per cent. (6%). The said sum of 
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money shall be borrowed at a rate of interest not to exceed seven 
(7%) per centum per annum; that the said Town of Walterboro 
shall provide for the re-payment of the said loan in five (5) equal, 
successive, annual installments from date, to be evidenced by the 
promissory notes of the Town of Walterboro duly executed by its 
Mayor and Clerk, who are hereby further authorized, empowered 
and directed to execute and deliver such renewals of said notes from 
time to time as may be necessary; and for the re-payment of the 
said loan to pledge the credit, taxing powers and good faith of the 
Town of Walterboro. 


§ 2. Payment.—That the said Town Council of the Town of 
Walterboro is hereby authorized, empowered and required to levy 
and collect such tax or taxes annually as may be necessary on all

The Board of County Directors are hereby authorized and 
empowered to borrow money for current expenses and road improve- 
ment in anticipation of taxes. to be collected, and they shall not 
pay any claim in excess of the appropriation made for stich purposes 
unless consent thereto is given by the members of the Delegation 
to the General Assembly from Darlington County. 


§ 3. The County Auditor is hereby authorized and directed 
to deduct from the Appropriation Bill all amounts which may be 
received from any other source and to adjust the mill levy to cor- 
respond. ; 


§ 4. The Board of County Directors shall purchase all supplies, 
including gasoline and oil, through competitive bids by giving notice 
through County newspapers at least fifteen (15) days prior to said 
purchases. All gasoline shall be bought on competitive bids in tank 
car lots, Bids to ke received for each and every car so bought, and 
oil shall be bought in car lots on competitive bids, oil to be barreled 
at refinery or general distributing point. 


§ 5. The purchase of all supplies, including supplies for the 
various county offices, shall be made by the Board of County Di- 
rectors, and any supplies purchased or orders given without the okey 
of the Board of County Directors shall not be considered a debt 
against the County or to be paid. 


§ 6. Examinations in lunacy cases shall be made by-two (2) 
physicians, one of them shall be the County Health Physician when 
he is. available. But when such examination is made by any other 
person at the expense of the County, permission must be obtained 
from the Chairman of the Board of County Directors. 


§ 7. The amount herein appropriated for County Service Offi- 
cer is contingent upon the appointment of a Darlington County man 
who shall be appcinted by the Governor upon the recommendation 
of the Legislative Delegation who shall recommend only such man as 
is recommended to them by the executive committees of the posts of 
the American Legion of Darlington County; the one so appointed 
shall be subject, however, to the supervision and control of the of- 
ficers of the American Legion for Darlington County.

Bonds for the Refunding of Certain Outstanding Bonds, 
and to Provide for the Submission of the Question of 
Issuing Such Bonds to the Voters of Said Town, and to 
Provide a Tax to Pay the Principal and Interest of 
Such Bonds. 


Section 1. Election in Town of Darlington On Bond Is- 
sue—Purpose of Bond Issue—Election.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Town 
Council of the Town of Darlington shall have power to order a special 
election to be held in said town, for the purpose of submitting to the 
qualified voters of said town, the question of issuing bonds of said town 
of an aggregate face amount not exceeding Twenty Thousand ($20,- 
000.00) Dollars, for the purpose of refunding certain outstanding 
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bonds of said town, dated the fifteenth day of January, nineteen hun- 
dred and twelve, and payable the fifteenth day of January, nineteen 
hundred and thirty-two, issued on or about that date, and issued to re- 
fund bonded indebtedness incurred for the purpose of paying for a 
Town hall and grounds necessary for the conduct of the affairs of said 
Town. Such question shall not be submitted to the qualified voters of 
said Town, however, unless a petition, signed by a majority of the 
freeholders of said Town, as shown by its tax books, requesting the 
submission of such question, is presented to and filed with said Town 
Council. 


§ 2. Ballots.x—Any such election shall be held at the usual 
voting place or places in said Town. The proper officials of said Town 
shall furnish for use at such elections sufficient number of ballots 
which shall contain the words “For the issuance of not exceeding 
Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars of coupon bonds for the 
purpose of refunding outstanding bonds,” and beneath such words, 
in column, the words “yes” and “no.” Those voting in favor of the 
issuance of said bonds shall deposit a ballet with the word “No”. 
erased or crossed out, and those voting against the issuance of said 
bonds shall deposit a ballot with the word “Yes” erased or crossed 
out, In other respects, such election shall be conducted in accordance 
with the laws governing special town elections held in said town. 


§ 3. May Issue Bonds if Majority Voters Favor—Ma- 
turities.—In the event that a majority of those voting at such elec- 
tion shall vote in favor of the isstance of said bonds, the Town 
Council of said Town shall have power to issue bonds of an aggre- 
gate face amount not exceeding the amount specified in Section 1 of 
this Act, for the purpose of refunding said outstanding bonds. Said 
bonds shall mature in annual installments or series, beginning not 
later than five and ending not. later than thirty years after the date 
of such bonds, and no installment or series shall be more than twice 
as large as the smallest prior installment or series of such bonds. 


§ 4. Bonds—Denominations—Registering—TInterest— 
Execution.—Bonds issued under this Act shall be of such denomi- 
nations as may be fixed by the Town Council of said Town, and 
shall be issued as cottpon bonds, payable to bearer, but may be issued 
with privilege to the holder of having them registered as to prin- 
_ cipal in his name on the books of the Town, and the principal thus 

made payable to the registered holder, subject to such conditions as 
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the Town Council may prescribe. Bonds so registered in the name of 
the holder may thereafter be registered as payable to bearer, and 
made payable accordingly. The bonds shall bear interest at a rate not 
exceeding six per centum per annum, payable semi-annually. The 
principal and interest of the bonds may be payable within or without 
the State of South Carolina, and in gold coin or such other medium 
of payment as may be indicated on the face of the bonds. The bonds 
shall be signed by two or more officers of said Town, to be designated 
by said Town Council; but the coupons to be attached to the bonds 
need not be authenticated otherwise than by a fac-simile signature of 
one of said officers. 


§ 5. Bonds May Be Exchanged or Sold.—The bonds au- 
thorized to be issued by this Act may be sold by the Town Council 
of said Town, or may Be issued in exchange for a like amount of 
said outstanding bonds. 


§ 6. Payment.—The Town Council of said Town shall have 
power to levy annually a special tax ad valorem on all taxable prop- 
erty in said Town for the purpose of paying the principal and in- 
terest of said bonds as such principal and interest respectively become 
due, which tax shall be sufficient for said purpose and in addition to 
all other taxes authorized by law to be levied in said Town. 


§ 7. Powers Herein Additional.—The powers granted by 
this Act are granted in addition to and not in substitution for the ex- 
isting powers of said Town, and, except as herein otherwise provided, 
are not subject to any limitation or restriction prescribed by any other 
law. This Act shall not be deemed to repeal or effect any other Act 
providing for the issuance of bonds by said Town to Refund out- 
standing bonds of said ‘Town. 


§ 8. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

§ 5. ‘That no real or personal property, including bonds, notes, 
mortgages, securities, or other evidences of indebtedness now owned 
or which may hereafter be owned or held by the said County of 
Dillon as collateral, pledge, hypothecation, or otherwise, shall be sold, 
exchanged or otherwise disposed of by pledge, hypothecation, ex- 
change in anyway, without the written approval of a majority of 
the following officers of the said County of Dillon: The Chairman 
of the County Board of Commissioners; the Auditor ; the Treasurer, 
and the Clerk of Court, and also by a majority of the County 
Legislative Delegation: Provided, That all real property now owned, 
or which may hereafter be acquired by the said County of Dillon on 
account of sinking fund, foreclosure of mortgages, assignments of

The County Treasurer and Supervisor are authorized to 
borrow money from the Sinking Fund Commission for the above 
purposes, from any bank or banks, or any other party, that will 
make the loan or loans, upon acceptable terms and to give the note 
or notes of the County for the sum so borrowed and pledge the 
above levy as security for the note or notes given. The faith and 
credit of the County of Edgefield is hereby pledged to provide by 
annual levies for the payment of any sums borrowed under the pro- 
visions of this Act. The faith and credit of the County of Edgefield 
is hereby pledged, likewise, by annual levies for the repayment to 
any of said bank or banks, or other parties that may make loan or 
loans as herein mentioned. 


§ 4. In further addition to the above levies, the said County 
Board of Commissioners is authorized and required to make such 
levies as may be necessary in Johnston, Pine Grove, Pickens and 
Wise Townships in said County, to pay the interest on railroad 
bonds issued by and now outstanding against such Townships, and 
they are authorized and required to borrow such sums of money as 
may be necessary to pay the interest as it matures, and to pledge 
the taxes so levied as security therefor. 


§ 5. The Jailor of said County shall receive thirty-five cents 
(35c) each per day for dieting prisoners to be paid out of the funds 
for ordinary County purposes, to be in full payment of fees and 
salary, except such further fees as may be paid to him by the Sheriff 
for special services. The Court Crier, Jurors and Bailiffs shall re- 
ceive Two ($2.00) Dollars per day for each day’s service in at- 
tendance upon Court.

credit to him in his settlement unless it conforms with the above 
requirements: Provided, further, The Governing Commission of 
Florence County are hereby authorized to borrow the funds herein- 
above appropriated and pledge the taxes to be collected for 1932 as 
security for said funds or loans, 
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§ 3. That the County officers shall pay all expenses of. their 
office, including postage, stationery, etc., out of the salaries pro- 
vided for them. 


§ 4. The Governing Commission shall award this loan to the 
lowest bona fide bidder, after advertising for open bids in one or 
more newspapers published in Florence County at least ten (10) 
days prior to awarding bids, and at the same time notify each bank 
in Florence County in writing the terms and conditions under which 
said bids are received. The proceeds of this loan shall be deposited 
with the successful bidder, provided the successful bidder is an 
incorporated bank within the County of Florence, South Carolina: 
Provided, further, That before the deposit is made in the bank or 
banks making the successful bid, such bank shall secure the safe 
deposit of said funds by pledging securities to the amount of said 
deposit with the County Treasurer, Fifty (50%) per centum of 
which shall be bonds or obligations issued by the United States of 
America, the State of South Carolina, or some political or govern- 
mental subdivision thereof, either or both, of Federal Land Bank 
or Joint Stock Land Bank bonds, and the remainder by mortgages 
of real estate, or real estate mortgage bonds on property in the Pee 
Dee section, to be approved by the Governing Commission, the 
County Treasurer and the County Auditor, whose duty it shall be 
to see that the mortgages, or real estate mortgage bonds offered are 
bona fide owned by such bank or banks are admitted as to genuine- 
ness and amount by the mortgagors, and that the indebtedness there- 
on does not exceed the real value of the property described therein, 
and in no event shall any such mortgage, or real estate mortgage bond 
be accepted or approved 'for any amount greater than Fifty (50%) 
per centum. of the real value of the land described therein, or in 
lieu of said mortgages, or real estate mortgage bonds, said bank or 
banks, at its or their option, shall have the right to secure the entire 
deposit by governmental bonds as aforesaid, or by a depository in- 
surance or indemnity bond of a duly licensed bonding company 
doing business in this State: Provided, further, That the deposit 
so made and secured shall remain with the bank or banks receiving 
it until used for the purpose for which it was borrowed, and all 
other funds of the county not already pledged shall be deposited 
with such successful bidder or bidders. 


§ 5. All money appropriated under Item 42 shall be used solely 
for charity cases admitted to either or both of the two hospitals 
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in the City of Florence upon the approval of the County Physician 
who shall satisfy himself that each applicant under this item shall 
be entitled to the benefits thereof before admission: Provided, ‘That 
only the sum of Two ($2.00) Dollars per day shall be allowed for 
each patient and this shall be paid upon condition that all hospital 
facilities, treatment and surgery shall be furnished the patient: Pro- 
vided, further, That emergency charity cases when admitted to said 
Hospital shall be reported to the County Physician within Twenty- 
four (24) hours after admission, and he shall allow benefits of this 
Item to such etnergency cases As shall be entitled thereto. 


§ 6. That after the approval of this Act a County Manager 
shall be appointed for Florence County by a majority of the Legis- 
lative Delegation who may be removed for cause at the will of the 
said majority. 


§ 7. The County Manager shall have complete and exclusive 
control of the chaingang, roads, bridges, road and bridge mainte- 
nance and construction and poor farm: The purchasing of all sup- 
plies, equipment, machinery and material for all County purposes 
and departments to be paid for under and out of Items 1, 47 and 
60, shall be made by the Governing Cortumission only after the pur- 
chase of such supplies, equipment, material or machinery shall be 
approved by and requisition made therefor by the County Manager: 
Provided, That the County Manager shall make an equitable dis- 
tribution of road and bridge and chaingang work in the several Com- 
missioner districts of the County: Provided, That the County Man- 
ager shall file bond in the sum of Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) 
Dillars for the faithful performance of his duties. 


§ 8. All supplies, equipment, material and machinery of every 
description whatever to be used by the County of Florence, any 
office or department thereof, and paid for out of the public fund 
of the County shall be contracted for and purchased only after due 
advertisement in the manner hereinafter provided. 


§ 9. That after the approval of this Act and each three (3) 
months, thereafter, the Governing Commission of Florence County 
shall advertise for at least three weeks in at least three (3) issues 
of one or more newspapers in Florence County, or stich newspapers 
as will most likely give notice to the people dealing in such supplies, 
commodities, equipment or machinery to be purchased, for bids 
based on delivery at Florence Court House, or any other designated

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location, for all supplies, implements, equipment, material and ma- 
chinery of whatever kind that may be requisite or necessary for the 
County, and each and every office or department thereof, including 
convicts, roads, bridges and for every other purpose, which advertise- 
ment shall set forth the article and approximately the amount thereof 
to be purchased. Contracts shall be awarded to the lowest bidder 
for three (3) months and supplies under the contract shall be ordered 
out as needed by the County Manager: Provided, however, That in 
case of emergency the County Manager may make purchase for the 
County if the cost thereof does not exceed $50.00, and in event 
of such purchase, the County Manager shall certify upon the claims 
therefor, the emergency requiring it: Provided, further, In case of 
emergency, an advertisement as hereinabove provided may be pub- 
lished at any time. All contracts to purchase supplies, equipment and 
machinery shall be in accordance with the provisions of this Section, 
and no bill, account, or claim of any kind whatsoever against the 
County shall be paid unless previously contracted for by such com- 
petition, or by the County Manager in case of specified emergency. 


§ 10. All claims against the County of Florence for material, 
supplies, equipment and machinery arising under, and to be paid for 
under Items 1, 47 and 60, shall be first approved by the County 
Manager before being paid for by the Commissioners. 


§ 11. The County Manager shall make a written report at the 
end of each month to the Governing Commission and the County 
Delegation, showing the work performed during the month together 
with the expenditures therefor, and shall upon request attend such 
meetings of the Governing Commmission, at which the Governing 
Commission shall desire his presence. 


§ 12. That the Clerk to the Governing Commission shall keep 
all records and books of the County Manager, and otherwise act as 
Clerk to said Manager.

Section 1. Act 307 of 1921 Amended—Providing for 
Creation and Payment of Indebtedness of City of Florence. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That an Act entitled “An Act to amend an Act Entitled ‘An 
Act to Amend an Act Entitled ‘An Act to Amend an Act entitled 
‘An Act to Incorporate the City of Florence,’ Approved December 
24th, A. D., 1890,’ Approved December 22, A. D. 1893, As to the 
Number of Aldermen, Mode of Election, Jurisdiction of Mayor, 
Change of Wards, Voting on Bonds and Renumbering Sections,’ 
Approved December 21st, 1894,” Known as Act No. 307, Approved 
February 25th, 1921, be, and the same is, hereby amended by strik- 
ing out Section 15 of said Act and inserting in lieu thereof the 
following, to be known as Section 15. 


“Section 15: It shall not be lawful for the City Council to create 
any debt unless provision is made for the payment thereof in the 
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same fiscal year in which created, out of funds to be received in 
such fiscal year: Provided, That debts, provision for the repayment 
of which cannot be made out of the income to be received in the 
fiscal year in which created, may be authorized in an emergency in 
an amount not to exceed $50,000.00 dollars if the following terms 
and conditions are first observed and complied with: 


(1) A resolution, declaring the intention of the City Council to 
create such indebtedness or incur such liability and specifying the 
amount thereof, shall first be passed at a regular meeting of the 
City Council by a majority vote of the whole body. 


(2) The proposition, after being adopted in such manner hy the 
City Council, shall be submitted to the Resident Freeholders of the 
City at an election to be held under a resolution of the City Council 
after thirty days’ notice thereof, and should a majority of the num- 
ber of Resident Freeholders voting at such election vote affirm- 
atively, then the City Council shall have authority to create the debt 
or incur the liabilities. 


Any debt or liability incurred in violation of the provisions of this 
Section shall be void. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

§ 2. The Senator and at least one (1) member of the House 
of Representatives from Georgetown County are hereby authorized 
and empowered to have a complete and thorough examination of the 
books and doings of all County offices of Georgetown at least once 
a year, and if they deem it necessary at any time for the best inter- 
est of the County that any office, or offices, should be investigated 
oftener than the regular annual investigation and auditing, they are 
hereby authorized, empowered, and directed to have same done, They 
are hereby also authorized, empowered, and directed to contract with 
such certified public accountant, or accountants, as they may deem 
competent and qualified, at such salary or compensation as they may 
fix, the same to be paid out of the funds herein appropriated for 
Miscellaneous Contingent. 


§ 3. That the Miscellaneous Contingent Fund provided for in 
this Act shall not be expended, except with the written consent of the 
Senator and at least one (1) member of the House of Representa- 
tives of Georgetown County. 


§ 4. The funds appropriated in this Act for the County Health 
work shall be expended only in such manner as the majority of the 
Legislative Delegation shall consent in writing. 


§ 5. The County Commissioners of Georgetown County are 
hereby authorized and empowered, and hereby constituted the only 
officers to borrow any money needed to defray expenses of said 
County Government, and to execute a note, or notes, to secure such 
loan, or loans, and are authorized and empowered to pledge the taxes 
to be collected for the year to pay said note, or notes. The said offi- 
cials are to obtain as low a rate of interest as they are able to secure. 
All notes given by the County Board of Commissioners shall be 
signed by the Chairman and countersigned by the Clerk of said Board: 
Provided, That no loan shall be negotiated or made as herein author- 
ized without the written consent of a majority of the Legislative 
Delegation. 
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§ 6. The Board of County Commissioners shall employ a jani- 
tor for the Court House, and fix his duties. The said janitor shall 
hold his position and work under the direction of said Board, 


§ 7. The County Farm Demonstration Agent, County Home 
Demonstration Agent, and County Health Unit shall each file on the 
last day of each month, in the office of the Board of County Com- 
missioners, a full daily report of his or her actions and doings as 
such County Agents in such form as the County Commissioners shall 
require.

a complete report of all fees, fines and moneys received and disbursed 
by each officer during the fiscal year beginning January 1, 1932, to 
the County Delegation from Georgetown County: Provided, That 
these reports shall be furnished not later than January 20, 1933, and 
without further notice.

§ 12. ‘That necessary medical services for the chaingang and 
other prisoners, except those confined in the County Jail, shall be pro- 
vided by the Board of County Commissioners and charged to Roads, 
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Bridges, and Ferries. The necessary medical services to prisoners 
confined in the County Jail shall be secured by the Sherift and paid 
for by regular warrants issued by the Board of County Commission- 
ers and charged to the account of Jail Expenses: Provided, however, 
That such services be secured in the must economical manner pos- 
sible, and approved both as to doctor’s fees arid supplies by the Board 
of County Commissioners prior to the securiny of such services 
where feasible. And should an emergency arise an itensized statement 
shall be rendered immediately after said services are secured for the 
approval of said Board: Provided, That in the event a Health Unit 
is maintained in Georgetown County the doctor in charge of such 
unit is hereby required to attend and prescribe for sick prisoners in 
the jail, also sick prisoners on the chaingang, when called upon by 
the Sheriff and the County Commissioners to do so.

§ 2. The County Auditor is hereby directed to levy an addi- 
tional one and one-half (14) mills levy upon all the taxable prop- 
erty within Greenville County, to be collected by the same officers 
and in the same manner as other State, County and School taxes are 
now collected, the proceeds of this tax to be used by the County 
Board of Education for the following purposes: (a) for the payment 
of non-residential tuition to certain schools in said County, as pro- 
vided for in the 6-0-1 School law; (b) to carry out the term of Act 
No. 995 of the Acts of 1930, known as “An Act to Supplement 
Teachers’ Salaries of Weak School Districts in Greenville County ;” 
and (c) for the payment of general administrative expenses of the 
County Board of Education. : 


§ 3. The County Auditor is hereby directed to levy an addi- 
tional one and one-half (114) mills levy upon all the taxable prop- 
erty within Greenville County, to be collected by the same officers 
and in the same manner as other State, County and School taxes are 
now collected, the proceeds of this tax to the extent of Forty Five 
Thousand ($45,000.00) Doliars, to be used for the maintenance of 
the Greenville County Tuberculosis Hospital, which amount of Forty 
Five Thousand ($45,000.00) Dollars shall be disbursed by the Board 
of Trustees of said Hospital for the maintenance thereof under the 
terms of an Act entitled, “An Act Providing for the Establishment 
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of Public Hospitals or Tuberculosis Camps, etc.,” and known as Act 
‘No. 165 of the Acts of 1925: Provided, that the proceeds from this 
said one and one-half (114) mills levy in excess of said amount of 
Forty Five Thousand ($45,000.00) Dollars, shall be turned over to 
the Treasurer of Greenville County and used for general County pur- 
poses. 


§ 4. That subdivisions under any item of this Act may be di- 
verted by the Supervisor, with the consent of the Comptroller and a 
majority of the County Delegation, to any other subdivision under 
the same item where it is necessary to meet a deficiency in such sub- 
division, that the appropriation of any one item shall not be effected. 


§ 5. That all able-bodied male persons between the ages of 
twenty-one (21) and fifty (50) years, both inclusive, in the County 
of Greenville, during the year 1932, shall pay a commutation road 
tax of Two ($2.00) Dollars, subject to the exemptions, provisions 
and penalties prescribed in Act No. 146, approved February 27, 
1917, and payable at the same time other taxes are payable. 


§ 6. ..The Clerk of the Court is hereby charged with the entire 
custody and control of the Court House building and all appurte- 
nances thereto; he is authorized and directed to allow to the Asso- 
ciate Justice of the Supreme Court residing in Greenville, the use of 
such office room as may not be needed for the use of the County as 
a matter of public convenience. 


§ 7. It is herein especially provided that out of Item 4 there 
shall not be paid exceeding two (2) bailiffs and one (1) Court Crier 
-at any term of the Common Pleas Court or General Sessions, not 
exceeding one (1) bailiff and one (1) Court Crier for any term of 
the Greenville County Court, unless the Presiding Judge orders more 
to serve. And it is provided further, that the jury child shall be paid 
from this item, and further, that the Court Crier shall act as bailiff 
when not otherwise engaged. That the said bailiffs and Court Crier 
shall be paid not exceeding Three ($3.00) Dollars per day for each 
day’s service actually rendered in said Court. 


§ 8. No per diem shall be allowed out of Item 4 to any sala- 
ried officer of Greenville County. Nor shall more than One Thousand 
Two Hundred ($1,200.00) Dollars of said item be used by the 
Grand Jury for investigative purposes and expenses in connection 
with investigative purposes. It is not intended hereby to limit in- 
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vestigation of the Grand Jury, but when the said sum of One Thou- 
sand Two Hundred ($1,200.00) Dollars is expended the County shall 
not pay any other expenses in connection therewith. 


§ 9. The Sheriff, Deputy Sheriffs and all other peace officers 
except Magistrates and Constables, shall turn into the County ‘Treas- 
urer all Federal fees paid to them for attendance upon Federal 
Courts, and it shall be the duty of said officers to apprehend escaped 
convicts and no reward shall be allowed on account thereof. 


§ 10. The appropriation in Item 3, sub-division (c), Charity 
Patients in Hospitals, shall be expended by the Charities and Cor- 
rections Commission of Greenville County for charity patients in hos- 
pitals in Greenville County, and shall be paid out on the approval of 
the Commission. The Commission is authorized to commit charity 
patients to the said Hospitals and the Commission is hereby charged 
to notify the said hospitals when the fund is exhausted and any pa- 
tient remaining after receiving notice will be at the expense of the 
hospital or the patient’s family. 


§ 11. That there shall be paid to the Secretary of the Charities 
and Corrections Commission the sum of Eleven Hundred Seventy- 
three ($1173.00) Dollars for salary, clerical help and office rent, and 
there shall be paid to the Chairman of said Commission as salary, the 
sum of Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars, both of said items to be 
paid out of Item 10. 


§ 12. The Comptroller is directed to prepare and publish quar- 
terly in some newspaper published in Greenville County an itemized 
list of all disbursements and expenditures under Items 1, 2, 3 and 
11 of this Act, with the exceptions of sub-division (c) of Item 3, said 
quarterly statements to be prepared and published so as to show the 
following information: Claim Number; Name of Claimant; Nature 
of Claim and the amount thereof; also such other tabulated infor- 
mation as may be necessary, in-his opinion, to show the disburse- 
ment of all moneys appropriated herein. 


§ 13. Item 14, Miscellaneous Contingent, Twelve Thousand 
Five Hundred ($12,500.00) Dollars, hereinabove referred to, shall 
be expended in the discretion of, and under the direction of a ma- 
jority of the Greenville County Delegation, and for such purposes 
as may be prescribed by a majority of said Delegation. 


§ 14. The Supervisor of Greenville County is hereby forbidden 
to expend or contract to expend in any one quarter of the year, com- 
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puting from January lst, more than one-fourth of the appropriations 
under Item 1 for the following purposes, that is to say: for bridges, 
lumber and pipe, during any one quarter, not in excess of Five Thou- 
sand Seven Hundred Fifty ($5,750.00) Dollars; for gasoline, oil and 
grease, during any one quarter, not in excess of Three Thousand 
($3,000.00) Dollars; for maintenance of convicts during any one 
quarter, not in excess of Six Thousand Two Hundred Fifty ($6,- 
250.00) Dollars; for maintenance of teams, during any one quarter, 
not in excess of Three Thousand Two Hundred Fifty ($3,250.00) 
Dollars; for miscellaneous purposes, during any one quarter, not in 
excess of seven hundred fifty ($750.00) Dollars. He is also for- 
bidden to expend or contract to expend in any calendar month more 
than one-twelfth of the appropriated amount for pay rolls and sala- 
ries, that is to say, in any one month not in excess of Twenty-five 
Hundred ($2500.00) Dollars: Provided, that if there should remain 
any unexpended balance of the amounts authorized to be expended 
in any period above mentioned, the same may be added to the amount 
authorized to be expended for the same purpose during the next en- 
suing period, That the periodic allowances provided for above shall 
not be exceeded for any period, and any contract providing for the 
expenditure of any sum in excess of such periodic allowances shall 
not be binding upon Greenville County, and it is especially provided 
that any person, firm or corporation contracting in any manner with 
the County is charged with the duty of ascertaining whether or not 
the expenditure of any sums contemplated by any such contract shall 
be in excess of such periodic allowance: Provided, further, That the 
requirements of this Section as to the periodic expenditures may be 
dispensed with upon the written consent of a majority of the Green- 
ville County Delegation. That the sum of Three Thousand ($3,- 
000.00) Dollars, appropriated under sub-division (h) of Item 1 
herein, for miscellaneous purposes, shall be expended by the Super- 
visor, in his discretion; to supplement any of the appropriations in 
Item 1, except the appropriations for pay rolls and salaries. That the 
sum of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, designated as sub-di- 
vision (I) under Item 1, shall be expended under the direction of a 
majority of the Greenville County Delegation, in their discretion, to 
supplement any of the appropriations under Item 1. Authority is 
hereby conferred upon a majority of the Greenville County Dele- 
gation, in its discretion, to review and revise the schedule of wages 
or compensation allowed persons employed by the Supervisor and 
who are paid from the appropriation provided for in subdivision (b) 
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of Item 1, and such provision, when made by the delegation, shall be 
binding upon the Supervisor and upon the persons so employed. 


§ 15. The appropriations herein provided shall not in any case 
be exceeded and any contracts which may be made and which will 
in any manner provide for the expenditure of funds in excess of 
those provided for herein, shall nut be binding upon Greenville 
County, and it is specifically provided that any person selling supplies 
to the County is charged with the duty of ascertaining in advance as 
to whether or not the appropriation for that purpose has been ex- 
hausted. 


§ 16. That the salary of each Deputy Sheriff shall be paid on 
the basis of One Hundred Fifty ($150.00) Dollars per month, which 
amount includes an allowance for gasoline, oil and automobile, and 
no additional allowance shall be made for said purpose. That no al- 
lowance shall be made to the Sheriff for gasoline, oil or automobile. 
That from and after February 15, 1932, the Sheriff of Greenville 
County is hereby directed and required to maintain four deputies on 
duty during the day and two deputies on duty during the night, and 
should the Sheriff of Greenville County at any time after February 
15th, 1932, fail to keep two of said deputies on duty at night, then 
and in such an event, the number of deputy sheriffs shall be reduced 
from six (6) to four (4) and pay warrants shall be issued to only 
four deputies (4) ; Provided, however, this provision may be waived 
or modified by the written consent or direction of a majority of the 
Greenville County Delegation. 


§ 17. That the appropriation of Four Hundred and Forty 
($440.00) Dollars for the County Engineer, as shown in Item 10 
hereof, shall cover his services from January 1, 1932, to March 15, 
1932, and from and after March 15th, 1932, the office of County 
Engineer is hereby declared abolished. 


§ 18. That the compensation of each member of the ‘Township 
Board of Assessors and of the Equalization Board is hereby fixed 
at the sum of Three ($3.00) Dollars per day for each day in actual 
attendance upon their duties, said compensation, together with their 

“mileage, to be paid out of Item 7. 


§ 19. That Item 11, sub-division (c) Two Hundred ($200.00) 
Dollars for the transportation of juvenile delinquents, shall be used 
for the transportation of juvenile delinquents to such institutions as 
may be designated by the Judge of the Childrens’ Court, and al! 
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vouchers drawn on said fund shall be approved by the Judge of the 
Childrens’ Court. 


§ 20. That the action of the Greenville County Delegation in 
increasing the items hereinafter named in the Supply Bill for 1931 
and in directing the several County Officers to do the things herein- 
after named during the year 1931, be and they are hereby ratified, 
that is to say: In increasing Item 5 in the sum of One Thousand 
($1,000.00) Dollars, so as to take care of lunacy examinations; in 
increasing Item 6, sub-division (f), in the sum of Two Hundred 
Ninety-three ($293.00) Dollars, for books, stationery, etc. for the 
office of the Superintendent of Education ; in increasing Item 6, sub-

native road to the Buncombe Road, known as Highway No. 25, and 
in making other expenditures out of the said appropriation of Thirty- | 
five Hundred ($3500.00) Dollars, in connection with securing said 
rights of way; in refunding or authorizing the refund to the South 
Carolina Savings Bank, as Receiver of the Peoples Bank of Fountain 
Inn, on account of taxes erroneously paid, of the sum of Five Hun- 
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dred Six and 70/100 ($506.70) Dollars; in refunding or authorizing 
the refund to Oscar Hodges, Esq. as Receiver of the Bank of Simp- 
sonville, of the sum of Seven Hundred Eighty Six and 24/100 
($786.24) Dollars, on account of taxes erroneously paid; in au- 
thorizing the Master of Greenville County to keep intact the interest 
heretofore accumulated on bank balances, together with such. addi- 
tional interest as may accrue, until it reaches a point where such in- 
terest will offset the loss sustained in the Master’s account by reason 
of the failure of the Bank of Commerce; in authorizing the delin-

Section 1. Resolution of Greenville County Legislative 
Delegation in Regard Certain Real Estate Transactions by 
T. C. Gower and W. D. Parrish Validated.—Be it enacted

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Authorize a Refund or Abate- 


ment of Taxes to Certain Taxpayers in Greenville 
County, Chick Springs 9-A or Elsewhere in Greenville 
County, Who Suffered Severe Crop Losses in the Hail 
Storm of June 21, 1931. 


Section 1. Relief for Certain Hail Sufferers in Green- 
ville County.—Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: Realizing that the taxpayers hereinafter listed 
suffered heavy crop losses from the severe hail storm which struck 
portions of Greenville County on June 21, 1931, and by reason of 
such losses their ability to pay taxes has been greatly reduced this 
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Resolution is adopted to relieve them of the payment of a portion 
only of their County taxes. Therefore, upon the written request of 
each of the undersigned filed with the Auditor on or before June 1, 
1932, asking for a cartificate of the amount of the taxes on such 
taxpayer’s property situate in Chick Springs 9-A, or elsewhere in 
Greenville County, the Auditor shall furnish him a certificate show- 
ing the same and upon the same being filed with the County Treas- 
urer, or the Tax Collector, as the case may be, the Treasurer if the 
taxes have been paid, shall refund to such taxpayer one-half (14) of 
the County taxes, and if the same have not been paid the Tax Col- 
lector is authorized to abate the amount of taxes of such taxpayer 
by one-half of the amount thereof and upon the payment of the other 
one-half to issue a receipt in full for his taxes, which, however, shall 
show that only one-half has been paid in cash and the other half 
abated under the terms of this Resolution.

Provided, That the County Attorney of Hampton County is 
hereby required to give each County officer of the County legal 
advice when requested for same: Provided, That none of the funds 
herein appropriated shall be expended for the payment of any ex- 
penses for the transmitting of lunatics to the State Hospital for 
the Insane: Provided, further, That the Farm Demonstration Agent 
shall be appointed by the proper authorities, by and with the con-

§ 3. That all commutation taxes shall be expended on roads and 
bridges in townships and towns from which same are collected, and 
that part of the commutation tax collected from citizens of in- 
corporated towns by the County Treasurer shall be returned to the 
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respective towns: Provided, That the Town authorities of Brunson, 
Hampton, Varnville, Yemassee, and Estill be empowered to collect 
the commutation tax from residents within their respective corpo- 
rate limits: Provided, further, That the clerks of the respective 
towns be required on or before October 15th of each year to furnish 
a list, duly sworn to, of all persons in their respective towns who 
are liable to such commutation tax. 


§ 4. That the Auditor of Hampton County is hereby author- 
ized and directed to levy one and one-half (114) mills on the prop- 
erty of Pocotaligo Township for the maintenance of roads con- 
structed by the bond issue in said Township.

§ 5. The Auditor is hereby authorized and directed to levy one 
and one-half (114) mills on the property of Peoples Township for 
maintenance of roads constructed by the bond issue, in said town- 
ship, and the Treasurer of Hampton County is hereby authorized to 
collect the said one and one-half (134) mill levy and pay the same 
out on the order of the County Board of Commissioners, whose duty 
it shall be to contract and provide for the maintenance and the up- 
keep of the roads in said township: Provided, That same shall go 
into the ordinary County Fund. 


§ 6. The Auditor of Hampton County is hereby empowered 
and directed to levy a one and one-half (114) mill tax upon the tax- 
able property in Goethe Township for the maintenance of the roads 
constructed by bond issue in said Township; and the Treasurer of 
Hampton County is hereby empowered and directed to collect the 
said tax and to disburse and pay out same on the order of the County 
Board of Commissioners, who are hereby charged with the duty of 
maintaining and contracting for the maintenance of the said lateral 
roads or highways within said Townships: Provided, That same 
shall go into the ordinary County Fund. 


§ 7. The Auditor of Hampton County is hereby empowered 
and directed to levy a one and one-half (134) mill tax upon all the 
taxable property within Lawton Township for the maintenance of 
roads constructed by the bond issue of said ‘Township, and the 
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’ Treasurer of Hampton County is hereby empowered and directed 
to collect the said tax and to disburse and pay out the same on the 
order of the County Board of Commissioners, who are hereby 
charged with the duty of maintaining and contracting for the main- 
tenance of said lateral roads or highways within said township: 
Provided, That same shall go into the ordinary County Fund. 


§ 8. The Auditor and Treasurer of Hampton County shall be, 
and they are hereby, constituted a Sinking Fund Commission of 
Hampton County, whose duty it shall be to handle all funds col- 
lected ‘for the purpose of creating a sinking fund for the retirement 
of all bonds of the County, and said Commission shall not deposit 
said funds in any bank unless such bank shall give a surety bond 
or place with said Commission Liberty Bonds, Federal Land Bank 
Bonds, and County Notes, as security to safeguard such deposits. 
All time deposits shall bear interest at four (4%) per cent. 


§ 9. That the sum provided herein for printing shall be paid 
in monthly installments. , 


§ 10. That the Auditor and Treasurer of Hampton County, 
constituting the Sinking Fund Commission of Savannah River 
Bridge Project, are hereby authorized, empowered, and specifically 
directed to take all funds refunded to Hampton County on the 
Savannah River Bridge Project by the State Highway Department 
and purchase, if it is possible to do so, as many bonds as the said

the Treasurer for the fines and costs collected by the Magistrates 
during the previous month. 


§ 12. The County Board of Commissioners shall, as early as 
practicable, sell the four (4) mules now being used on the extra 
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gangs at the best price it is possible to obtain, and turn the proceeds 
resulting from such sale over to the County Treasurer. 


§ 13. That the County Board of Commissioners is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to at once trade in to the very best advantage 
one of the trucks now being used by the chaingang for a new Ford 
or Chevrolet truck, property equipped: Provided, Such trade in 
shall be had only after bids have been submitted by nearby dealers. 


§ 14. The County Supervisor, upon the request of any County 
Commissioner, is hereby authorized to furnish a guard from the 
chaingang, a truck, and a sufficient number of convicts to do such 
work on roads and bridges of the County as such commissioner 
deems necessary.

- AN ACT io Provide for the Payment of the Oldest School 
Claims First in Hampton County and to Provide for the 
Disbursement of School Moneys Now on Hand With the 
Treasurer of Hampton County, or That May Hereafter 
Be Collected, Including the 6-0-1 School Money for the 
Present Scholastic Year. 


Section 1. Payment of School Claims in Hampton 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: The Treasurer of Hampton County, South Caro- 
lina, is hereby authorized and directed out of any school tax moneys 
in his hands, or that may hereafter be collected to pay the oldest 
valid school claims first in order of their date, the oldest school claims 
to be entitled to payment first, irrespective of the fiscal year in which 
they were dated or issued. Said claims to be paid out of the first money 
coming into his hands as Treasurer belonging to the particular school 
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district or districts against which said valid claim or claims are 
established: Provided, The Treasurer shall not be responsible for 
the non-payment of any claim unless they are duly proven and pre- 
sented. : 


§ 2. Validity of Claims.—The validity of said claims may be 
established as now provided by law, and Section 2691 of Code of 
Laws, 1922, Volume 3. 


§ 3. Use of 6-0-1 Funds Accruing.—The 6-0-1 school money 
accruing to Hampton County and the respective school districts 
therein shall be payable and applicable only to school claims issued 
for the scholastic year commencing July 1, 1931, and ending June 
30, 1932, the oldest valid school claim having priority of payment 
with respect to school year commencing July 1, 1931.

of the delegation, or a majority thereof: Provided, further, ‘That the 
Probate Judge shall be allowed to retain a fee of fifty (50c) cents 
for each marriage license issued and collected by him: Provided, 
_ That the Constables for Aynor, Floyds, and Loris shall, receive the 
same compensation as the Magistrates appointing them: Provided, 
further, That the County Commissioners and Clerk of Court are 
hereby authorized and empowered to use the sum of not exceeding 
three hundred ($300.00) dollars of the funds herein appropriated 
for Court expenses for the purpose of purchasing necessary furniture 
and equipment for Judge’s office, solicitor’s office, and jury rooms 
in the Court House: Provided, further, That the County Superin- 
tendent of Education may use not exceeding the sum of three hun- 
dred ($300.00) dollars for travel expenses, if so much be necessary, 
to be paid from the County Board of Education Fund.” 


§ 3. That in anticipation of the collection of taxes for the year 
1932, the Board of County Commissioners and County Treasurer 
are hereby authorized to borrow on their joint official notes the 
amount of money necessary to meet any of the appropriations men- 
tioned herein and to pledge for the payment thereof all taxes and 
revenues for the year 1932: Provided, That the Board of County 
Commissioners and County Treasurer are further authorized to 
issue renewal notes, or to borrow on their joint official notes for 
the purpose of paying any notes issued hereunder and to pledge there- 
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for any uncollected taxes then due and owing and any other taxes 
and revenues due to, and collectible by said County. 


§ 4. The purchase of all books, stationery and other office sup- 
plies and the printing of all county matters shall be by competitive 
bids, and the County Commissioners are hereby required before 
purchasing or awarding the contracts for the purchase of such books, 
stationery and office supplies, or for the printing of any county 
matters, to have filed with them in writing a request from the officer 
who desires such supplies or printing, giving a detailed statement 
of what is needed, and the County Commissioners shall thereupon 
give notice that such articles are desired and shall award to the 
lowest competitive bidder contract for such supplies. 


§ 5. The County Commissioners are hereby authorized and di- 
rected to use the County Physician in attending all subjects in jail, 
on chaingang, or otherwise, under jurisdiction of the County, and 
it shall be the duty of the County Doctor and County Nurse to 
attend when called by the County Authorities. 


§ 6. The officials of Horry County charged with the duty of 
keeping records of their receipts and disbursements or other records 
with reference to the finances of Horry County, shall keep each and 
every account separate and distinct and each and every Department 
separate and distinct, and shall keep an itemized statement affecting 
the finances, receipts, and disbursements of each branch or Depart- 
ment of the County; and all officials charged with the duty of re- 
ceiving and disbursing, or keeping records with reference to the 
funds belonging to the County, or any part thereof, are hereby pro- 
hibited from diverting any funds from one department to another 
or the diverting of any funds from one school district to another, 
or from one branch of the County government to another. . 


§ 7. All officials charged with any duty or responsibility, under 
the provisions of this Act, shall, upon their failure and neglect to 
perform any duty imposed herein, or upon the doing of any act pro- 
hibited herein, shall be deemed guilty of official misconduct and 
subject to removal from office and punishable as for official mis- 
conduct. 


§ 8. Inasmuch as it has been made manifest that a service offi- 
cer of the American Legion Post for Horry County has done much 
useful work in securing for the former service men the financial and 
other benefits provided for them under laws of the United States, 
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and, inasmuch as it has been found that this work requires technical 
knowledge and experience; takes a great deal of time and cannot 
adequately be looked after by any of the former service men without 
requiring the sacrifice of their other employments, and, whereas it 
appears that there are many veterans of Horry County entitled to 
participate in these benefits, many of whom through ignorance or 
inexperience have not been and will not be made acquainted with 
their rights without the assistance of one skilled in this particular 
line of work, and, inasmuch as this public service is one that ought 
to be performed and will produce tangible and practical results of 
considerable financial value to the community at large, there is 
hereby appropriated the sum of Twelve Hundred ($1,200.00) Dol- 
lars for the employment of a service officer, and the additional sum 
of Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars, for postage and stationery 
for said service officer, payable monthly. This service officer is to be 
employed by the Horry County Legislative Delegation upon the 
recommendation of Horry Post No. 111 of the American Legion 
at Conway, South Carolina. It shall be the duty of said service officer 
diligently to seek out those who are entitled to obtain any benefits 
under the laws of the United States, to make them acquainted with 
their rights and to aid them in every practicable way in securing the 
rights to which they are entitled. It shall further be the duty of said 
service officer to make up in duplicate an annual report of all cases 
handled by him, showing with particularity the sums of money or.

Whereas, the bonds of Kershaw County, known as Railroad Re- 
funding Bonds, in the amount of Ninety-five Thousand ($95,000.00) 
Dollars, will become due on May 1, 1932; and, 


Whereas, it appears that there cannot at this time be realized out of 
the sinking funds of Kershaw County sufficient funds to pay these 
bonds at maturity without ruinous disorganization to the farming 
people and others who hold loans from said sinking fund ; now, there- 
fore, 


Section 1. Kershaw County to Issue Bonds——Purpose.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That the Board of Directors of Kershaw County is hereby au- 
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thorized and empowered to issue negotiable coupon bonds of Ker- 
shaw County to an amount not to exceed Seventy Thousand ($70,- 
000.00) Dollars, for the purpose of refunding the outstanding bonds 
of Kershaw County maturing May Ist, 1932, and issued to refund 
the bonds for aid of the construction of the Charleston, Cincinnatti 
and Chicago Railroad through said County. 


§ 2.. Bonds.—The said bonds shall bear interest at six (6%)

§ 4. Execution of Bonds.—The bonds issued hereunder shall 
be signed by the Chairman of the Board of Directors of Kershaw 
County and the seal of the said Board of Directors of Kershaw 
County shall be affixed or impressed upon each bond, but the cou- 
pons attached to said bonds may be authenticated by the printed. fac- 
simile signature of the Chairman of the said Board of Directors of 
Kershaw County.

* § 6. Funds to Be Used to Pay Bonds.—The County Board 
of Directors of Kershaw County are hereby authorized and directed 
to pay said bonds and the interest thereon as the same become due 
from the Sinking Fund of Kershaw County now in their hands, and 
from the proceeds of the tax hereinafter provided for. 


§ 7. Payment.—The said County Board of Directors of Ker- 
shaw County shall, on or before the first day of February of each 
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year during the life of said bonds or any of them, notify the County 
Auditor of Kershaw County in writing of the amount of cash money 
in their hands immediately available and applicable to the payment of 
said bonds and interest, is not sufficient to pay such of said bonds and 
interest coupons as may mature in said year, or if in any year during 
the life of said bonds the said County Board of Directors of Ker- 
shaw County shall fail to file with the said County Auditor of Ker- 
shaw County the notice herein provided for, giving the amount of 
cash money on hand applicable to said bonds and interest, then and 
in either event, the said Auditor of Kershaw County is hereby di- 
rected and required to levy for such year, and for each and every 
succeeding year when necessary under the terms of this Act, a tax 
on all of the taxable property of Kershaw County in such an amount 
as may be needed to pay the principal and interest of said bonds as 
the same become due.

AN ACT to Provide for the Levy of Taxes for Ordinary 
County and Road Purposes, for the Year 1932, and to 
Provide for the Expenditure Thereof in the County of 
Lancaster. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That-a tax is hereby levied on all of the taxable 
property of Lancaster County for county, road, and school purposes 
for the fiscal year commencing January 1, 1932, for the amounts 
and for the purposes hereinafter stated, that is to say: 


Item 1. For Ordinary County Purposes, four (4) mills. For 
Roads and Bridges, six (6) mills. For the payment of interest and 
principal on Chesterfield and Chester Railroad Bonds, one-half (1%) 
mill. For paying interest on money to be borrowed for current ex- 
penses, one-half (14) mill: Provided, That any surplus from said 
interest requirements shall go to the Ordinary County fund. For 
interest on bonds issued in 1915 for past indebtedness and for Sink- 
ing Fund for same, three-fourths (3/4) mill. For paying interest 
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on permanent bridge bonds issued under Acts of 1924, two (2) 
mills. For payment of interest and to create a Sinking Fund for 
bonds issued in aid of the Charleston, Cincinnati & Chicago Rail- 
road, the following levies are made: 


Pleasant Hill Township, one-half (14) mill 
Gills Creek Township, three-fourths (3/4) mill. 
Cane Creek Township, one (1) mill. 


The Treasurer of said County is hereby required to keep all sink- 
ing funds in his hands or coming into his hands on deposit at interest 
with the banks of Lancaster in equal proportions, and all checking 
funds shall likewise be deposited by said Treasurer: Provided, That 
in case it is necessary for the County to borrow moriey, the bank or 
banks offering the lowest rate on said loan or loans shall be entitled 
to preference in the deposit of checking account funds, but no 
depository bank shall be allowed to charge exchange on any County 
check drawn on said bank. Act No. 493 of Volume 28, Statutes 
at Large, and all other Acts inconsistent with the provisions of this 
Act be, and the same are hereby, repealed.

Jailor’s salary, fifty ($50.00) dollars per month payable monthly. 
Out of the said salary, the jailor, under the supervision of the 
Sheriff, is hereby required to pay all operating expenses of the Jail, 
except the per diem for dieting prisoners hereinafter provided for, 
and except water rents. The Sheriff shall receive, in addition to his 
salary, his necessary expenses and five (5¢) cents per mile traveled 
in going and returning when called beyond the limits of the County 
on official business only, searching for fugitives from justice, con- 
veying lunatics to the State Hospital for the Insane, conveying pris- 
oners to the State Reformatory, and to the Penitentiary and shall 
receive forty-five (45¢) cents per day for dieting each prisoner. The 
Probate Judge shall receive as part of his compensation the one 
($1.00) dollar now charged for each marriage license. 


Item. 4. It is hereby directed that any sum remaining to the 
credit of the County from the collection of current taxes, after 
the payment of ordinary expenses and other obligations herein pro- 
vided for, shall be placed to the credit of the Road Fund for use by 
the County Commissioners for general road purposes: 


Item 5. The County Board of Commissioners of Lancaster 
County is hereby authorized and directed to expend a sum not ex- 
ceeding five thousand ($5,000.00) dollars for the construction of a 
bridge to replace McManus Bridge across Lynch’s River ; Provided, 
A like sum is expended for such purpose by the County Commis- 
sioners of Chesterfield County. Said Bridge shall be located by the 
Commissioners of both of said Counties, 


Item 6. The County Board of Commissioners is hereby ordered 
and directed to work and maintain the road or street known as Mill 
Street or Brooklyn Avenue, which leads from State Highway No. 
26 to the property line of the Lancaster Cotton Mills. 


Item 7. The County Board of Commissioners is hereby author- 
ized to set aside out of the road fund such a sum of money as in its 
judgment may be required, in the interim between the regular month- 
ly meetings, for use in meeting weekly payrolls for labor and to 
pay for freight, express, repairs for machinery, and feed for live 
stock; and the County Treasurer is authorized to make disburse- 
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ments out of said special fund only on itemized and verified claims 
of the County Road Supervisor, which claims shall be regularly filed 
by the County Treasurer with the Board of County Commissioners 
for formal approval by a majority thereof, the said approval or 
disapproval shall be recorded in the minutes of the Board. All 
claims must be made out and listed separately. 


The Road Supervisor shall be the purchasing agent of the Board 
of Commissioners and shall purchase all supplies on their approval 
and no claim shall be paid except for goods or supplies so purchased. 


Item 8. The Chairman of the Board of Commissioners shall 
receive one hundred ($100.00) dollars and each Commissioner shall 
receive fifty ($50.00) dollars for travel. 


Item 9. The sum of forty-five ($45.00) dollars per month is 
hereby appropriated for a deputy at the Lancaster Cotton Mill;

Borrow from Certain County Sinking Funds—Purpose—

- Board of Education of Lancaster County the sinking funds now 
in his hands being the accumulation of a two-mill levy placed on 
the property of Lancaster County for sinking fund purposes to re- 
place monies lost in insolvent banks, as well as any other sinking 
funds in his hands not applicable to the retirement of bonds; and 
the County Board of Education is hereby authorized and empowered 
to borrow from the County Treasurer the aforesaid funds to be 
used by it in meeting, ratably, the outstanding claims of teachers 
of the several school districts for teachers’ salaries for the month of 
February.

AN ACT to Provide for the Retiring of the Deficits Existing 
in the School Districts of Lancaster County 


Section 1. Retirement of Deficits Now Existing in School 
Districts of Lancaster County.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Inasmuch as a number 
of school districts in Lancaster County have overdrafts on the books 
of the County Treasurer, and a number of districts have outstanding 
obligations and are without funds to meet the satne, the board of 
school trustees of any such districts, the County Auditor and the 
County Treasurer’ are hereby authorized and directed to imniediately 
determine upon a plan of retiring such deficits by repaying the same 
to the treasury of the County. And to that end they are authorized 
and empowered to determine and fix such tax levy upon the property. 
of any such district as will retire such deficit within the general 
terms and limitations expressed in this Act. The number of years 
in which the deficit shall be retired shall be determined as well as 
the rate of interest, if any, that the installments shall bear: Pro- 
vided, That the installments shall be approximately equal, successive, 
and annual and shall not exceed fifteen (15) in number. In cases 
where the money has already been. advanced by the Treasurer from 
some other source the board of school trustees of any such district 
is authorized and empowered to make notes to the Treasurer in ac- 
cordance with the plan of settlement determined upon, and all such 
notes shall be negotiable by the Treasurer: Provided, That the pro- 
ceeds therefrom shall be used to wipe out the deficit of any such 
district, or so much thereof as the proceeds amount to. The county 
Auditor is hereby directed to annually levy the amount of tax fixed 
and determined by the aforementioned officials, and the Treasurer 
is directed to collect the same as other taxes are collected and the 
taxes herein levied and authorized to be levied are picdged to secure 
the payment of such notes and interest, and the payment of the in- 
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stallments as they respectively mature. The County Board of Edu- 
cation, the County Treasurer, and the board of school trustees of any 
particular district are authorized and empowered to determine the 
amount of deficit existing in any particular school district. In de- 
termining such matter each of the said boards shall have one vote 
and the County Treasurer one vote, and their conclusion in the 
matter shall be final and shall constitute the basis upon which any 
deficit shall be discharged. The County Board of Education and 
the County Treasurer are authorized and directed to adjust and 
settle the credits and debits existing among the several school dis- 
tricts: Provided, That before the funds of any school district shall 
be applied towards refunding moneys spent rightfully to the credit 
of and belonging to some other one or more school districts, all sums 
due for teachers salaries by any such district shall first be paid: Pro- 
vided, further, That the terms of the provision immediately preced- 
ing shall be inoperative after January lst, 1933; Provided, further, 
That the levies authorized to be made under the terms of this Act 
for the year 1932, shall take into consideration the adjustments of 
the debits and credits among the several school districts as de- 
termined upon by the officers herein designated to make the same.

tions incurred tor which Laurens County is liable, said report shall be 
made on or before June first and December first of each year. 


§ 3. That the County Board of Commissioners, and Treasurer 
of Laurens County, are directed to acquire at a reasonable price from 
the Receiver of the Farmers National Bank of Laurens, S. C., and 
the Federal Reserve Bank of Richmond, Virginia, their equity in the 
_assets of said Farmers National Bank, heretofore pledged to the 
Treasurer of Laurens County, as security for deposits made by the 
Treasurer and to turn said assets over to the Trustee to be appointed 
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by the Court of Common Pleas for Laurens County on petition of 
the Treasurer and Supervisor. The Trustee is directed to reduce said 
assets to cash as expeditiously as practical by suit, or otherwise, and 
with the consent of the Treasurer and Supervisor to compromise 
such claims as in their judgment may be doubtful. He may take title 
to and sell and convey any real estate at prices to be agreed upon by 
him, and the Supervisor and Treasurer, He shall have the right to 
employ Attorneys, when in his judgment same may be necessary, the 
compensation of such Attorney to be fixed by the Court. The com- 
pensation of the Trustee shall be that fixed by law for Administra- 
tors. The Supervisor and Treasurer are authorized, empowered and 
directed to borrow a sufficient sum of money for the purchase of 
said assets, and to pledge to the Jender said assets, together with a tax 
to be levied by the Auditor of Laurens County, sufficient to pay the 
sums so borrowed, with interest. The Trustee shall give bond with 
sufficient sureties in an amount to be fixed by the Court for the faith- 
ful performance of his duties. He shall make such reports as may 
be required by the Court, and shall turn over the moneys collected, 
after deducting his commissions and expenses, to the County Treas- 
urer, to be used for the purpose for which the moneys so deposited 
with said bank would have been used. And the Treasurer is hereby 
authorized to turn over to such Trustee any other such securities or 
collaterals which he might hold, if he should deem it expedient to 
have same reduced to cash. 


§ 4. That the Supervisor is hereby forbidden from making any 
debt or obligation for Laurens County not covered by the appropria- 
tion herein made and any obligation made by said Supervisor in 
excess of the levy and appropriation herein made shall not be a debt 
against Laurens County. The County physician is to be paid for at- 
tending convicts and poorhouse inmates from the funds appropriated 
for the chaingang and poorhouse and is not to receive extra pay for 
attending lunacy hearings. . 


§ 5. That the County Superintendent of Education is hereby 
authorized and empowered to borrow not exceeding ninety (90%) 
per cent of taxes for school purposes estimated for the year 1932, 
for the purpose of paying salaries of teachers and other school pur- 
poses, to pledge a tax levy for school purposes and the State aid to 
be received under the 6-0-1 School Law for the year 1932, for the 
payment of the same. Provided, That the Trustees of the various 
school districts are authorized and empowered to borrow money for 
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school purposes as above provided upon obtaining the written per- 
mission of the County Board of Education. 


§ 6. That the Auditor is hereby authorized and required to levy 
a tax of one (1) mill on all the taxable property of Laurens County, 
the proceeds of said levy to be used for the use and benefit of all the 
weak schools of Laurens County, and expended under the direction 
and supervision of the County Board of Education: Provided, That 
no money herein appropriated for school purposes or otherwise shall 
be used for the payment of any colored person as rural school super- 
visor, or for any other purpose connected with the educational work 
of colored schools in Laurens County. 


§ 7. The Judges of Probate shall be allowed twenty-five (25¢) 
cents for paying out pension claims and twenty-five (25¢) cents for 
indexing. 


§ 8. The Supervisor of Laurens County is hereby authorized 
and required to advertise for competitive bids for the purchase of all 
supplies used by Laurens County and shall accept the lowest respon- 
sible bidder for the same, and ‘any purchase not made in conformity 
thereto shall not be a debt against the County. The Supervisor of 
Laurens County is directed to provide a suitable room on the second 
floor of the Laurens Courthouse to be used as an office for the Mag- 
istrate of Laurens ‘Township, and whenever the occasion may arise 
to permit said Magistrate, or any other Magistrate in Laurens 
County, to use the court room for the trial of any such case as occa- 
sion might demand: Provided, however, The same shall not in any 
wise conflict with the uses of the court room as are necessary for the 
operation of the Circuit Court. 


§ 9. The County Treasurer and Supervisor are hereby author- 
ized and directed to pay at least one-third of the balance due on the 
_ $6,800.00 borrowed from the Joanna Cotton Mill, and to give the 
County’s note for the balance payable one year from date, ‘with the 
privilege of renewal for another year. They are also directed to ex- 
pend the sum of Four Thousand ($4,000.00) Dollars, on Rural Free 
Delivery Routes in Laurens County, equitably distributing same. 
The Supervisor is hereby authorized, directed and required to repair 
the surface treated roads leading to and from Lydia Mill Village 
and State Highway No, 2 and the sum of Fifteen Hundred Dollars 

is hereby appropriated for such purpose. 
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§ 10. Laurens County being indebted to Palmetto Bank of 
Laurens, S. C. in the sum of One Hundred Seventeen Thousand 
Three Hundred ($117,300.00) Dollars, with interest thereon repre- 
sented by four notes, one in the sum of Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) 
Dollars, payable May 12, 1932, two in the sum of Twenty-five Thou- 
sand ($25,000.00) Dollars, each, payable May 12, 1932, and one in 
the sum of Seventeen Thousand Three Hundred ($17,300.00) Dol- 
lars, payable May 12, 1932, said notes are hereby validated as valid 
indebtedness of Laurens County and the Supervisor and County: 
Treasurer, after applying the gasoline tax for the year 1931 to the 
reduction renewal indebtedness are authorized to execute and de- 
liver notes for not exceeding one year, for the balance due on said 
indebtedness, bearing interest at a rate not exceeding the legal rate 
of interest, both principal and interest to be paid from the gasoline 
tax coming to Laurens County for the year 1932, and from a tax 
upon all taxable property of Laurens County to be levied by the Au- 
ditor in an amount sufficient to pay said indebtedness and interest. 
The full faith and credit, and the full taxing power of Laurens 
County shall be irrevocably pledged for the payment of said indebted- 
ness, and the renewals thereof. 


One note of thirty-five thousand ($35,000.00) dollars, given on 
_ April 17, 1930, and one of fifty-five thousand three hundred ($55,- 
300.00) dollars, given at the same time, and due on the 17th day of 
April, 1931. Said notes are hereby validated as valid indebtedness of 
Laurens County, and the Supervisor and County Treasurer are au- 
thorized to execute their renewal notes therefor, the same to be paid 
from the said gasoline tax and other funds properly applicable 
thereto, under the law and the full faith and credit, and the full tax- 
ing power of Laurens County shall be irrevocably pledged for the 
payment of said indebtedness. 


§ 11. The Auditor of Laurens County is hereby authorized and 
directed to levy on the property of Laurens County, for the year 
1932, three (3) mills, and the County Treasurer of Laurens County 
is hereby directed to collect the same, the proceeds thereof to be used 
for cross country roads, and for purposes stated in Section 9 above. 


§ 12. The official bond of the County Supervisor for Laurens 
County shall be ten thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars, and no claim 
against Laurens County shall be paid until they shall have had the 
approval of the County Supervisor and the County Commissioners. 
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The County Supervisor and the County Commissioners are hereby 
forbidden from using any of the money provided for in this Act in 
the payment for, or in purchasing any additional road machinery, or 
implements for road building, except small tools, without the written 
approval of the State Senator from Laurens County and a majority 
of the members of the House of Representatives from Laurens 
County. All expenditures in excess of the appropriation herein made, 
and not duly authorized by law, made by the County Supervisor and 
Board of County Commissioners for Laurens County shall not con- 
stitute a valid indebtedness against Laurens County, and all such 
contracts shall be null and void, The official bond of the County Su- 
pervisor and County Commissioners shall be responsible for all un- 
authorized expenditures and contracts made by said officers, on be- 
half of Laurens County. 


§ 13. In the event of a vacancy or a new recommendation, there 
shall be appointed and commissioned by the Governor upon the rec- 
ommendation of the Sheriff and the head official of the Mills herein 
named, three Special Deputies to have the usual authority of Peace 
Officers, and shall be assigned to duty at Watts Mill, Lydia Mill and 
Joana Mill as the Sheriff might designate, and shall be paid by the 
Treasurer of Laurens County the sum of ten ($10.00) dollars per 
month and the said three mills may supplement the salaries, if they 
so desire, such appointments to be made for a period of two years, 
however, same may be revoked by the Governor at the recommenda- 
tion of the Sheriff and such Mill official at any time; said Deputies 
must be sworn in office before the Clerk of Court for Laurens 
County, and shall give the usual bond in the sum of one thousand 
($1,000.00) dollars, conditioned upon their faithful performance of 
duty.

office and at County jail, also at office of the Laurens Magistrate 
and in such other capacity as might be ordered by the Sheriff, said 
special constable to serve at office of Clinton Magistrate or in such 
other capacity as might be ordered by the Sheriff, such appointments 
to be made for a period of two years and said officers will be required 
to give bond in the sum of One Thousand Dollars conditioned , for 
faithful performance of duty. 
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§ 14. The Courthouse Janitor, to be named by the Clerk of 
Court, shall receive the sum of fifty ($50.00) dollars per month. 


§ 15. The Treasurer of Laurens County is hereby required to 
obtain security for all funds of Laurens County which is now or may 
hereafter be deposited in any bank or banks, The securities herein 
required shall be approved by the Sinking Fund Commission. That 
the County Treasurer be, and he hereby is authorized and directed 
to refund to C. L. Owens, as Sheriff of Laurens County the taxes 
and costs paid to him by said Sheriff on tax executions from the fol- 
lowing named parties not in excess of the amounts set after their 
respective name to wit: From M. K. Setzler, $133.29; against L. L.

'§ 2. That no funds can be diverted from one appropriation to 
another without a majority written consent of the Delegation. 


§ 3. All funds herein appropriated or that may be derived from 
any and all other sources whatever for the upkeep, maintenance and 
use of the roads, the county chaingang, or for any other purpose to 
be expen:!ed by the County Board of Commissioners upon a monthly 
basis, to wit: The County Board of Commissioners shall expend not 
more than one-twelfth of all such funds in any month during the 
year and shall render an accounting of the same to each member of 
the County Delegation at the end of each month, unless otherwise 
agreed to by the unanimous consent of the Delegation. 


§ 4. The Auditor of Lee County, upon the recommendation of 
the Superintendent of Education and the County Treasurer, is hereby 
authorized, directed, and required to reduce the special levies of the 
several school districts of Lee County so that the revenue shall not - 
exceed the amount necessary for the operation of the schools of the 
County. 


§ 5. The Auditor of Lee County is empowered, authorized and 
required to levy an additional two mills, if so much be necessary, on 
all the taxable property of Lee County to operate the schools of the 
County for the remaining one month under the 6-0-1 law. 


§ 6. That the County Commissioners be, and they are hereby, 
authorized to borrow an amount not exceeding ninety (90%) per 
cent. of the amount to be raised by the above levy, on notes to be 
executed: by the Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners 
and the County Treasurer, which note, a: notes, when so executed, 
shall be a lien upon all taxes to be raised by the above levy : Provided, 
That the Sheriff shall receive for dieting prisoners fifty (50¢) cents 
per day: Provided, further, That the Board of County Commis- 
sioners and the County Treasurer are hereby authorized and re- 
quired to use the money hereby appropriated for the purpose for 
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which the same is appropriated, and for no other purpose, and they 
are hereby forbidden to in any way exceed the appropriations herein 
made for any purpose whatsoever, without the written consent of the 
Senator and one Member of the House: Provided, further, That if 
any member of the Board of County Commissioners shall sign his 
approval of any claim against the County for payment, without hav-

two issues, place of sale, County Board of Commissioners’ office in 
the courthouse of Lee County and in the presence of all members of 
said Board, or a majority thereof, and in the event no bids are re- 
ceived said Board is authorized to purchase otherwise. 


3 8. That the County Board of Commissioners are hereby au-

The County Board of Commissioners is hereby required to keep 
accurate accounts of all gasoline used in the work of the chaingang 
or its employees as follows: Definite records for each truck and trac- 
tor must be kept and gasoline issued only upon special blanks signed 
and approved by the Supervisor of the County chaingang and the Su- 
perintendent of the Poor Farm. Other than County machinery, gaso- 
line can only be used by the Chairman of the County Board and the 
Superintendent of the chaingang. 


§ 10. In order to prevent lost motion, duplication of effort and 
lack of definite responsibility, the Chairman of the County Board of 
Commissioners is required to devote his entire time to the direction 
and operation of the County chaingang. He shall execute the orders 
and policies of the commission. No authority is denied the other 
members of said commission, neither is the chairman vested with 
greater power than his fellow members, but for convenience and bet- 
ter business methods, concentration of execution is ‘delegated to the 
chairman rather than the entire commission. 


§ 11. That the sum of six hundred ($600.00) dollars in item 
(f), Poor Farm (farming), shall be expended only upon the war- 
rants of the County Agent, and that the said Agent is given full 
power and authority to plan and direct the farming program of said 
Poor Farm.

.AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Authorize 
and Empower the County Treasurer and the County 
Board of Commissioners for Lee County to Use So 
Much of the Sinking Funds of Lee County As Might 
Be Necessary, for Ordinary County Purposes for the 
Year 1931, and Provide How and When Said Funds 
Shall Be Repaid,” Designated As Act 459 of the Acts 
of 1931, So as to Provide a Change in the Dates of Re- 


payment. 


Section 1. Act 459 of 1931 Amended—Payment of 
Sinking Funds Borrowed By Lee County.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 1 
of an Act entitled “An Act to Authorize and Empower the County 
Treasurer and the County Board of Commissioners for Lee County 
to Use so Much of the Sinking Funds of Lee County as Might be 
Necessary, for Ordinary County Purposes for the Year 1931, and 
Provide How and When Said Funds Shall be Repaid,” designated 
as Act No. 459 of the Acts of 1931, be, and the same is hereby, 
amended by striking out all of the proviso and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following: “Provided, however, That so much of said 
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sinking fund as might be used as aforesaid shall be refunded*as fol- 
lows: An amount not exceeding Eight Thousand ($8,000.00) Dollars 
shall be paid on or before February 15, 1932, and the balance shall be 
paid in two equal annual installments on the 15th day of February, 
1933 and 1934, respectively ; and that there shall be paid into each of 
the sinking funds, on the amounts so used, interest at the rate of 
three per cent. per annum,” so that said Section when so amended 
shall read as follows:

§ 2. Because funds on hand and revenue to become available 
in 1932 are ample to properly care for the legitimate needs of the 
County the Auditor is forbidden to levy the two mills tax on prop- 
erty in Lexington County for “public roads.” 
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§ 3. Because sufficient funds are on hand and have been set 
aside by the Treasurer to pay in full, when due on April Ist, 1932, 
the final and last of the notes issued by the County for “past in- 
debtedness” and known as the school deficit of 1927 the Auditor is 
forbidden to levy the two mills tax on the property in Lexington 
County which tax has heretofore been annually placed thereon for 
such retirement. 


§ 4. The Treasurer is authorized and directed to transfer to the 
“Ordinary County” fund any and all balances or moneys now or 
hereafter in the Treasury not specifically appropriated for a definite 
purpose, except “AA” in the 1929 Appropriation Act for Court 
House grounds. 


§ 6. There is hereby created a County Service Officer for Lex- 
ington, whose duty it shall be to aid Confederate Veterans and 
their widows, Spanish War Veterans and World War Veterans, in 
procuring pensions, compensations and Hospitalization. He shall 
maintain an office at the County Court House, where he shall be 
accessible to the public at all reasonable times : Provided, Such officer 
shall not charge or receive any fee or compensation for his services 
from any veteran. Said Service Officer shall be appointed by the 
Governor upon the recommendation of a majority of the Legislative 
Delegation. 


§ 7. That the constables provided for in this Act shall not 
fix or accept bonds from any persons arrested by them, but in 
each and every case where arrests are made they shall take the 
person arrested to the Magistrate of the District in which the arrest 
is made for the purpose of fixing bond for such persons: Provided, 
That no constable appointed under this Act shall enter upon the 
‘discharge of the duties as such constable until he has furnished bond 
in the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars, to be proved 
as to sufficiency by the Board of Commissioners of Lexington 
County, conditioned for the faithful performance of his duties. 


§ 8. The Probate Judge shall retain the One Dollar Marriage 
License Fee for each marriage license issued by him. 


§ 9. The Board of County Commissioners is hereby directed 
to draw no voucher on any given item of this appropriation un- 
less there be in said fund a sufficient balance to cover said voucher: 
Provided, That with the consent of a majority of the Legislative 
Delegation, one to be the Senator, the County Board of Commis- 
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sioners may divert funds to care for emergencies arid necessities and 
the members of the Delegation, or a majority thereof, are hereby 
empowered to order, or consent to, such diversions at any time dur- 
ing the fiscal year beginning January Ist, 1932: Provided, further, 
That the Clerk of the County Board of Commissioners shall keep 
the office of the said Board open for the public for six days in each 
and every week. 


§ 10. That before the salary of the Deputy Sheriff herein 
provided shall be available, the said Deputy, when appointed by the 
Sheriff, shall enter into bond in the usual form for Public ‘Officials 
in the sum of Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars, conditioned 
upon the faithful performance of his duties. 


§ 11. That the Board of County Commissioners is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to purchase all stationery for the use of the 
County, at the best price obtainable, and shall issue stationery to 
County Officers only, and upon the requisition of such officers in’ 
writing, and said requisition shall be kept on file by the Clerk of 
the said Board: Provided, That nothing herein shall apply to the 
purchase of official record books as now required by law. 


§ 12. When any officer of the County desires new office equip- 
ment or replacement or extraordinary services in connection with 
his office, he shall file his requests in writing with the Board of 
County Commissioners, and the said Board shall have the consent 
of a majority of the Legislative Delegation before ordering the pur- 
chase of any equipment or replacement or approving any extraordi- 
nary services, and no officer of the County shall have any authority 
to make contracts of purchase, or other obligations in the name of 
the County, except under the authority now conferred by law. 


§ 13. It shall be the duty of each Magistrate in Lexington 
County to certify to the Board of County Commissioners, within five 
days after his qualification, the name of his Constable, and in case 
of a change of Constable, each Magistrate making the change shall 
forthwith certify such change to the Board of County Commission- 
ers, and the said Board shall issue no voucher to any one as Con- 
stable whose name has not previously been certified to by the Mag- 
istrate as above prescribed, and no payment shall be made by any 
Magistrate for Constable service. 
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§ 14. The duties of Constables in Magisterial District No. 1 
shall be performed by the Sheriff of the County, or by his duly ap- 
pointed Deputy, without additional compensation. 


§ 15. The funds appropriated under Item 22 of Section 1 shall 
be paid to George Bell Timmerman, Attorney, under like terms 
and conditions as payments made by Aiken County for the same 
purpose, to wit: To protect the interests of Lexington and Aiken 
Counties and the rights of the people living along and adjacent to 
the Seivern and Knoxville Railroad and to prevent, if possible, the 
removal and abandonment of the said Seivern and Knoxville Rail- 
road in Lexington and Aiken Counties. 


§ 16. Whenever the trustees of the respective school dis- 
tricts unanimously certify to the County Superintendent of Education 
in Lexington County the names of those who are in need of school 
books and are financially unable, without undue hardship, to purchase 
and pay for them, Superintendent of Education is authorized and 
directed to purchase and pay for the books so requisitioned. Before 
issuing the certificate of necessity to the Superintendent of Educa- 
tion of Lexington County the trustees shall require a sworn state- 
ment by the parents, guardians, or those who have custody or keep- 
ing of the children who are to use the books that the applicants are 
financially unable, without undue harship, to purchase and pay for 
the books and the trustees shall issue their certificate to the Super- 
intendent of Education only when in their opipion the applicants 
are financially unable without undue harship, to procure the books 
needed. The cost of the said school books shall be paid (a) from any 
unappropriated funds on hand known as the “game warden” fees 
or (b) by the County Board of Commissioners from the “County 
Ordisary” fund. 


8 17. No bill or claim shail be paid or approved unless the 
same shall be itemized and fully state, under oath, what it is for, if 
for merchandise, articles or commodities, the kind or quality of the 
merchandise, articles and the commodities together with the amount 
and the time delivered ahll be plainly set forth. 


§ 18. Beginning where the 1931 audit left off the Board 
of County Commissioners is authorized and directed to have all 
county offices audited for one year by a reputable certified public 
accountant or reputable firm of certified public accountants and 
immediately upon the filing of the audit it shall be published in full 
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in one issue of the papers located in Lexington County, the contract 
for the audit and the contract for the publication of the same shall 
be first approved by a majority of the Legislative Delegation. 


§ 19. The salaries herein authorized are for a full calendar 
year and payments are to be made in equal monthly installments. 


§ 20. The County Treasurer is directed to proceed forthwith 
to sell for cash at public outcry before the County Court House 
door, after 15 days’ notice through one or more daily newspapers 
of wide circulation and two or more of the County newspapers and 
after registered inailed notice for a like period of time to the Man- 
agers, Agents, or persons in charge of the respective closed banks, 
any or all of the securities and collateral of whatsoever kind pledged, 
held, or left in safe keeping as protection against the County’s de- 
posits in the following banks, if in her judgment same shall be for 
the best interest of County.

At such sale the Treasurer-is hereby authorized to bid for the 
County on any and all of the securities and collateral to the extent 
of a reasonable price or value and if the County is the successful 
bidder in whole or in part to take title for the same. The Treasurer 
is directed to immediately file claim against the banks through the 
proper parties for any balances due the County. In the event the 
County purchases in whole or in part any of the obligations, securities 
or collateral, the Treasurer is directed to convert the same into cash 
as soon as possible and to this end to enforce collections on any of 
the obligations held and through whatever means to the Treasurer 
seems best. 


§ 21. Records in the office of the Railroad Commission of 
South Carolina and in the Tax Commission of South Carolina and 
in the Power Rate Investigation Bureau and in the offices of the 
Federal Power Commission in Washington, D. C., show that the 
Lexington Water Power Company expended nearly $22,000,000.00 
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in the construction of the power project on Saluda River and known 
as Lake Murray Development. This project is assessed for taxation 
in Lexington County for approximately only 11% of its admitted 
cost. The attention of the Tax Commission of South Carolina is di- 
rected to this situation and requested to investigate the matter with 
a view to placing an assessment on said property in line with that 
of other hydro-electric companies operating in this State. 


§ 22. The County Attorney shall be selected by the County 
Board subject to the approval of a majority of the Legislative Dele- 
gation, one to be the Senator. 


§ 23. Any officer or employee who disregards or violates any 
of the provisions of this Act shall be guilty of misconduct in office 
and shall be removed and in addition shall suffer the punishment 
now provided by law. 


§ 23-A. Original State Highway No. 6 in Lexington County 
from Chapin to the waters of Lake Murray, and from Lexington 
to the waters of Lake Murray, is by law in the State Highway Sys- 
tem, and the attention of the State Highway Department is directed 
to the poor maintenance work on the same. 


‘§ 24. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 


§ 25. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Trustees of School District Num- 
ber Forty-five of Lexington County, the State of South 
Carolina, to Issw2 Coupon Bonds of the Said School Dis- 
trict, the Proceeds Thereof to Be Used for the Purpose 
of Paying Past Indebtedness, and to Provide for the 
Payment Thereof at Maturity. 


Section 1. School District No. 45, Lexington County, to 
Issue Bonds——-Purpose.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That for the purpose of paying the 
outstanding and unpaid indebtedness of School District Number 
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Forty-five of Lexington County, the State of South Carolina, the 
Board of Trustees of School District Number Forty-five of Lexing- 
ton County, the State of South Carolina, is hereby authorized to 
issue serial coupon bonds of the said School District in the aggregate 
principal amount of not exceeding Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) 
Dollars, payable to bearer and in such denominations as said Board 
may determine, bearing interest at a rate not exceeding six (6%) 
per cent per annum payable semi-annually. 


§ 2. Maturities—Execution.—That said bonds shall mature 
in annual series or installments of one or more bonds each, the first 
of which annual series or installments shall become due and payable 
not more than two years after the date of issue and the last not 
more than ten years after the date of issue. The principal and intes- 
est of said bonds may be made payable within or without the State 
of South Carolina and in gold, or such other medium of payment 
as may be indicated on the face of the bonds. The bonds shall be 
signed in the name of the said School District by the said Board of 
Trustees thereof, but the coupons thereof need not be authenticated 
otherwise than by a facsimile signature of the Chairman of the said 
Board of Trustees etched, lithographed or engarved on the coupons. 
The delivery of the bonds so executed shall be valid notwithstanding 
any changes in officers occurring after such execution. 


§ 3. Bonds Valid Obligations—Lien.—The said bonds 
when issued as aforesaid shall be and constitute valid and binding 
legal obligations of said School District and the full faith, credit 
and taxing power of said School District are hereby irrevocably 
pledged to the payment of the debt evidenced by these bonds includ- 
ing principal and interest. , 


§ 4. No Election to Sell—Sale.—No petition for the holding 
of an election thereon, or the making or filing of a plat of such 
School District shall be required as a prerequisite of the issuance of 
said bonds. The said bonds may be sold by the Trustees of said 
School District at private sale, either with or without advertisement 
for bids thereon at the discretion of said Trustees, but no sale shall 
be made for less than par. 


§ 5. Payment of Expenses.—That out of the proceeds of 
the sale of such bonds shall be paid the expenses of issue and sale 
of same. 
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§ 6. Bonds Exempt from Taxes.—That the said bonds shall 
be exempt from all State, County, School and . ‘unicipal taxes in 
this State. 


§ 7. Payment of Bonds.—Until the principal and interest 
of all bonds issued under this Act are paid, it shall be the duty of 
the County Officers of Lexington County, charged with the levy 
_ and collection of taxes, annually to divert and use from the eight 
mill special tax now by law annually levied and collected in said 
School District, one or more mills thereof in an amount sufficient 
to pay said principal and interest as they respectively become due on 
the bonds issued under the provisions hereof, and to create a sinking 
fund for the payment of the principal of the said bonds as the same 
severally shall mature. The said fund so created shall be kept sep- 
arately and distinctly from all other funds and be used solely for 
the purpose for which collected. 


§ 8. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 9. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
‘by the Governor.

Section 1. Loan to Irmo School District No. 45, Lexing- 
‘ton County, Validated.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
‘of the State of South Carolina: That a loan of Fifteen Hundred 
($1,500.00) Dollars represented by two notes of Seven Hundred 
Fifty ($750.00) Dollars each, dated September 10, 1931 and Oc- 
tober 1, 1931, respectively, payable one year after date, made to 
P. G. Freshley by the Board of Trustees of Irmo School District 
‘No. 45, Lexington County, State of South Carolina, be, and the same 
is hereby validated and declared to be legal in all respects as an 
obligation of the said Irmo School District No. 45, Lexington 
‘County. 
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§ 2. Payment.—In order to provide for the payment of the 
loan herein validated, the Board of Trustees of said Irmo School

§ 2. That any officer of McCormick County having made claim 
for or received any greater salary or compensation than that provided 
for during the fiscal year 1931, under the terms of Act No. 467 
of the Acts of the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina, 
approved the 18th day of March, 1931, be, and they hereby are, re- 
quired to refund such overpayment to the Treasury of McCormick 
County within ninety days after the passage of this Act and any 
officer failing or refusing to refund such overpayment of salary or 
compensation as aforesaid shall be subject to removal from office 
as provided under the terms of the Act above referred to. 


§ 3. The various sums herein appropriated shall be used only 
for the purposes for which they are specifically appropriated and 
for no other: Provided, That transfers from one appropriation to 
another may be made only upon the written approval of the Legis- 
lative Delegation. It shall be unlawful for any officer of said County 
to exceed, any such appropriation or to contract any indebtedness 
in excess of any appropriations except upon the written authority 
of the Legislative Delegation of McCormick County. Any officer 
violating the provisions of this Section may be removed from office 
by the Governor, upon the recommendation of the Legislative Dele- 
gation, and his bond shall be held liable for any expenditure or any 
debt incurred in excess of such appropriations. 


§ 4. In anticipation of the collection of taxes for the fiscal year 
1932, the County Supervisor and Treasurer of McCormick County 
are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow on a note or notes 
execttted in the name of McCormick County by the County Super- 
visor and Treasurer thereof, the execution of which is to be approved 
by the County Attorney, whatever sum or sums of money may be 
necessary to meet the expenditures above provided for, and to 
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pledge as security for the same the County Taxes for the said year. 
The said County Supervisor and Treasurer shall borrow the said 
stums at the lowest rate of interest obtainable and from any avail- 
able source, with the consent of the Legislative Delegation. The 
South-Carolina Sinking Fund Commission, if it has funds available 
for such purposes, may make the aforesaid loan to McCormick 
County upon such terms as may be agreed upon between the said 
Commission and the County Treasurer of said County. The amount 
borrowed shall not in any event exceed all revenues to be received 
from the taxes and other sources for’the year 1932. The Treasurer 
shall require a depository bond or collateral security in sufficient 
amount of any bank or banks receiving deposit of the County 
funds in such amount as shall be fixed and approved by him and 
the County Delegation. 


§ 5. The County Treasurer is hereby authorized and required 
to apply the sinking fund, applicable thereto, toward the retirement 
of Twelve Thousand ($12,000.00) Dollars of Road Bonds of Mc- 
- Cormick County becoming due in 1932, and also toward the pay- 
ment of interest becoming due on any bonds of McCormick County 
in 1932, and if said Sinking Fund is insufficient to retire said ma- 
turing bonds and the interest becoming due on bonds of McCormick 
County in 1932, then the County Treasurer is authorized and re- 
quired to apply toward the payment of said bonds and interest 
becoming due on bonds of McCormick County in 1932, as may be 
necessary, any taxes which may be collected and not otherwise 
pledged. Should said application of funds be insufficient to retire 
all of said bonds and the interest becoming due on bonds of Mc- 
Cormick County in 1932, then the Treasurer and the Supervisor 
of McCormick County are authorized and directed to borrow a 
sufficient amount to complete the full payment of said bonds and 
interest. The amount so borrowed shall be evidenced by a note or 
notes of the County to become due not later than one year from 
date thereof, signed by the Treasurer and Supervisor of McCormick 
County, bearing interest at the lowest rate obtainable. The County 
Treasurer and Supervisor are hereby authorized to pledge the taxes 
levied by the County Auditor of McCormick County for Sinking 
Fund purposes to secure the payment of the note or notes above 
mentioned. 


§ 6. In the event the County Treasurer should find that the 
funds above designated are not sufficient to pay said bonds and in- 
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terest on bonds, and he and the County Supervisor should further 
determine that they are unable to borrow on the notes aforesaid a 
sufficient amount to fully retire said bonds and pay the interest due 
on bonds, then the funds available shall be applied toward the pay- 
ment of said bonds and interest due on bonds, and refunding serial 
bonds of McCormick County shall be issued by the County Board of 
Commissioners and County Treasurer for the remainder due on said 
bonds. Said bonds shall draw interest at a rate not exceeding six 
(6%) per cent. per annum, payable annually or semi-annually, and 
shall be payable one-fifth each year over a period of five years, the 
first being payable one year ‘from date of issue. Said bonds shall 
have coupons attached thereto representing the interest to be paid 
annually or semi-annually and both principal and interest shall be 
payable at the office of the County Treasurer or at some banking 
institution or trust company to be designated by the purchaser. The 
full faith, credit and taxing power of McCormick County is hereby 
pledged for the payment of said bonds. In the event said bonds are 
issued and sold the County Auditor shall annually levy a tax suf- 
ficient to meet the payment of the principal and interest of said 
bonds as it becomes due. The funds collected by the County Treas- 
urer from the said tax are hereby irrevocably pledged to the pay- 
ment of said bonds and interest and shall be so held and applied 
by the County Treasurer. 


§ 6-A. The Supervisor shall publish monthly in a newspaper 
published in the County an itemized statement of all expenditures 
under the provisions hereof, including the public schools, which state- 
ment as to public schools shall be furnished him monthly by the 
County Superintendent of Education. The publication of such item- 
ized statement shall be paid for out of the County funds not to 
exceed the sums above appropriated therefor, which statement shall 
be sworn to by the Supervisor and the Superintendent of Education ; 
the original of which shall be a public record and filed with the Clerk 
of Court. The County Board of Commissioners is hereby required 
to deliver to the County Treasurer at the conclusion of the year 
1932, an itemized sworn statement of all unexpended balances from 
the various items hereinabove appropriated, which statement shall 
be filed by the Treasurer with the Clerk of Court and become a 
public record. The County Supervisor is hereby required to keep a 
separate account of all funds appropriated for County purposes and 
shall issue no warrants in excess of such appropriations. 
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§ 7. That the payment of all funds by the County Board of 
Commissioners of McCormick County during the year 1931 at the 
request and upon the approval of the County Legislative Delegation 
be, and the same is hereby, approved and ratified. 


§ 8. The Auditor and Treasurer are authorized and required to 
levy and collect a tax, as provided by law, to raise sufficient money 
to meet and pay the amounts appropriated by law for McCormick 
County for the year 1932. No money shall be spent otherwise than 
as herein specifically authorized, and none of these items shall be 
enlarged upon or construed as suggestive or directory, but are man- 
datory. 


§ 9. No money shall be borrowed by the County or interest 
paid on same for a longer period than the collection of taxes makes 
it necessary to yield sufficient money to repay the same, and no note 
in excess of the sum provided by law shall be made by the County 
Commissioners except on written authority of a majority of the 
Delegation from said County filed in the office of the Clerk of Court. 


§ 10. Any change made by the Auditor and Treasurer in the 
amount of levy as herein provided shall only be made upon the 
approval of a majority of the County Delegation, said approval to 
be in writing and filed in the office of the Clerk of Court of Mc- 
Cormick County. 


§ 11. That the County Board of Commissioners of McCormick 
County be, and they are hereby, authorized and empowered to ap- 
point a practicing attorney as County Attorney, who shall render 
legal advice to any County officer of McCormick County when so 
requested by any such officer regarding official matters in addition 
to his duty as Attorney of the Board of County Commissioners of 
said County. 


§ 12. That the County Board of Commissioners are hereby de- 
clared to be the financial agents of McCormick County and when 
any officer of the County desires new equipment, or supplies, or 
replacement, or extraordinary service in connection with his office, 
he shall file his request in writing with the said Board of Commission- 
ers and obtain the consent of a majority of said Board before order- 
ing or purchasing new equipment, or supplies, or replacement, or 
extraordinary service, and no officer of the County shall have any 
authority to make contracts of purchase or other obligations in the 
name of the County, other than the authority now conferred by law. 
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§ 13. That no bill or claim shall be paid or approved unless the 
same is’ itemized and state fully, under oath, what it is for, giving 
the kind or quantity or thing or commodity which it represents, in 
addition to the amount and time furnished and no person shall make 
oath to such itemized statement or claim for any other person. 


§ 14. No officer of McCormick County shall charge or collect 
any money for an expense account except such as are herein pro- 
vided for. 


§ 15. That any officer or employee who disregards any of the 
provisions hereof shall be guilty of misconduct in office and subject 
to removal in addition to the punishment now provided by law. 


§ 16. For the year 1932, the Supervisor shall employ only one 
road foreman and one guard and one bridge foreman, the bridge 
foreman to be used only for the time necessary in building and re- 
pairing the bridges set out in Section 1.

Treasurer, or Tax Collector, in any bank or banks, unless such bank 
or banks shall file with the Treasurer an indemnity bond in some 
approved company, or deposit with the County Treasurer, United 
States, State, County, Municipal, School District, Federal or Joint 
Stock Land Bank bonds or County notes, to indemnify the County 
of Marion against any loss or damage which may arise by reason of 
such deposits, the said indemnity to be not less than the maximum 
amount of the funds so deposited. The sufficiency of the indemnity 
or security herein provided for, shall be determined and approved 
by the County Treasurer, Auditor and the Chairman of the Board 
of County Commissioners: Provided, further, That the Board of 
County Commissioners and the County Treasurer are hereby author- 
ized and required to use the money herein appropriated for the pur- 
pose for which the sum is appropriated, and for no other purpose or 
purposes, and they are hereby forbidden to in any way exceed the 
appropriation herein made for any purpose whatsoever: Provided, 
further, That if any member of the Board of County Commissioners 
shall sign his approval of any claim against the County for payment, 
without having on file in the office of the County Commissioners the 
report of the County Treasurer of the last month preceding his ap- 
proval as may now, or hereafter, be required by law, showing funds 
available for such claims, the Commissioners so offending shall forth- 
with be removed from office by the Governor: Provided, further, 
That the County Commissioners, not later than the 15th day of each 
month, shall deliver by mail or otherwise to each member of the 
General Assembly from the County an itemized list of all claims 
approved for payment during the preceding month and all outstand- 
ing liabilities so far as known not then approved for payment: Pro- 
vided, further, That all unexpended balances of appropriations for 
the year 1931 shall be added to the contingent fund designated as 
Item 2. 


§ 3. That the rural policeman herein provided for shall be ap- 
pointed by County Commissioners with the approval of the Sheriff 
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and a majority of the Legislative Delegation, and for such term as 
may be provided by law, and they shall render to the County Board 
and members of the Delegation, each month, a detailed statement of 
their work showing the arrests made, name of offense, name of de- 
fendant, number of calls made by them, upon whom, the results of 
trials neld, and names of Magistrates before whom trials were held, 
and names of prosecuting witnesses; and shall give the number of 
miles traveled on official business each month: Provided, however, 
That no rural policeman shall be paid his salary until such statement 
is filed and sworn to: Provided, That the said rural policeman shall, 
as nearly as is practicable, travel in pairs. 


§ 4. That there is hereby levied a tax of one-half of one (14) 
mill on all the property in Marion County for the aid of the Marion 
County Tubercular Association, the amount so raised to be paid over 
to the Chairman of the said association at a time to be fixed by the 
Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners. 


§ 5. That the Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars appropriated 
to the Associated Charities shall be paid quarterly by the County 
Commissioners to a committee composed of Mrs. W. H. Cross, Mrs. 
H, Stacey Smith and Mrs, B. B. Baker, to be expended by them for 
emergency charity and hospitalization in connection with the activi- 
ties of the Associated Charities. 


§ 6. That the County Treasurer of Marion County nor the Tax 
Collector shall add the Two ($2.00) Dollars, execution fee, nor the 
Two ($2.00) Dollars, road tax, to the 1931 tax executions when the 
same be made up; and shall collect the said executions less the said 
fees, 


§ 7. That from all tax executions now issued for the years 
1928, 1929 and 1930, the Auditor and Tax Collector shall deduct the 
Two ($2.00) Dollars, execution fee that is added to the same and 
the Two ($2.00) Dollars road tax and credit the said executions with 
the said amount. 


§ 8. The funds provided for expenses of Health Unit shall not 
be available and shall be returned to the General County Fund unless 
the physician in charge of the Health Unit shall supervise the ac- 
tivities of the Tubercular Association, as one member of lunacy com- 
mission, attend the prisoners in the County Chaingang and Jail, the 
inmates of the poor house, hold official autopsies and attend such 
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paupers not confined to the poor house as shall be designated by the 
Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners. 


§ 9. The Service Officer, for which appropriation is made un- 
der Item 1 of this Act, shall be elected by a joint meeting of the 
executive committees of the American Legion of the Towns of 
‘Marion and Mullins, and the County Commissioners of Marion 
County are hereby authorized to pay to the person so named the sum 
so appropriated at the rate of Seven Hundred Twenty ($720.00) 
Dollars per annum. 


§ 10. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 


§ 11. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

§ 2. The appropriations made in this Act are intended to be the 
maximum amounts to be expended for the purposes specified, and 
the Board of County Highway Commissioners and.all other officers 
of Marlboro County are requested and directed to be economical in 
the expenditure of all public funds and to keep the expenses below 
the appropriations when practicable and consistent with public re- 
quirements. In no case shall the expenditure exceed the appropria- 
tions for any purpose: Provided, That out of the contingent fund 
of Eighteen Hundred ($1,800.00) Dollars herein appropriated is to 
be paid all necessary expenses for which no specific appropriation 
was made herein and for unavoidable expenses in excess of the ap- 
propriation for any purpose. In no case shall more than ten (10%) 
per cent. of the contingent fund be used for any one purpose. The 
Supervisor, the County Highway Commissioners and the County 
Treasurer shall be liable in proportion to their salaries for any 
funds paid out in excess of the appropriations provided in this Act, 
and no officer, agent or employee of Marlboro County shall contract 

any debt for any purpose in excess of the appropriation for the 
' specific purpose or for any purposes for which no specific appro- 
priation is made, without the authority of the Supervisor and the 
Board of County Highway Commissioners. Any officer, agent or 
employee shall be personally liable for any such debt contracted. 


§ 3. The Board of County Highway Commissioners and Treas- 
urer of Marlboro County are hereby authorized to borrow such sum 
of money as may be necssary to pay and retire any notes that may 
be outstanding. The said Board and Treasurer are also authorized 
and empowered to obtain new loans in anticipation of the collection 
of taxes for the year 1932 for the purpose of carrying on the busi- 
ness of the County during the year 1932, and may pledge the 1932 
taxes for payment of said loan or loans: Provided, That the total 
amount of money borrowed in anticipation of and to be paid out 
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of the 1932 taxes shall not exceed $50,000.00. But no loan shall 
be negotiated for more than the amount herein appropriated or 
levied. Before negotiating any loan the Board of County Highway 
Commissioners shall advertise for at least two weeks in one or more 
newspapers for competitive bids, and shall obtain such loan or loans 
at such interest and upon stich terms as may, in their judgment, 
be most advantageous to Marlboro County. Unless the rate of in- 
terest offered is so low that it is deemed advisable to borrow all of 
said money at one time, then the Board and Treasurer shall borrow 
installments from time to time as the money may be needed: Pro- 
vided, however, before any sums are borrowed under the provisions 
of this Section, the County Treasurer shall first borrow sufficient 
sums under the terms of Section 6 of this Act to meet all payments 
of interest and principal of bonds maturing by April 1, 1932. 


§ 4. It shall be the duty of the County Treasurer to confer with 
the Board of County Commissioners and by joint conference, decide 
what bank or banks, shall be the depository for all County funds. 


§ 5. The County Auditor of Marlboro County is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to make calculation of the amount of levy that 
will be necessary to raise the amount appropriated in this Act, first 
taking into account the probable income from other sources, which 
he is authorized to revise as conditions shall warrant at the time of 
the making of the levy. And he is authorized and directed to impose 
in due time such levy upon the property of the County, or other 
tax districts, as will raise the necessary sums of money. The purpose 
of this Section is to authorize a flexible levy so that the Auditor 
shall fix the levy at such rate as will raise the amount of money to 
be paid out under the appropriations herein duly made for the year 
1932. 


§ 6. The County Auditor shall levy such tax as may be neces- 
sary to pay the interest on all County bonds and to retire any serial 
bonds that may become due during the year 1932. In anticipation of 
the collection of said tax the County Treasurer may borrow any 
money necessary to pay such interest on bonds that may become 
due before said tax is collected. 


§ 7. That from and after the first day of April, 1932, the num- 
ber of Rural Policemen shall be reduced from four to three, and 
thereafter the total number of Rural Policemen shall be three (3), 
who shall receive pay at the same rate as is provided by this Bill for 
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the first three months of 1932: namely, One Hundred and Twelve 
and 50/100 ($112.50) Dollars per month salary, and Twenty-Two 
and 50/100 ($22.50) Dollars per month car expense and the Sheriff 
of the County is hereby directed to so regulate the movements and 
activities of the Rural Policemen that all sections of the County 
shall enjoy protection of the law without favor and without neglect. 


§ 8. All funds arising or accruing to the credit of the County 
Board of Education or to the County Board of Education Fund from 
any source, including the portions of the three (3) mill and four (4) 
mill State School levies heretofore devoted to the use of the County 
Board of Education shall be received and held by the County Treas- 
urer in the general County funds; and from the general County 
funds the County Treasurer shall pay the appropriations made for 
the County Board of Education activities, viz: all of Item 5 of Sec- 
tion 1 of this Act, only upon warrants or vouchers approved by a 
majority of the County Board of Education, and approved by a ma- 
jority of the County Board of Commissioners as other County war- 
rants or vouchers: Provided, That funds from State aid, Federal 
aid, or aid from private funds for a designated purpose, or desig- 
nated purposes, shall be applied to the purpose or purposes for which 
designated. 


§ 9. The County Board of Commissioners of Marlboro County 
are hereby declared to be the sole financial and purchasing agents of 
Marlboro County; and when any officer, or board of the county, 
desires new equipment, or supplies, or replacement, or extraordinary 
service in connection with his or their office or desires that any ex- 
penditure to be made or expense be incurred in regard to his or their 
office, other than those specifically appropriated in this Act, or desires 
to make any purchase or incur any expense which would necessarily 
be paid out of a general fund, he shall file his or their request in 
writing with the said County Board of Commissioners and shall ob- 
tain written consent of the said Board before ordering or purchasing 
such supplies, equipment, materials, or service, or incurring such 
expense. No office, officer, or board shall have any authority to make 
contracts of purchase or incur other obligations in the name of the 
County, except as authorized by law. No contracts made except as 
herein provided shall be valid to bind the County. 


§ 10. Whereas, the office of County Service Officer was created 
in 1930 at a minimum salary and expense and has been continued on 
such an economical basis, and whereas the work of the County Serv- 
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ice Officer has multiplied and increased beyond the original contem- 
plation of the Act creating the office, requiring more attention and 
the handling of more cases and claims than was originally conteim- 
plated, partly on account of the increased appropriations of the Fed- 
eral Government for World War Veterans, and the broadening of 
the application of the funds so appropriated to include not only the 
Veterans themselves but members of their families; and partly be- 
cause of the activity of the Service Officer in originating and dis- 
covering new claims, so that the office is handling an enormous vol- 
ume of correspondence and securing a very large amount monthly 
for the soldiers of Marlboro County and their families ; and whereas, 
the Service Officer needs additional filing equipment and supplies for 
preserving his records and maintaining them properly: now, there- 
fore, there is hereby appropriated from the contingent fund the 
amount of Thirty-Five ($35.00) Dollars per month to the County 
Service Officer for the year 1932 for the purpose of providing the 
equipment and supplies above indicated, and for defraying the travel- 
ing expenses and other necessary expenses of his office: Provided, 
further, there is hereby appropriated from the Contingent Fund of 
Eighteen Hundred ($1,800.00) Dollars a sum to meet the expenses 
of two (2) clerks employed by the County agent in making out 
farmers’ applications for loans from the Federal Government, pro- 
vided that the expenses for this purpose shall-not exceed Sixty ($60- 
.00) Dollars. 


§ 11. The appropriation of Seven Thousand Two Hundred 
($7,200.00) Dollars for the treatment in the Marlboro County Gen- 
eral Hospital of deserving charity patients whose condition demands 
hospital treatment is made subject to the following conditions: That 
no deserving charity patient as above described shall be turned away 
as long as there are facilities and room in the hospital, that there shall 
be no charge for professional services to such patients, and no charge 
whatsoever except the daily expense of Three and Eighty-one Hun- 
dredths ($3.80) Dollars per patient: Provided, That the funds shall 
be available for the use of the Marlboro County General Hospital 

- only upon itemized statements of actual days spent in the hospital 
by charity patients, signed by each patient individually and certified 
by the Hospital management, said statement being presented to the 
Board of County Commissioners at their regular monthly meeting. 
The Duke Foundation payment for charity work of One ($1.00) Dol- 
lar per day is to be deducted from the amount of Three and Eighty- 

_ one Hundredths ($3.80) Dollars, leaving Two and Eighty-one Hun- 
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dredths ($2.80) Dollars per charity patient to be paid by the County. 
These conditions and provisions are to be interpreted and enforced 
as meaning that when the Duke Endowment gives One ($1.00) Dol- 
lar for charity work, the County will give Two and Eighty-one Hun- 
dredths ($2.80) Dollars, not to exceed in total amount the sum of 
Seven Thousand Two Hundred ($7,200.00) Dollars for the year 
1932, County funds shall be available only to match in this way funds 
coming from the Duke Foundation for charity beds, and shail be 
paid only in cases approved as charity cases by the Duke Foundation. 
The Board of County Commissioners are authorized and directed to 
prepare and have printed for use by the patients and Hospital man- 
agement forms and blanks for making the above mentioned certified 
statements: Provided, That the charity patients herein referred to 
must be citizens of Marlboro County. 


§ 12. The appropriation of One Thousand Three Hundred and 
Fifty ($1,350.00) Dollars for surgical fees in charity cases in the 
Marlboro County General Hospital is to be expended on the follow- 
ing conditions: That the funds shall be available and be paid to the 
surgeon performing each charity operation only upon itemized state- 
- ment signed by the Hospital Board and the patient individually, said 
statement being presented to the Board of County Commissioners 
at their regular monthly meeting and certified that said operation 
was a charity operation and that the surgeon performing it had re- 
ceived and will receive no further compensation for same. The County 
Board of Commissioners upon examination of such statement shall 
pay to the surgeon performing each operation the sum of Ten ($10- 
00) Dollars until the amount herein appropriated is exhausted and 
thereafter no payment shall be made, contracted for, or expected. 
All charity operations herein referred to must be major operations 
and must be upon citizens of Marlboro County. 


§ 13. The appropriation of Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dol- 
lars herein made for jail expenses is to be paid for necessary dis- 
infectants, supplies and repairs and for feeding of prisoners, the 
Sheriff to be allowed forty (40¢) cents per day for feeding pris- 
oners, but no payment beyond the total sum of Three Thousand ($3,- 
000.00) Dollars is to be made. 


§ 13-A. The County Commissioners shall receive as pay for 
their services the sum of Ten ($10.00) Dollars per day for each day 
actually engaged on official duty and mileage at the rate of Five 
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($0.05) Cents per mile actually traveled. All to be paid from the 
Contingent Fund. 


§ 13-B. That from and after the passage of this Act all com- 
mutation road tax collected in Marlboro County shall be collected by 
the County Treasurer in the same manner as other taxes are now 
collected, and shall be carried into execution along with other taxes, 
no additional charge for collection being made thereon.

AN ACT to Authorize the Town of Clio, South Carolina, to 
Issue Refunding Bonds to Provide for the Payment of 
Said Bonds and to Validate Certain Outstanding

Section 1. Town of Clio to Issue Bonds—Purpose.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the governing authority of the Town of Clio, South Carolina, 
is hereby authorized by resolution to issue bonds of said Town in

§ 2. Bonds—Maturities—Execution.—The refunding Bonds 
authorized hereby shall be dated January 1, 1932, and shall mature 
serially in numerical order, ‘'wo Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars 
bonds on January Ist in each of the years 1935 to 1939, inclusive, 
and said bonds shall bear interest at the rate of six (6) per centum 
per annum, payable annually January 1st of each year, and shall be 
issued in such form as shall be prescribed by the governing authority 
of the Town of Clio by resolution. Said bonds shall be signed by the 
Mayor and attested by the Town Clerk and shall have affixed thereto 
the seal of said Town, and the interest coupons attached to said bonds 
may be signed with the facsimile signatures of said officers. Said 
bonds may be sold at private or public sale, or may be exchanged for 
the outstanding bonds to be refunded thereby and when so sold, or 
exchanged, shall constitute valid and legally binding obligations of 
said Town of Clio, to the payment of which the full faith and credit 
of said Town is hereby pledged. 


§ 3. Payment.—The governing authority of the Town of 
Clio is hereby authorized and directed to apply to the payment of

§ 4. Waterwork and Sewerage Bonds of Town of Clio 
Validated.—The bonds of the Town of Clio amounting to One

000.00) Dollars of said bonds being issued for the purpose ot es- 
tablishing a water works plant and Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) 
Dollars of said bonds being issued for the purpose of establishing a

§ 2. The sum of One Hundred Eighty ($180.00) Dollars is 
hereby appropriated out of the road and bridge fund for ferrymen, 
if so much be necessary, to supplement the salaries of the ferrymen 
who operate between the Counties of Newberry and Fairfield for 
the year 1932. 


§ 3. Every three months the Board of Commissioners shall ad- 
vertise for at least two issues in one or more of the newspapers pub- 
lished in the Town of Newberry for bids, based on delivery at the - 
Courthouse, unless otherwise specified, for all implements and sup- 
plies of whatever kind which may be needed for the County, and each 
and every office thereof, including supplies, equipment and all pur- 
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chases whatever for the Commissioners, Sheriff, Clerk of Court, 
Treasurer, Auditor, Judge of Probate, Magistrates, for the County 
Home, Chaingang, Roads and Bridges, and for every other purpose, 
which advertisement shall set forth the article and approximately the 
amount thereof to be purchased, and the contract of purchase shall 
be awarded to the lowest responsible bidder for a period of three 
months: Provided, however, In case of emergency, the Board of 
Commissioners may make purchases for the County where the cost 
thereof does not exceed Fifty ($50.00) Dollars, and for such pur- 
pose a majority of the Board of Commissioners shall certify on the 
claim therefor the necessity thereof: Provided, further, In case of 
emergency an advertisement as hereinabove provided may be inserted 
at any time, but all contracts for the purchase of supplies shall be 
in accordance with the provisions of this Section, and no bill, account 
or claim of any kind whatever against the County shall be paid unless 
previously contracted for by such competition or by the Board of 
Commissioners in case of certified emergency. No supplies shall be 
bought or expenses incurred by any county officer or employee ex- 
cept by the consent of the Board of Commissioners, unless otherwise 
provided by law. The Board of Commissioners shall have the right 
to reject any and all bids. 


§ 4. The Head Bailiff of the Court and the Court Crier, each 
shall receive Three and 50/100 ($3.50) Dollars per day, and other 
Bailiffs Two and 75/100 ($2.75) Dollars per day for each day's 
service for the fiscal year 1932. 


§ 5. The Sheriff and Special Deputies to Sheriffs shall be al- 
lowed railroad fare, bus fare, and automobile expense, if necessary, 
and actual expenses while traveling without the County in the dis- 
charge of their official duties: Provided, 'That this be paid from mis- 
cellaneous contingent fund. 


§ 6. The Sheriff shall receive ten (10¢) cents for entering each 
tax execution returned nulla bona, and ten (10¢) cents for each 
nulla bona returned on tax executions. The Board of Commissioners 
are hereby authorized to allow the Sheriff forty-five (45¢) cents per 
prisoner per diem for dieting. 


§ 7. All salaries herein provided shall be for the fiscal year 
1932, and shall be paid monthly. 


§ 8. The Judge of Probate of Newberry County, who is to 
discharge the duties of Master in and for the said County, shall re- 
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ceive as compensation for his services, both as Probate Judge and 
Master, such fees, charges, compensation, commissions and costs 
allowed to said Probate Judge and Master prior to the time when a 
salary for said Probate Judge in lieu of commissions, costs and fees 
were fixed by the General Assembly. The said Probate Judge is, and 
shali not be required to pay over to the County Treasurer any moneys 
received by him as fees, costs, charges and compensation for the 
year 1932, but all such moneys shall be retained by him for his serv- 
ices. In the event that any such moneys have been paid over by the 
Probate Judge to the County Treasurer, the same shall be refunded 
to the Probate Judge by the Treasurer.

§ 9. That all revenue and income accruing to the County of 
Newberry in 1932 from other sources than from the taxes herein 
provided, shall be used for meeting the appropriation herein made. 


§ 10. The County Auditor is hereby authorized, empowered, 
directed and required to levy upon all of the taxable property in the 
County of Newberry for the year beginning January 1, 1932, a suffi- 
cient tax levy to raise a sufficient sum of money to pay interest on 
county indebtedness and all appropriations made herein, inclusively. 


§ 11. That in addition to the levy hereinabove provided for, a 
special tax of one-half (34) mill is hereby levied on all taxable prop- 
erty in the County of Newberry for the fiscal year beginning Janu- 
ary 1, 1932, the amount produced by said levy to be used exclusively 
for the maintenance and upkeep of the roads, bridges, and ferries of 
said County: Provided, That shuld it appear to the Board of Com- 
missioners by September Ist of this year that the receipts from the 
one (1¢) cent gasoline tax will be ten (10%) per cent, or more, less 
than the receipts from this tax for the previous year, the Board of 
Commissioners is atthorized to certify this fact to the Auditor and 
thereupon the Auditor is authorized to increase the amount of the 
levy to such a sum as will produce an income equal to the 1931 re- 
ceipts from the gasoline tax and the one-half (14) mill herein au- 
thorized to be levied, but in no event shall the levy exceed one and 
one-quarter (114) mills for the purposes herein mentioned. 
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§ 12. In anticipation of the collection of County taxes for the 
year 1932, the County Treasurer and Supervisor are hereby author- 
ized and empowered to borrow for ordinary County purposes and 
road maintenance a sum not to exceed Eighty Thousand ($80,- 
000.00) Dollars, at a rate of interest not exceeding six per cent (6%) 
per annum, and shall give their official note or notes therefor: Pro- 
vided, That Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars shall be bor- 
rowed upon the approval of this Act, if so much be necessary; 
Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars on or about May Ist, if so 
much be necessary; and Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars on 
or about July Ist, if so much be necessary; and Twenty-thousand 
($20,000.00) Dollars on or about September 1st, if so much be nec- 
essary. Said amounts so borrowed shall be used respectively for cur- 
rent expenses and road maintenance purposes only for the fiscal year 
beginning January 1, 1932, in the same manner as the taxes herein 
authorized to be used. The tax levy for ordinary County purposes 
for the fiscal year 1932, and the special levy for road maintenance 
herein levied shall stand pledged for the payment of the said note 
or notes. 


§ 13. A special levy of one-half (34) of a mill for the year 
beginning January 1, 1932, is hereby levied, and directed to be col- 
lected on all real and personal property of Newberry County returned 
for taxation for the exclusive purpose of creating a fund for the 
Newberry County Board of Education: Provided, That the revenue 
obtained by said levy shall be expended for insuring certain County 
school buildings and equipment; also for refunding certain school 
balances prorately, and to pay incidentals not to exceed an amount 
of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars. 


§ 14. For the purpose of assisting in the enforcement of law 
and order in the Town of Whitmire and the vicinity thereof, which 
at present is impossible because the officers of Union County have 
no authority to go into Newberry County, and the officers of New- 
berry County have no authority to go into Union County in the dis- 
charge of their respective official duties, in the event the Governor 
of the State shall appoint and commission a State Constable, or 
officer of the State, to aid in the enforcement of law and order in 
the vicinity mentioned, and in the event the said officer has conferred 
upon him proper authority to enforce the law of the State in the two 
Counties mentioned, which said Constable, or officer, is to be ap- 
pointed upon the recommendation of the majority of the Legislative

Delegation from Newberry County, the Board of Commissioners are 
hereby authorized and empowered and directed to pay out of the 
Miscellaneous Contingent Fund the sum of not exceeding Nine Hun- 
dred ($900.00) Dollars, to help pay the salary and expenses of such 
State Constable, or officer, so appointed by the Governor, the amount 
to be paid for said purpose to be fixed by the Legislative Delegation 
of Newberry County, but not to exceed the sum herein appropriated, 
the said sum to be paid to the State Constable, or officer, in monthly 
installments ; Provided, That payments shall be discontinued by said 
Board of Commissioners at any time when notice to said Commis- 
sioners to discontinue the same is given by a majority of the Legis- 
lative Delegation of Newberry County.

appears to said Commissioners that said Claims are just and proper

000.00) Dollars. 


§ 16. That the Supervisor and the County Treasurer shall ad- 
vertise in two issues of the County papers and one issue of a daily 
paper before placing any loan herein authorized, requesting bids for 
the interest on said loan or loans, and interest on said loan or loans 
shall not exceed six (6%) per cent per annum. 


§ 17. That the County Treasurer is hereby authorized, directed 
and empowered to pay to the Carlisle Courtney Home the necessary 
maintenance charges for such children of Newberry County as may 
be inmates of said Home, the same to be paid trom the Miscellaneous 
Contingent Fund of said County. 


§ 18. That the County Auditor of Newberry County is hereby

AN ACT to Authorize the Treasurer of Newberry to Invest 
Certain Available Funds of Said County at a Rate of 
Interest in Excess of Four (4%) Per Cent. 


Section 1. Treasurer of Newberry County May Invest 
Available Funds.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: The Treasurer of Newberry County 
is hereby authorized to invest certain available funds of Newberry 
County in such securities as shall yield a greater rate of interest than 
four (4%) per cent, provided, such investments are amply secured.

§ 2. Whereas, The Delegation authorized during the year 1931 
that various items be exceeded by the Orangeburg County Highway 
Commission in the total sum of Two Thousand Five Hundred and 
Ninety-six and 25/100 ($2,596.25) Dollars, the same are hereby 
ratified and approved and shall be paid out of the balances left in 
other Items as appropriated for the year 1931. 


§ 3. The Orangeburg County Highway Commission, before 
purchasing or placing an order for equipment, material, supplies, 
goods, wares, merchandise or anything whatever for County pur- 
poses shall advertise for bids therefor at least ten (10) days in 
the newspaper published in the County of Orangeburg having the 
largest circulation therein, asking for bids and shall place order or 
orders with the lowest bidder, or may reject any and all bids: Pro- 
vided, That in case of emergency or when it is necessary in the 
interest of the County, the Orangeburg County Highway Commis- 
sion may make: purchases of materials, supplies, goods, wares or 
merchandise as they may be in immediate need of without advertise- 
ment; and in such cases it shall be so stated on the voucher. The 
purpose of this Section is to require the Orangeburg County High- 
way Commission to purchase County supplies on competitive bids 
after advertisement. 


§ 4. That after the incomes to be derived from all sources have 
been applied to the appropriations under this Act, the Auditor and 
Treasurer are authorized and required to levy and collect a suf- 
ficient number of mills on. the taxable property in Orangeburg 
County as provided. by law to raise sufficient money to meet and 
pay the amounts appropriated herein for the year 1932, That no 
money shall be spent otherwise than as herein specifically authorized 
and none of these items shall be enlarged upon or construed as 
directory, but are mandatory, inclusive and entire, and all unex- 
pended balances shall be carried over to the ordinary County funds 
except those otherwise provided for. 


§ 5. The sums herein appropriated for the specific purposes 
under the several items herein are the maximum amounts which shall 
be expended for the respective purposes as designated in the several 
items and the officers charged with the disbursement thereof are

expressly prohibited from issuing any warrant or warrants for such 
items in excess of the amounts appropriated, or from incurring any 
indebtedness on behalf of the County which in the aggregate exceeds 
the amounts herein provided for each item, and the Treasurer of 
Orangeburg County is prohibited from paying any warrants which 
exceed the sums appropriated for the several purposes under the 
various items in this Act. 


§ 6. That the sums hereinabove appropriated shall only be used, 
if so much be necessary, and when not otherwise provided, salaries 
and expenses, where combined in the same item, shall be paid 
monthly without requiring expenses to be itemized: Provided, ‘That 
where expenses are provided as a separate item they shall not be 
paid except upon sworn itemized statements of the same. 


§ 7. The County Treasurer is hereby authorized to close vari- 
ous accounts now carried on his books which are in defunct banks, 
but the said Treasurer shall keep a permanent record of such ac- 
counts and apply any future receipts from these sources to the re- 
spective funds entitled to them; this provision shall not surrender 
any legal right in regard to these funds. 


§ 8. The County Treasurer is hereby authorized to keep a sepa- 
rate record of all fees and commissions paid into the County Treas- 
urer as a result of the Act devolving the duties of the Master upon 
the County Judge; from this income he is authorized to pay upon 
authorization of the Orangeburg County Highway Commission, to 
Miss Thelma Funderbunk the sum of One Hundred and Thirty- 
five ($135.00) Dollars for services in the Master’s Office up to

Dollars on account of excess taxes paid by her in School Districts

AN ACT to Authorize the Issuance of Bonds of Schoo Dis- 
trict No. 71 of Orangeburg County for the Purpose of 
Funding Existing Bonded Indebtedness of Said District 
Maturing in the Current Year, 1932, and to Rpovide for 
the Payment of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. School District No. 71, Orangeburg County, 
to Issue Bonds to Fund Outstanding Bonds—Amount.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That School District No. 71 of Orangeburg County be, and is hereby 
authorized and empowered to issue bonds of said District in an 
aggregate principal amount not exceeding Ten Thousand ($10,- 
000.00) Dollars, for the purpose of funding outstanding bonded 
indebtedness of said School District maturing during the present 
year, 1932. The amount of bonds to be issued may equal, but shall . 
not exceed the amount of principal and accrued interest on the bonds 
of said School District maturing during the present year. 


§ 2. Bonds.—The said bonds shall be serial bonds, maturing 
in annual series or installments of one or more bonds, the first of 
which series of installments shall become due and payable not more 
than one year after the date of issue and the last not more than 
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twenty yeats after such date. The installments falling due annually 
shall be approximately equal. The exact amount maturing each year 
shall be determined by the Board of School Trustees of said Dis- 
trict, and the County Treasurer of Orangeburg County. The bonds 
shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding six (6%) per cent per 
annum, payable annually, and the principal and interest of the bonds 
may be made payable within or without the State of South Carolina 
in such medium of payment as may be indicated on the bond. The 
bonds shall be signed by the County Treasurer, the chairman of the

AN ACT to Authorize the Pickens County Financef Board 
to Borrow Not Exceeding $80,000.00 for the Furpose 
of Paying Off the School Deficit in Said County, and to 
Provide for the Levy of a Tax for the Payment of Such 
Loan. 


Section 1. Pickens County May Borrow to Pay Off 
School Deficit—Issue Notes.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That upon the written ap- 
proval of a majority of the Pickens County Legislative Delegation, 
the Pickens County Finance Board is, hereby authorized, empowered 
and directed to borrow not excedding Eighty Thousand ($80,000.00) 
Dollars for the purpose of paying off the school deficit existing in 
said County. The said Finance Board shall cause said loan to be evi- 
denced by a note or notes executed by the County Supervisor and the 
County Treasurer, as other school notes are executed, and said note, 
or notes, are authorized to be renewed, and shall have such maturity, 
or maturities, as may be determined by the Finance Board and shall 
bear interest at a rate not exceeding six (6%) per cent per annum, 
payable annually: Provided, That any note or notes executed pur- 
suant to the provisions hereof shall mature in not more than ten years 
from date of issuance, The proceeds of said loan shall be disbursed 
as other school funds for school notes are disbursed, for the purpose 
above set forth. 


§ 2. Payment.—That in order to retire and pay off said note 
or notes, upon written notice of a majority of the County Legislative 
Delegation that the loan has been authorized by them, the County 
Auditor and County Treasurer are hereby directed to levy and col- 
lect, as other taxes are collected, a tax of not exceeding Two and 
one-half (234) mills, upon all the taxable property of Pickens 
County. The funds derived from this tax shall be applied annually 
to the payment of the interest and the principal sum of the amount 
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borrowed, until paid in full, when the said levy, or so much thereof 
as is necessary to finally retire said indebtedness, shall be discon- 
tinued. The full faith, credit and taxing power of Pickens County, 
including the special tax herein authorized, are hereby pledged to 
secure the payment of the note, or notes, executed pursuant to the 
provisions of this Act. 


§ 3. Custodian of Sinking Funds May Purchase Notes.— 
That subject to the written approval of a majority of the Pickens 
County Legislative Delegation, the custodian of the sinking funds 
of said County is authorized to purchase the note, or notes; now exist~ 
ing or hereafter executed for the payment of said deficit of Eighty 
Thousand ($80,000.00) Dollars, out of the sinking funds of said 
County. And in the event said notes should be so purchased by said 
custodian, then the provisions contained in Section 2 of this Act shall 
apply until the sinking fund moneys are fully repaid, together with 
interest at the same rate said County is now receiving thereon.

AN ACT to Provide for a Levy of Taxes for Richland County 
for School and County Purposes for the Year 1932, and 
to Direct the Expenditure Thereof. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That there is hereby levied upon all the taxable 
property in the County of Richland a tax of six and one-half (634) 
mills on the dollar, if so much be necessary, for ordinary county 
purposes, which, together with all further sums available for ordi- 
nary purposes, shall be used for the payment of all items hereafter 
stated: Provided, That all salaries herein appropriated shall be paid 
in equal monthly installments, and the total of such other items other 
than salaries shall be expended only if so much be necessary: Pro- 
vided, however, That implements and supplies of whatever kind to 
be purchased under the terms of this Act shall be purchased only 
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upon competitive bids each month after advertisement for at least 
one week previous to the letting of such contract in at least four 
issues of a daily paper published in Columbia, which advertisement 
shall set forth the articles and the approximate amount or number 
thereof to be purchased, and the said contract of purchase shall be 
awarded to the lowest responsible bidder for the period of one month: 
Provided, That in case proper competitive bids after due advertise- 
ment are not received by the Supervisor of Richland County and 
goods purchased from the lowest bidder at said competitive bids the 
Supervisor shall be liable for malfeasance in office and subject to 
the penalties now provided by law: Provided, further, That in case 
of emergency the Supervisor may purchase without competitive bids 
where the cost thereof does not exceed one hundred ($100.00) dol- 
lars: Provided, further, That no bill, account, or claim against the 
County shall be paid unless contracted for by such competition or 
purchased by the Supervisor in the above-mentioned cases of emer- 
gency, and unless the claim be filed for audit within thirty days from 
the furnishing of the supplies, or in all cases within thirty days from 
the time a cause of action arises against the County. In addition to 
the above levy, there is hereby levied on all taxable property in Rich- 
land County a tax of three (3) mills for school purposes, the pro- 
ceeds from which to be divided between the City of Columbia and 
the County of Richland, in proportions of sixty-five (65%) per 
centum to the City of Columbia, and thirty-five (35%) per centum 
to the County of Richland. The part of the County to be used to pay 
the tuition for three months of those pupils in the County high 
schools from outside of the high school districts as provided for in 
Section 11-A of the 6-0-1 Law, and the remainder to be divided 
among the districts according to their assessed valuation; and the 
residue, if any, to be divided among the districts in the discretion of 
the County Board of Education, There is also hereby levied on all 
taxable property in Richland County a tax of one (1) mill for school 
purposes, the proceeds from which shall be used for the purpose of 
retiring the principal of the present indebtedness of School District 
No. 1, Richland-County, and the indebtedness of the other school 
districts of Richland County in proportion to the present indebted- 
ness of School District No. 1, and of the other school districts.

AN ACT to Vest the Title to Certain Property Located in 
the City of Columbia in the Columbia Granite Con- 
struction and Manufacturing Company and Its Suc- 
cessors. 


Whereas, under an Act of the South Carolina Legislature (IV. 
Statutes, page 751) Commissioners were directed to purchase and 
build the City of Columbia and lay out streets therein ; and 


Whereas, under this authority streets were laid out in the City of 
Columbia and old maps of the City of Columbia show Senate Street 
open to a width of one hundred and fifty (150) feet from Williams 
Street to the Congaree River; and 
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Whereas, the Columbia Granite Construction and Manufacturing 
Company holding title under deed from Sullivan Fenner to Samuel 
A, Pearce, dated July 6, 1884, (“P”, page 225 and deed of Samuel 
A. Pearce Jr., to Columbia Granite Construction and Manufacturing 
Company dated June 22, 1889 (“S”, p. 604) has title to a tract of 
approximately one hundred and thirty (130) Acres, the description 
of which includes Senate Street from Williams Street to the Conga- 
ree River ; and 


Whereas, the Columbia Granite Construction and Manufacturing 
Company has agreed with the City of Columbia by an Indenture 
dated December 9, 1930 (“DL”, p. 232) whereby Senate Street shall 
be opened for a width of one hundred (100) feet from -Williams 
Street to the Congaree River, under which agreement the City of 
Columbia is opening Senate Street for a width of one hundred (100) 
feet; and 


Whereas, under the agreement the City of Columbia consented to 
the closing by the Columbia Granite Construction and Manufacturing 
Company of a strip of land fifty (50) feet in width which would be 
the southern portion of Senate Street, if opened to a full width of 
one hundred (100) feet extending from the eastern line of Williams 
Street to the Congaree River ; and 


Whereas, this conveyance will probably result in the development 
of this property and the placing of buildings on the same which will 
yield substantial taxes to the State of South Carolina, and to the City 
of Columbia; now, therefore, 


Section 1. State Leases Certain Lands to Columbia 
Granite Construction and Manufacturing Company—Right 
to Terminate Lease Reserved.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the State of South 
Carolina, in consideration of the premises set out above, does hereby 
lease to the Columbia Granite Construction and Manufacturing Com- 
pany for a period of ninety-nine years all of its interest of whatever 
nature or kind in a strip of land described in Section 2 of this Act: 
Provided, however, That if the State of South Carolina shall, during 
the period of the lease, need this land, it may, without the payment of 
compensation terminate this lease by giving one year’s written notice 
to the Columbia Granite Construction and Manufacturing Company, 
its successors or assigns, In the event of the termination of the lease 
in this method or at the expiration of ninety-nine years, the State of 
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Souh Carolina shall be revested with all of its present rights in the 
said land, 


§ 2. Description of Property Leased.—That the said lot 
of land is described as follows: Beginning at a point which would be 
the intersection of the Congaree River and the Southern boundary of 
Senate Street, if opened to its full width of 150 feet, thence running 
in an easterly direction 635 feet along the property of Columbia 
Granite Construction and Manufacturing Company, which line would 
be the southern line of Senate Street, if opened to its full width, to 
the western line of Williams Street, if extended, thence turning and 
running in a northernly direction 50 feet along the western line of 
Williams Street, if extended, thence turning at right angles and 
running in a westernly direction to the Congaree River along a por- 
tion of Senate Street conveyed to the City of Columbia -by the Co- 
lumbia Granite Construction and Manufacturing Company by in- 
denture dated the 9th day of December, 1930, thence along the Con- 
garee River approximately 50 feet to the point of beginning.

§ 2. That all fees, fines and moneys not otherwise provided for 
shall go into the ordinary County Fund: Provided, That the County 
Board of Commissioners of Saluda County are authorized and em- 
powered, where, in the judgment of a majority of the members of 
the said Board it is practical and feasible to do so, to improve by 
widening and by straightening where the necessity exists therefor, 
and it is practical to do so, any public road in Saluda County which 
leads into a Highway of said County. It is also authorized and em- 
powered to form up any of the said public roads with the use of the 
County Machinery and the chaingang. Should any person living on 
or near, or otherwise interested in the improvement of any of the 
said roads desire to top-soil the same the County Board of Com- 
missioners may authorize the same and the said Board is authorized 
to issue to any person working for at least two days with a team in. 
top-soiling said road receipt for such work which shall specify the 
name of the person rendering the work, the date, and the amount 
and the road upon which the work is rendered, and the township. 
Such receipt, covering at least two days’ work in top-soiling with a 
team on the part of any person liable for road tax shall be received 
by the Treasurer of Saluda County in payment of the Commutation 
Tax of such person and the Treasurer shall be allowed credit there- 
for in his settlement. It shall also be the duty of the County Board 
of Commissioners to furnish the Treasurer with a list of the names 
and addresses of the persons to whom it has issued such receipts. 


§ 3. That, in anticipation of the collection of the 1932 taxes, 
the County Board of Commissioners is hereby authorized to borrow 
an amount sufficient to meet the expenses of the County Govern- 
ment as herein provided for, and also an amount to work the roads 
and build bridges as above provided for and to operate the tractors 
and scrapers provided for, and to pledge the taxes of 1932 and the 
commutation road tax for 1932 in payment therefor. 


§ 4. That the above accounts shall be kept sepatate and distinct 
and expended only for the purpose for which appropriated: Pro- 
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vided, No bill or claim shall be approved or paid unless the same shall 
state fully, under oath what it is for, giving the kind or quality of 
the thing or commodity which it represents, in addition to the amount 
and time when furnished. Any note or contract made by any office 
of the County or County Board for any amount not included in this 
Supply Bill shall be null and void: Provided, any officer or employee 
who disregards any of the provisions hereof, without the written 
consent of a majority of the Saluda Delegation in the General As- 
sembly, kept on file in the office of the County Treasurer, shall be 
guilty of malfeasance in office and subject to removal in addition to 
the punishment now provided by law.

§ 6. The above accounts shall be kept separate and distinct and 
expended only for the purpose for which appropriated, In anticipa- 
tion of the collection of the taxes herein provided for, the County 
Board and Treasurer are authorized to borrow, on the credit of the 
County and pledge the 1932 taxes in payment thereof, such amounts 
not to exceed Three Hundred and Fifty Thousand ($350,000.00) 
Dollars. Any note or obligation given for an amount exceeding the 
total authorization shall be null and void. No amount against the 
County shall be approved or paid except upon previously authorized 
expenditures by the County Board, upon an itemized and sworn 
statement of the correctness of the amount, which shall be filed in 
the records of the office of the County Board.’ The appropriations 
made by this Act, other than those fixed by law shall be expended 
only to the extent of so much as may be necessary under the direc- 
tion of an authorization by the County Board. 


§ 7. For each Magistrate in the County of Spartanburg, except 
the two Magistrates in the City of Spartanburg, there is appropri- 
ated herein an amount equal to his salary to be expended by him in 
employing constables to serve criminal papers in cases of emergency 
as provided in the Act creating the Rural Police System for Spartan- 
burg County in 1921; but all fees derived from such services of 
criminal work shall be paid to the County Treasurer: Provided, 
however, The County Board shall be empowered to pay expenses in- 
curred by the two City Magistrates of Spartanburg, South Carolina, 
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for fuel, ice, water, lights, gas, and janitor service, and whatever 
office equipment as might be necessary. 


§ 8. All costs and fees now required by law to be paid for re- 
cording papers and documents in all cases, or serving the same, shall 
be paid in advance, to the County Treasurer who shall endorse by 
stamp on all papers or documents the words ‘‘Fees and Costs Paid,” 
with the date thereof, and no paper or document shall be served or 
recorded by any County officer charged therewith unless said en- 
dorsement appears thereon. 


§ 9. All trust funds held by any county officer shall be deposited 
in any bank or banks of said County at a rate of interest agreed upon

The Highway 
Commission is hereby forbidden from making any debt or obligation 
in excess of ten (10%) per cent. of total annual appropriation in 
any one month: Provided, That the County Board of Control may 
authorize more than ten (10%) per cent. in cases of emergency.

AN ACT to Authorize Spartanburg County to Issue Bonds 
and to Provide for a Tax to Pay the Bonds 


Section 1. Spartanburg County to Issue Bonds—Pur- 
poses.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: The County Board of Spartanburg County is hereby 
_ authorized to issue bonds’ of Spartanburg County in an aggregate 
principal amount not exceeding Five Hundred Thousand ($500,000- 
00) Dollars, the proceeds of which bonds shall be used by the Spar- 
tanburg County Board for one or more of the following purposes, 
namely, for building and repairing public roads, buildings and 
bridges, maintaining and supporting prisoners, paying jurors and 
County officers, for litigation, quarantine, and court expenses, for 
ordinary County purposes, to support paupers, and to pay past in- 
debtedness, which purposes may be determined by said County Board 
either before or after the issuance of the bonds. 


§ 2. Bonds—That said bonds shall be of the denomination of 
One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars each. They shall bear interest 
from their date at a rate of not exceeding five per centum (5%) 
per annum, payable semi-annually. They shall be serial bonds ma- 
turing in annual series of installments of one or more bonds each, 
the first of which series or installments shall be due and payable not 
more than one year after date of the bonds and the last not more 
than twenty years after such date. Such annual series or installments 
may be equal or unequal in amount, but none shall be greater than 
twice the amount of any previously maturing series or installment. 
The principal and interest of the bonds may be made payable within 
or without the State of South Carolina and in such medium of pay- 
ment as may be indicated on the face of the bonds. The bonds shall 
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be issued as coupon bonds, payable to bearer, but may be issued with 
the privilege to the holder of having them registered as to principal 
on the books of the County Treasurer, and the principal thus made 
payable to the registered holder (unless the last registered transfer 
shall be to bearer) upon such conditions as the County Board of 
Spartanburg County may prescribe. The bonds shall be signed by the 
members of said County Board, or a majority thereof, and counter- 
signed by the Clerk of Court of Spartanburg County, and the seal 
of Spartanburg County or the seal of the Clerk of Court of Spar- 
tanburg County shall be affixed to or impressed on each bond; but 
the ‘coupons of said bonds need not be authenticated otherwise than 
by a facsimile signature of the County Treasurer. 


§ 3. Sale of Bonds.—The said bonds shall be sold by the 
County Board to the highest bidder for cash, upon such advertise- 
ment as the County Board shall deem proper. The County Board may 
reject any and all bids which in their judgment would not be to the 
best interests of the County. 


§ 4. Bonds Exempt from Taxes.—The said bonds shall be 
exempt from all State, County, School and Municipal taxes. 


§ 5. Payment.—The County Auditor of Spartanburg County 
is hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on all taxable 
‘property in Spartanburg County a tax sufficient to pay the principal 
and interest of all bonds issued under this Act, as such principal and 
interest respectively become due, and the County Treasurer of Spar- 
tanburg County is hereby authorized and directed to collect said tax 
and apply it to said purpose. 


§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

Section 1. Investment of Sinking Funds of Spartanburg 
County in Certain State Highway Department Obligations. . 
——Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That the Treasurer of Spartanburg County, or any other officer 
or officers charged with the custody and investment of school district 
sinking funds, county highway sinking funds, or any other sinking 
funds belonging to Spartanburg County, or any subdivision thereof, 
is hereby authorized and empowered to invest from said funds, or 
any of them, in the aggregate sum not exceeding One Hundred 
Thousand ($100,000.00) Dollars at a rate of interest of six (6) per 
cent. per annum, payable annually, and to make said investment or 
investments for a period not exceeding two (2) years from date with 
the understanding that said moneys may be repaid at any time within 
the said two-year period, The investment herein authorized is to be 
in written evidences of obligation of the State Highway Department. 


§ 2. State Highway Department to Borrow from Spar- 
tanburg County.—The State Highway Department is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to borrow from Spartanburg County, or 
any political subdivision thereof, as provided in Section 1 hereof, 
in the aggregate sum not exceeding One Hundred Thousand ($100,- 
000.00) Dollars upon the terms and conditions provided in Section 1 
hereof, and to execute and deliver to said county, or any political 
subdivision thereof, its notes issued pursuant to that certain Act 
approved the 9th day of February, 1932, authorizing the issuance of 
such obligations by the said Department. 


§ 3. Purpose.—The purpose of this Act is to enable the State 
Highway Department to pay in cash for work performed pursuant 
to a certain construction contract executed by the said Department 
prior to December 31, 1931, for hard surfacing a section of U. S. 
Highway 176 between the City of Spartanburg and the North Caro- 
lina State line. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Establish a 
Sewer District in Spartanburg County, etc.,’? Being Act 
No. 556 of the Acts of 1929 so as to Empower Sub- 
districts to Operate Waterworks and Maintain Fire 
Protection Within Such Sub-districts, Where it Has 
Been Compelled to Procure a Water Supply for Operat- 
ing Its Sewer System, and to Validate Certain Expendi- 
tures. 


Section 1. Act 556 of 1929 Amended—When Sub-dis- 
tricts May Operate Waterworks and Maintain Fire Protec- 
tion.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the Act entitled “An Act to Establish a Sewer Dis- 
trict in Spartanburg County, etc.,” being Act No. 556 of the Acts of 
1929, be and the same is hereby amended by adding a section thereto, 
to be known as Section 17-A, and to read as follows: 


“Section 17-A. Wherever a sub-district is created under the pro- 
visions of this Act and installs a system of sewer laterals, and, by 
reason of location, topography, or inaccessibility to an existing water 
supply, it is necessary to provide a water supply for the functioning 
of the sewer system, the Committee of such sub-districts are hereby 
authorized and empowered to operate water-works within the said 
sub-district, and supply fire protection for the property therein, to 
the extent that revenue from water sales will permit ; such Committee 
may establish rates and charges for water, and furnish and sell the 
same to the residents and inhabitants of the sub-district, and make 
and enforce such rules and regulations as may be reasonably proper 
and necessary for the protection of the water supply and system, and 
for the securing of the payment of the established rates and charges 
for water, with the right to “cut off” for non-payment, and to pre- 
scribe the terms and conditions of making connections, and, gen- 
erally, all matters necessary to the reasonable operation and function- 
ing of such system. And this Act shall be retrospective, so as to vali- 
date the actions and expenditures in these respects heretofore made 
by sub-district B, it being intended that proceeds of bonds sold may 
be applied to the adding of fire hydrants to any water lines neces- 
sary to the functioning of the sewer system, and the purchase of a 
reasonable amount of fire-fighting equipment.” 


§ 2. Payment of Bond Interest Out of Unexpended Pro- 
ceeds from Bond Sale Authorized.—Bond interest having fallen 
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due on certain of the bonds issued and sold by Spartanburg Metro- - 
politan district before taxes to meet it could be collected, and the 
same being true with regard to the bonds of Sub-District B, the pay- 
ment of such interest out of unexpended proceeds of bonds is hereby 
authorized and ratified. 


§ 3. Sub-district B May Purchase Its Bonds at Not 
Above 90%.—Sub-District B having completed its system, includ- 
ing water lines, fire hydrants and a fire fighting truck and hose, 
and having on hand an unexpended balance of proceeds of its bonds 
which sold at par and which can now be repurchased at below 90 
cents on the dollar, The Committee of such Sub-District, is hereby 
authorized to purchase its outstanding bonds with any portion of the 
unexpended balance, provided the bonds be purchased at the lowest 
obtainable price, and at not above 90 per cent. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately on its approval by 
the Governor.

§ 2. The County Board of Commissioners may, if it deem best, 
use a trusty of the chaingang as janitor for the Court House build- 
ing, or employ a janitor therefor at a salary not exceeding Three 
Hundred ($300.00) Dollars per annum. 


§ 2-A. There is hereby devolved upon the agent of the For- 
feited Land Commission the further duties of assisting the Auditor 
for Sumter County to place upon the tax books of Sumter County all 
real and personal property now excaping taxation in Sumter County. 
The said Agent shall consult with the said Auditor as to his duties, 
and co-operate with the said Auditor to the end that all taxable 
property may be placed on the tax books of the county. 


§ 2-B. The Treasurer shall take credit on his books for the 
small sum of money lost by theft from his office, prorating such 
loss between the county and the State in proportion to the millage 
of each. 


§ 2-C. The acceptance by any Constitutional Officer of his sal- 
ary warrant for the amount herein appropriated, shall not bar or 
estop such officer from claiming or demanding such sum as may 
have been provided when such officer was elected or appointed. 


§ 2-D. Where the salaries herein fixed and provided are less 
than the sums directed by the Delegation to be paid for the months 
of January, February and March, 1932, the reduction herein provided 
shall be effective from April 1st, 1932. 


§ 2-E. The Commission on’ Court House Grounds, etc., are 
hereby authorized and empowered to expend not exceeding $500.00, 
if so much be necessary, out of Board of Federal Prisoners, to ex- 
terminate the termite ants in the Court House building, 


§ 2-F. The Game Warden for Sumter County shall be recom- 
mended by the Executive Committee of the local chapter of the South 
Carolina Game and Fish Association, and upon such recommendation 
the Delegation shall transmit the same for appentnent as provided 
by law. 


§ 3. The above accounts shall be kept separate and expended 
for the purpose for which appropriated; and the said County Board

count for the annual audit of the books of Sumter County. 


§ 5. In the purchase of supplies for the County of Sumter, 
preference shall be given to farm produce, supplies and materials 
grown or manufactured in Sumter County, quality and price being 
equal, 


§ 6. In anticipation of the tax herein levied, the County Board 
of Commissioners is authorized to borrow such sum or sums as may 
be necessary, not exceeding the revenue arising hereunder at the best 
obtainable rate of interest and return any loan so made from the 
revenue herein provided as the same may become available. 


§ 8. The County Board of Commissioners shall publish in at 
least one newspaper published in said County, a consolidated state- 
ment of all receipts and disbursements semi-annually, on January Ist 
and July Ist of each year. 


§ 9. That after the expiration of the six months’ school term 
as provided for in Section 11-A of Act No. 539 of the Laws of 
1924, the tuition charges for the remainder of the school term for 
high school pupils who come from non-high school districts shall be 
paid by the District Board of Trustees of said non-high school dis- 
tricts, from the school funds of their respective districts, and in 
case there are no fufds available for this purpose, then the school 
trustees of such districts or the County Superintendent of Educa-

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§ 18. County Auditor prohbited from changing levy. The Au- 
ditor of Union County is hereby prohibited from changing the levies

to approve by countersigning all approved bills for payment with 
date of approval and also countersign all warrants or drafts on the 
Treasurer together with the Supervisor who shall also sign and seal 
the same : Provided, That in emergencies or breaking downs the party 
in charge shall order or obtain the necessary parts or other matters 
and things to save time and expenses. 


§ 20. County Physician, The Advisory Board shall after ad- 
vertisement let a contract to a reputable Physician or Physicians for 
one year for services at call to the County Home patients, the County 
Chaingang Patients, to the prisoners in jail, and serve the Coroner in 
post mortems and Probate Judge in lunacies, whenever such services 
are needed at the lowest bid therefor, all things being taken into 
consideration. 


§ 21. The County Bookkeeper and His Duties, The County 
Bookkeeper shall have his office in that of the County Advisory 
Board and Supervisor and keep all the books required by law to be kept 
by the Advisory Board and/or Supervisor. Before entering upon the 
duties of his office, he shall execute his bond in the sum of Three Thou- 
sand ($3,000.00) Dollars, payable to Union County, for the faith- 
ful performance of his duties; and may execute the same in a surety 
company licensed and doing business in this State and the premium 
thereon may be paid by the county; the giving out of any advance 
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information as to bids or bidders in competitive bids for county pur- 
chases or county contracts, or his entering into any surety collusion 
with salesmen or others, which may cause loss or injury to the county, 
shall be deemed breaches of the condition of his bond in addition to 
any other breaches or bad faith of or in his duties to the county; he 
shall write down in ink the meetings of the Advisory Board and make 
and keep a correct and true record of the same; prepare all bills and 
present the same to the Advisory Board at its meetings for approval, 
correction or disapproval; prepare all warrants and drafts on the 
County Treasurer for payments and. see that the chairman counter- 
sign and the Sttpervisor sign and seal the same before delivery; he 
shall receive all bids for county purchases and contracts, submit the 
same to the Advisory Board by number with the name of the bidder 
or bidders eliminated; he shall visit each county officer and require 
of him a requisition of the needs of his office; such as stationery, 
stamps, fixtures, books, pens, ink, etc., etc., and after receiving the 
same classify the same, classify the wants, and finally submit the 
same to the said board for approval and purchase thereof. The Ad- 
visory Board is the only legal purchasing agent of Union County, 
and no claims or bills against the county shall be deemed valid unless 
the same has the approval of said Board. The above duties are cumu- 
lative and in addition to those already written into the law and shall 
govern and be paramount when in conflict or inconsistent herewith. 


§ 22. Advisory Board and Supervisor, Approval of Bills. It 
shall be unlawful for the Advisory Board and Supervisor to approve 
for payment and/or order payment any bill or claim against the 
county until and unless someone in authority makes proof that the 
article or articles purchased have been received and delivered in good 
condition and in accordance with the purchase. 


§ 23. Payment of Salaries, Wages and Monthly Payments. 
All the salaries and wages shall be payable monthly and not until the 
services have been rendered; and the County Bookkeeper shall pre- 
pare the warrants or drafts for the payment of the same to the indi- 
vidual who has performed the service, have the Supervisor sign and 
seal the same together with the chairman, who shall countersign for 
delivery on the first day of each month after the performance of the 
service; he shall also prepare warrants or drafts for each member 
of the Advisory Board after each meeting in the sum of Five ($5.00) 
Dollars properly signed and countersigned and deliver to the mem- 
bers only who are present at the meeting; the nieetings are confined 
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to three (3) per month and to be regulated by the Board; he shall 
also prepare for delivery the first of each month the warrant to the 
surviving Confederate soldier, each to receive Ten ($10.00) Dollars 
per month; also prepare warrants in the sum of Twenty-five ($25.- 
00) Dollars for each of the military companies; One Hundred and 
Twenty ($120.00) Dollars per month for the eight orphans to the 
Carolina Orphanage at Columbia, S. C. Also warrant to the Wallace . 
Thomson Hospital in the sum of One Hundred and Fifty ($150.00) 
Dollars; and warrant in the sum of Fifty ($50.00) Dollars to the 
Majority (Colored) Hospital only upon its functioning as a hospital ; 
and Fifteen ($15.00) Dollars per month to the landlord of the Coun- 
ty Agent for rent of office; also the salaries to the magistrates after 
checking their books showing receipts and settlements with the Coun- 
ty Treasurer; and all other warrants that show monthly settlement 
appropriations. , 

§ 24. County Treasurer to Pay Warrants only Properly Pre- 
pared, It shall be unlawful for the County Treasurer to honor and/or 
pay any warrants and/or drafts and/or vouchers issued from the 
office of the Advisory Board and/or Supervisor, unless signed and 
under the seal of the Supervisor and countersigned by the chairman 
of the Advisory Board and referring by number and date of approval 
the account to which the same is chargeable. 


§ 25. County Treasurer and County Bookkeeper Books. ‘The | 
County Treasurer and the County Bookkeeper shall keep their books 
alike insofar as the appropriations are made to each account, and 
warrants or drafts shall be made to the account and the balance of 
the appropriations brought down so that each may always check 
against the other; and the County Bookkeeper shall not draw his 
warrant on the Treasurer when his books show that insufficient 
money balance in the office of the County Treasurer to pay the 
same; and the County Treasurer shall not honor and/or pay any 
warrant against an appropriation account when his books show in- 
sufficient funds in the account to pay the same, 


§ 26. Dieting Jail Prisoners. The Sheriff shall be allowed 
Thirty (30¢) Cents per diem for feeding prisoners while in his 
custody and in jail. 

§ 27. Feeding Trial Empanelled Juries and Bailiffs. The Sheriff 
shall be allowed Forty (40) Cents per meal for feeding empanelled 
juries while trying a case together with the bailiffs while in charge 
of said jurors. : 
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§ 28. Delinquent Tax Settlements by the Sheriff. The Sheriff 
shall make monthly settlements with the County Treasurer in accord- 
ance with the laws, on all delinquent taxes collected by him or his 
office; and list with the Treasurer at the same time all uncollected 
tax executions in his possession; failure on his part to perform this 
duty shall forfeit his salary for the preceding month and all salaries 
until performed. 


§ 29. Borrowing Money. The Advisory Board and Supervisor 
shall have the right and power to borrow such suin or sums of money, 
not to exceed the amount herein appropriated, by advertising for 
seven (7) days and the loan or loans shall be awarded to the lowest 
bidder ; in the event there is only one bid and it rejected,. then and 
in that event the said board and Supervisor shall negotiate the loan 
or loans elsewhere upon a satisfactory bid and the money thus bor- 
rowed shall be deposited in the banks of Union County. In order to 
secure the payment of such sums or sums so borrowed the Advisory 
Board and Supervisor may issue the County’s note or ndtes, counter- 
signed by the County Treasurer and pledge for the prompt payment 
of the same the taxes to be collected and other revenues anticipated 
and applicable to claims, for the payment of which the money is bor- 
rowed and pledge in addition thereto the full faith and credit of 
Union County, The within power and authority is in addition to any 
and all other powers and authority heretofore granted by statute or 
otherwise as to the borrowing of money by the said officers of Union 
County for county purposes. 


§ 30. The County Chaingang and its Work, etc. The county 
chaingang shall continue to be used in the upkeep and maintenance 
of county roads, cross-country roads, the building and repair of 
bridges over streams and under roadways and such other work as the 
authorities may direct ; and the captain or boss of the chaingang shall 
employ the overseers, carpenters, mechanics and guards at the pay 
herein fixed in this supply Bill or at a less sum. 


§ 31. Nepotism. Attention is again called to Section 755, Civil 
Code, 1932, Volume 3, as to Nepotism; and it shall be the duty of 
the advisory Board, Supervisor and County Bookkeeper to keep prop- 
erly informed and advised; and in obedience to said law to issue no 
pay warrants or drafts to anyone coming within the limitations of 
said statute, ; 
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§ 32. Statements Made by County Treasurer to Delegation. 
The County Treasurer shall continue to make and deliver to each 
member of the County Delegation in the General Assembly his trial 
balance statements the first of each month showing receipts and dis- 
bursements and the banks in which the county funds are deposited 
and the nature of the accounty. 


§ 33. Charging Off as Cash Defunct Bank Accounts. The 
County Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to charge off as 
cash the accounts of defunct county banks, to-wit:

§ 34. Unlawful for Officers to Profit in County Trading. It 
shall be unlawful for any officer or employee of the County to be in- 
terested directly or indirectly in any contract or job for work or 
material ; in the profits or the sale thereof, any service to be furnished 
or performed ; wherein the county is directly or indirectly interested 
financially ; and any officer or employee found guilty of violating this 
section or any part thereof shall forfeit his unpaid salary and his 
office and the employee shall forfeit his unpaid wages and job; in 
addition to any other penalty prescribed by law. 


§ 35. The Miscellaneous Contingent Account. It shall be un- 
lawful for the Advisory Board and/or Supervisor to draw warrants 
against the miscellaneous contingent account hereinabove appropri- 
ated; except by and with the written permission of the majority of 
the delegation of which majority the Senator shall be one of them;

County and the County Treasurer of Williamsburg County are 
hereby authorized and directed upon request of the owner or holder 
of any claim of the character hereafter mentioned, to issue appro- 
priate written evidence of the unpaid obligation of Williamsburg 
County for salaries of teachers in the public schools of such county 
during the session of 1931-1932, and for claims of contractors for 
transporting or furnishing means of transportation to pupils in the 
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public schools of said county during the session 1931-1932: Provided, 
That the total of the written evidence of indebtedness issued in 
settlement of claims for teachers’ salaries shall not exceed the pro- 
portion that the sum allotted to the county by the State for salaries 
of teachers in the public schools for the session 1931-1932 bears to 
the total amount required for the payment of such salaries in the 
public schools of Williamsburg County for a period of six (6) 
months in accordance with the 6-0-1 Law and Acts amendatory there- 
to; and the amount of each separate instrument issued evidencing 
such indebtedness shall bear the same proportion to the total of the 
claim thereby settled. Whenever the owner or holder of any claim of 
the character heretofore mentioned shall request such written evi- 
dence of indebtedness, it shall be the duty of the County Superintend- 
ent of Education of said county to designate such claims by a cer- 
tain mark, and in case of a teacher salary claim he shall determine 
the amount to be deducted according to the scaling of State aid, and 
he shall certfy to the’ County Treasurer and to the County Supervisor 
of said county the proper amount for which the evidence of indebted- 
ness shall be issued.

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requiring hospital treatment and who are unable to pay for the

In the Townships of Bethel, Bethesda, Broad River and Bul- 
lock’s Creek a special levy of two (2) mills is hereby made and the 
proceeds from said levy shall be used for road purposes in said town- 
ship, In Catawba and Ebenezer Townships a special levy of three- 
quarters (34) mills is hereby made and the proceeds from said levy 
shall be used in said townships for support and maintenance of the 
public health nurse for said township as provided by Act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of 1927. In the Townships of Bethel, Bethesda, Bul- 
lock’s Creek, Broad River, Fort Mill, Kings Mountain and York 
one-fourth (144) mill is hereby made and the proceeds from said 
levy shall be used in said township for the support and maintenance 
of a public health nurse for said townships as provided by Act of 
the General Assembly of 1930.

Whereas, there are many complaints by the employees in textile 
manufacturing plants in this State that labor required of them in 
what is now known as the “stretch-out system”, is injurious to their 
health, mentally and physically ; and 


Whereas, should an investigation by competent authority find as a 
matter of fact that such labor required of them in the “stretch-out 
system” is injurious to health; a proper, sensible and protective 
remedy should be found and adopted to correct it; now, therefore, 


Section 1. Investigation of Textile Plants Using the 
‘Stretch-Out System”.—Be it resolved by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That the Executive Committee of 
the State Board of Health, be, and it is hereby, authorized and 
directed to make a thorough investigation of the effects of labor in 
textile mills in this State required to work in all the departments 
using a “stretch-out system” and report its findings of fact to the 
General Assembly in January, 1933. 
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§ 2. Powers of Committee.—That full authority and power 
is hereby delegated said committee in the work of investigation, to 
enter any textile plant, to subpoena witnesses, take testimony and 
make examinations, in the mill communities; and at any time call to 
its assistance, the Sheriff of the County or any experts on mental 
and/or nervous diseases and/or the disease known as Pellagra. All 
proceedings under this Act shall be subject to the rules and regula- 
tions established by the said Executive Committee.

and reasonable cost of acquiring necessary rights-of-way; the cost
